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MEMOIR OF ULRIC ZUINGLE.

Unric Zuincrz, the great founder of 
the churches called “ The Reformed,” 
and the first among his contemporaries 
that received the light of divine truth, 
was born on the first of January, 1487, 
at Wildehausen, in the county of Tog- 
genburg, a part of Switzerland lying 
south of the canton of St. Gal, and east 
of Zurich. His parents occupied a re- 
spectable station in society, and be- 
stowed a liberal education upon their 
son Ulric ; who was destined by provi- 
dence not only to be the instrument of 
the reformation in his native country, 
but to possess an influence which was 
felt through a considerable portion of 
Europe. History supplies us with but 
few and imperfect notices of the inci- 
dents which served to develop the latent 
powers of Zuingle’s mind ; it is evident, 
however, that he gave early indications 
of a precocity of genius, which foretold 
his future greatness. His habits of ap- 
plication, and the capacity of his mind, 
were such, that he mastered the whole 
compass of the learning of the day, with 
an ease and rapidity which astonished 
his preceptors. The Jearned languages, 
history, poetry, and music, were succes- 
sively studied by young Zuingle with 
unequalled success ; and from these he 
soon ascended to the study of the higher 
branches of literature. 

The philosophy of the day was a gro- 
tesque mixture of subtleties, technicali- 
ties, and unmeaning distinctions, drawn 
without order or connexion from the 
writings of the sages of antiquity. Thus, 
though Aristotle and Plato were con- 
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sidered as the oracles of philosophy in 
this age of darkness, there were then but 
very few who were acquainted with the 
writings of those great men. The pre- 
tended followers of Aristotle, though 
dignified with the venerable titles of ar- 
tists, grammarians, physicians, and dia- 
lecticians, were profoundly ignorant of 
the real sentiments of that great philo- 
sopher: “For what was now publicly 
taught as the philosophy of that great 
man, was really nothing more than a 
confused and motley heap of obscure 
notions, sentences, and divisions, which 
even the public doctors and heads of 
schools were unable to comprehend. 
And if among these thorns of scholastic 
wisdom there was any thing that had 
the appearance of fruit, it was crushed 
and blasted by the furious wranglings 
and disputes of the Scotists and Thom- 
ists, the Realists and Nominalists, whose 
clamours and contentions were unhap- 
pily heard in all the European acade- 
mies.”* Zuingle proceeded, with ex- 
emplary patience and assiduity, through 
this labyrinth of obscurities, and became 
deeply versed in the technical jargon of 
the schools. From this dry and unpro- 
fitable subject he proceeded to the study 
of theology ; and soon discovered that 
this sublime science was involved in 
deeper obscurity than even philosophy. 
Respecting the theology of that age, Dr. 
Mosheim writes thus; “ The wretched 
and senseless manner of teaching theo- 


logy in this century may be learned

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from many books yet extant which were 
written by the divines it produced, and 
which in reality have no other merit 
than their enormous bulk. The exposi- 
tors of the holy scriptures were but few 
in number during this century, and there 
were scarcely any of the Christian doc- 
tors that had a critical knowledge of the 
sacred scriptures. This kind of know- 
ledge was so rare, that when Luther 
arose, there could not be found even in 
the university of Paris, which was con- 
sidered as the first and most famous of 
all the public schools of learning, a single 
person qualified to dispute with him, or 
oppose his doctrine upon a scriptural 
foundation. Any commentators that were 
at this time to be found were such as, lay- 
ing aside all attention to the true mean- 
ing and force of the words of scripture, 
which their profound ignorance of the 
original languages and of the rules of 
criticism rendered them incapable of in- 
yestigating, gave a loose to their vain 
and irregular fancies in the pursuit of 
mysterious significations. The greatest 
part of the public teachers belonged to 
those classes of divines which were dis- 
tinguished by the titles of Positivi and 
Sententiarii, who were extremely fond, 
—the former, of loading their accounts, 
both of the truths and precepts of reli- 
gion, with multiplied quotations and 
authorities from the writings of the an- 
cient doctors ; the latter, of explaining 
the doctrines of the gospel by the rules 
of a subtle and intricate philosophy.’”* 
The mind of Zuingle was early agitated 
with suspicions that this method of ex- 
plaining the gospel was opposed to the 
simplicity of that divine message ; and, 
though he obtained an intimate acquaint- 
ance with the writings of the Fathers, 
whose decisions were then generally 
considered as infallible, his ingenious and 
comprehensive mind soon perceived, 
that their writings not only did not har- 
monize with each other, but were dis- 
cordant with the scriptures of truth. In 
secret and in silence he pursued the 
then deserted path of a simple and 
prayerful study of the sacred oracles ; 
and the light that shone upon his inquir- 
ing ‘mind, while perusing the word of 
life, convinced him that the popish 
church had entirely corrupted the Chris- 
tian religion, and destroyed its original 
purity and simplicity. He acquired an 
intimate acquaintance with the canon of

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inspiration, which, through the divine 
blessing, made him “ wise upto salva~ 
tion.” His decisions were not arrived at 
hastily, but were the result of a compre- 
hensive view of the general scope of re- 
velation. Unlike Luther, who rose with 
all the vehemence of his enthusiastic 
mind the moment that he had received 
the least light, Zuingle continued to la- 
bour in obscurity until he had formed a 
well-digested scheme of Christian doc- 
trine and discipline, which he subse- 
quently made known to the world. 
Zuingle moved cautiously, calmly, and 
yet firmly in the cause of the reforma- 
tion; Luther with impetuosity, and of- 
tentimes with rashness. The conversion 
of Zuingle took place at an early age ; 
and was effected by the blessed Spirit 
through the simple instrumentality of 
the written word. 

In the year 1505, while yet only 
eighteen years of age, Zuingle was 
chosen pastor of a small church at Glaris. 
It was here that his views of divine 
truth were enlarged and expanded. He 
continued for several years in this obscure 
and retired station, studying and publicly 
expounding the scriptures, as he him- 
self says, “in entire and humble depend- 
ence upon the illuminating influences 
of the Holy Spirit.” As his mind opened 
to the light of truth, his preaching as- 
sumed a more decided and evangelical 
tone; and, as he himself saw more 
clearly the way of salvation, he more 
fully and faithfully proclaimed it to 
others ; but it was not until his removal 
from Glaris, that he ventured publicly to 
attack the peculiar tenets of the church 
of Rome. 

In the year 1516, being then twenty- 
nine years of age, Zuingle removed to a 
place called “ The Hermitage,” which 
was famous for pilgrimages to the Virgin 
Mary, and was the common resort of 
her devotees among the Swiss. The 
mind of Zuingle was now confirmed in 
the true principles of the gospel, and the 
superstition and idolatry which were 
exhibited daily at “The Hermitage” 
aroused his indignation, and brought 
into public notice the light and informa- 
tion which he had accumulated in the 
sequestered village of Glaris. Now he 
lifted up his voice publicly against the 
corruptions of the Roman Catholic 
church, and proclaimed fearlessly the 
truths of the everlasting gospel. Still he 
proceeded with prudence and caution, 
making use of but one weapon, the 
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sword of the Spirit. His resistless elo- 
quence, and the force of his arguments, 
speedily drew attention to his preach- 
ing, and procured him numerous and at- 
tentive auditories. It is to be observed, 
that this took place just one year before 
Martin Luther's collision with the church 
of Rome; so that the honour of being 
the first efficient reformer belongs to 
Zuingle. Besides, there can be no doubt 
that, even when Luther did first protest 
against some of the more glaring corrup- 
tions of the papal church, his views of 
Christian doctrine were but crude and 
ill-digested ; while those of Zuingle 
were comprehensive, and enlarged by a 
previous long-continued examination of 
the sacred writings. Dr. Mosheim is 
compelled to make the admission, that 


“ Zuingle had perceived some rays of the | 


truth before Luther came to an open 
rupture with the church of Rome;” 
though he does so with an exceedingly 
bad grace. There can be no doubt, 
therefore, that Zuingle was thie earliest 
reformer of the sixteenth century, and 
that he was very far in advance of Lu- 
ther in the extensiveness of his views ; 
for while the latter was at first willing 
to retain nearly the whole of the popish 
errors, excepting the sale of indulgences, 
the former had devised a comprehensive 
scheme of a complete reformation of re- 
ligion. Zuingle also far surpassed Lu- 
ther in learning, capacity, and judgment, 
though he may not have equalled him in 
vehemence and impetuosity. 

A short time after the preaching of 
Zuingle had attracted public attention, 
he was invited to Zurich, and was made 
a canon of the church in that city. It 


was here he commenced that splendid | 


career of Jabour and usefulness which 
continued uninterrupted to the day of 
his death. He became the zealous pro- 
moter of the reformation in his native 
country; and, having the well-digested 
stores of years of intense application at 
his command, and being blessed with a 
sagacity and penetration which seemed 
capable of surmounting the greatest diffi- 
culties, he soon took the lead in those 
great movements which were then tak- 
ing place in his native country; and, by 
his writings, and the preaching of his 
disciples, disseminated his opinions 
through a great part of Europe. The 
reformation had just commenced in Ger- 
many, and the gigantic Luther had be- 
gun to hurl his thunders against the 
papal power, while the spirit of the 
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reformation was spreading to countries 
more remote. The religious and intel- 
lectual darkness which had so long 
brooded over benighted Europe was be- 
ginning to dissipate; the sun of truth 
was preparing to rise and cast his splen- 
dours upon the nations which had long 
sat in darkness and in the region of the 
shadow of death ; the materials of a re- 
volution which was about to shake the 
very foundations of the papal power had 
been long accumulating, and now need- 
ed but a spark to produce the catas- 
trophe :—when, at length, the loud tem- 
pest burst over the heads of the papal 
despots, and from one end of Europe to 
the other, there were heard “the voices 
and thunderings” of the awakened and 
indignant nations! At this critical june- 
ture, four illustrious men arose, within a 
short distance of time, to aid in dispel- 
ling the ignorance and superstition of 
the times; these were, Zuingle, Luther, 
Melancthon, and Calvin; men whose 
bames are embalmed in the memories of 
all those who love ‘‘ the truth as it is in 
Jesus.” Perhaps of all these, not one 
rendered more effectual and lasting help 
to the cause of the reformation than 
Zuingle; and not one was more fitted 
to guide the affairs of the rising churches. 
Luther was rash and impetuous, while 
Melancthon was timid and yielding; but 
the close friendship which subsisted be- 
tween these two eminent men, and their 
union in promoting the same cause, 
tended to rectify the defects of both, 
Zuingle seemed to combine a portion of 
the qualities of both these champions of 
truth ; for while he was intrepid and 
resolute in the midst of danger, he was 
cautious, prudent, and sagacious. Un- 
der his superintendence the reformation 
obtained a solid footing in Switzerland, 
and spread through the greater part of 
that country. 

The first event which seemed to pave 
the way for a more general diffusion of 
the principles of the reformation in 
Switzerland, occurred in the year 1519, 
not long after the settlement of Zuingle 
at Zurich. The impious traffic in in- 
dulgences was then proceeding at a 
fearful rate in various parts of Kurope ; 
and, among other countries into which 
his holiness the pope, in the height of 
his paternal solicitude, sought to intro- 
duce these tokens of his disinterested 
compassion, was Switzerland. One Sam- 
son, an Italian monk, was the agent who 
endeavoured to introduce this abomi- 
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nable trade into that country; but he 
was resisted with such signal courage 
and success by Zuingle, that in process 
of time the supremacy of the pope was 
rejected through the greatest part of 
the Helvetic cantons. The attempt to 
establish the sale of indulgencies in 
Switzerland roused the indignation of 
many of its inhabitants who had pre- 
viously sat patiently under the yoke of 
Rome, and gave the death-blow to the 
power of the pope in that country. 
Zuingle was not without many talented 
condjutors in the great work which he 
had undertaken, among whom we may 
mention, CEcolampadius, Hedeon, and, 
more latterly, the illustrious John Calvin. 
Among the German divines some em- 
braced his opinions, and explained them 
to the people, both in their writings and 
discourses. Among these may be men- 
tioned the renowned Martin Bucer. 
Between Zuingle and Luther there 
existed several points of difference, which 
tended to produce considerable animos- 
ity between the various rising protestant 
churches. Zuingle’s views of ecclesias- 
tical reform were more enlarged and en- 
lightened than those of Luther; for the 
latter wished to retain many things 
which the former very unceremoniously 
abolished. Among these we may men- 
tion the use of images, altars, wax 
tapers, the absurd form of exorcism, and 
private confession ; all of which Luther 
was disposed to treat with indulgence. 
Zuingle seemed anxious to remove every 
thing which might tend in the least to 
nourish a spirit of superstition in the 
people ; but Luther tolerated forms and 
ceremonies which could answer no pur- 
pose but that of keeping alive the seeds 
of the superstition of the dark ages, and 
which might again germinate, and issue 
in 2 second corruption of the Christian 
religion. Zuingle ardently desired to 
bring back the worship of God to its 
original simplicity; Luther wished to 
retain a portion of the imposing gran- 
deur of the Roman Catholic ritual. On 
some points of doctrine their opinions 
were different ; for Zuingle held most of 
the sentiments which were afterwards 
more fully illustrated by his successor, 
John Calvin; while Luther’s views on 
the same points were m some respects 
different. But perhaps nothing tended 
so much to divide the Reformed and 
Lutheran churches, as the conflicting 
Opinions of their founders concerning 
the eucharist, or Lord’s supper, and the 
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person of Christ. Zuingle believed, and. 
that most justly, that “The body and 
blood of Christ are not rea//y present 1 
the eucharist ; and that the bread and 
wine are no more than external signs or 
symbols, designed to excite in the minds 
of Christians the remembrance of the 
sufferings and death of the Saviour, and 
of the benefits which arise from them.” 
The following passage, occurring in 
Zuingle’s book concerning baptism, is 
commonly quoted to confirm this state- 
ment: “Ccena dominica, non aliud, 
quam commemorationis nomen mere- 
tur.” The Lord’s supper deserves no 
other name than that of a commemora- 
tion.” Luther, though he professed to 
deny the popish doctrine of transubstan- 
tiation, yet believed that which in effect 
amounted to the same thing. He sub- 
stituted the barbarous term consubstan- 
tiation, instead of transubstantiation, and 
believed that the body and blood of 
Christ were really, though in a manner 
far beyond human comprehension, pre- 
sent in the eucharist, and were exhibited 
together with the bread and wine. As 
one would naturally expect, Luther ut- 
tered much senseless jargon in bis pre- 
tended explanation of this absurd doc- 
trine. “ As ina red hot iron,” said he, 
“two distinct substances, namely, iron 
and fire are united, so is the body of 
Christ uee with the bread in the eu- 
charist !” 

The ubiquity of the human nature of 
Christ was another point of discussion 
among the protestants. Luther believed 
that the human nature of Christ is in 
some mysterious manner present in every 
part of the universe ; and by this incom- 
prehensible omnipresence of the human- 
ity of Jesus, he endeavoured to explain 
how his body and blood can be present 
in the eucharist. Zuingle, though he 
firmly believed the divinity of the Sa- 
viour, would not admit that any of the 
properties of the divine nature were com- 
municated to the human. He believed 
that the two natures still retained their 
distinct properties, though they formed 
but one glorious person. The whole of 
the Swiss cantons that had thrown off 
the yoke of Rome, several German states 
and cities, and other countries more re- 
mote, embraced the opinions of Zuingle; 
while the Lutheran states of Germany 
received the sentiments of the Saxon 
reformer. Thus the divines of Sax- 
ony and Switzerland were divided, 
and many and protracted were their 
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disputations upon these controverted 
points. 

Philip, landgrave of Hesse, who had 
watched the progress of this contest with 
the utmost pain and anxiety, fearing 
that these intestine commotions would 
seriously hinder the progress of the re- 
formation, invited the contending parties 
to a friendly conference at Marburg, 
with a view to heal the breaches which 
had been made between the two church- 
es. His object was, to afford the con- 
tending reformers an opportunity for 
mutual explanation, and to harmonize, 
if possible, their conflicting opinions. 
The discussions, which were carried on 
in the presence of the landgrave, lasted 
four days. Luther had accused Zuingle 
of holding heretical opinions, not only 
concerning the Lord’s supper, but also 
respecting the divinity of Christ, the 
efficacy of the divine word, original sin, 
and some other parts of the Christian 
doctrine. Luther was accompanied at 
this conference by Melancthon, Justus 
Jonas from Saxony, Osiander, Brentius, 
and Agricola; Zuingle had with him 
Ccolampadius, Bucer, and Hedeon. 
The debates were conducted by Luther, 
who attacked (Ecolampadius ; and Me- 
lancthon, who disputed against Zuingle. 
Even Mosheim, who writes with the ut- 
most partiality towards the heads of the 
Lutheran church, admits that ‘‘ Zuingle 
cleared himself from the greatest part of 
the accusations brought against him, with 
the most triumphant evidence, and in 
such a manner as was entirely satisfac- 
tory, even to Luther himself.’* On 
most points the reformers present at 
this conference came to a mutual under- 
standing, but the question respecting 
the real presence in the supper remained 
unsettled, both parties retaining their 
opinions without the least modification ; 
and this question it seemed, of all others, 
the most desirable to settle, as it had 
been the most fruitful source of strife 
and division. But neither party could 
be induced to alter or even to modify 
his opinion on that subject, though both 
parties agreed to a mutual toleration of 
their respective sentiments, and left it 
with the Disposer of all events to make 
the truth more fully and clearly known 
to them all. But the flame of contro- 
versy, though covered, was not extin- 
guished, as subsequent events too plainly 
proved ; and, eventually, the Swiss

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churches were formed into a distinct 
community. In the conference at Mar- 
burg, the sagacity and judgment of 
Zuingle were rendered pre-eminently 
conspicuous by the force of his reason- 
ing, and the calmness of his temper even 
in the most animated debate. At the 
conclusion of this debate, Zuingle pro- 
posed that the Lutheran and Reformed 
churches should hold fraternal commu- 
nion with each other; but this, Luther 
positively refused to consent to, nor 
could Zuingle’s most earnest entreaties 
shake the determination of the Saxon 
divine. 

On the year following the conference 
of Marburg the diet of Augsburg was 
held, at which was presented that cele- 
brated confession of the faith of the Lu- 
theran churches known by the title of 
“The Confession of Augsburg.” This 
confession was drawn up by Melanc- 
thon, and was subscribed by John, 
elector of Saxony; by four princes of 
the empire, George, marquis of Branden- 
burg, Ernest, duke of Lunenburg, Phi- 
lip, landgrave of Hesse, Wolfgang, 
prince of Anhalt ; and by the imperial 
cities of Nuremberg and Reutlingen: 
who all thereby declared their assent to 
the doctrines contained therein. This 
confession is the received standard of 
the faith of the Lutheran churches to 
thisday. It must however be observed, 
that the cities of Constance, Strasburg, 
Meiningen, and Lindaw, which did not 
enter the Lutheran league, because they 
had embraced the opinions of Zuingle, 
presented a confession of their faith to 
the same august assembly. This latter 
confession was prepared by the excel- 
lent Martin Bucer ; and was considered 
as a master-piece of reasoning and elo- 
quence, not only by the protestants, but 
by many of the catholics. Zuingle also 
sent to this diet a private confession of 
his religious opinions. 

The issue of the diet of Augsburg is 
well known. The emperor Charles V., 
after trying several ineffectual means to 
induce the protestant states of Germany 
to return to the bosom of the papal 
church, resolved to subdue them by 
force of arms. This was speedily made 
known by the proclamations and edicts 
put forth by this persecutor, in which 
he commanded all the subjects of his 
empire to abandon the protestant church 
and renew their allegiance to the pope. 
These gathering clouds warned the pro- 
testants of Germany of a coming storm, 
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and induced them to take steps for pro- 
viding for their safety. The protestant 
states entered into a solemn confedera- 
tion and alliance, which was ratified first 
at Smaleald, and afterwards at Franck- 
fort, and the object of which was to de- 
fend their religious liberties from the 
encroachments with which they were 
threatened by the imperial edicts, In 
the formation of this league Luther gave 
a melancholy instance of the power of 
bigotry, by refusing to comprehend 
within it the followers of Zuingle among 
the Swiss, together with the German 
states or cities which had adopted the 
sentiments of Zuingle, as explained in 
the confession of Bucer! This painful 
exhibition of intolerance only serves to 
show how little the true principles of 
religious liberty were then understood. 
Nor was Zuingle himself entirely free 
from the spirit of intolerance which per- 
vaded the public mind in these early 
days of the reformation. His cruel per- 
secutions of the baptists at Zurich, which 
are well known, proved that he had yet 
much to learn respecting the universality 
of the rights of conscience. It is a re- 
markable fact, that the baptists have 
commonly been in advance of their con- 
temporaries in the clearness of their 
views respecting the true character of 
the kingdom of Christ, and have always 
suffered most severely for their opinions. 
None of the more eminent reformers 
ever dreamt of the expediency of sepa- 
rating the church from the state ; but, 
on the contrary, persecuted all those 
who held that opinion, and among these 
the baptists. Luther was a bitter per- 
secutor, not only of those fanatical ana- 
baptists who filled some parts of Ger- 
many and Holland with terror and 
bloodshed by their tumults and seditions, 
but even of the peaceable professors of 
their faith. Zuingle, though not equally 
severe, did not refuse to persecute these 
devoted and enlightened advocates of 
truth and religious liberty. Nor were 
the hands of John Calvin clean from 
their blood. It may, indeed, appear 
strange that such men should claim a 
right to think for themselves, and yet 
deny that right to others: it may well 
excite our astonishment, that Zuingle, 
Luther, and Calvin, who maintained 
their right to dissent from the church of 
Rome, should deny to others the right 
to dissent from them. The power and 
influence of Zuingle were not confined, 
however, to ecclesiastical affairs, for his 
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political influence was unbounded. Se- 
nates souglit his prudent counsels, peace 
was made, or war proclaimed, in agree- 
ment with his advice. 

The civil war which raged in Germany 
was not confined to that unhappy coun- 
try. The Roman Catholic cantons of 
Switzerland, assisted by their neighbours, 
took up arms against their protestant 
countrymen, with the avowed intention 
of bringing them once more to acknow- 
ledge the supremacy of the pope. The 
protestant cantons armed in defence of 
their religious liberties, and a bloody 
civil war ensued. By the laws of Switz- 
erland, every inhabitant was obliged to 
take arms whenever the defence of the 
country required it; and, in the days.of 
Zuingle, this law was so imperative, and 
of such universal application, that neither 
the ministers of religion nor the profes- 
sors of theology were allowed to be ab- 
sent from the field of battle. They in- 
deed did not appear in the field to per- 
form the sanguinary office of a soldier, 
but simply to animate those who were 
engaged in the conflict by their exhor- 
tations and prayers. Zuingle was thus 
compelled, by the imperious necessity 
of the law of the land, to join the army 
of the protestant cantons; and, unfor- 
tunately, this Christian hero fell in a 
battle that was fought on the 11th of 
October, 1531. Jerome Potanus, one of 
the theological doctors of Basle, was slain 
in the same conflict. Thus fell the un- 
daunted reformer of Switzerland, in the 
prime of his powers, both bodily and 
intellectual, being only forty-four years 
of age. His untimely death spread a 
gloom over every part of Protestant 
Switzerland. Loud and deep were the 
wailings uttered, and many and bitter 
were the tears shed, over his mangled 
remains; every countenance was co- 
vered. with sadness, for ‘“‘ Zuingle had 
fallen.” His tomb was moistened with 
the tears of a grateful people, whom he 
had emancipated from the galling yoke 
of Rome. 

His enemies have not failed to dwell 
upon the manner of his death, which 
they ignorantly represent as utterly un- 
worthy of a minister of the gospel of 
peace, entirely overlooking the fact, that 
Zuingle was compelled to appear in the 
field by the laws of his country. Such 
aspersions upon the memory of this great 
man may well excite an honest indigna- 
tion in the breast of every admirer of 
true excellence. Zuingle died on the 
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battle field, it is true, but there were no 
arms in his hand ; his only weapon was, 
“the effectual, fervent prayer of a righ- 
teous man,” and all the part which he 
took in the bloody strife, was to mingle 
the accents of supplication with the 
shock of arms and the loud din of battle. 
Over his premature grave we have often 
shed the tear of sincere regret ; but, 
while we have lamented his early depar- 
ture from the scene of his labours, we 
have blessed God for having provided 
himself so able a successor in the per- 
son of John Calvin, who subsequently 
became the leader of the reformed 
churches, and matured the system of 
doctrine aud discipline which his prede- 
cessor had so successfully commenced. 
The character of Zuingle may easily 
be gathered from his actions and his 
writings. His mind was powerful, com- 
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prehensive, and penetrating ; its facul- 
ties were evenly balanced, so that he 
never permitted his imagination to out- 
run his judgment. He lacked much of 
the fire and impetuosity of Luther, and 
was equally exempt from the timidity of 
Melancthon. He seemed to combine 
qualities which are seldom found united 
—firmness and liberality, boldness and 
caution, decision and prudence. His 
preaching was instructive, and at the 
same time eloquent, informing the judg- 
ment, and affecting the heart. Asa 7e- 
JSormer, he was unequalled by any of his 
contemporaries in the extensiveness of 
his views, and the enlightened character 
of his sentiments ; and, as a Christian, 
his piety was simple, unaffected, and 
fervent. His body sleeps with his fathers, 
but his spirit is happy with the God 
whom he seryed. 
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THE PREACHING OF THE CROSS. 


A SERMON DELIVERED AT THE BAPTIST MISSIONARY MEETING AT OXFORD, OCTOBER 1, 1817, 


BY THE REY. ROBERT HALL.

“ For the preaching of the cross is to them 
that perish foolishness, but unto us which are 
saved it is the power of God.”—1 CorInTHIANS 
i, 18. 

Tue apostle in this chapter informs us 
what was the chief matter and design 
of his ministry ; he denominates it by 
that which constitutes its principal part, 
which was the preaching of the cross. 
I need not remind you that by this ex- 
pression he means preaching the gospel; 
but we learn from it, that the cross of 
Christ is a fact of so much moment as 
to give its designation to the whole of 
the apostolical ministry and the Chris- 
tian economy. Now, whena particular 
part of a subject is selected for the pur- 
pose of giving an appellation to the 
whole, it is manifest it must not only be 
a part, but the principal part, a part so 
essential that every thing belonging to it 


that perish, is to all that are saved the 
power of God. 

The cross, you know, was the instru- 
ment of our Saviour’s death, and as such, 
by a usual figure, it is placed for the 
death of Christ itself. But when Paul 
speaks here of the death of Christ under 
the term cross, we are not, I apprehend, 
to confine our attention to the mere fact 
of his dying; we are to take the death 
of Christ, when spoken of in scripture, as 
_ineluding the whole of the doctrine con- 
| nected with that fact, that is, the doc- 
trine of the atonement. Under this 
phrase is comprehended all that the 
New Testament teaches us respecting 
the dignity of his person, the nature of 
his death as a vicarious sacrifice, and 
the great effects and blessings which are 
to result from it in all succeeding ages; 


must bear towards it an intimate rela- | 


tion. This is the rank, this is the de- 
partment, occupied by the doctrine or 
word of “the cross,” which the apostle 
here tells us, though foolishness to them 


'an adequate idea of the atonement of 


Christ in all its branches, in what it pre- 
supposes, and what it secures, is to be 
considered as included in this represen- 
tation. The preaching of this cross, the 


apostle says, was of such importance as 
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to be the power of God. But here we 
must distinguish between the cross itself 
and the preaching of it. The cross itself 
was not the power of God; it existed 
in an evil world ; it operated for far su- 
perior, or at least for sublimer purposes. 
The immediate design of this was to 
satisfy the justice of God by the value 
of that blood which was shed, and the 
dignity of that obedience which was 
rendered, It operated towards God, 
though we cannot say upon him in the 
strict sense of the word, yet as the great 
consideration upon which, morally con- 
sidered, he proceeded in affording mercy 
and salvation to sinful men, so as to 
render such a manifestation consistent 
with the essential purity of his charac- 
ter and the majesty of his government. 
When it is said, “ God was in Christ re- 
conciling the world unto himself,” the 
term, you are aware, is to be taken in a 
reciprocal sense, as including, in the 
first place, the providing an expedient, 
or moral medium, by which he could 
show himself propitious; and, by the 
display and annunciation of these glad 
tidings, to produce a reconciled state of 
that mind which was carnal and enmity 
against God. The cross of Christ, or 
the atonement, is to be considered as 
being the basis on which the dispensa- 
tion of the gospel was founded, on which 
all its promises rest; it is, speaking the 
language of scripture, “ Christ our re- 
demption,” that medium through which 
the Governor of the world acted in 
making the grant of pardon to all who 
repent and turn to God through his Son. 

But the preaching of this cross, the 
apostle says, is “the power of God.” 
It is, in its place and order, as necessary 
as the cross itself ; it brings the creature 
into contact with this great benefit ; it 
applies the purchase of the Redeemer’s 
blood to all believers. As the cross re- 
moved all moral obstructions, this re- 
moves the natural obstructions arising 
from a carnal mind, slaying the enmity, 
and binding the creature with the eternal 
Creator in ties of eternal amity. When 
it is said it is ‘‘the power of God,” we 
are to understand it to be an instrument 
of the divine power, the means by which 
the Divine Being subdues the minds of 
men, through this medium, to himself, 
and makes them the proper subjects of 
his eternal regard; they are actually 
saved by him, And, as every instru- 
ment implies an agent, we are not to 
lose sight of the efficacy of the Divine 
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Spirit, which is, throughout the scrip- 
tures, represented as necessary to ren- 
der the preaching of the cross itself, 
however valuable, efficacious. “ Paul 
may plant, and Apollos water, but God 
only giveth the increase.” But, if it be 
an instrument of divine power, it must 
be adapted to the purpose for which it 
is employed ; it must be the fittest in- 
strument, and must contain all proper- 
ties in it which can render it fit that 
Infinite Wisdom should select it for the 
purpose of accomplishing thereby the 
purposes of his power and of his good- 
ness. It is the chosen, and select, and, 
in an important sense, the only power 
of God, as the apostie reminds us in the 
context, “ Christ sent me not to baptize, 
but to preach the gospel, not with wis- 
dom of words, lest the cross of Christ 
should be made of none effect ;” imply- 
ing that the cross of Christ was the great 
means which, while it rendered effectual 
the preaching of the apostles, destroyed 
the wisdom of the wise, and brought to 
nothing the understanding of the pru- 
dent ; it is this whereby God hath made 
foolish the wisdom of this world. 

Let us, then, briefly consider in what 
respects the cross of Christ, or the 
preaching of the cross, more properly— 
the preaching of reconciliation through 
the cross of Christ—is an instrument ac- 
tually employed for the purpose of hu- 
man salvation ; and the fitness and pro- 
priety of this instrument, with respect 
to the use made of it by the apostle and 
by his associates in the ministry of the 
gospel. It is too manifest to be fora 
moment doubted or denied. The apostle, 
in this very passage, establishes it by 
styling the gospel the preaching of the 
cross. He elsewhere tells us, in the 
very next chapter, that he is determined 
to know nothing among them but ‘‘ Jesus 
Christ and him crucified.” ‘‘God forbid 
that I should glory, save in the cross of 
our Lord Jesus Christ.” Christ crucified, 
he declares in the passage before us, to 
be “ the power of God, and the wisdom 
of God.” He never seems to have lost 
sight of this doctrine ; and whatever he 
taught besides was either subservient to 
it, or the result of it; it was either de- 
rived from it by necessary consequence 
or it was communicated to man for the 
purpose of enforcing it. The death of 
the Redeemer is essential to justification 
in the divine sight. It occupied the 
place of a centre in their ministry, from 
which every ray in their ministry ema- 
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nated. You have seen the spirit with 
which Peter entered on his ministry ; 
in his reference to it in his discourse to 
Cornelius he at once, without preface, 
enters upon this doctrine, “The word 
which God sent unto the children of Is- 
rael, preaching peace by Jesus Christ; 
he is Lord of all.” You can scarcely 
read a passage of the New Testament, 
not even the practical parts of it, in 
which the attention is not directed to 
this subject ; the doctrinal parts of it 
refer to what that presupposes, and the 
practical parts are for the most part 
grounded upon it; and they are all en- 
forced by the motives which are supplied 
by this great truth. | 

‘ In the first place, in considering the 
fitness of the preaching of the cross as 
the instrument of salvation, we would 
observe, that it is, above every thing else, 
calculated to produce conviction, con- 
viction of sin. The knowledge of sin, 
indeed, is by the law; it is the law 
which reveals the will of the Divine 
Being, and prescribes the duty that will 
commands ; it is the law which estab- 
lishes the penalty which enforces obedi- 
ence ; for the matter of your duty it is 
necessary to have recourse to the law of 
God—by which we do not mean so 
much the ten commandments separately 
taken, as the whole preceptive part of 
the Old and New Testament. Not only 
no part of our duty with respect to the 
first table, the instruction that commu- 
nicates, or the obligation to our duty to 
God, is in the slightest degree super- 
seded by the cross of Christ ; but, sup- 
posing the law of God to be made 
known to men, partly by the light of 
conscience, and partly by the express 
dictates of divine revelation, the impress- 
ing it upon the mind, so as to produce 
a deep conviction of sin, is more effected 
by the preaching of the cross than by 
any other doctrine whatever ; and its 
importance in this respect must be very 
manifest to every one who reflects on 
what passes in the world. How difficult 
to bring men to a conviction of sin! A 
great part of mankind have agreed to 
explode the term, and to introduce vice 
instead of it, referring to that conduct 
which has a baleful effect on society in 
general. They are sufficiently alive to 
the offences against society, and fre- 
quently very zealous in the promulgation 
of penal laws for their prevention ; but 
they do not look at it in its whole 3 it is 
seldom that they advert to vice itself 
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considered as sin against God}; it is 
seldom that they attach any weight to 
that expression of the psalmist, “Against 
thee, thee only, have y sinned.” They 
very faintly recognize the relation which 
sin has to God as an offence and contra-= 
diction to his will, a presumptuous at~ 
tempt to shake off his authority. But 
the cross of Christ is calculated immedi- 
ately to strike at the root of this preju- 
dice ; it takes cognizance of sin, its pre- 
supposed existence, and its guilt, as 
consisting chiefly in its contradiction to 
the divine character, and the injury the 
laws of God are likely to sustain from it. 
When divine justice stretches forth its 
sword, and smites the man who is his 
fellow, the low and degraded ideas of 
the men of the world are completely lost 
sight of ; in contemplating the doctrine 
of the cross, it appears completely to 
disperse them, and leaves nothing to be 
contemplated but the conscience of the 
sinner, and the stern voice of justice re- 
quiring compensation. 

Again, the cross of Christ exhibits, to 
a much greater extent than you can pos- 
sibly otherwise conceive, the magnitude 
of human transgression. When we 
measure it by the greatness of the sacri- 
fice necessary to make atonement for it, 
how do our ideas of the strictness and 
purity of the divine justice rise in our 
view! How awful doesthat justice ap- 
pear which the wisdom of God displays, 
whose office it is to balance the divine 
perfections, that nothing should be ac- 
cepted as a sacrifice but the blood of 
his own Son, the brightness of the 
Father’s glory, and the express image of 
his person! Who would not be guilty 
of impiety in supposing that the Divine 
Being would be prodigal of that blood, 
and would expose him to degradation 
which was not necessary to the object ? 
But when we read that “it became him 
for whom are all things, and by whom 
are all things, in bringing many sons 
unto glory, to make the Captain of their 
salvation perfect through sufferings,” we _ 
cannot help estimating the greatness of 
the danger by the extraordinary means 
to avert it; the greatness of that wound 
which sin had inflicted on human nature, 
by the qualities of that balm which is 
found only in the blood of the Saviour. 
No abstract contemplation of the nature 
of sin as compared with the law of God, 
no abstract considerations of the justice 
and purity of the Divine Being, would 
have given us any thing Dba deep 
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impression of the evil of sin, of the great 
breach rebellion had made in the go- 
vernment of God, of the critical and aw- 
ful exigency of the case, as the plainest 
Christian is capable of receiving, in the 
spectacle of his own Son crucified for 
us. When conscience is alarmed, and 
when its sacred voice enforces the dic- 
tates of the divine law, and pronounces 
sentence of condemnation, it will never 
reach to that extent of the evil of sin 
as springs from the contemplation of the 
cross of Christ. It is true, the denunci- 
ations of the divine law are extremely 
awful. We cannot contemplate the 
curse the Divine Being has denounced 
against transgressors, and remember it 
is the curse of God, without feeling our 
minds affected ; but we shall enter more 
deeply into the spirit of those passages, 
and have a greater practical impression 
of the wrath to come, when we consider 
that no sacrifice was found sufficient to 
lay a foundation for deliverance from it, 
but in the propitiation of the eternal 
Son. Hence you find, that in the whole 
course of the Christian life, those whose 
minds have been deeply imbued by the 
cross of Christ have had a greater reve- 
rence of the divine majesty, and a greater 
fear of God as a just legislator, than 
when this doctrine is not announced, 
IT remember Mr. Brainerd, in the account 
he gives of his mission amongst the In- 
dians, remarks that he never found his 
hearers so much dismayed as when he 
was, not denouncing the terrors of divine 
justice, but displaying the riches of di- 
vine grace in the death of the Redeemer. 
Those who had reason to believe that 
they had not laid hold of salvation by 
the Redeemer, had such a conception of 
the difference between the lost and the 
saved, when measured by that standard, 
that they seemed to be oppressed and 
sunk into despair almost by the annun- 
ciation of the glad tidings. 
In the second place, the preaching of 
the cross is the power of God to salva- 
.tion, inasmuch as it is that doctrine 
alone which lays a firm and solid found- 
ation for peace of conscience, for a peace 
of conscience in a man awakened toa 
sense of his extreme danger. The great 
use of conviction of sin is to prepare the 
mind for the reception of mercy ; it is 
the harrow that turns up the fallow 
ground, and alone fits it to receive the 
good seed. If it terminated merely in 
despondency, or any of those efforts 
which the anxiety of the human con- 
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science might produce, and did not lead 
the man to depend on the promise of 
the divine pardon, it would be all una- 
vailing. But while the cross of Christ 
is the most calculated to produce serious 
alarm, and to excite men to flee from 
the wrath to come, it is the most adapt- 
ed to give them true peace’ in believing. 
We are informed by St. Paul, that the 
blood of Christ has this effect in a far 
more perfect manner than the sacrifices 
of the law had in the removal of outward 
pollutions; “If the blood of bulls and 
of goats, and the ashes of an heifer 
sprinkling the unclean, sanctifieth to the 
purifying of the flesh, how much more 
shall the blood of Christ, who through 
the eternal Spirit offered himself without 
spot to God, purge your conscience from 
dead works to serve the living and true 
God?” It is the blood of Christ that 
purges the conscience, and the design is 
that we may serve the living and true 
God ; but we cannot serve God until 
the conscience is first purged; as the ce- 
remonial disqualifications must be re- 
moved from the Jews before they could 
approach the Divine Being, soa hope of 
divine favour and merey must be felt 
before we can devote ourselves to the 
service of the great Supreme. The au- 
thor of the Epistle to the Hebrews ex- 
horts us, ‘* Having therefore, brethren, 
boldness to enter into the holiest by the 
blood of Jesus, by a new and living way 
which he hath consecrated for us through 
the vail, that is to say, his flesh ; and 
having an high priest over the house of 
God, let us draw near.” And the way 
in which we are to draw near is “ hay- 
ing our hearts sprinkled from an_ evil 
conscience.” It is the blood of Christ 
that takes away that condemning sense 
of the law, that horror arising from a 
sense of guilt, without the removal of 
which we can take no steady compla- 
cency in the character of God; for, 
however lovely the Divine Being may 
be in himself, we cannot take any steady 
complacency in a character which ap- 
pears to be our inflexible and determined 
enemy. It is necessary that the con- 
science should be in some degree paci- 
fied, before a cheerful obedience is ren- 
dered, and this only the cross of Christ 
inspires. Men attempt in the first in- 
stance to seek peace in other quarters ; 
they endeavour to reform what is amiss; 
they subject themselves to stricter regu- 
lations ; they multiply the rules of 
watchfulness, and of temperance and 
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sobriety ; they subject themselves, par- 
ticularly in certain countries, to great 
severities ; but still the sense of guilt 
returns, and all with which they attempt 
to cover themselves, and all the shreds 
by which they endeavour to conceal 
themselves will not avail: they have no- 
thing to shut out the surges of divine 
wrath ; the bed is too short for them 
to stretch themselves upon it. They 
then have recourse to resolutions of fu- 
ture time, hoping they shall be able to 
make some atonement by amore correct 
deportment; but, if the law comes, in 
its purity and extent, they find all this 
is vain; that it demands nothing short 
of perfect obedience ; that the penalty 
has been incurred ; that the wrath of 
God has been excited; that they are 
already in condemnation ; that the sen- 
tence has already past; that they are 
already condemned, and that they are 
only waiting, if the divine proceedings 
go onin their usual course, for the season 
of retribution ; that they are shut up, they 
cannot escape. But no sooner are they 
enabled, in consequence of the despair 
of any other remedy, and as they find 
no other resource, to look to the blood 
of Christ, as cleansing from all sin, than 
there they find a solid ground of hope ; 
there the conflict is atan end; and they 
see that they have nothing to do, but 
humbly to receive reconciliation. Peace 
with God has been made, justice has 
been satisfied, and only waits to see the 
sinner confessing his sins over the head 
of that victim, and asking for mercy in 
that name. 

This relief which the conscience re- 
ceives is a sound and perfect cure ; it 
has a healing effect upon the conscience, 
not slightly healing so as to break out 
again, but it goes to the root of the 
matter; for the sinner can fetch no 
reasons for sorrow from the law of God 
but what are sufficiently answered in 
the cross of Christ. He can look at 
death in all its solemnities ; he can see 
himself weighed in the scales of divine 
justice, and found wanting; he can see 
the balance turns against him; he can 
see his sins great and ready to destroy 
him. But when he contemplates this, 
instead of his knees smiting against each 
other, like Belshazzar’s, he can say, 
< Who is he that layeth any thing to the 
charge of God’s elect? It is God that 
justifieth, who is he that condemneth? 
Tt is Christ that died, yea rather that is 
risen again, who is even at the right 
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hand of God, who also maketh interces- 
sion for us.” He is more than conqueror 
in his pleading against the -accusa- 
tions of Satan and all the legal conse- 
quences of his conduct ; he is more than 
conqueror through him that loved him. 
He is under no necessity, in order to 
maintain this peace, to have recourse to 
any sophistical representations or .dimi- 
nutions of the justice or purity of the 
divine nature. He has no necessity to 
form an advantageous comparison of 
himself with others. Though he were 
emphatically a sinner, and laden with 
the iniquities of the whole human race, 
he perceives in the sacrifice of Christ 
more than an adequate compensation 
for all his offences ; the law is dignified, 
and made eternally honourable. And 
nothing, my dear brethren, besides this, 
will suffice to give peace to a conscience 
which is affected with a sense of guilt ; 
for persons under those circumstances 
conceive their sins have peculiar aggra- 
vations, that there is a peculiarity in 
their character with which no others 
have been acquainted. Every one under 
these circumstances is induced to place 
himself on the lowest scale ; and, if the 
declarations of the mercy of God were 
not in the most general terms—if every 
one, however guilty, were not invited to 
come, a man under this sense of guilt 
must be the subject of eternal despair. 
It is here, my dear brethren, that the 
sinner is enabled to examine the claims 
of divine justice, and the provisions of 
divine mercy ; and when he puts them 
by the side of each other, his sins, though 
they were as scarlet, appear all at once 
to lose their dye; his convictions are 
buried in the depth of the sea; and he 
can smite on his heart, while he applies 
that balm to his conscience, that no one 
who believes in Christ shall come into 
condemnation. He can condemn him- 
self, while he knows he shall not be 
condemned ; he appeals from the tribu- 
nal of justice to mercy, and a particular 
reliance on Jesus Christ is all that is de- 
manded at his hand; and his feelings 
now subside into adoring love and de- 
lightful reliance on God. That which was 
before his terror now becomes his joy, 
and he can give thanks even at the re- 
membrance of the holiness of God. This 
is a sure foundation ; it is the founda- 
tion God himself has laid ; he brought it 
forward from the counsels of eternity ; it 
was announced by the prophets, but it 
is revealed more perfectly by Jesus 
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Christ himself.. ‘‘ Behold, I lay in Zion 
for a foundation a stone, a tried stone, a 
precious corner stone, a sure founda- 
tion; he that believeth shall not make 
haste.” Thus the penitent believer is 
erect, self-assured ; he stands firm upon 
the foundation prepared for him ; rests 
upon the merit and atonement of ano- 
ther ; his weakness is made strong, but 
not by any strength of his own. Having 
the hand. of faith, and, though weak in 
himself, and shaken with every wind, he 
feels himself to partake of its stability ; 
he stands upon the rock of eternal ages. 
_ In the third place, the preaching of 
the cross is the power of God, because 
it is caleulated in the highest degree to 
enforce all the motives to Christian virtue 
and obedience. It lends its aid and as- 
sistance to the performance of every 
duty, and tends to suggest motives pecu- 
liar to itself to the performance of every 
part of the preceptive will of God. Re- 
conciliation to God is subservient to the 
sinner’s approach to God, to the coming 
near to him in religious exereises and 
obedience. We are redeemed to God ; 
if we are purged from dead works, it is 
that we may serve the living and true 
God. Now the same doctrine which 
encourages our approach to God, 
strengthens us in the performance of 
duty; it strengthens us all our way till 
we reach to our Father and our God. 
With respect to those duties which have 
the Divine Being for their immediate ob- 
ject, it is obvious that, though it does 
not include those duties. by any imme- 
diate authority ; that though it does not 
make that our duty which was not our 
duty before; though it makes no differ- 
ence in our duty to love God with all 
our heart and all our strength, every one 
must perceive how it is calculated to en- 
force that principle, what aid and energy 
it gives to it im the breast of every one. 
Let -us-tay hold of the eross of Christ. 
That entire devotedness to God which 
is a part of the Christian character, you 
are aware, is to be learned with the 
greatest advantage in the school of 
Christ. That person who has laid hold 
of the propitiation, and is justified by 
faith, is alone able to realize his peculiar 
obligations to love his Redeemer. He 
knows that he is bound by the ties of 
ereation to serve God; but the ties of 
redemption are more felt now ; they are 
more tender, they are softened. by an 
unction of divine love ; and heis willing 
to be retained like a vietim at the horns 
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of the divine altar; hefeels the force of 
the appeal to this principle, where the 
apostle Paul reminds us that we are not 
our own, but bought with a price, and 
adds “ therefore glorify God in your body 
and in your spirit, which are God’s.” 
The service he renders is that of a person 
alive from the dead. All the men in 
Bethany would acknowledge their obli- 
gations to serve God, but Lazarus above 
all when called from the grave. “ Ye 
were dead, but now ye are alive in the 
Lord.” And Christ “ died for all, that 
they which live, might not henceforth 
live unto themselves, but unto him that 
died for them and rose again.” Those 
who have been made alive from the 
dead, whose sentence of condemnation 
is repealed, and whose life is of a spiri- 
tual nature, they must be devoted to 
God in the first place, and ultimately 
to him by whom this nature is commu- 
nicated. The whole ereation is in @ 
manner forgotten, and what is said as to 
the general economy of God is said of 
the sacred economy of God. The 
heavens and the earth shall not be named 
in comparison with the new heavens 
and the new earth he shall form. The 
apostle tells us, in the Epistle te the Ro- 
mans, ‘‘ When we were in.the flesh, the 
motions of sins which were by the law 
did work in our members to bring forth 
fruit unto death. _But now we are deli- 
vered from the law, that being dead 
wherein we were held, that we should 
serve in newness of the spirit, and not 
in the oldness of the letter“? The new- 
ness of the spirit is derived from the 
love of the Redeemer. The same duties 
are performed, but in a more perfect 
manner. The old service of God is suc- 
ceeded by a service of a more perfect 
kind. The slave serves his master from 
necessity, the child from Tove; the slave 
considers that his service is to be com- 
pensated by God, but the child serves 
freely ; the slave has no motive but the 
fear of the lash, or some slender reeom- 
pence, and he serves out his duty to his 
master, but the child enjoys in serving a 
most perfect freedom: the penurious 
and reluctant service of the slave is ex- 
changed for the free services of the affec- 
tionate child. Hence all the duties we 
owe to our fellow-ereatures are invested 
with a new character, unknown to one 
who performs them from mere legal con- 
siderations ; they are all influenced by 
love to God, and that arising out of a 
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tality becomes dignified. There is not 
an abstract sense of mere cold morality 
lying at the basis of it; not a remem- 
brance of the relation he stands in to 
the divine Lawgiver ; but it comes ac- 
companied with other considerations 
bearing a more immediate relation to 
the heart. Religion descends from the 
cross of Christ, and it lights upon mo- 
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rality ; it finds the duties of life in a 
lower state, and it glorifies, it touches 
every feature of it.

By a state of incipient declension, we 
mean that decay of spiritual life and 
grace in the believer which marks its 
earliest and more concealed stage. It 
is latent and hidden, and therefore the 
least suspected and the more dangerous. 
The painful process of spiritual disease 
may be advancing in the soul so secret, 
so silent, and so unobserved, that the 
subject of it may have lost much ground, 
may have parted with many graces and 
much vigour, and may have been be- 
guiled into an alarming state of spiritual 
barrenness and decay, before even a 
suspicion of his real condition has been 
awakened in his breast. Like Samson, 
he may awaken out of his sleep, and 
say, “I will go out as at other times be- 
fore, and shake myself. And he wist 
not that the Lord was departed from 
him.” Judges xvi. 20. Or he may re- 
semble Ephraim, of whom it is recorded, 
Strangers have devoured his strength, 
and he knoweth it not; yea, grey hairs 
are here and there upon him, yet he 
knoweth it not.” Hos. vii. 9. This is 
the state of the soul we are now to exa- 
mine,—a state that has to do, not with 
the outward observation of men, but 
more especially and immediately with a 
holy and heart-searching God. In look- 
ing into the state of a backslider in 
heart, we may, in the first place, show 
what an incipient state of declension 
does not. necessarily involve. 

And, first; it does not involve any 
alteration in the essential character of 
divine grace, but is a secret decay of 
the health, vigour, and exercise of that 
grace in the soul. As, in the animal 
frame, the heart loses nothing of its na- 
tural function when, through disease, it 


sends but a faint and languid pulsation 
through the system, so in the spiritual 
constitution of the believer, divine grace 
may be sickly, feeble, and inoperative, 
and yet retain its character and its pro- 
perties. The pulse may beat faintly, but 
still it beats ; the seed may not be fruit- 
ful, but it “ liveth and abideth for ever;” 
the divine nature may be languid, but it 
can never assimilate or coalesce with 
any other, and must always retain its 
divinity untainted and unchanged. And 
yet, without changing its nature, divine 
grace may decline to an alarming extent 
in its power and exercise. It may be 
sickly, drooping, and ready to die; it 
may become so enfeebled, through its 
decay, as to present an ineffectual re- 
sistance to the inroads of strong corrup- 
tion ; so low, that the enemy may ride 
rough-shod over it at his will ; so inope- 
rative and yielding, that sloth, worldli- 
ness, pride, carnality, and their kindred 
vices, may obtain an easy and unresisted 
conquest. 

This decay of grace may be advane- 
ing, too, without any marked decline in 
the spiritual perception of the judgment, 
as to the beauty and fitness of spiritual 
truth. The loss of spiritual enjoyment, 
not of a spiritual perception of the love- 
liness and harmony of the truth, shall 
be the symptom that betrays the true 
condition of the soul. The judgment 
shall lose none of its light, but the heart 
much of its fervour; the truths of reve- 
lation, especially the doctrines of grace, 
shall occupy the same prominent posi- 
tion as to their value and beauty; and 
yet the influence of these truths may be 
scarcely felt. The word of God shall be 
assented to; but as the instrument of 
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sanctification, of abasement, of nourish- 
ment, the believer may be an almost 
utter stranger to it; yea, he must ne- 
cessarily be so, while this process of se- 
cret declension is going forward in his 
soul. 

This incipient state of declension may 
not involve any lowering of the standard 
of holiness ; and yet there shall be no 
ascending of the heart, no reaching forth 
of the mind towards a practical con- 
formity to that standard. The judg- 
ment shall acknowledge the divine law, 
as embodied in the life of Christ, to be 
the rule of the believer's walk, and yet 
to so low and feeble a state may vital 
godliness have declined in the soul, 
there shall be no panting after conform- 
ity to Christ, no breathing after holiness, 
no “resistance unto blood, striving 
against sin.” ' Oh, it is an alarming po- 
sition for a Christian man, when the 
heart contradicts the judgment, and the 
life belies the profession! When there 
ismore knowledge of the truth than ex- 
perience of its power,—more light in 
the understanding than grace in the af- 
fections,—more pretension in the pro- 
fession than holiness and spirituality in 
the walk. And yet to this sad and me- 
lancholy state it is possible for a Chris- 
tian professor to be reduced. How 
should it lead the man of empty notions, 
of mere creeds, of lofty pretension, of 
cold and lifeless orthodoxy, to pause, 
search his heart, examine his conscience, 
and ascertain the true state of his soul 
before God. 

Once more: This state of secret de- 
parture from God may exist in con- 
nexion with an outward and rigid ob- 
servance of the means of grace ; and yet 
there shall be no spiritual use of, and 
enjoyment in, the means, And this, it 
may be, is the great lullaby of his soul. 
Rocked asleep by a mere formal religion, 
the believer is beguiled into the delusion 
that his heart is right, and his soul pros- 
perous in the sight of God. Even more 
than this. A declining béliever may 
have sunk so deeply into a state of for- 
mality, as to substitute the outward and 
the public means of grace for a close and 
secret walk with God. He may have 
taken up his abode in the outer courts of 
the temple, he may dwell in the mere 
porch of the sanctuary. Frequent or 
even occasional retirement consecrated 
to meditation, self-examination, the read- 
ing of God’s word, and secret prayer, 
may yield to an outward, bustling form 
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of godliness. Public and committee 
meetings, religious societies, business 
and professional engagements, wearing 
a religious aspect, and even important 
in their subordinate places, may thrust 
out God from the soul and exclude 
Christ from the heart. And that a be- 
liever should be satisfied to “‘live at this 
poor dying rate,” content to dwell amid 
the din and the bustle of the outworks, 
is one of the most palpable and alarming 
symptoms of the decline of the life of 
God in his soul. But let us group some 
of the more positive marks of an inci- 
pient and hidden state of spiritual de- 
clension. 

When a professing man can proceed 
with his accustomed religious duties, 
strictly, regularly, formally, and yet ex- 
perience no enjoyment of God in them, 
no filial nearness, no brokenness and 
tenderness, and no consciousness of 
sweet return, he may suspect that his 
soul is in a state of secret and incipient 
backsliding from God. Satisfying and 
feeding his soul, if food it may be called, 
with a lifeless form, what stronger symp- 
tom needs he of his real state? A 
healthy, growing state of religion in the 
soul, demands more for its nourishment 
and support than this. A believer pant- 
ing for God, hungering and thirsting for 
righteousness, grace thriving, the heart 
deeply engaged in spiritual duties, lively, 
prayerful, humble and tender, ascending 
in its frame and desires ; a state marked 
by these features cannot be tied down 
to a lifeless, spiritless form of religious 
duties. These were but husks to a 
healthy state of the life of God in the 
soul. It wants more. It will hunger 
and thirst; and this spiritual longing 
must be met; and nothing can satisfy 
and satiate it but living upon Christ, the 
bread and the water of life. “Iam the 
bread of life.” ‘If any man thirst, let 
him come unto me and drink.” “ My 
flesh is meat indeed, and my blood is 
drink indeed.” The professing man 
that goes all his days without this nour- 
ishment, thus starving his soul, may well 
exclaim, ‘‘ My leanness, my leanness !’ 
Oh, how solemn to such are the words 
of our Lord, “ Verily, verily, I say unto 
you, Except ye eat the flesh of the Son 
of man, and drink his blood, ye have no 
life im you!” John vi. 538. 

Again: When a professing man can 
read his Bible with no spiritual taste, or 
when he searches it, not with a sincere 
desire to know the mind of the Spirit in 
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order to a holy and obedient walk, but 
with a merely curious or literary taste 
and aim, it isa sure evidence that his 
soul is making but a retrograde move- 
ment in real spirituality. Nothing, per- 
haps, more strongly indicates the tone 
of a believer's spirituality than the light 
in which the scriptures are regarded by 
him. They may be read, and yet be 
read as any other book, without the 
deep and solemn conviction, that “all 
scripture is fae by inspiration of God, 
and is profitable for doctrine, for re- 
proof, for correction, for instruction in 
righteousness; that the man of God may 
be perfect, thoroughly furnished unto all 
good works.” 2 Tim, iii. 16,17. They 
may be read without a spiritual relish, 
without being turned into prayer, with- 
out treasuring up in the heart and 
reducing to daily practice its holy pre- 
cepts, its precious promises, its sweet 
consolations, its faithful warnings, its 
affectionate admonitions, its tender re- 
bukes. And, thus read, how can a be- 
liever expect to derive that “ profit” 
from the scriptures which they were in- 
tended, and are so calculated to con- 
vey? 

When a professing Christian can pray, 
and yet acknowledge that he has no 
nearness to the throne, no touching of 
the sceptre, no fellowship with God ; 
calls him “ Father,” without the sense 
of adoption ; confesses sin in a general 
way, without any looking up to God 
through the cross ; has no consciousness 
of possessing the ear and the heart of 
God,—the evidence is undoubted of a 
declining state of religion in the soul. 
And when, too, he can find no sweet- 
ness in a spiritual ministry ; when he 
is restless and dissatisfied under a search- 
ing and practical unfolding of truth ; 
when the doctrines are preferred to the 
precepts, the promises to the commands, 
the consolations to the admonitions of 
the gospel,— incipient declension is 
marked. 

When the believer has but few dealings 
with Christ; his blood but seldom tra- 
velled to, his fulness but little lived 
upon, his love and glory scarcely men- 
tioned ; the symptom of declension in 
the soul is palpable. Perhaps nothing 
forms a more certain criterion of the 
state of the soul than this. We would 
be willing to test a man’s religion, both 
as to its nature and its growth, by his 
reply to the question, “‘ What think ye 
of Christ?” Does his blood daily 
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moisten the root of thy profession? Is 
his righteousness that which exalts thee 
out of and above thyself, and daily gives 
thee free and near access to God? Is 
the sweetness of his love much in thy 
heart, and the fragrance of his name 
much on thy lips? Are thy corruptions 
daily carried to his grace, thy guilt to 
his blood, thy trials to his heart? In a 
word, is Jesus the substance of thy life, 
the source of thy sanctification, the 
spring-head of thy joys, the theme of 
thy song, the one glorious object on 
which thine eye is ever resting, the mark 
towards which thou art ever pressing? 
Be not. offended, reader, if we remark, 
that a professing man may talk well of 
Christ, and may do homage to his name, 
and build up his cause, and promote his 
kingdom, and yet rest short of having 
Christ in his heart, the hope of glory. 
It is not the talking about religion, or 
ministers, or churches, nor an outward 
zeal for their prosperity, that either con- 
stitutes or indicates a truly spiritual man. 
And yet, how much of this, in our day, 
passes current for the life of God in the 
soul! Oh, that among God’s dear saints, 
there were less talking of ministers, and 
more of Jesus; less of sermons, and 
more of the power of the truth in their 
souls; less of ‘I am of Paul,” and ‘I 
of Apollos ;” and more of, “I am of 
Christ.” 

An uncharitable walk towards other 
Christians marks a low state of grace in 
the soul. The more entirely the heart 
is occupied with the love of Christ, there 
will be less room for uncharitableness 
towards his saints. It is because there 
is so little love to Jesus that there is so 
little towards his followers. In propor- 
tion as the mind becomes spiritual, it 
rises above party distinctions and names ; 
it resigns its narrow and exclusive 
views ; casts away its prejudices against 
other sections of the one church, and 
embraces in the arms of its Christian 
sympathy all who “love the Lord Jesus 
Christ in sincerity.” In advocating a 
wider platform of Christian love, we 
would by no means “sell the truth,” or 
compromise principles, or immolate con- 
science upon the altar of an infidel liber- 
alism. But that for which we plead is 
more of that Christian love, tender- 
heartedness, kindness, charity, which 
allows the right of private judgment, re- 
spects a conscientious maintenance of 
truth, and concedes to others the same 
privilege it claims for itself. Differing 
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as many of the saints of God necessarily 
do in judgment, does the same necessity 
exist wherefore they should be alienated 
in affection? We think, far from it. 
There is common ground on which all 
Christians who hold the Head can stand. 
There are truths which can assimilate 
all our minds, and blend all our hearts. 
Why, then, should we stand aloof from 
the one body, and exclaim, “ The temple 
of the Lord, the temple of the Lord are 
we?” Why should we refuse to recog- 
nize the Father’s image in the children’s 
face, and treat them as aliens in person, 
in spirit, and in language, because they 
see not eye to eye with us, in all our 
interpretations of God’s word? Why 
should not “all bitterness, and wrath, 
and anger, and clamour. and evil speak- 
ing, be put away, with all malice?” and 
why should we not be “kind one to 
another, tender-hearted, forgiving one 
another, even as God for Christ’s sake 
hath forgiven us;” seeing that the church 
is but one, the family but one, that true 
believers are all “one in Christ Jesus ?”’ 
This will be so where there is a deepen- 
ing spirituality! And its absence marks 
a decay of grace, a waning of the life of 
God in the soul. 

We have thus endeavoured to bring 
to view some of the prominent charac- 
teristics of a state of incipient declension 
of the life of God in the believer. It 
will be seen that we have referred to 
those only which mark the hidden de- 
parture of the heart from God; that 
state that is so concealed, so veiled from 
the eye, and wearing so fair an exterior, 
that all suspicion of its existence is 
lulled to rest, and-the soul is soothed 
with the delusion that all is well with it. 
Dear reader, is this thystate? Has this 
book thus far detected in thee any se- 
cret declension, any concealed depart- 
ure, any heart backsliding ? Has it 
proved to thee—the Spirit of God speak- 
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ing by it—that thy soul is in an ‘un- 
healthy state, that the divine life within 
thee is drooping? Turn not from the 
discovery, painful though it be. Look 
at it fully, honestly. It is no step to- 
wards the recovery of a sickly state, to 
disguise the worst symptoms of that 
state from the eye. The mark of true 
wisdom and skill is, to ascertain the 
worst of the disease, to probe the depth 
of the wound. And although such a 
course may be painful to the patient, it 
is essential to his thorough recovery. 
Beloved reader, it is important that thou 
shouldst know the exact state of thy 
soul before God. And if thou art sin= 
cere in that petition which has often 
breathed from thy lip, “Search me, O 
God, and know my heart ; try me, and 
know my thoughts; and see if there be 
any wicked way in me;” thou wilt 
thank him for any gentle and faithful 
admonition that sets thee upon the great 
work of self-examination. “It is fit,” 
says Dr. Owen, “that professors of all 
sorts should be reminded of these things ; 
for we may see not a few of them under 
visible decays, without any sincere en- 
deavours after a recovery, who yet 
please themselves that the root of the 
matter is in them. It is so, if love of 
the world, conformity unto it, negligence 
in holy duties, and coldness in spiritual 
love, be an evidence of such decays. 
But let none deceive their own souls ; 
wherever there is a saving principle of 
grace, it will be thriving and growin 
unto the end. And if it fall under ob- 
structions, and thereby into decays for a 
season, it will give no rest or quietness 
unto the soul wherein it is, but will la- 
bour continually for a recovery. Peace 
in a spiritually-decaying condition is a 
soul-ruining security ; better be under 
terror on the account of surprisal into 
some sin, than be in peace under evident 
decays of spiritual life.” 


ANOTHER CHARACTERISTIC SKETCH. 


“ There is that maketh himself poor, yet hath great riches.” 


As I have the doubtful advantage of 
an acquaintance with Unius, so I have 
the high privilege of being on the most 
intimate terms with a believerof another 


order, whom I shall call Omnis. The 
two gentlemen are well known to each 
other, being members of the same church, 
but their characters, like the inspired 
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mottoes of my sketches, are exactly an- 
tithetic. 

Omnis is a tradesman, having a busi- 
ness not lucrative, yet yielding a satisfac- 
tory remuneration for his skilful and dili- 
gent management. His family consists 
of a wife (whose honour it is to be 
worthy of her husband) and six interest- 
ing children ; also two apprentices, sons 
of poor baptist ministers, whom he took 
at very reduced premiums ; and two fe- 
male servants, one of whom he rescued 
from a situation where her temporal and 
eternal welfare was in jeopardy, while 
the other (an orphan of pious parents) 
has become an heir of heaven under his 
roof, and stedfastly resists every pecu- 
niary inducement to leave it. Of his 
children, two— the eldest son and 
daughter—have “put on Christ,” and 
the younger ones, as they increase in 
stature, increase in wisdom, and (I think 
it may be added) in favour with God 
and man. In the church Omnis is a chief 
man amongst the brethren. His influ- 
ence is seen and felt by all, but without 
‘exciting jealousy or ill-will, because it is 
the unvitiated influence of holy love and 
zeal. The air of authority or self-con- 
ceit never curled his lip, or stiffened his 
aspect. A most respectful deference to 
the pastor, and the sweetest fraternal 
benignity towards the whole church, 
grace his active diaconal ministrations. 
It is superfluous to remark, that Omnis 
is influential beyond the limits of his 
own religious fraternity. Every needy 
church, every tried pastor, and many of 
the afflicted saints in the surrounding 
district, have tested his benevolence, 
not only in the amount of his contribu- 
tions to their necessities, but also in his 
bland, affectionate, and cheerful recep- 
tion of their suits. Doing good is his 
pleasure, not his task: ‘“ the love of 
Christ constraineth him.” The queru- 
~ lous, frowning, snappish benefactor, is 
almost as deficient in Christian excel- 
lence, as the sleek, respectful niggard. 
A gentle, sympathetic, courteous manner 
of bestowing decuples the value of the 
boon. I have had frequent opportuni- 
ties of mingling in the intercourse of 
Omnis with ministers and other persons, 
who freely acknowledged their great ob- 
ligations to him ; but I never could dis- 
cover that an extra bow, or a honeyed 
compliment, was thought of on cither 
side. But, besides his local charities, 
Omnis is a liberal supporter of one or 
more of our colleges, and of a// our mis- | 
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sionary societies. To afford an example 
of the scale on which he subscribes, I 
may state, that he commenced with our 
foreign missionary society at £1 1s, per 
annum, then advanced to £2 2s., after- 
wards to £3 3s., and a few years ago to 
£5 5s., which he continues to give. 
His name is, moreover, distinguished in 
the list of donors as having, in special 
emergencies, presented considerable 
sums to that venerated and divinely- 
honoured institution. 

Am I interrupted by the inquiry, 
“ How does Omnis accomplish all this?” 
The answer is at hand. His domestic 
economy yields a portion of his benevo- 
lent funds, yet his table is not meanly 
spread, nor ever withholds the demands 
ofhospitality. He educates his children 
substantially, but spares the expense 
(and dread retribution) that many other 
religious parents in his circumstances in- 
cur, by launching their sons and daugh- 
ters into the whirlpool of fashion. But 
it is chiefly an ingenuous confidence in 
the parental care of the Lord—relieving 
him from the necessity of hoarding away 
his gains to meet future contingencies— 
which enables him to do great things 
with not very affluent means. In no 
respect is Omnis richer than when he 
began business, except that his trade is of 
more yalue, and his stock enlarged, Had 
he been of a selfish, grasping disposition, 
he might now have passed for a wealthy 
man, but with a poverty-struck soul ; 
whereas, in the present case, “he hath 
made himself poor, yet hath great riches.” 
He is blithe as the lark ; his countenance 
glows with happiness. , He enjoys an 
approving conscience, and the smile of 
heaven. The blessing of him that was 
ready to perish comes upon him. A 
thousand sparkling rills of pleasure flow 
in to him from various parts of the world, 
where his property is helping to work 
out the glorious designs of the Saviour. 
There is no eapitalist on the exchange 
who reaps as rich a reyenue from his in- 
vestments as Omnis does, although his 
bankers—poor saints, humble pastors, 
indigent students, and the wretched 
heathen, may be deemed a despicable 
firm. But in heaven their credit is good ; 
God himself is their guarantee. My be- 
loved and honoured friend deems his po- 
sition eminently felicitous, combining as 
it does most grateful reminiscences of 
the past, real enjoyment of the present, 
and glowing anticipations of the future ; 
a position he would not exchange for 
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that of the most favoured protegé of 
mammon in the empire. He utterly re- 
pudiates the idea of merit attaching to 
what he has done, yet he cannot but 
feel, that he will be able to resign his 
stewardship with an unfaltering con- 
sciousness of having made such an ap- 
propriation of his Master’s property as 
he believed to be most agreeable with 
his will, and most adapted to extend his 
glory. This fruit is better than gold, 
yea than much fine gold. What has the 
wealthy, self-indulgent disciple to com- 
pare with it? Is such an assurance, in- 
deed, at all consistent with the retention 
of his wealth? Must not that “hard 
sayine”’ of the Great Teacher often 
trouble his spirit and blanch his coun- 
tenance, “It is easier for a camel to go 
through the eye of a needle, than for a 
rich man to enter into the kingdom of 
heaven?” Must he not occasionally 
feel, that in withholding his wealth from 
the church he is deliberately consigning 
immortal souls to hellP He sees them 
rushing to perdition, and has the means 
of sending them the warnings and invi- 
{ations of the Saviour, but refrains. The 
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messengers of mercy wait on him, urge 
the imperative command of Christ, the 
value of souls, the multitudes perishing, 
the honours of the enterprise, the peril of 
obstructing or retarding it; but all in 
vain ; he will not endorse their commis- 
sion. But, having refused, can he be at 
ease? No! “A dreadful sound is in 
his ears—he is waited for of the sword 
—trouble and anguish shall make him 
afraid; they shall prevail against him, 
as aking ready to the battle.” Oh, how 
delightfully the tranquil mind and bene- 
ficent career of Omnis contrast with this ! 
And let it be pondered and embraced 
by us all, that to live for our own happi- 
ness is to pursue misery; and that to live 
for the happiness of others is to find bliss. 
“ Give, and it shall be given unto you; 
good measure, pressed down, and shaken 
together, and running over, shall men 
give into your bosom.” “ And every 
one that hath forsaken houses, or bre- 
thren, or sisters, or father, or mother, 
or wife, or children, or lands, for my 
name’s sake, shall receive here an hun- 
dredfold, and shall inherit everlasting -

Are we not in 
danger of reproaching Christ, through 
his ministers; and of rejecting the gos- 
pel, because we are not satisfied with 
the channel in which it comes to us? 
And can we expect the blessing of God 
while we thus find fault with his mes- 
sage? Jam reminded, by what I have 
heard at this meeting, of the conduct of 
the peevish child, who throws away his 
bread and butter because it is too big or 
too little, or, in some other respect, not 
just what he likes.

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Wueruer the amount of good which 
“the Christian church has derived from 
systems of theology be greater than | 
the amount of evil, is a question on which | 
. eminent men are divided. It is not ne- 
‘cessary to volunteer a discussion of this 
question on the present occasion ; both 
parties will readily agree that if such 
works are used it is of immense import- 
ance that they should be judicious and 
scriptural. As there are now three be- 


fore us, we shall be rendering an accep- | 


table service, by giving such a report of 
their distinctive qualities as may assist 
our friends in determining whether 
either or all of them are deserving of 
their purchase. 

The university of Halle, in which Dr. 
Knapp was professor from 1777 to 1825, 
when he died, was established for the 
express purpose of cultivating biblical 
theology. At the close of the seven- 
teenth century, such a decay of religi- 
ous principle had taken place in Ger- 
many, that the scriptures were less used 
in protestant universities than they had 
been by pious Romanists before the re- 
formation. The different “symbols,” as 
they were called, of the protestant 
church were taught and studied in their 
stead; the minutest distinctions con- 
tained in these confessions were con- 
tended for with zeal; the slightest 
deviation from them was pronounced 
heresy ; but it was common to spend 


five or six years at the universities with- 
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out hearing or caring to hear a single 
book, chapter, or verse of the bible ex- 
plained. The celebrated Spener, seeing 
and lamenting this, obtained from the 
king of Prussia the establishment of a 
new university at Halle. Selecting 
Franke and others of congenial spirit as 
his associates, he entered upen the un- 
dertaking, and though denounced by 
the theologians of sister universities, as 
pietists, innevators, and heretics, they 
laboured for the revival of scriptural 
knowledge and practical Christianity. 
Some of the successors of.these eminent 
men, however, not content with the right 
of a Christian to derive his views of truth 
from revelation, proceeded to claim the 
very dissimilar liberty of rejecting at 
their option the facts and doctrines of 
the holy volume. During the latter part 
of the eighteenth century, Rationalists, 
as they called themselves, diffused their 
poison throughout Germany. Semler, 
Gesenius, Weescheider, and others, emi- 
nent for learning, but devoid of that hu- 
mility which receives the gospel as a 
little child, contributed at Halle their 
full share to the circulation of neological 
principles. Knapp, however, in pursu- 
ance of his father’s counsels, and in the 
spirit of the founders of the university, 
whom he had been taught in his youth to 
venerate, devoted himself to the study of 
the original scriptures, and cultivated de- 
votional habits. At the commencementof 
his course his mind was partially warped 
by the instructions of the neological pro- 
fessors, which were as unfavourable to 
piety as to sound doctrine ; but he was 
never carried so far away as to lose his 
confidence in the authority of the scrip- 
tures, and during the last thirty years of 
his life he evinced decided attachment 
to the main truths of the gospel, and op- 
position to the prevailing system. His 
extensive knowledge and perspicuous 
style rendered him popular as a teacher 
of theology, so that, though his instruc- 
tions were not in accordance with the 
taste of his times, his lecture-room was 
always crowded. The lectures which 
he was accustomed to deliver are con- 
tained in the volume before us, as trans- 
lated by Dr. Leonard Woods. In com- 
posing them he adhered to the eepples 
BE 
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of Spener and Franke, professedly mak- 
ing the holy scriptures and Christian ex- 
perience the source of his instructions. 
“ He assumed,” says the translator, “ at 
the very outset of his theological course, 
the principle, that, lead where they may, 
the decisions of inspiration are to be 
fearlessly followed. In the truth of this 
principle he became more and more 
confirmed, the more he saw of the un- 
certainty, pride, and blindness of human 
reason, in the speculations of contempo- 
rary philosophers. And most of the few 
changes which he made in his lectures 
were owing to the stricter application of 
this essential principle, in cases where 
he had before hesitated to apply it, un- 
der the influence of the very different 
principles respecting the word of God 
which he had learned in the school of 
Semler. 

Gottlob Christian Storr was born in 
1746, at Stuttgard, the capital of the 
kingdom of Wurtemburg, where also he 
died in 1805. He was professor of the- 
ology at Tubingen, and enjoyed a high 
reputation as a preacher, as an interpre- 
ter of scripture, and as one of the most 
successful combatants of the infidel te- 
nets which were fashionable among the 
German philosophers of his age. He 
distinguished himself in early life by his 
critical works on the Syriac translations 
of the New Testament and on the Ara- 
bian gospels, and subsequently by his 
commentaries and dissertations on dif- 
ferent parts of scripture. His colleague, 
Dr. Flatt, added copious notes to his 
theological lectures, which the translator, 
Dr. Schmucker, has incorporated with 
the text, adding also in brackets some 
observations of his own. He recom- 
mends the work as purely biblical. “It 
is confined,” he remarks, “ to the doc- 
trines which are taught in the sacred 
volume, ToTIDEM vERBIS. ‘The various 
inferential, sectarian views which are 
used by divines of different denomina- 
tions to complete their peculiar systems 
are here omitted, even those of the Lu- 
theran church, to which the authors be- 
longed. The work is composed with 
the highest regard to exegesis,—com- 
posed, too, in view of all the objections 
which the liberalists of the last thirty 
years have been able to raise.” 

Mr. Finney is not unknown to our 
readers; some of his earlier works, parti- 
cularly his Lectures on Revivals of Reli- 
gion, having been already introduced to 
their attention. Having undertaken the 
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office of professor of theology in the 


| Oberlin college, he has drawn up the 


outlines of a series of lectures for the 
use of his students, one portion of which 
is now published. These skeletons are 
not intended, he tells us, to give a his- 
tory of the theological opinions that are 
entertained by different schools, or to 
relieve the student from the necessity of 
deep study, research, and original inves- 
tigation; they are designed as memo- 
randa, “as the summing up of previous 
discussions, thought, and investigation, 
rather than as essays from which theolo- 
gical information is to be derived.” 

Our readers will not expect to see in 
any of these works correct views of the 
ordinance of baptism. The German 
professors, being members of national 
churches, are of course advocates for in- 
fant baptism, which is an essential part 
of the system of introduction to the 
church without personal profession : 
they, however, concede to us much 
which some of our near neighbours are 
accustomed to dispute. The different 
mode of writing on this subject adopted 
by theologians of different countries is 
indeed worthy of remark. Though the 
practice of continental divines is not - 
more nearly accordant with our own 
than that of our English and American 
peedobaptist brethren, yet, whether it be 
that they are men of deeper erudition, 
or whether it be that they are not afraid 
to see and acknowledge the. truth, be- 
cause they have no baptists near them 
—somehow it so happens that the 
learned men of the continent of Europe 
admit freely and spontaneously many 
things which we have to argue with 
our dissenting and transatlantic fellow 
Christians. As to the meaning of the 
word baptism, and the original manner 
of the celebration of baptism, the pro- 
foundly learned German professors of 
their own accord make statements, 
which call forth correctives from the 
American peedobaptist translators. Dr. 
Schmucker has, indeed, found the lan- 
guage of his author so much “too 
strong” that he has felt it to be neces- 
sary to provide an ‘ Appendix on the 
mode of baptism” as an antidote. We 
cannot wonder at this; what comfort 
could he have had otherwise in send- 
ing forth such statements as the fol- 
lowing? 


_“ The disciples of our Lord could understand 
his command in no other manner than as en- 
joining immersion ; for the baptism of John, to 
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which Jesus himself submitted, and also the 
earlier baptism (John iy. 1) of the disciples of 
Jesus, were performed by dipping the subject 
into cold water, as is evident from the following 
passages :—Matt. ili. 6, Bamri@ovro év Ta “Toe- 
ddvn, ‘were baptized in Jordan ;’ ver. 16, 
"Ingods avéGn dao vot Wares, ‘Jesus ascended 
out of the water ;’ John iii. 23, 7: Ware roared 
tv éxst, ‘because there was much water there.’ 
“ And that they actually did understand it 
so is proved partly by those passages of the 
New ‘Testament which evidently allude to im- 
mersion,—Acts vill, 36, &c., dre dveCnoav ex rod 
Wares, “when they had come up out of the 
water;’ ver. 39; xvi. 12—15, wap& morapdy, 
‘at the river;? Rom. vi. 4, cuverdpnuev avr 
(to Xpiero) da Tod Bawticpatos, ta Homee 
nyépOn Xpiorig éx yexedv, ‘are buried with him 
Ghd) by baptism, so that as Christ was 
raised from the dead,’ &c. ; comp. Col. ii. 12, 
and | Pet. iii. 21, where baptism is termed the 
antitype (davriturov) of the flood,—and partly 
from the fact that immersion was so customary 
in the ancient church that, even in the third 
century, the baptism of the sick, who were 
merely sprinkled with water, was entirely 
neglected by some, and by others was thought 
inferior to the baptism of those who were in 
health, and who received baptism, not merely by 
_aspersion, but who actually bathed themselves 
in water. This is evident from Cyprian (Epist. 
69, ed. Breme, p. 185, &c.), and Eusebius 
(Hist. Eccles. lib. vi. cap. 43), where we find 
the following extract from the letter of the Ro- 
man bishop, Cornelius: ‘ Novatus received 
baptism on agsick bed by aspersion (egiyvGels), 
if it can be said that such a person received bap- 
tism,’ ‘No person who had during sickness 
been baptized by aspersion was admitted into 
the clerical office.’ Moreover, the old custom 
of immersion was also retained a long time in 
the western church, at least in the case of those 
who were not indisposed. And even after as- 
persion had been fully introduced in a part of 
the western churches, there yet remained several 
who for some time adhered to the ancient cus- 
tom. Under these circumstances, it is certainly 
to be lamented that Luther was not able to ac- 
complish his wish with regard to the introduc- 
tion of immersion in baptism, as he had done 
in the restoration of wine in the eucharist. 
But it is evident that there was a very import- 
ant difference between the two cases. After 
the restoration of the wine, the laity could par- 
take of both bread and wine in the celebration 
of the supper ofour Lord. But, on the contrary, 
if immersion had at that time been restored, 
whatever course those who had heen baptized 
by aspersion might pursue, whether they were 
contented with their baptism by aspersion, or 
incurred the danger of disobeying Christ’s pre- 
cept by being baptized twice, they would have 
been harassed by doubts and fears which it 
would have been difficult, and perhaps in most 
cases impossible, to remove. Happily, however, 
the change of the ancient custom of immersion, 
although it ought not to have been made, de- 
stroys nothing that is essential to this ceremony 
as it was instituted by our Saviour. For the 
essence of the rite is not the washing of the 
body, but the use of consecrated water in ho- 
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nour of the Father, Son, and Holy Ghost, 
And this is retained in baptism by aspersion, 
Nor is it of as great importance as Luther and 
some late theologians have thought, that asper- 
sion destroys the force of some passages of the 
New Testament, in which immersion is figura- 
tively applied to certain spiritual changes and 
blessings. For the signification of these figures 
—namely, the Christian’s participation in the 
death and resuscitation of Jesus, together with 
the blessings and duties connected with it—is 
not destroyed, because the whole is performed 
in honour of the Father, Son, and Holy Ghost, 
And a specific, circumstantial, figurative repre- 
sentation of those truths which refer to the re- 
lation which those who are baptized bear to 
God and Christ, has no necessary connexion 
with the rite of baptism, itself. Christ did not 
intend to prescribe immersion as a ceremony 
which should specifically represent a certain 
participation of the Christian in his burial and 
resurrection, For the apostles do not always 
retain the figures drawn from immersion (Rom, 
vi.4; Col. ii. 12), but also use others. At one 
time they compare baptism to the immersion of 
those who were destroyed by the flood (1 Pet. 
iii, 21); at another time to a washing off, 
Acts xxii. 16, “be baptized, and wash away 
your sins.” Sometimes it is compared to a le- 
vitical washing, as Heb. x. 22, rzroujmévor Ware 
xabape, ¢ being washed with pure water ;’ com- 
pare with ix, 10, ddgogo: Bamricprot, ‘ various 
washings;’ and sometimes to any other wash- 
ing, as Eph. y. 26, &c., where baptism is com- 
pared to a bath, or washing, Aouredv, by which 
spots and impurities are removed; whereas, if 
those peculiar circumstances were essential, the 
apostles would haye used them exclusively and 
uniformly. The reason why Christ prescribed 
immersion in baptism, from which the several 
figures found in the New Testament are taken, 
seems to have been that some of his first fol- 
lowers were already accustomed to religious 
washings of this kind, especially the Jews, who 
had been used to levitical washings (Heb, ix. 
10), and to the baptism of Jesus and of John 
(John iii. 22, &e.; iv. 1), and perhaps, also, to 
proselyte baptism. Thus wesee that a custom, 
previously existing, gave a peculiar form to 
baptism, just as the paschal supper of the Jews 
gave rise to the holy supper of our Lord, 
Mark xiv. 12—26; Luke xxii. 14—20. We 
may therefore, without any hesitation, admit 
that our Lord would have preferred aspersion, 
or affusion, to immersion, if a custom of affusion 
or aspersion had previously prevailed.”—Storr 
and Flatt, pp. 216, 217. 


Dr. Knapp expresses himself in a very 
similar manner : 


“ Immersion is peculiarly agreeable to the in- 
stitution of Christ, and to the practice of the 
apostolical church, and so even John baptized, 
and immersion remained common for a long 
time after; except that in the third century, or 
perhaps earlier, the baptism of the sick (dap~ 
tisma clinicorum) was performed by sprinkling 
or affusion. Still some would not acknowledge 
this to be true baptism, and controversy arose 
concerning it, so unheard of was it at that time 
to baptize by simple affusion. Cyprian first 
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defended baptism‘ by sprinkling, when necessit 
called for it, but cautiously, and with muc 
limitation, By degrees, however, this mode of 
baptism became more customary, probably be- 
cause it was found more convenient; especially 
was this the case after the seventh century, and 
in the western church, but it did not become 
universal until the commencement of the four- 
teenth century. Yet Thomas Aquinas had ap- 
proved and promoted this innovation more 
than a hundred years before. In the Greek 
and Eastern church they still held to immer- 
sion.. If would have been better to have ad- 
hered generally to the ancient practice, as even 
Luther and Calvin allowed. Vide Storr, Doct. 
Christ. Pars theoret., p. 291. If it is asked, 
however, if immersion is so essential that one 
who has been only sprinkled is not to be consi- 
dered as properly a baptized person, it may be 
answered, No! Nothing more is essential to 
the external part of baptism than that water 
be used (Acts x. 47; John iii. 5), and that the 
subject, by the solenm use of this rite, be con- 
secrated to Father, Son, and Holy Spirit, and 
be pledged to obey the Christian doctrine, 
Matt. xxviii. 19. The washing with water is 
considered as the symbol of the purification of 
sins, and this can be signified as well by affusion 
as by immersion. Hence, even in affusion, the 
external significancy of the rite is retained. 
And this is the reason why many in the west- | 
ern church, and even in the protestant chureh, 
have contended that this rite should be admin- 
istered, not per adspersionem, but per largiorem 
aque affusionem.”—Knapp, p. 428. 

Thus it will be seen that the testimony 
of these eminent men is in favour of im- 
mersion, while their ingenuity is em- 
ployed to justify a deviation from the 
original practice. So also with regard 
to the administration of the rite to in- 
fants, Dr. Knapp reasons in its favour, 
but his testimony is that there is neither 
“express command” nor “ decisive ex- 
ample” of it in the New Testament. 
Nay he takes from its advocates the ear- 
liest fathers whom they are accustomed 
to cite on its behalf; saying, ‘‘ Some 
have endeavoured to find evidence for 
this practice even in the writings of 
Justin the martyr and Irenzeus, but they 
are not sufliciently decisive on this 
point.” 

Baptism is however but one item of a 
theological system; we proceed there- 
fore to say that the student will not 
acquire from any of these works correct 
views of the nature and design of 
Christian churches. We hold indeed 
that correct sentiments respecting bap- 
tism are intimately connected with 
other things pertaining to the character- 
istics and administration of Christ’s king- 
dom; yet, in many theologians, their 
error respecting baptism is an inconsis- 
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pertaining to the visible church bemg 
perfectly correct. We cannot say so 
much, however, for the German theolo- 
gians whose writings are before us. In 
the work of Drs. Storr and Flatt we are 
told that “ the collective body of those 
who have received the Christian doc- 
trines, together with all those who are to 
be qualified for the reception of them is 
termed the church of God and of Christ:’” 
the membership of children being in- 
ferred from the fact that “little children ~ 
were included among the ancient peo- 
ple of God, Gen. xvii. 10—14.” Dr. 
Knapp, in like manner, teaches that 
“the external visible church cannot be 
a society consisting of pious Christians 
only; it is rather a nursery (semi- 
narium ), designed to raise up many for 
the invisible kingdom.” ‘Even the 
Jews are in the Old Testament often 
denominated holy; and, taken in this 
sense, the visible Christian church 
may justly be called holy ; for it is not 
the moral character of the members 
which is designated by the term in this. 
wider sense. And so all Christians, 
even those who are such merely by 
external profession, are often denomi- 
nated dyto. in the New Testament.” 
Who can wonder at the cold and life- 
less state of the continental protestant. 
churches, when such views prevail 
among their most evangelical and ju- 
dicious teachers? First they make 
their babes nominal Christians; then 
they include nominal Christians in their 
churches ; the necessity of regeneration 
is practically overlooked, and a barren 
orthodoxy is the summit of their ex- 
pectations. The exclusion of unholy 
or unregenerate persons is regarded as 
utopian ; and it is gravely argued that. 
** wicked ancestors often have descend- 
ants who are good and useful mem- 
bers of the church, but who would not 
have been so if their ancestors had 
been excluded.” It is gratifying never- 
theless to find something like a sigh 
for better things ; 


“ Still, however, it is always right, and cer- 
tainly according to the spirit of Christ, for like- 
minded Christians to associate together, and to 
establish among themselves institutions which 
they may deem promotive of piety, ‘or even 
to form smaller societies, in which they will 
permit those only to participate who have a 
like object and possess similar dispositions with 
themselves, excluding all others, the ecclesiole 
in ecclesia of which Spener spoke. ‘They should 
beware, however, against running in this way in- 
to spiritual pride, against holding themselves to 
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be better than others, and against regarding those 
who do not join them, and are not enrolled 
among them, as worse Christians than them- 
selves. It does not belong to the government to 
interdict such associations, if they do not dis- 
turb civil peace and order, any more than to 
forbid and hinder other private associations of 
citizens for other lawful objects. The redsons 
for and against these associations are canvassed 
in Burkhardt’s ‘ Geschichte der Methodisten ;’ 
Niirnberg, 1795, s. 123, f. The history of the 
church teaches that these smaller associations 
have had, upon the whole, a highly beneficial 
effect. In times of ignorance and unbelief they 
have been the depositories of uncorrupted 
Christianity. Without the Waldenses, the 
br ete ane ne etre the Hefefonfon 
would never have en place.”—Ana, x 
417, 418, : eo 

Another defect pervading these works, 
as systems of theology, is that they do 
not give evangelical views of that par 
of the scriptural theory relating to the 
origin of salvation, which is taught for- 
mally in the eighth and ninth chapters 
of the epistle to the Romans and the 
first and second chapters of the epistle 
to the Ephesians, and incidentally in 
other parts of the apostolic writings. 
To speak according to the technical 
language of theologians, they are es- 
sentially Arminian. As Mr. Finney’s 
work is incomplete, it is possible that 
im a subsequent portion he may intro- 
duce instructions which we do not an- 
ticipate in reference both to this and 
to the other topics which we have men- 
tioned; but there is nothing in the 
pages before us to excite such an ex- 
pectation. The elaborate German pub- 
lications are however explicit in re- 
nouncing the -peculiarities of that sys- 
tem which ascribes the regeneration of 
a sinner to the gracious predetermina- 
tion of God. In the work of profes- 
sors Storr and Flatt, it is said that ‘it 
is not by accident, but in consequence 
of the eternal plan of God that we are 
Christians, «Anrot, called; in other 
words, the offer of salvation made in 
the gospel is not brought to as by ac- 
cident, so as to leave us in doubt 
whether it is specifically intended for 
us, but in consequence of the divine 
purpose formed in eternity. Long be- 
fore the invitations of the gospel were 
given to us, God foresaw that precisely 
we would become Christians or mem- 
bers of his people.’ This phrase- 
ology indicates that the acceptance of 
the gospel plan resulted from ourselves : 
to God is attributed not causation, but 
simply foresight. Dr. Knapp in lke 
manner tells us.— 
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“God foresaw from eternity how every man 
would act, and whether he would comply with 
the conditions under which the designs of God 
concerning him would take effect, or would re- 
ject them; and upon this fore-knowledge he 
founded his decree. Of this class are the de- 
crees of God respecting the spiritual and 
eternal welfare of men. They are always 
founded upon the free conduct of men, and are 
never absolute, but always conditional. ” — 
Knapp, p. 112. 


_And, further, he teaches that the di- 
vinity in the operations of grace con- 
sists, first, in the doctrine revealed by 
God, and, secondly, 


“In the wise and beneficent external institu- 
tions which God has established, by which man 
is led to the knowledge of the truth, and his 
heart is prepared and inclined to receive it. Who 
can fail to recognize the divine hand in these 
external circumstances, by which so powerful 
an influence is exerted upon us; and which 
are often entirely beyond our own control? How 
much does the moral culture and improvement 
of men depend on birth, parentage, early in- 
striction, education, society, example, natural 
powers, adversity, or prosperity! Vide s. 131, 
II. 4. These circumstances are frequently 
mentioned in the Bible, Rom. ii. 4, seq. Hence 
it follows that God has made wise arrangements 
for the good of man, which may Properly be 
called grace, inasmuch as they are proofs of 
his undeserved goodness.”— Knapp, p. 408. 


Now this is not a sort of theology 
which we can call satisfactory. It is 
true, undoubtedly, that external means 
are employed to reduce the individual 
rebel to allegiance, and that these are 
intentionally ordered for this purpose by 
the Supreme Disposer of all events ; 
but it is also true that in every case in 
which external means prove effectual, 
the power of the Holy Spirit is exerted 
in a direct manner upon the sinner, to 
soften his heart and render him him sus- 
ceptible of the instructions and motives 
presented to him externally. The wax 
must be melted, or no adequate impres- 
sion will be made by the seal. The 
Lord therefore opened the heart of Ly- 
dia, so “that she attended unto the 
things which were spoken of Paul.” 
And this direct influence of the Divine 
Spirit, without which no sinner ever did 
turn to God, or ever will, is imparted 
according to a settled purpose; it is 
one of the works of God which were 
known to him from the beginning of 
the world. We are far from thinking 
it necessary that the doctrines of per- 
sonal election, of efficacious grace in 
regeneration, and of the final perseve- 
rance of all true believers, should be 
made the principal topics of every ser- 
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mon, or supposing that they are taught 
in every text which has been adduced 
in their support ; but we regard them as 
parts, and important parts of the gospel 
system. A work professing to be a sys- 
tem of theology, is in our judgment, 
grievously defective, if it do not ex- 
plain and prove them ; and if it argue 
against them it is worse than defective. 

Subject to these exceptions, which 
we carinot however deem slight ones, 
the publications before us deserve re- 
spectful notice. They all contain the 
results of diligent study, and evince 
mental independence. In order to ena- 
ble the reader to. form his own opinion 
of their respective characteristics, we 
will transfer to our pages a passage 
from each, which will be found also to 
be deserving of transeription for its own 
sake. 

Mr. Finney having in his introduc- 
tory lecture defined theology as the sci- 
ence of God and of divine things, 
gives the following synopsis of the per- 
sonal qualifications of the successful 
student, the advantages which he may 
expect, and the dangers against which 
he should be on his guard.

Dr. Knapp, who gives an_ historical 
view of many of the questions he dis- 
cusses, has condensed much informa- 
tion into the following paragraphs re- 
lating to the scientific treatment of 
Christian theology. 


‘““}. In the apostolical church the Christian 
religion was not taught in a scientific manner. 
All Christian instruction, as we may see from 
Acts of the Apostles, and the epistles, was then 
popular, practical, and hortatory. This appears 
from the terms wagduAnzic, mapaxadeiy, maga- 
pevdeicbat, which are used in reference to the 
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teaching of Christianity (xipuyue). Neither 
in the times of the apostles, nor shortly after, 
did Christianity need the aid of science and 
learning; and among the first Christians there 
were no learned men, except Paul, Apollos, and 
3 few others, who were versed in the Jewish 
aw. 

“2. In the third century, many heathen who 
were versed in science and philosophy became 
members of the Christian church. At the 
same time learned men arose among the heathen 
in opposition to Christianity, and heretics, 
among Christians themselves, in opposition to 
the original principles and doctrines of the 
apostolical churches, from which they wished 
to advance to something more elevated and 
perfect. In order to this they misinterpreted 
the writings of the apostles, parts of which, at 
this distance of time, had become obscure, In 
consequence of these circumstances learning 
was soon needed in the statement and defence 
of Christianity. The learned men who had 
been converted from heathenism, now applied 
the doctrines and terms of their philosophy to 
the truths of the Christian religion. This 
they did partly from the influence of habit, 
and partly from the desire of rendering Chris- 
tianity in this way more popular, They had 
also the example of the Grecian Jews, who 
frequently at that time treated the Jewish re- 
ligion in the same way. This was done by 
Justin the Martyr; and also by Pantenus, 
Clemens, and Origen, the teachers of the cate- 
chetical school at Alexandria. They supposed 
that this was the best way to defend Chris- 
tianity, not only against their learned heathen 
opponents, but also against the heretics. For 
the interpretation of the New Testament, also, 
literary knowledge was now becoming more re- 
quisite than formerly, since the language, cus- 
toms, and whole mode of thinking had gradually 
changed since it was written. This department 
of learning was cultivated with great success, 
in the third century, by Origen, who gave the 
tone to the scientific interpretation of the scrip- 
tures, 

“3, From that time forward the reigning phi- 
losophy of every successive age has been con~- 
nected, and indeed wholly incorporated, by the 
learned with Christian theology and morals. 
The theology, of course, of each successive 
period has, with few exceptions, received the 
form and colour of the contemporary philosophy. 
The Grecian church, after the second century, 
began with the Platonic philosophy; it next 
adopted the Aristotelian, in which it was fol- 
lowed by the western church. Through the 
influence of the schoolmen, the Aristotelian 
philosophy, after the eleventh century, became 
universal in the western church. This philo- 
sophy had the longest reign. The reformers of 
the sixteenth century did indeed banish it from 
the theology of the protestant church; but the 
theologians of the latter part of the sixteenth, 
and of the seventeenth century, readmitted it. 
Then followed the systems of Des Cartes, 
Thomasius, Leibnitz, Wolf, Crusius, Kant, 
Fichte, Schelling, and others, which first sup- 

lanted the school of Aristotle, and have since 
Dent up a constant warfare among themselves. 
In this contest the theologians have ever taken 
a lively interest; and, what is worthy of re- 
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mark, they have always been able, however 
opposite their theological systems might be, to 
find arguments for their own support, and for 
the refutation of their opponents, by a peeuliar 
and subtle application of the very same princi- 
ples of the contemporary schools of philosophy. 
Thus both Clemens of Alexandria and Porphyry 
drew arguments from the philosophy of Plato ; 
and thus, in every succeeding age, the friends and 
enemies of Christianity—the advocates and op- 
ponents of particular doctrines of Christianity 
—have alike furnished themselves with weapons 
from the philosophy of Aristotle, Leibnitz, 
Kant, and others, down to our own times. 

From these facts we should learn that philo- 
sophy can never afford a permanent basis for 
theology, and should never be relied upon as a 
sure pillar of a theological system. Those who 
found their belief upon philosophy never have 
any thing firm and abiding. As soon as the 
system which they had adopted gives place to 
another, the opinions which they before re- 
garded as true have no longer any evidence, and 
their faith founders, like a ship which the 
storm has torn from its anchor. The belief 
which rested upon the philosophy of Wolf till 
the year’seventeen hundred and eighty, was un- 
dermined when Kant prevailed; and the belief 
which rested upon the philosophy of Kant till 
the year eighteen hundred, was undermined 
when Fichte and Schelling prevailed. The 
same fate will, doubtless, hereafter attend every 
belief which rests upon a merely philosophical 
basis. 

“4, Particular portions of theology had been 
discussed in a scientific manner, from time to 
time, ever since the second century; so that 
abundant materials were soon furnished for the 
composition of a complete system of theology: 
they only needed to be collected, arranged, and 
brought into a perfect whole, This was first 
attempted, in the sixth century, by Isidorus of 
Sevilla, in his work, Libri tres Sententiarum. . 
It was accomplished much more successfully, in 
the eighth century, by John of Damascus, in 
his Exdooig dupt6ig Tis opb0d0Lou wicrewg, We do 
not mention the books of Origen, wegi deyav, 
in this connexion, because they contain a scien~ 
tific statement of only some particular doctrines 
in theology. After the twelfth century, many 
such systems were published by the schoolmen 
in the western church, ‘The principal among 
these were, Theologia Christiana, by Abelard, 
and Libri quatuor Sententiarum, by Peter of 
Lombardy. The doctrines (sententiz) of these 
systems were taken from Augustine and other 
fathers of the church, and connected and illus- 
trated in the method and phraseology of Aris- 
totle. 

“5, The application of learning to religion 
is so far from being objectionable, in itself con- 
sidered, that it has become absolutely indis- 
pensable to the teachers of religion. But they 
have been at variance on this subject from the 
first; since there were always some to whom 
this necessity was not very obvious, and who 
perceived, on the other hand, that learning was 
often and greatly abused in religious instruc- 
tion. 

“ (a) There always were learned theologians 
who treated the truths of religion as if they 
were given for no other purpose,than specula- 
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tion, and who, directly or indirectly, turned 
away the attention of their pupils from the 
great object to which it should have been di- 
rected—the practical influence of the doctrines 
of the Bible. They taught their pupils to ac- 
quire knowledge, as Seneca says, not for life, 
but for the school; and, consequently, many 
even of those who were designed to teach the 
common people and the young in the duties of 
religion, acquired an aversion to every thing 
practical. ‘That such should be the result of 
this course must appear almost inevitable, if we 
consider how common a fault it is with young 
men of liberal education to feel a distaste for 
whatever is merely practical, and a strong in- 
clination to speculation. If academical teach- 
ers live in mere speculation, as too many of 
them do, they will infuse this disposition into 
their hearers and readers, who will again infuse 
it into others, to the great disadvantage of the 
common people. It wascommon for those who 
had been educated in this way to assume an ex- 
tremely authoritative and dogmatical tone ; for 
there is no other pride which can compare with 
the pedant’s pride of reason. These theological 
teachers, in their devotion to the philosophy to 
which they had once pledged themselves, either 
wholly neglected the scriptures, or so inter- 
preted them as to render them consistent, if 
possible, with their own preconceived philoso- 
phical opinions. This fault is chargeable upon 
the schoolmen of former times, and upon too 
many teachers of religion at the present day. 

(6) In opposition to such theologians, who 
composed what may be called. the scholastic 
party, there always were others, who composed 
what may be called the ascetic party, They 
insisted upon the personal application of known 
truths for the purposes of piety, rejected every 
thing which interfered with practical religion, 
and regarded theological study as important 
only so far as it contributed to this end. But 
some among them fell into extravagant and fa- 
natical notions, and pronounced an uncondi- 
tional sentence against all learning of whatever 
kind. Such were some of the mystics, as they 
are called, who appeared, even in the western 
church, especially after the eleventh century, in 
opposition to the schoolmen. The mystics 
have been divided, in consequence of this differ- 
ence of opinion among them, into puri and 
mixti. The mystici puri, as the more moderate 
and unprejudiced of the ascetic party were 
called, blamed only the abuse of philosophy and 
learning, and wished to have them regarded, 
not as an end in themselves, but as the means 
of a more important end. To this class be- 
longed the Waldenses, Wicklifites, and the 
Bohemian and Moravian Brethren; and, in 
more modern times, the German and Swiss re- 
formers of the sixteenth century, and in the 
protestant church, at the end of the seventeenth 
and commencement of the eighteenth century, 
Spener, and the first theologians of Halle, who 
were of his school. 

“ The state of theology during particular pe- 
riods, and especially in modern times, is exhi- 
bited in ecclesiastical history.”—Knapp. pp. 89, 40, 


The following passage from Drs. Storr 
and Flatt explains the mode of inter- 
pretation adopted by the German Ra-

tionalists, and at the same time exposes 
its fallacy. 
“ The legitimate interpretation of Scripture. 


“ Whenever the reading of a particular pas- 
sage is unquestionable, and a legitimate exegesis 
proves a certain sentiment to be contained 
in it; then, and then only, is it satisfactorily 
shown that the passage contains that sentiment. 
Hence, in order to confer the greatest_possible 
degree of certainty on this course of Christian 
doctrines, passages of which there are various 
readings are never adduced in this work, except 
when the canons of criticism show the reading 
adduced to have preponderating evidence in 
its favour ;_and even then they are accompanied 
with other passages, 

“ The moral interpretation, which Kant has 
advocated, consists in setting aside the laws of 
grammatical and historical interpretation, and 
attributing a moral meaning to those passages 
of scripture which, agreeably to grammatical 
interpretation, contain nothing coincident with 
the moral dictates of unassisted reason. No- 
thing more is necessary, according to this 
hypothesis, than that it be possible to attach a 
moral meaning to the passage, no matter how 
forced or unnatural it be. In the ‘ Historical 
and Critical View of the Influence of Kant’s 
Philosophy of the different branches of Science 
and Practical Divinity,’ is a statement of the 
different works and dissertations on Kant’s 
mode of interpretation, with some account of 
the arguments for and against it; see also 
Schmidt’s work, “On the Christian Religion, 
&c.” The following are the principal argu- 
ments which have been urged against this mode 
of interpetation by Nésselt, Rosenmiiller, the 
author of this work, and others :— 

“1, Such a mode of explaining scripture does 
not deserve the name of an interpretation, for 
this moral interpreter does not inquire what the 
scriptures actually do teach by their own de- 
clarations, but what they ought to teach agree- 
ably to his opinions. 

“2. The principle is incorrect, which is as- 
sumed as the basis of this mode of interpreta- 
tion,—namely, ‘that the grammatical sense of 
a passage of scripture cannot be admitted, or at 
least is of no use in ethics, whenever it contains 
a sentiment which reason alone could not dis- 
cover and substantiate.” 

“3, Such a mode of interpretation is alto- 
gether unnecessary, for the Bible is abundantly 
sufficient for our instruction in religion and 
morality, if its precepts are construed as apply- 
iag, directly or by consequence, to the moral 
necessities of every man; and although there 
are passages of difficult explanation in the 
Bible, as might naturally be expected from the 
antiquity and peculiar languages of the scrip- 
tures, yet in most instances AMES passages do 
not relate to doctrines, and when they do, the 
doctrines in question are generally taught in 
other and plainer passages. 

“4, As, on this plan, the mere possibility of 
attaching a moral import to a text is regarded 
as a sufficient sanction for regarding it as the 
true signification, almost every passage must be 
susceptible of a multitude of interpretations, as 
was the case during the reign of the mystical 
and allegorical mode of interpretation which 
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has long since been exploded, ‘This must pro- 
duce confusion in religious instruction, want of 
confidence in the Bible, and indeed a suspicion 
as to its divine authority, for this must be the 
natural effect of the moral mode of interpreta- 
tion on the majority of minds. 

“5. If such a mode of interpreting the doc- 
trines of Christianity should prevail, it is not 
seen how insincerity and deceit on the part of 
interpreters are to be detected and exposed.”— 
Storr and Flatt, p. 78. 


From these extracts and the preceding 
remarks it will be seen that these vo- 
lumes are intended exclusively for stu- 
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dious persons, They are not works on 
which we should be pleased that our 
countrymen shonld form their theologi- 
cal system, but they will gratify and 
instruct all those who are competent 
to use them with the requisite discri- 
mination, If a wise man read them 
he will be yet wiser. The two which 
stand highest on the list at the head of 
this article et those attractions in re- 
spect to cheapness and typograph 
which belong to the other: roasts cot 
Ward’s Library of Standard Divinity. 
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Personal Recollections. By CHARLOTTE Ev1zA-

Some persons have written diaries with an ex- 
press view to the publication which they expect- 
ed would take place afterdeath. In such a case 
the record is anything but a genuine transcript 
of feeling ; and the personal benefit supposed to 
accrue from journalizing is altogether sacrificed. 

Others have composed memoirs of their own 
lives, for the use of future biographers. There 
are some advantages attending this course. 
Faets are preserved which would otherwise be 
lost; and the true motives may be often as- 
signed to actions that could only be explained 
or vindicated by the parties themselves. Yet 
there are disadvantages, too: that impartiality 
which is the charm of sacred biography can 
hardly be expected in uninspired writers; self-love 
will lead a man to give the fairest representa- 
tion of himself; and faults will be glossed over, 
excused, or concealed. Very few men or wo- 
men are qualified to describe their own charac- 
ters. 

There is a third course which has been now 
and then adopted. The volume before us is a 
specimen. In these “ Personal Recollections,” 
Charlotte Elizabeth has given a brief sketch of 

-the principal events of her history. She has 
published it in her life-time, as the only account 
of herself which she wishes to be given, and 
most solemnly adjures her friends to abide .by 
her decision, and to refrain from seeking to 
amuse or instruct the world by any posthumous 
disclosures. “Many, and sharp, and bitter were 
the trials left unrecorded here ; and shame be 
to the hand that shall ever dare to lift up the 

- veil that tender charity would cast over what 
was God’s doing, let the instruments be what 
and who they might.” p. 217. Doubtless there 
are good reasons for this apparent sensitiveness. 
Some particulars have come to our knowledge, 
but we abstain from any allusion that would 
give pain to the estimable authoress, and, pro- 
ceed to observe, that though the volume con- 

tains many striking passages, finished off in 
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Charlotte Elizabeth’s best style, and though 
some of the {incidents narrated! possess a thrill- 
ing interest which perfectly enchains the read- 
er, we are not quite prepared to give in our ad- 
hesion to the line of policy she has adopted. 
The propriety of such a measure is in our opin- 
ion very questionable, in all cases. None will 
accept the work asa correct and fair portraiture 
of the writer ; and asa safeguard against future 
publication it must be entirely inefficient. At 
any rate, it was not necessary for Charlotte 
Elizabeth to write this book in order to inform 
the world that pious and benevolent as she is, 
she is an out-and-out Tory, that she has no 
confidence in a “ reformed and papalized par- 
liament”—and that she would repeal, at all haz- 
ards, the “ notorious” Catholic relief bill. We 
knew allthis before. Nevertheless, we thank her 
heartily for the account of “Poor Jack,” and 
for her bold protest against Puseyism. 


Personal Declension and Revival of Religion in 
the Soul. By the Rev. Octavius WiNsLow,

THE importance of experimental religion ma 

be lost sight of even by pious men, while their 
attachment to the gospel remains firm, and their 

efforts to do good are undiminished. Unless © 
there be a constant application to the heart of 
that truth which is the acknowledged instru- 
ment of sanctification, and habitual communion 
of spirit with the gracious Being who is the sole 
author of life, holiness, and joy, there will be a 
languor, an inefficiency, and a gradual return to 
earthly pleasures, detrimental to the Christian 
and tending to the dishonour of God. It is de- 
sirable therefore that caution and adyice should 
be furnished on this subject, not only from the 
pulpit, but also for the benefit both of ministers 
and hearers, from the press, We trust that the 
volume before us, which proceeds on these prin- 
ciples, will be useful to many. Without intend- 
ing to express approbation of all the author’s 
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phraseology, or even of the sentiments of every 
page, we commend the work, as an earnest and 
powerful exhibition of much important truth, 
which needs to beenforced among the profes- 
sors of religion in the hour of temptation 
through which we are now passing. A part of 
the first chapter, that on Incipient Declension, 
we have transferred to previous pages of this 
number, as a salutary admonition deserving the 
attention of our readers, and a specimen from 
which they may form an opinion of the work. 


A proper Consideration: of the Cuuse of the Poor 
a Test of Righteous Character. -A Discourse 
designed to advance the objects of the Man- 
chester Conference: Delivered September 12, 
1841, at Pontypool.

In this discourse the respected “preacher, first, 
takes a general view of the cause of the poor in 
this country at the present crisis,in which he 
ascribes the prevalence of distress to the want 
of a fair impartial representation as the “ giant 
bane,” and subordinately to the operation of the 
corn laws; then points out the manner in which 
righteous men ought to evince their considera- 
tion of the cause of the poor, specifying prayer 
to God, private beneficence, and a faithful use 
fo their influence, rights, and privileges as citi- 
zens; and lastly illustrates the reasons why the 
cause of the poor should be practically regarded, 
observing that thus we shall evince genuine pa- 
triotism—that the poor or operative classes are, 
as a body, the most virtuous of the community 
—that this will cause us to be regarded with af- 
fection and veneration by the objects of our so- 
licitude—that thus we shall rank with the most 
illustrious saints and patriots of past times—and 
that in so doing we shall imitate and resemble 
the God of righteousness and mercy. 


Shetches of Scottish Church History : embracing 
the period from the Reformation to the Revo- 
lution. By the Rev. Taomas M’Crir, Au- 
thor of the “ Life of Dr. MP Crie.” 18mo. 
pp. 583. 

A USEFUL compendium of the ecclesiastical 
history of Scotland, “‘ composed chiefly for the 
benefit of the young,” and very serviceable to 
those who have not the opportunity of exa- 
mining larger works. The author takes care to 
avow himself “a presbyterian of the old school,” 
and draws a parallel between past and present 
times, wishing us to understand that modern 
non-intrusionists are worthy to be compared 
with the martyrs of the seventeenth century. 
This is surely too bad. If a church sells her 
freedom for money and lands, she has no right to 
complain that the yoke is heavy. Are the non- 
intrusionists willing that the people should be 
voluntaries in supporting their ministers as well 
as in choosing them? If not—why make an 
outcry against patronage? 


Psalms and Hymns, selected from various Au- 
thors, and revised, By Sracome Exwison. 
gee Houlston and Stoneman. 24mo. pp. 

47, 


Like ate others who are sensible of the ge- 
neral excellence of Dr, Watts’s Psalms and 
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Hymns, Mr. Ellison has regretted the occurrence 
in them of some sentiments and many phrases 
which cannot be justified. He has selected 
from them therefore those which appeared to be 
best adapted for worship, endeavouring also to 
improve them in thyme, language, and versifi- 
cation, and has appended to them some from 
other authors, which have been subjected to a 
similar revision. The first four hundred pages 
of his book are occupied with the modified com- 
positions of Watts, and rather more than a hun- 
dred hymns by modern evangelical writers follow 
them. The design has,in its leading features, 
been attempted by others, but no one has yet 
been successful in executing it so as to please 
the public, and we do not anticipate that Mr. 
Ellison’s labours will give more general satisfac- 
tion, in this case, than those of his predecessors. 


The Christian Offering: Lyrical “Poems and 
Prose Pieces, Sacred and Miscellaneous, By 
Grorce B. Scort, Author of “ The Beauty 
of Holiness, and other Poems,” &e. London : 
Virtue. 12mo. pp. 301, Cloth, gilt. 


Havine in reserve a large number of pieces 
which he had written at various times, in prose 
and verse, on moral and religious subjects, the 
author determined to publish them with the 
benevolent intention of rendering them con- 
ducive to the pecuniary interests of a valued 
friend, who has subsequently been removed 
from the earth. The volume is got up in the 
same style as the Annuals; and has a leaf 
prepared for the inscription of the name of the 
friend to whom it may be presented. 


The Sanctuary. Remarks on the Presence of 
God in his Ordinances, and on the Value 
and Importance of Public Worship. Lon- 
don :.12mo. pp. 78. Price Is. 


As the author ascribes eternal honour to the 
Commissioners and Dignitaries of “our church,” 
we presume that he belongs to that sect which 
delights in fellowship with the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer. It is not surprising, therefore, 
that he should advocate the consecration of an 
edifice raised and devoted exclusively to wor- 
ship; that he should condemn the appropria- 
tion to sacred uses of buildings originally con- 
structed for trade; that he should teach that 
theatres, which have been polluted by the ser- 
vice of Satan, ought to remain unoccupied 
and in ruins, rather than the sacred altar 
should there be raised; and ‘that he should 
suppose that the gospel has no efficiency in 
such unhallowed places. All this, however, 
savours in our view of that dispensation under 
which Jerusalem was the place where men 
ought to worship. No consecration can be 
more perfect than that which is imparted by 
the presence of the Son of God; and he has 
said, “ Where two or three are gathered toge- 


ther in my name, there am I in the midst of 
them.”

Tursr amusing volumes resemble in design 

and execution several others which have proceed- 

ed from the same pen, The casy, familiar style, 
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in which the author writes, and the unembar- 
rased readiness with which he offers opinions on 
matters which are not commonly treated of in 
books, and yet are adapted to excite curiosity, 
render his works inviting and pleasant: yet 
there are serious deductions from excellence, 
which force themselves on the attention of the 
most friendly critic in examining his pages. 
Breaches of grammatical propriety and needless 
repetitions are not the worst ; there are somany 
inaccuracies relating to facts, and such an evi- 
dent love of the marvellous, as to shake the 
reader’s faith in the correctness of the whole. 
If Mr. Grant would take time to test his infor- 
mation, which is multifarious and interesting, 
and repress his inclination to seem to know 
every thing, his works, though diminished in 
bulk, would be greatly increased in value. The 
subjects discussed in these volumes are Quack- 
ea Fair—The Higher and the Lower

COMMITTALS, CONVICTIONS, AND EXECUTIONS FOR MURDER.

" This table not only shows a great decrease in the amount of executions during the 


last five years, but also a decrease in the crime of murder itself. The increased activity 
of detection would certainly render the commitments more certain whenever crimes 
occurred: the fact, therefore, that the commitments have decreased, can alone have 
arisen from a dectease in the number of the murders which have taken place. Convie- 
tions appear also to have followed commitments more frequently during the last five 
years than previously. This is to he accounted for probably by the improved capacity 
of magistrates. 
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BROOME STREET, NEW YORK. 


The first baptist church in the city of 
New York was formed in the year 1745. 
Their first building for the sole purpose of 
worship was erected in 1760. This place 
was taken down in 1802, and a much larger 
one, of stone, placed on the same site. The 
church, having been lately without a pastor, 
directed their attention to the Rev. Spencer 
Houghton Cone, A.M., who had been more 
than eighteen years pastor of the baptist 
church in Oliver Street, in the same city. 
Mr. Cone, having acceded to their wishes, 
arrangements were made for the erection of 

a new and elegant building, which is to be 
opened for worship on the Ist of January, 
1842. A view of this edifice is prefixed to 
this paragraph, for which, and for some of 
the facts now stated, we are indebted to the 
friendship of the Rey. Joseph Belcher. 

The vacancy occasioned by Mr. Cone’s 
removal has been promptly supplied; the 
oversight of the church in Oliver Street 
having been accepted by the Rev. Elisha 
Tucker of Rochester.

NEW CHAPELS. 
ABINGDON. 


Thursday, Oct.21,anewchapel was opened 
here for divine worship. On the Wednes. 
day evening previous, a meeting was held 
in the vestry, at which prayer was offered to 
Almighty God by three of the eldest mem- 
bers of the church. On Thursday morning 
the Rev. W. Jay of Bath preached from 
Matthew v. 15.

and Breeze of Lechlade, took part in the 
services of Thursday. A large number of 
other ministers from the neighbourhood 
were also present. The chapel, which is 
erected partly on the site of the old build- 
ing, is situated in the principal thoroughfare 
of the town, having a wide approach of the 
length of 100 feet irom the street. On one 
side of the entrance is the British school- 
room, on the other the minister’s house. 
The front, which is remarkable for the sub. 
stantiality and chastity of its appearance, is 
a classic specimen of the Roman Doric. 
The chapel is sixty feet by forty-one, capable 
of conveniently accommodating 800 persons. 
At the back is the vestry, to hold 200, with 
minister’s room adjoining. The cost of the 
buildings, with fence, walls, and other out. 
lay on the premises, is about £2,000; of this 
the sum of about £300 has yet to be pro- 
vided. The building has been erected un. 
der the superintendence of John Davies, 
Esq., architect, of Devonshire-square, Lon- 
don, by Mr. John Chesterman, Abingdon. 


CRICKHAM, SOMERSET. 


On Wednesday, Oct. 24, 1841, the new 
baptist chapel at Crickham was opened for 
worship. The attendance was very good, 
and the collections liberal. It is a neat, 
substantial building, capable of holding 
250 persons. The expense of its erec- 
tion, which was about £300, was raised in 
the immediate neighbourhood. This is the 
third village chapel, in connexion with the 
cbureh at Cheddar, that has been built 
within the last six years. 
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BRIDGE STREET, BANBURY. 


On Tuesday and Wednesday, 26th and 
27th of October, this elegant, commodious, 
and substantial chapel was opened for di- 
vine worship, and although the mornings 
seemed lowering, the friends were cheered 
as the time drew on to commence the ser- 
vices, by the numbers of persons pouring in 
from the surrounding neighbourhood, evi- 
dently proving that great interest had been 
excited towards this new cause. Prayer- 
meetings had been heldat some of the friends’ 
houses each morning, at six andseveno’clock, 
and the fervent prayers then presented, 
seemed to have a full answer in.the num- 
ber and spirit of the congregations assem- 
bled throughout the various services. 

Excellent sermons were preached by the 
Rev. Messrs. Gray of Northampton, Daniell 
of Ramsgate, Giles of Leeds, who kindly 
consented to preach for the Rev. J. P. Mur- 
sell, who was prevented by illness, on the 
Wednesday by the Rev. F. A. Cox, D.D, 
L.L.D,, B, Godwin, J, H. Hinton, M.A., 
and on the following Sabbath-day by the 
Rey. T. F, Newman of Shortwood. The col- 
lections amounted to near £100, and, con- 
sidering the great exertions made previously, 
were considered excellent. Theseservices by 
many were felt to be seasons of refreshing, 
an earnest of good to come, the fulfilment of 
the prayers of many who are long since gone 
to the dead.

RECENT DEATHS, 
MR. CHARLES FERRIS. 


In the catalogue of the believers’ privi- 
leges (1 Cor. iii. 21, 23) the inspired apos- 
tle includes life and death. It follows, 
therefore, that these are blessings and privi- 
leges, independently of the peculiar circum- 
stances attending them. The due apprecia- 
tion of this fact is of great importance to 
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their comfort in relation to each. Assured 
of this, while it behoves the believer to 
bless the Lord for the day of prosperity, 
and to prefer abundance and ease to destitu- 
tion and suffering, he may be comparatively 
indifferent to either, and thus learn, in 
whatsoever state he is, therewith to be con- 
tent. Assured of this he need not be 
anxious for himself, whether death shall 
arrest him by a sudden and unexpected 
stroke, or in the slow and obvious advances 
of lingering disease and infirmity. In 
either case ‘‘ for him to die will be gain.” 
Now, as this fact is most important to the 
living believer, in the anticipation of his 
own death, it is scarcely less so to those 
survivors who are called to sorrow for them 
that sleep in Jesus, not as others who have 
no hope. We cannot but feel this when an 
established and valued Christian relative 
or friend is saddenly and most unexpected- 
ly removed by death. 

These very obvious reflections are sug- 
gested, in the present casg, by the sudden 
departure of the late Mr. C. Ferris, a mem- 
ber of the church of Christ meeting in Sil- 
ver Street, Taunton. On the evening of 
August 24, 1841, he retired to rest in his 
usual state of health. At six the following 
morning he complained of an affection of 
the head,—then, of the stomach. Medicine 
was administered with apparent success, 
but at nine the spirit had departed to be 
with Christ, which is better beyond all ex- 
pression than to continue here under the 
most favourable circumstances that imagi- 
nation can paint. The assurance of this 
rests not upon a recent conversion, nor on 
any marked improvement in his spirit or 
habits immediately preceding his decease, 
but on the general consistency of a life and 
profession which was maintained through 
many successive years, under circumstances 
and in seasons by which it was put to the 
severest tests. 

Mr. Fertis was the son of parents who 
regularly attended the ministry of the gos- 
pel among the baptists; but who, like many 
others who repudiate infant sprinkling, did 
not feel it to be their duty to observe the 
holy ordinance by which the denomination 
is especially distinguished. He was one of 
the first scholars in the Sunday school of 
the baptist chapel, Back Street, Trowbridge, 
and itis more than probable that the in- 
structions he received in this school were 
the latent seed of that Christian character 
which was subsequently developed and 
matured. 

At the age of eighteen or nineteen, 
though moral in his conduct, and of sober, 
steady habits, he entered the army; soon 
after, while quartered with his troop at 
Reading, he was induced to attend the 
ministry of one of the supplies at the 
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Countess of Huntingdon’s chapel in that 
town, and it pleased God to render the word 
preached the means of his conversion. 
His frequent attendance on the means of 
grace, and the propriety and seriousness of 
his deportment, so unusual, at that period, 
in his circumstances, soon attracted the 
notice of his fellowworshippers, from whom 
he received the kindest attentions and en- 
couragements. Among these was the late es- 
teemed Dr. Ring, to whom he was much 
indebted in this stage of his religious career, 
and between whom and Mr. Ferris a tender 
and Christian friendship subsisted until 
death, only a brief time previously, removed 
the former to that world where,they now 
unitedly adore the grace that called and 
saved them. 

But although his conversion occurred thus 
early, several years elapsed before he be. 
came a member of any christian church, 
and the delay was occasioned chiefly by 
his conscientious views on the subject of 


baptism, and the frequent removals neces. - 


sarily attendant on a military life. His 
steady deportment and obvious integrity 
early raised him in the estimation of his 
superiors, and it is probable that he would 
soon have risen to the highest rank then 
conferred on such as entered the army 
without property or patronage, had not an 
accident, which rendered him unfit for active 
Service, intervened. In consequence of 
this accident, which occasioned frequent and 
great suffering during the remainder of his 
days, he was transferred to the barrack de- 
partment, the duties of which he continued, 
with some brief intervals, to discharge till 
his death. 

In 1810, he was married to his surviving 
widow, and, in 1813, he was baptized with 
her at Folkestone, by the Rev. Thomas 
Attwood. The service to which he was as- 
signed required his frequent change of re- 
sidence, but in every place he evinced his 
steady and cordial attachment to his Chris- 


tian and denominational principles, and | 


when opportunities presented, he was never 
backward to render such assistance as his 
‘means afforded for the establishment and 
promotion of the cause he loved. To the 
united exertions of himself and his surviv- 
ing partner are mainly to be attributed the 
erection of the first baptist chapel, and the 
formation of the first baptist church, in the 
town of Barnstaple. In the infancy of this 
cause, he not only superintended its interests 
and progress, but travelled several hundred 
miles, chiefly on foot, and without personal 
remuneration, to collect for the liquidation 
of the debt incurred by the erection of the 
chapel. Subsequently to this he resided at 
Plymouth, and was for some time a deacon 
of the church under the care of the Rev. 
Samuel Nicholson. In 1830, he came to 
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Taunton, and during his residence here, he 
so exemplified his christian principles, as to 
secure the esteem and confidence of all who 
knew him. He was most distinguished 
for his unbending integrity, for his readiness 
to assist, to the extent of his means, in 
every good work, and for his assiduous and 
uniform attendance on the means of grace. 

The suddenness of his removal precluded 
the exemplification of the power and value 
of his principles on a dying bed; but it is 
pleasing to reflect upon his long continued 
habit of frequent retirement for private de- 
votion, as well as on his attachment to the 
public ordinances of religion. In addition 
to the customary morning and evening ex. 
ercises, it is stated by his respected relict, 
that he was in the constant habit of retiring 
for private converse with his heavenly Fa- 
ther, whenever the season of publie wor- 
ship, or even of his daily walking recrea- 
tions, approached. Thus, though the event 
was most unexpected to himself and his 
friends, death did not find him unprepared. 
He had attained the age of sixty-six years, 
and he was interred, August 29, in the 
grave-yard adjoining the chapel in Silver 
Street ; and his sudden removal was im. 
proved by his pastor on Lord’s day evening, 
‘Mark the perfect man, and 
behold the upright, for the end of that man 
is peace.” J.J. 

MRS. THOMPSON. 

Mrs. Thompson was the daughter of 
Mrs. Carryer of Leicester, a short notice of 
whom is given in the works of Mr. Hall, vol. 
iv. p. 280. The character there drawn 
of the mother might with very consider- 
able propriety be transferred to the daugh- 
ter. She was only four months old when 


| her mother died, and was left to the care of 


her father, assisted by her aunt, who after- 
wards became her mother-in-law. The 
fruit of parental instruction was afforded at 
an early age: she was admitted into Chris. 
tian fellowship with her parents in 1834 ; 
and in 1839 was united by marriage to Mr. 
Thompson, who had succeeded to her fa- 
ther’s business, and had residedin the family 
for many years. Soon after the birth of her 
second daughter, in the spring of this year, 
serious apprehensions were entertained that 
a pulmonary affection had seized upon her 
delicate frame. Every attention which an 
attached husband and an endeared cir- 
cle of friends could supply, were afforded. 
She repeatedly removed her residence ; but 
medical skill and the kindness of friends 
were alike unavailing. Habituated to al. 
most every indulgence, she had a severe 
struggle to give up her friends, her hus. 
band, and her children; but faith enabled 
her, some time before her departure, to say, 
““T have given up all—my husband—my

children ;—the workis done.” The closing 
scene was very affecting. To a friend 
sitting by her side, she said, “* Take hold of 
my hand; I am dying;” and then raising 
her eyes to heaven, with an expression of 
delight and surprise, she said, ‘ Come, 
Jesus! come Jesus!” and immediately fell 
asleep in the arms of him, whose blood had 
washed her from sin, and into whose hand 
she had committed her spirit. Mrs. Thomp- 
son was born June 24, 1816; and died Oct. 
21, 1841, in the twenty-fifth year of her age.

MISCELLANEA. 


LONDON MEETING ON BEHALF OF THE BAP- 
TISTS IN DENMARK. 


A numerous and animated meeting was held 
in New Park Street Chapel in the evening 
of the tenth of November, to receive from 
the Rev. J. E. Giles of Leeds and the Rev. 
H. Dowson of Bradford a report of their 
receut visit to Denmark, in pursuance of the 
commission entrusted to them by the bap- 
tist churches in the West Riding of York- 
shire. As we are aware that a lively inte- 
rest inthe subject is felt throughout the 
country, we were anxious to obtain an am- 
ple account of the proceedings of this meet- 
ing ; and we have the satisfaction of pre- 
senting to our readers a more full and accu- 
rate report than any of those which have 
previously appeared. 

After prayer by the Rev. Dr. Murcnu, 
the chair was taken by the Rev. F. A. Cox. 
D.D., LL.D., who spoke as follows: 

The immediate purpose of our assembling 
together this evening is to receive a report 
of the proceedings of a deputation sent by 
the baptist ministers in the West Riding of 
Yorkshire to the king of Denmark. The 
occasion of their embassy*was as follows:— 
Many of the baptists in his dominions were 
suffering for conscience’ sake; two of them, 
Peter and Adolph Monster, had been impri- 
soned, the one six, and the other nine 
months. In Langeland a poor man had been 
stripped of all he possessed and incarcerated 
for refusing to take his children to the font 
of the Lutheran church. At Marborg fines 
had been recently inflicted, menaces were 
abundantly employed in different places, 
aud the pastor at Oldenburg has a second 
time paid five louisdors for the high crime 
and misdemeanor of immersing! Think of 
these people, as the sons of the reformation ! 
Think of these transactions at the distance 
of three hundred years and more after its 
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establishment ! Think of them in an age of 
boasted general illumination and intellectual 
advancement ! 

That Luther resisted persecution and 
stood upon his own rights of religious li- 
berty, but himself became in turn a perse- 
cutor, we all know. For this inconsisten- 
ey some have pleaded the peculiarities of the 
man, and some the general ignorance of the 
age. But that now Lutherans, Protestants 
and professing christians, should pursue a si- 
milar course seems strange indeed. It all 
arises, however, from the imperfect eharac- 
ter of the reformation itself; an imperfection, 
alas, but too clearly perceptible in every pro- 
testant hierarchy throughout Europe. Ca- 
tholics have contended for the establishment 
by law of Catholicism, Protestants for the 
same establishment of Protestantism; but 
whatever party or sect that may happen to 
be predominant should demand this legal 
establishment and state endowment ought to 
have inscribed upon its walls and churches 
Ichabod, the glory is departed ! 

It is characteristic of the true body of 
Christ that they are “‘ members one of ano- 
ther;” and that whether one member suffer 
all the members suffer with it ; or one mem- 
ber be honoured all the members rejoice 
with it. It is this hallowed sympathy that 
has brought us together at the present time. 
We are one with all that love Christ, and 
feel it our duty and our privilege to be iden. 
tified with them. Touch the utmost extre- 
mity, and the heart feels the thrill. 

The present interference seems peculiarly 
important, not only on account of its bear- 
ing on the comfort of individuals and the 
welfare of particular churches, but especially 
because it occasions discussion. It leads 
men to think and inquire. It tends to pro- 
mote the inquiry whether those who differ 
from us in their religious opinions are really 
the monsters they are sometimes taken to 
be; whether there is really the cloven foot : 
and whether fines, threats, and prisons are 
really the best arguments to be employed 
for the support of religion. 

At the request of the Committee who had 
convened the meeting, the Rev, Henry 
Dowson then moved the following Resolu- 
tion;—‘‘ That this meeting, recognizing the 
great scriptural principle, that itis the right 
of every human being publicly to observe 
the ordinances of religion according to the 
dictates of his conscience, declares both their 
full approbation of the conduct of the Revs. 
Peter and Adolph Monster, and other per- 
sons in the kingdom of Denmark, who have 
held meetings for the preaching of the gos- 
pel, and have administered the ordinances of 
Christianity ; and their high admiration of 
the firmness and fortitude with which they 
have sustained the pains and penalties to 
which they have consequently been subject-

ed, preferring continued imprisonment to the 
sacrifice of their principles, or the abandon- 
ment of their duty.” 

Having stated that his principal design 
was to prepare the meeting for the address 
of his colleague, and made some forcible ob- 
servations on the necessity for constant at- 
tention to the great principles of religious 
liberty, and decided action ‘on their behalf, 
Mr. Dowson proceeded to present to the as- 
sembly certain documents with which our 
readers have already been made acquainted. 
The sentence passed on Peter and Adolph 
Monster, which he read to show the precise 
position of the case in its legal aspect, be- 
gan by admitting that the parties accused 
were all of unimpeachable conduct in life, 
but it set forth that they had “refused obe- 


dience to the laws of the country, by keep- | 


ing illegal religious assemblies, administer- 
ing the sacraments of the church, instituting 
several Gjendober congregations in the 
country, and separating themselves from 
the state church.” It stated that the court 
of chancery had warned these persons 
against continuing such conduct, but that, 
notwithstanding, they had persevered in it, 
“and, by immersion in water, received seve~ 
ral proselytes into the congregation ; and at 
the same time administered the holy supper 
in the form adopted by the body.” The 
sentence went on: ‘‘ Inasmuch as the pro- 
secutor has been of opinion that tie pre- 
cepts of the law (vi. 1, 1), and of the edict 
of the 30th of March, 1827 (sec. 10), were 
in this case applicable, and the accused, 
consequently, ought to be banished from the 
country, it is to be observed that, in this 
case, no apostasy to the Popish religion, or 
to a faith still more remote from the confes- 
sion which obtains in this kingdom, is now 
under consideration, and accordingly no 
question as to applying vi., 1, 1, of the law 
is to be entertained; and as the accused, 
although the doctrines which they have 
adopted, in certain points, are so different 
from those which obtain in the state church, 
that they have found it necessary to sepa- 
rate themselves from it, cannot, however, 
be said to have apostatized from the evan- 
gelical Christian religion, which is a far 
more comprehensive expression than the 
predominant state church ; it cannot, either, 
be found that the edict of 30th March, 1827, 
sec. 10, which moreover refers to the law vi., 
1, 1, is here applicable. As little can it be 
considered, as proved, that the accused have 
performed such acts with reference to in- 
fant baptism, marriage, and burial, as would 
constitute a sufficient ground for applying to 
them the precepts of the rescript of March 
5th, 1745. But as their conduct, in assem- 
bling in a particular organized congregation, 
without having obtained for it supreme per- 
mission, may be considered as repugnant to 
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ii, 1, and vi., 1, 4, of the law, compared 
with the principles expressed in the rescript 
of March 5th, 1745, they must, having—in 
spite of the repeated prohibitions and warn. 
ings of the magistracy, persisted in their 
headlong refractoriness against the laws of 
the land—they must be adjudged to suffer 
an arbitrary punishment, modified according 
to the principles of uur legislation, which, 
under the circumstances, it appears may be 
determined to be a fine of sixty rix bank 
dollars silver to the principal poor’s fund of 
Copenhagen for each of the two prisoners, 
and of thirty rix bank dollars silver to the 
accused Ryding, as they also, in solidum, will 
have to defray all the legal expenses of the 
prosecution, and amongst these, as a fee to the 
prosecutor, Nygaard, councillor of the cham- 
ber and attorney, fifteen rix bank dollars, 
silver.” This was the mild sentence which 
had been passed on these parties. 

The Rey. J. E. Gries seconded the 
resolution, and said that as his brother, 
Mr. Dowson, had laid before them the 
documentary part of their report, it would 
devolve on him to state some of the inci- 
dents which they had met with in their in- 
terviews with persons in authority ; and, as 
far as they could at present be ascertained, 
the results of their mission. But, before he 
entered upon those topics, he would beg 
permission to state to the meeting some of 
the circumstances, out of which their mis. 
sion, and the events which occasioned it, 
arose, 

It was not necessary for him to inform 
that audience, that the established religion 
of Denmark was professedly Lutheran. 
But they might not perhaps be aware 
of the fact, though it was well known by 
all who visited the continent, that Mahom. 
edan or any other name would be very 
nearly as applicable as Lutheran, to the 
doctrines really taught: since, with a few 
noble exceptions, the Lutheran clergy 
were neither believers in the sentiments of 
the great reformer, nor animated by his spi- 
rit; though, generally speaking, they were 
men of great learning, and of cultivated 
manners. From a conversation which he 
(Mr. G.) had held with a Lutheran clergy- 
man, the bulk of them were divided into 
three classes; the super-naturalists, who, 
believing the word of God to be altogether 
inspired, felt that they were bound to re. 
ceive it in its most literal signification—the 
speculatists, who, though they considered it 
on the whole to be inspired, allowed them. 
selves very freely to speculate on its mean- 
ing—and the rationalists, who reduced 
every thing, in the word of God, and indeed 
out of it, to the standard of what they con. 
sidered to be human reason. As the cler- 
gyman, with whom he conversed on these 
matters, was unable to speak English, and 


’ 
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he (Mr. G.) knew nothing of Danish, he 
was obliged, as well as he could, to converse 
in Latin; and might possibly, in conse. 
quence of the great difference of pronuncia- 
tion, not fully have understood his infor- 
mant in every particular. But, that by far 
the greater portion of the clergy were ratio- 
nalists -or infidels, who looked upon scrip- 
ture as a mixture of truth and fable, which 
they might receive or reject at pleasure, 
and that there subsisted among them little 
or nothing of the spirit of vital religion, were 
facts too well known and attested to be call- 
ed in question. In stating these things, how- 
ever, let him not be suspected of any wish 
to see the Lutherans deprived of the right 
of thinking for themselves; no, he freely 
accorded to every other human being the 
liberty he demanded for himself. But when 
he saw a set of men who had sworn to 
preach the doctrines of Luther, as contained 
in his writings, and in the symbolical books 
of the church he had formed, especially 
when he saw those very men, in the name 
of a church, which had its origin in the 
right of private judgment, persecuting, al- 
most to the death, those devoted christians, 
who, though they had separated from the 
Lutheran church, believed in its articles of 
faith to a far greater extent than themselves, 
he felt that he had the fullest right to re- 
mind them of their own departures from the 
established faith, and to denounce their 
conduct against his innocent brethren as 
most hypocritical and inconsistent, as well 
as cruel and unjust. 

In the state which he had described the 
Lutheran church had long continued, when, 
about twenty years ago, through the preach- 
ing of one or two illiterate, but very pious 
and intelligent men, an interesting revival 
of religion took place, especially amongst 
the peasantry. Of those who were thus 
aroused, the greater part, from the year 
1825, began to imbibe sentiments similar 
to those of the Puseyites in England; hav- 
ing been taught to believe in the absurdities 
of apostolical succession, and sacramental 
efficacy, and to trust in the traditionary 
statements of men in the apostolical succes. 
sion, as a far safer guide to faith and happi- 
ness than the written word of God; through 
the perusal of which, there was no possibi- 
lity of salvation.* But the remainder were 
gradually led, without any correspondence 
with the denomination in this or any other 
country, to embrace the sentiments generally 
held by the baptists, Of these, the leading 
man was P. C. Monster, one of the prisoners 
now in the gaol at Copenhagen; and so 
successful and indefatigable were his efforts

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to spread the gospel, that from his labours, 
combined with those of others, (amongst 
whom, he (Mr. G.) would affectionately 
mention brother Kobner, another perse- 
cuted Danish missionary, who lives under 
centence of banishment for life, at Ham- 
burg, for preaching the gospel,) three 
churches were formed; one at Aalborg in 
Jutland, another in Langeland, @nd a third 
at Copenhagen. This success, together 
with the continued eagerness of the people 
to hear the word of life, awakened the jea- 
lousy of the clergy, who began to urge on 
the authorities to acts of cruelty against the 
churches and their pastors. Their solemn 
assemblies for divine worship were profanely 
broken up by the police, the ministers were 
forbidden to preach under penalty of impri- 
sonment, and the people menaced with fines 
and loss of liberty, unless they brought their 
children to be christened at the Lutheran 
font. Determined, however, to obey God 
rather than man, neither pastors nor people 
suffered themselves to be driven from the 
discharge of their sacred duties, and conse- 
quently it was not long before that persecu- 
ting vengeance which had been hovering 
on threatening wings over them darted on 
its prey, and infixed those talons beneath 
the grasp of which the brethren are still 
writhing. 

Last summer the tidings of these disgrace- 
ful proceedings had been brought to this 
country by his beloved brother Oncken, of 
Hamburg; when the permanent committee 
appointed by the West Riding of Yorkshire 
Baptist Association to watch over ques- 
tions affecting the civil interests of. dissen. 
ters, instantly resolved to memorialize. the 
King of Denmark on the subject; believing 
from the reputation of his majesty for bene. 
volence and cultivated taste, that, in a sys- 
tem of cruelty more worthy of barbarians 
than of a highly-civilized nation, he could 
take no personal pleasure; and hoping, 
from the favour shown by his illustrious 
predecessor to the missionaries at Seram- 
pore, that such a movement would not be 
wholly in vain. 

Accordingly a memorial was drawn up, 
and Mr. Dowson and himself were deputed 
to present it; and such was the advantage 
of that organization which happily subsisted 
among the churches of the West Riding, 
that, in a single day, it received the signa. 
tures of two and forty congregations. Be- 
sides their own memorial, the delegates 
were entrusted with similar documents from 
the North Riding Baptist Association, the 
baptist churches in Nottingham and in Li- 
verpool, the congregation in Devonshire 
Square, London, the ministers of the London 
Baptist Board, the officers ofthe London Bap- 
tist Association, and the committee of the 
Baptist Union, who voted them £10 towards 
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theirexpenses, and lent themthemost prompt 
and valuable co-operation. Above all it af- 
forded him pleasure to add, they were en- 
trusted with a most interesting memorial, 
signed by upwards of four hundred minis- 
ters of all denominations, not excepting the 
Church of England, Kirk of Scotland, and 
Roman Catholic Church; several catholic 
priests having gladly availed themselves of 
the opportunity of reading, in their turn, a 
lesson to their Lutheran brethren, on the 
great doctrines of religious liberty. To 
some of these documents there were re- 
spectively attached the corporation-seals of 
Manchester, Liverpool, and London ; and 
the signatures of the Worshipful the Mayor 
of Leeds, of Liverpool, of Manchester, that 
also of the borough-reeve of Manchester, 
and of the Lord Mayor of London; who 
kindly gave their names in attestation, and 
(some of them) in cordial approval of the 
sentiments which the memorials contained. 
Strongly however as they felt themselves 
armed in the possession of these important 
memorials, the delegates deemed it of great 
moment that they should get themselves 
favourably introduced by their own govern- 
ment to the Danish court; and therefore 
made it their first care to visit the Right 
Honourable Lord Viscount Palmerston, 


who was then happily in office, upon the | 


subject. His Lordship received them with 
the utmost kindness, and after having care- 
fully read over their principal memorial, and 
corrected with his own hand an error which 
had been made in transcribing it, expressed 
himself deeply interested in its contents, 
and promised the deputation a dispatch, 
that, he would take care, should answer 
their purpose. That promise they were 
able on the most undeniable evidence to say 
his Lordship had nobly fulfilled ;—since 
the King of Denmark himself had stated, 
at their first audience, that Lord Palmerston 
had spoken in the highest terms of their ob- 
ject, of their denomination, and of them- 
selves. And though he (Mr. G.) would 
not attempt to mix up party politics with 
the business of that evening, he felt himself 
bound in justice and gratitude to say, that 
in the four interviews which he had had the 
honour of having with his Lordship, he had 
found him to be, not only one of the kindest 
and politest of men, but a most enlightened 
and hearty friend of religious liberty ; and 
he believed that the cause. of religious liber- 
ty, throughout the world, had sustained a 
loss of no ordinary magnitude, in having no 
longer, at the Foreign Office, the services of 
that able, patriotic, and accomplished no- 
bleman. cfc’ 
Having obtained his Lordship s dispatch, 
the delegates, on Saturday morning, August 
28th, set ofl, by way of Hamburg and Kiel, 
for Copenhagen, and, on -the following 
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Thursday at day-break, entered the harbour 
of that city. Ths morning sun, shining up- 
on the tall white houses, the public build- 
ings, the ramparts, the windmills, and the 
trees which shaded the pleasant walks that 
surround the Danish metropolis, had lighted 
up the whole scene into a beautiful land- 
scape; to which the clear and sparkling 
waters of the Baltic lent an enchanting love. 
liness; and as that scene, with all its asso- 
ciations, presented itself to his mind, never 
could he forget the emotion which swelled 
in his bosom. It was not, however, the 
delight which might have been occasioned 
in some minds, either by the beauty of the 
scene, or by its close connexion with what 
is deemed glorious in our naval history ; it 
was not a feeling of national pride that he 
was gazing upon the island of Amak, the 


| citadel of Copenhagen, the crown batteries, 


and the former station of the British and 
Danish fleets ; it was not that he was about 
to set his foot upon the shore, on which 
Nelson and Gambier had trodden as con- 
querors, or upon which the fancy of Shak- 
speare had left some of its deepest, noblest 


| foot-marks: no; other feelings animated his 


bosom; a grateful consciousness that his 
beloved colleague and himself were em- 
ployed in a higher, holier vocation than 
either Nelson or Shakspeare had followed, 
anda prayerful hope, that humble as their 


| instrumentality was, it might be the means 
| not only of striking off the fetters of their 


afflicted brethren, but ofsetting free, through- 
out that land, the souls and consciences of 
their fellow-men. 

On landing, they made their way, after 
delivering their dispatch, as soon as possible 
to the prison ; where they found the cir- 
cumstances and prospects of the persecuted 
brethren worse than they expected. Mr. 
Adolph Monster had been nearly four 
months, and Mr. Peter Monster nine 
months, under confinement. Both were 
consequently involved in great pecuniary 
difficulties, and, together with Peter Emil 
Ryding, were harassed by an infamous 
suit, which the prosecutor for the crown had 
commenced against them. In Langeland, 
a poor man, named Peter Andreas, had 
been stripped of every thing, he (Mr. G.) 
meant literally every thing, every chair, 
every table, every article of bedding, furni- 
ture, and clothing, except the clothes upon 
his back. Even the little presents given 
him in the depths of his distress by his 
Christian brethren, had been barbarously 
taken from him; and, not contented with 
that, the authorities were compelling him to 
undergo imprisonment for ten days or a 
fortnight at a time, which was reckoned as 
so many dollars towards the fine imposed 
upon him, which he was not able otherwise 
to pay. Rasmus Jorgensen, another holy 
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sufferer, had been fined on a principle of 
arithmetical progression, viz. the first month 
of his refusing to have his child christened, 
ten dollars per week, the second month 
twenty, the third forty, the fourth eighty, 
and so onward, until all his property should 
be exhausted ; when he was to be impri- 
soned and ultimately banished the kingdom 
for life, in the case of his continued refusal 
to bring his child to the Lutheran font. 

But, besides these instances of persecu- 
tion, the delegates discovered very serious 
difficulties to the success of their enterprise, 
inthe state of the Danish law, which forbade 
the teaching of any religion not sanctioned 
by the king, on pain of death or banishment 
for life. That prohibition the brethren, be- 
yond all doubt, had violated ; and, as it was 
a part of the fundamental law upon which 
the king held his crown, the authorities, in- 
stead of regarding themselves as persecu- 
tors, flattered themselves that they were 
setting an example of clemency, to the 
world, in simply inflicting fines and impri- 

~ sonment on their victims. 

Great, however, as were the difficulties 
and discouragements with which the dele- 
gates had to contend, there were many 
things to cheer them onward; and amongst 
these nothing afforded them greater hope or 
consolation than the evidence they had of 
the holy fitness of the persecuted brethren 
for that honourable though trying position 
in which they were placed. The elder bro- 
ther, Peter Monster, who might be styled 
the apostle of the Danes, was a man in 
whom preeminent godliness is combined 
with great wisdom, energy, and courage. His 
manners were extremely pleasing, and his 
look highly intelligent and prepossessing. 
Adolph, the younger brother, was not only a 
very intelligent man, but had had the benefit 
of a university education, having been regu- 
larly trained for the Lutheran church, and 
taken his degree with much distinction. 
Both the prisoners were ready to ‘‘ comfort 
their comforters,” like Paul and Silas rejoic- 
ing in their bonds. Every thing they said 
and did rendered it evident that the motive 
by which they were actuated was the con- 
straining love of Christ ; and that, while 
they would never betray his cause through 
pusillanimity, they would be as little likely 
to dishonour it by indiscretion. 

Another source of encouragement, that 
presented itself to the deputation, was the 
effect which had evidently been produced 
by the disinterested efforts of Joseph John 
Gumey, Esq., and Mrs. Fry, who, finding 
that the brethren had done nothing worthy 
of bonds, and that no fault could be found 
with them, ‘save in the law of the Lord 
their God,” forgot that they belonged to a 
different denomination, and laboured as 
strenuously for their release and for the 
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liberty of their worship, as if they had be- 
longed to their own. Though visiting the 
court of Denmark by the queen’s special 
invitation, Mrs. Fry never for a moment 
shrunk from the duty of identifying herself 
with the persecuted prisoners. She pleaded 
their cause most earnestly before the king, 
queen, and all in authority. She visited 
them in prison, and comforted them ; and, 
along with her noble-minded brother, afford. 
ed them pecuniary assistance. In Prussia, 
in Hanover and Hamburg, Mr. Gurney and 
his sister pleaded with the authorities the 
cause of the baptist denomination, with the 
same disinterested zeal; and, as a specimen 
of the address as well as kindness of Mrs. 
Fry, he (Mr. G.) would relate an incident 
which occurred during her stay at Ham- 
burg. 

According to her usual practice, Mrs, 
Fry had assembled together a large audi- 
ence of some of the principal people at Ham- 
burg, in order to give them an address ; 
which a certain doctor, deeply implicated in 
the wickedness of persecuting our devoted 
brother Onecken last year, undertook to in- 
terpret. Amongst other topics, Mrs. Fry 
seized the opportunity of insisting on the 
duties of Christian charity, the importance 
of religious liberty, and the wickedness of 
persecution; and, by this unexpected turn 
of the discourse placed her interpreter in 
the most awkward dilemma imaginable. If 
he falsely translated the objectionable sen- 
tences, numbers were there who understood 
English as well as himself, and would de- 
tect him. If he left out those sentences, or 
stopped short in his work, everybody would 
know the cause, Greatly therefore, to the 
amusement of the audience, the doctor went 
on with his work. ‘“ Nothing is more lovely 
than Christian charity,” said Mrs. Fry. 
*‘ Nothing is more lovely than Christian 
charity,” said her interpreter. ‘* No rights 
are to be so solemnly respected as the rights 
of conscience,’’ added Mrs. Fry. ‘‘ No rights 
are to be so solemnly respected as the 
rights of conscience,” reiterated the doctor. 
“* Consequently,” said Mrs. Fry, “there is 
nothing so hateful as a spirit of bigotry and 
persecution.” ‘* Consequently,” said the 
doctor, ‘there is nothing so hateful as a 
spirit of bigotry and persecution.” Thus in 
sentence after sentence, the persecuting 
German was compelled by Mrs. Fry to 
pronounce his own condemnation, receiving 
from her gentle hand as severe a castigation 
as a man, sensitive to his reputation, could 
undergo. 

To the encouragements derived from the 
sources which he (Mr. G.) had mentioned, 
he was happy to add that which the depu- 
tation met with in the courtesy and kind. 
ness of the Danish authorities. To this, 
however, there was one exception, which 
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seemed at first rather ominous, and to ren- 
der it doubtful whether the delegates, in. 
stead of releasing their brethren, would not 
be called to share their bonds. 

On the night of their arrival, just as Mr. 
Dowson and himself were preparing for 
bed, a police officer entered their apartment, 
and placed in his (Mr. G.’s) hands the fol- 
lowing summons.

Believing that this summons had been 


sent without any sanction from the higher | 


authorities, and that it was to be attributed 
to the curiosity or selfimportance of some 
subordinate official, who had no other means 
of showing his consequence, the deputation 
resolved to treat it accordingly, and sent off 
in answer to it the following note. 


“The Rey. Messrs. Dowson and Giles 
present their compliments to the Secretary 
of the Alien Office, and beg to refer him to 
Sir H.-W. W. Wynn, the British Envoy 
extraordinary to the Court of Denmark, re- 
specting the subject of the note with which 


the Secretary ofthe Alien Office has favoured | 


them. 
“ Hotel d’ Angleterre, 3rd Sept. 1841.” 


In consequence of this appeal to the Am- 
bassador, the Secretary discovered that he 
had over-acted his part ; and the result was, 
that when the deputation attended the office, 
instead of being subjected to an examina- 
tion, they received a very polite apology for 
their having been summoned to appear. 

With this slight exception, they received 
nothing but the kindest treatment from the 
Danish authorities, especially from his Ma- 
jesty the king ; who, through the polite inter- 
position of Sir H. W. W. Wynn, Bart., 
who rendered them every assistance, and 
expressed a very kind interest in their ob- 
ject, granted them an early audience at 
Sorgenfri, a royal residence eight miles from 
Copenhagen, though his Majesty, in conse- 
quence of a fall from his horse, had retired 
thither to escape from business. 

The time fixed for that audience was 
Monday morning, Sep. 6th; and, while they 
waited in the ante-chamber, they very fortu- 
nately got a sight of the Queen, who is a 
very lovely, pious lady, and has used her 
utmost influence on behalf of the prisoners. 
Indeed, they had reason to think that it was 
the kind interest taken by her Majesty in 
in their object, that led her to the door to 
see the deputation. Be that as it might, 


| 
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the illustrious name of the Queen of Den. 
mark was one which it was inipossible for 
Christians too highly to respect. 

Shortly after the opening of the door on 
the left, another door opened, when they were 
ushered by Count Blucher, nephew of the 
old Prussian General, into a room on the 
left, where they were introduced to a rather 
tall, stout, dignified personage, with dark 
eyes and black hair, turning grey, and a 
countenance expressive of much benignity 
and intelligence — that was his Mujesty 
Christian the Eighth, King of Denmark, 
Duke of Halstien, &e. His Majesty was 
dressed in a plain suit of blue, and, except 
the star on his breast, innothing distinguished 
in his appearance from an English gentle- 
man; while every thing in the presence- 
chamber bespoke a noble contempt for out- 
ward pomp and splendour. His Majesty 
kindly began the conversation by apologiz- 
ing to the deputation for not being able to 
speak English. Upon which they replied 
that they felt themselves under much greater 
obligation to apologize to his majesty for - 
not speaking Danish, especially as they had 
ventured on a visit to his majesty’s court ; 
but, at the same time, they hoped his ma- 
jesty would condescend to hear them through 
an interpreter. Upon the king’s signifying 
his assent, they stated the object of their 
errand, and requested permission to read 
the memorials, which, though unusual, the 
king was kind enough to grant. With the 
importance of those documents the king 
appeared to be very deeply impressed ; 
especially with that which had been signed 
by the ministers of religion. ‘I perceive,” 
Said his majesty, “that the object of your 
mission has evidently awakened a very ex. 
tensive and powerful interest; and I am 
glad to find that the people of England do 
interest themselves in the affairs of this 
country.” As the principal memorial was 
read, the king looked over the shoulder of 
the delegate who was reading it, and fol- 
lowed him from sentence to sentence (for 
his majesty understood English, though he 
did not undertake to speak it), and com. 
mented on the several clauses which it con. 
tained. Among other things, he observed 
that the prisoners, after being warned of the 
consequences, had broken the law. To 
which the deputation replied, ‘We are 
aware of the circumstance ; but would sub. 
mit to your majesty that such men never 
would have violated that law, if it had been 
possible, at the same time, to keep it and the 
laws of Jesus Christ. From what we have 
heard, we are assured that even your majesty 
cannot approve of that Jaw, and that your 
wisdom and authority will be more than 
sufficient to alter it.” After various other 
arguments urged by the deputation, from the 
rights of conscience, the history of persecu. 
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tion, the origin of the Lutheran church in the 
right of private judgment, and the kindness 
shown by his majesty’s predecessor to the 
baptist missionaries at Serampore, the king 
intimated his willingness, at once, to release 
the prisoners, provided they would promise 
to abstain from public worship until the 
matter in question could be settled by law ; 
and requested the delegates to say so to the 
prisoners. “ We shall have much pleasure,”’ 
they replied, “in obeying your majesty’s 
commands; but, much as we desire their 
immediate liberation, we are far more anx- 
ious about the cause for which they suffer ; 
and to secure, throughout your majesty’s 
dominions, liberty of worship for the fu- 
ture.” “It is not impossible,” said the king, 
“that full liberty may ultimately be granted 
them; but, for the present, they must be 
tried, as we do not know what they are; 
and, for this purpose, a concession of the 
towns, Altona, Fredricia, and Fredrickstadt, 
for the liberty of their worship under certain 
regulations, may be granted them.” The 
delegates replied, “We humbly submit to 
your majesty that such an experiment is 
unnecessary. The baptist denomination has 
already, in England and America, been tried 
for more than three hundred years; and in 
presence of your majesty, we confidently 
appeal to history, that they have been found 
to be loyal subjects and good citizens, under 
different forms of government.” “ As to the 
respectability of the English baptists,” said 
the king, “I have not the slightest doubt, 
as Lord Palmerston has, in his dispatch, 
spoken in the highest terms of your object, 
your denomination, and, gentlemen, of your- 
selves, But the baptists here may be dif- 
ferent, and must be tried in the towns I 
have mentioned.” ‘ Weentreat your ma- 
jesty to remember,” said the delegates, 
“*that such an arrangement would amount 
to an act of banishment for life; and would 
your majesty think it right, that the baptists 
should be driven from their homes, their 
connexions, and their means for subsistence, 
into strange distant towns, for no other 
reason than because they wish to worship 
God, as closely as possible, according to his 
word?” To this his majesty’s reply was 
(and he (Mr. G.) was sorry to have to re- 
peat it, as it was the only thing, inconsistent 
with his majesty’s station and character, 
which fell from his lips), “If the baptists 
are the conscientious persons the deputation 
have represented them, they must be pre- 
pared to undergo banishment, or any other 
consequences fortheirreligion.” ‘*Wesubmit 
to your majesty,” was their reply, ‘*that, whe- 
ther the baptists should be, or are prepared 
to undergo the worst consequences, rather 
than violate their consciences, there can be 
no question; as they have already shown 


themselves ready to 4o so. But we would 
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humbly suggest, that the real question to 
be considered is, whether so humane and 
enlightened. a sovereign as your majesty 
could think of inflicting such suffering upon 
men whose only crime is their devoted 
attachment to the word and ordinances of 
Jesus Christ.” 

In this way, for more than an hour, the 
king very kindly and patiently permitted 
the delegates to plead the cause of their 
brethren ; and it was not until they had 
evidently stated all they wished to say, that 
his majesty bowed, as a signal for their de- 
parture. 

Having visited the king, they next ob- 
tained interviews with the prime minister, 
M. Stehman, and other leading men in the 
state ; all of whom treated them with great 
politeness, excepting the Bishop of Sealand ; 
who, though in some respects courteous, in 
others showed them less politeness than the 
civil functionaries. Having received, from 
several quarters, intimations that the bishop 
was not wholly freed from the guilt of being 
implicated in the persecution, the delegates 
asked the bishop whether he could approve 
of the cruelties inflicted on their brethren, 
and whether he thought that such proceed- 
ings could be pleasing to Jesus Christ, and 
would stand the test of the last great day ? 
To all which the bishop’s repeated answer 
was, “‘ That would lead us to a long discus- 
sion. It is the law, the fundamental law of 
the kingdom, upon which the king holds his 
throne; and it cannot be changed.’’ And 
thus, under the wing of a law of which the 
bishop knew the penalty to be death, or 
banishment for life, he would perpetually 
seek shelter from the pursuit of an accusing 
conscience, whenever he was pressed with 
arguments from that gospel which he pro- 
fessed to preach. 

Amongst other things, the bishop stated 
that the baptists were disposed to disregard 
the institution of marriage, which, upon in- 
quiry, turned out to be a complete fabrica- 
tion of some calumniator ; as all the baptists 
in the kingdom, who were living together as 
husband and wife, had not only been mar- 
ried, but married with all the ceremonies of 
the bishop’s own church. A 

Finding that they could get from the 
bishop very little in the way of christian 
charity, they next tried him in philology, 
by asking him whether he differed from 
their brethren as to the meaning of the 
word Bamrigw. “No,” said the bishop; “ its 
meaning, undoubtedly, is to immerse; in 
our version it is rendered “ dober,” which 
is the same word with your English word 
“dip ;” and, if the baptists would bring 
their children to us, we would dip them all. 
Indeed, very many persons in our church 
think with them, that no persons should be 
baptized but in adult years, though they still 
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bring their children to us. But segregate 
and administer the sacrament for themselves 
and proselyte! no, never! It cannot be! !” 
“ Does the bishop of Sealand, then,” asked 
the delegates, “think that people should 
believe one thing, and profess another?” 
“That,” said the bishop, ** would lead to a 
very long discussion! ! ” 

Discovering, from their conversation with 
the bishop and others, that slanderous re- 
ports about their brethren were circulated 
among the clergy, and that there were cer- 
tain objections to their enjoyment of liberty 
which had peculiar weight with that part of 
the community, the delegates deemed it 
their duty to draw up an address to the 
Danish clergy. [See Bap. Mag. Oct. p. 508.] 
No sooner, however, had they got it into the 
press, and corrected the first proof sheet, 
than they found that it had been delivered 
up, by the printer, to the public censor, to 
whom they consequently paid a visit. Be- 
fore they had been long in his presence, the 
censor talked in a tone of voice which 
showed him to be much displeased ; loudly 
complained, as the interpreter informed 
them, that the deputation had said in the 
address, that the proceedings of the authori- 
ties ‘‘ could not be reconciled with the prin- 
ciples of justice and humanity.” “Oh,” 
said one of the delegates, ‘* as our object is 
by no means to displease the censor, but 
simply to secure the liberty of our brethren, 
we will alter the expression, and say, in our 
judgment it cannot be reconciled to justice 
or humanity.” ‘Oh, ja, ja, ja!” said the 
censor, (oh, yes, yes, yes), “ that will do 
very well.” In two other cases, by a little 
explanation, and by offering to substitute 
the word “ hardship ” for “ oppression,” and 
“deal harshly ” for ‘‘ afflict,” they managed 
to get the whole document, without any 
material alteration, into print: so much for 
the security which despotism derives from 
the censorship on the press. 

In consequence of the interposition of the 
delegates, the legal proceedings against the 
brethren in the court of justice were kindly 
hastened, and a sentence, not expected in 
less than six or seven weeks, was pro- 
nounced in a few days; and though it sen- 
tenced the two Monsters to sixty dollars 
each with costs, and Peter Emil Riding to 
thirty, a punishment which, in each case, 
was allowed to be arbitrary, it declared them 
to be men unimpeachable character, and to 
be free from the charge of anabaptism, or 
having apostatized into any sentiments con- 
trary to the evangelical christian religion ; 
“‘which,” it went on nobly to state, “is a 
much larger name than the Lutheran faith 
established in this land.” 

In consequence of the favourable charac. 
ter of the sentence, which, in that despotic 
land, was deemed tantamount to an ac- 
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quittal, the delegates resolved to take their 
stand upon the vantage ground which it 
gave them, and presented another memorial 
to the king ; in which they urged, that since 
the prisoners were declared to be innocent 
of having broken some of the laws supposed 
to be violated, and were declared to be men 
of pure evangelical sentiment, and unim- 
peachable character, nothing could be more 
worthy of his majesty’s reputation for cle. 
mency and justice than, by his royal prero- 
gative, to remit the fines imposed, and grant 
them full liberty of worship. [See the Me- 
morial in our October number. ] 

Though every preparation was made for 
the sitting of the privy council, and though 
the time of meeting had expired, the king 
very kindly, without notice having been 
sent him, granted the delegates access, and 
kept his council waiting a full half-hour, 
while he conversed with them. After in- 
quiring whether the deputation had con- 
veyed his previous message to the prisoners, 
his majesty again offered to liberate them 
on the same conditions; and, besides the 
three towns before offered for freedom of 
worship, he said, that, as a mark of respect 
for the deputation, he would grant. any other 
city, in his dominions, which they might 
choose to name. Upon their asking if this 
were the final answer which his majesty 
wished them to conyey to those who sent 
them, he answered, ‘‘ Yes,” and wishing 
them ‘‘a very prosperous journey,” bade 
them “adieu.” 

On leaving the king, the delegates imme- 
diately communicated the result of their in. 
terview to the prisoners; ‘‘and never shall 
I forget,” continued Mr. G., “the holy se- 
renity with which they received this our 
last communication.” ‘* We are much 
obliged to the king,” said Mr. Peter 
Monster, “‘ for the kindness which he may 
have intended to show us; but with the 
conditions proposed we never can comply. 
If our flocks are to be deprived of their re- 
ligious privileges, it shall never be with our 
own consent; nor could we dare to take 
upon ourselves the responsibility of being 
out of prison, and yet suffering sinners to 
perish around us for want of the word of 
life. If the king has a right to silence us 
till the law is settled, he has a right to do so 
for life; and, if we promise to be silent un. 
til the law is settled, I feel assured that no 
settlement of the law will ever take place. 
Besides, I ean find no instance in scripture 
of any of the apostles having promised, on 
any consideration whatever, not to preach 
the gospel of their Lord; and, in the ab- 
sence of such an example, we dare not 
violate the command, to be instant in sea. 
son and out of season in preaching the 
word.” 

In communicating the king’s offer of an 
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additional town, the delegates, without tak- 
ing upon themselves the responsibility of 
advising their brethren how to act, neverthe- 
less informed them, that, in the event of 
their feeling themselves at liberty to accept 
the king’s offer, Copenhagen would be the 
place they should name. But the answer of 
the persecuted brethren, upon that point, 
was as prompt and magnanimous as upon 
the one in which their personal liberty was 
more immediately involved. 

«‘In the case of your obtaining Copen- 
hagen we, who live within its walls,” said 
they, “ should certainly, under certainregula- 
tions, have religious liberty. But our poor 
brethren in Aalborg and Langeland would 
still have to break up their churches, and 
go into banishment for life, without know- 
ing where to find the means of subsistence ; 
and, after standing so nobly by us, and 
suffering so much for truth, what have they 
done that we should abandon them to such 
a prospect, merely to secure an advantage 
for ourselves? Besides, if the king has a 
right to forbid us to preach any where in 
Denmark, excepting in the four conceded 
towns, he has a right, whenever reason of 
state may require, to withdraw his conces- 
sion from those towns also; and, therefore, 
it is impossible, without an abandonment 
of-our right and duty, to ‘go into all the 
world and preach the gospel to every crea- 
ture,’ to accept the king’s offer. That right 
we would sooner die than concede; for we 
must hearken unto God rather than unto 
man.” ‘ Yes,” added the noble-minded 
Peter, and his brother Adolph heartily con- 
curred in the sentiment; ‘‘L would far ra 
ther that my body should waste away in 
bonds, than that my soul should be fettered 
with promises of which my conscience never 
could approve.” 

Finding that this was their settled pur- 
pose, the delegates told them that they 
heartily approved of the holy determination 
they had formed; and had no doubt that it 
would be equally appreciated by their bre. 
thren at home. “They then,” said Mr. G., 
‘accompanied us to the prison doors; and, 
as we parted from them, perhaps never on 
earth to see them more, our hearts bitterly 
ached to leave them in bonds!’’ And he 
was sorry to add, that since their arrival 
home two more of their brethren, for ad- 
ministering baptism, had been thrown into 
prison. But if such was still the state of 
things in Denmark, it might pethaps be 
asked, ‘* What then has your visit hitherto 
accomplished, and in what results can you 
expect it to issue ?” To this he would reply, 
though they had not accomplished all they 
wished, they had accomplished much, quite 
as much as they expected; and, notwith. 
Standing the cloud which hung over Den- 
mark and other parts of the Lutheran Con- 
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tinent, many hopeful appearances presented 
themselves. j 
First of all, they had carried consolation. 
into the prison, strengthening the hearts of 
the sufferers, by assuring them that millions 
of Christians sympathized in their suffer- 
ings,and remembered them in their prayers. 
They had carried the great principles of reli- 
gious liberty, and the great doctrines of 
evangelical truth, as taught by the baptists, 
into the palace of the most absolute monarch 
in existence; and with so much success, 
that the king, never for a moment attempt- 
ing to justify the persecuting laws of his 
realm, was taking them into consideration. 
with a view to alteration; and besides the. 
partial concessions already offered to free- 
dom, had suggested that the bestowment of 
full liberty might not ultimately be impro- 
bable. The difference between baptists and 
anabaptists, they had so far succeeded in 
making the authorities understand, that 
they had cleared their brethren from the 
odium and the-consequences of a supposed. 
identification with that sect ; so that instead, 
of being condemned, by the sentence of the 
court in which they were tried, to death or 
banishment as anabaptists, they are de- 
clared, in that very sentence, to be men of 
unimpeachable character, and evangelical 
sentiments. Their mission had caused the 
sufferings of their brethren, and the cause of 
of those sufferings to be talked of through- 
out Denmark and the whole of Protestant 
Germany; so that more than a hundred 
miles from Copenhagen, the delegates were 
accosted by name, and received hearty 
wishes for their success. Though it was. 
otherwise in some Lutheran countries, in 
Denmark the people and the press (in spite 
of the censorship) were, for the most part, 
in favour of religious freedom; and since 
their departure, the delegates had received 
a letter from a very influential and intelli- 
gent merchant, stating, that in consequence. 
of their visit and that of Mrs. Fry, not only 
were the prisoners better treated, but that 
the people were beginning to see, very 
clearly, that the government would have no 
honourable way out of the difficulties into 
which they had brought themselves, but by 
granting entire liberty of conscience. It 
was delightful, also, to know that, if in some 
parts the civil powers, degrading themselves. 
into the agents of priesteraft, were endea- 
vouring to ‘* wear out the saints of the Most 
High,” in others they were acting a part 
more worthy of their station. As the re- 
sult of the visit of Mr. Acworth and himself 
to Hamburg last year, Mr. Oncken, and the 
church under his care, had enjoyed a 
twelve-month’s rest from persecution. In 
Oldenburg, indeed, the baptists were still 
persecuted, and in Hanover, though go- 
verned by an Englishman, they were obliged. 
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‘to worship in the woods, and even there were 
hunted down and tormented by the barba- 
rous hirelings of the court. But in Wurtem- 
burg they enjoyed not only liberty, but pro- 
‘tection ; and in Prussia, the king had told 
Mrs. Fry and her brother that he was de- 
lighted with the baptists in Berlin; that he 
fully regarded them as a tolerated sect in 
his dominion; that he was making such 
legal arrangements as might enable them, 
without passing through the forms of the 
Lutheran church, to be enrolled as honoura- 
ble citizens ; and that he would write to the 
king of Denmark for the relief of those who 
were suffering for conscience’ sake in that 
kingdom. : 

But what afforded him, Mr. G., the 
greatest encouragement, was that the work 
of God was advancing in the face of perse- 
eution. Only the other day, fresh persons 
were baptized at Copenhagen ; and though 
the brethren who administered the ordi- 
nance were thrown into prison, there were 
still fresh candidates for baptism. From the 
Alps to Elsinore, from the confines of Russia 
to Heligoland, little evangelical baptist 
churches were spontaneously, as it were, 
springing up into existence; and when he 
thought of their holy patience, simplicity, 
and zeal for the truth, he could not but re- 
cognize in them the little stone cut out of 
the mountain without hands, that should 
smite in pieces the feet of iron and clay 
beneath which the human mind had been so 
long trampled, and scatter them on the 
winds ‘like chaff of the summer threshing- 
floor.” 

By all that was encouraging, by all that 
was distressing in the signs of the times, he 
would solemnly implore the baptist denomi- 
nation to turn their eyes to the continent, 
and remember their persecuted brethren 
in their contributions and their prayers. 
As there were no other native dissenters on 
the continent, to the baptist denomination 
the work peculiarly belonged: to that de- 
partment of labour divine providence was 
beckoning them—God himself had called 
them. 

At the same time he entreated all pro- 
testant dissenters to remember that the 
bitter root of all that misery which their 
continental brethren were ‘called to suffer, 
was that master evil of the apostasy, “ the 
Union of Church and State.” ‘“ Against 
that wickedness God has called you,” said 
Mr. G., ‘‘ to be his witnesses ; and, therefore, 
though you may have to prophesy, like our 
brethren, in sackcloth, I implore you never 
to withhold the testimony which God would 
have you give. With the calm, dignified, 
and unwavering constancy of truth, let 
your testimony be uttered through the 
world; and very soon, more terrible than 
the blast of an apocalyptic trumpet, it shall 
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shake every fabric of Antichrist to its 
foundations, and be echoed in the ery from 
heaven, ‘Babylon the great is fallen, is 
fallen! !’” 

The resolution was then put and carried 
unanimously, 

The Rey. E. Steane then moved, “ That 
the most respectful thanks of this meeting 
are hereby expressed to his Gracious Ma. 
jesty the King of Denmark, for the con- 
descension and kindness with which he was 
pleased to receive our brethren on their 
recent mission, while the meeting most 
earnestly hope that such measures of equity 
and benevolence may be adopted by his 
Majesty as shall render any similar deputa- 
tion altogether unnecessary ; that the thanks 
of this meeting are due, and are hereby pre- 
sented to the Right Honourable Lord Pal- 
merston, the Right Honourable Sir Henry 
W. W. Wynn, Bart., her Majesty’s envoy 
extraordinary and plenipotentiary at the 
court of Denmark; his Excellency John 
Wheaton, Esq., ambassador from the United 
States to the court of Berlin; Peter Brown; 
Esq., secretary of the British legation at 
Copenhagen; to Joseph Young, Esq., of 
that city, and to G. W. Alexander, Esq., of 
London, for the valuable assistance render- 
ed by them to the deputation ; and to J. J. 
Gurney, Esq., and Mrs. Fry, for their strenu- 
ous and disinterested efforts on behalf of 
the Christian sufferers in Denmark. The 
resolution having been seconded by the Rey. 
B. Evans, of Scarborough, was unanimously 
agreed to, 

The Rev. 8. Green then moved, and C. 
BURLS, Esq., seconded the resolution, “ That 
this meeting cordially participate in the feel- 
ing which prompted the West Riding Bap. 
tist Association to send Messrs. Giles and 
Dowson on their late mission to Denmark, 
and express their high and grateful estima- 
tion of the manner in which these beloved 
brethren have executed their delicate and 
arduous task.”—Agreed to. ‘ 

A psalm having been sung, a collection 
on behalf of the persecuted Danes was 
made, and the meeting separated deeply im- 
pressed with the proceedings of the evening. 


NEWCASTLE. 


At the annual meeting of the Newcastle 
and Gateshead Religious Freedom Society, 
which was held in Nelson-street Chapel, 
Nov. 3rd, Mr. Giles of Leeds being present, 
that gentleman gave a similar address to 
that recorded in the preceding article. The 
Gateshead Observer gives an ample account 
of the meeting, which appears to have been 
very spirited, from which we would have 
quoted more largely did not the pressure of 
other matter forbid. Among other resolu- 
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tions, the following was’ passed unani- 
mously ;— 

“ That the meeting has heard of the per- 
secution by the authorities of Denmark of 
the Danish baptists, Messrs. Peter and 
Adolph Monster, and P. G. Ryder, in 
Copenhagen, and P. Andreas and Rasmus 
Storgenson in Langeland, with feelings of 
approbation and regret, believing them to 
be most antichristian, inhuman, and unjust, 
entirely unworthy of a civilized country and 
an enlightened age ; and regards the conduct 
of the sufferers as a noble exemplification 
of Christian devotedness and magnanimity, 
and such as entitles them to the gratitude 
and admiration of Christians of all denomi- 
nations, and in all ages of the world.” 

A collection was made on behalf of the 
sufferers. The example set by our friends 
at Newcastle, has been followed in some 
other large towns, and it will be followed, 
we doubt not, elsewhere. 


THE MINISTERIAL CONFERENCE HELD AT 
MANCHESTER, 


ADDRESS OF THE CONFERENCE TO THE 
PEOPLE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM OF 
GREAT BRITAIN AND IRELAND 


Fellow Countrymen,—An Assembly of 
Christian Ministers, unprecedented in its 
numbers, and embracing almost every de- 
nomination, yet united as one by the object 
which has brought us together, we proceed 
in the discharge of our duty, to lay before 
you the result of our deliberations. 

Suffer us to claim for our present very 
brief address the calm and earnest attention, 
which the importance and solemnity of the 
subject demand. 

We were convened for the purpose of 
considering the laws restricting the food of 
the community. 

We have endeavoured to approach this 
subject with minds uninfluenced by party 
feeling or sectional interests, and to try all 
questions submitted to us by the unerring 
standard of christian morality. 

Our attention has, in the first place, been 
directed to the principle upon which the 
corn and provision laws of this country are 
based. The immediate effect of these laws, 
is to make the food of the people dear. It 
is demonstrable that this can be done only 
by rendering food scarce. From the artifi- 
cial scarcity so created the different classes 
of consumers escape, in proportion to their 
wealth—the evil pressing with accumulating 
severity upon the humbler classes exactly 
in the degree of their inability to sustain the 
burden, 

These laws operate with continually-ag- 
gravating force, in consequence of the natu- 
ral and inevitable increase in the numbers 
of the people. 
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The most painful evidence of the truth of 
this principle has been laid before us from 
all parts of the kingdom, proving the poverty 
and privations of the labouring classes, 
whose general fortitude under their aug- 
menting wretchedness has awakened our 
sympathy, and called for our present inter- 
ference in their bebalf. In addition to the 
existence of domestic suffering, often in the 
most distressing forms of misery and 
disease, proof of an increased mortality has 
been forced upon us, and we have had the 
appalling fact disclosed that famine is al- 
ready doing its deadly work among the 
most destitute portions of the community. 

The moral effects of the corn and provision 
laws have occupied our serious considera. 
tion. 

It has been proved to us that the phy- 
sical deterioration of multitudes of our coun- 
trymen has produced an alarming amount of 
demoralization. Under this aspect these 
laws have appeared to us to require the 
most anxious attention of all who are con. 
cerned for the advancement of the spiritual 
and eternal interests of their fellow-crea- 
tures. As christian ministers, prizing above 
all other considerations the interests of mo- 
rality and religion, we have heen unable to 
anticipate, without apprehension and dread, 
the growth and development of those pas- 
sions which are stimulated and called into 
action by hunger and destitution. 

Fellow Countrymen! We have asked 
ourselves if the calamities we have been 
called to contemplate, and the more dread- 
ful consequences with which we are threa. 
tened, are to be regarded as the just judg- 
ment and visitation of the Almighty; and 
our unanimous answer, is, No. We have 
sought instruction in the Word and through 
the Works of Gop, and have been taught by 
both that a bountiful and unfailing provision 
has been made for the wants of every living 
creature. We stand forth, therefore, to as 
sert and vindicate the divine wisdom and 
beneficence : we charge existing misery and 
impending danger upon the selfish or igno. 
rant inventions of man, which have frus- 
trated the merciful designs of the Ruler of 
the universe. The chastisements we are 
enduring are self-inflicted; our national 
distresses are the results of a departure, by 
human legislation, from the spirit and man- 
dates of the divine law; and our strong 
conviction is, that our present deliverance 
and future safety are to be secured only by 
recognizing and observing the unerring and 
clearly-revealed will of a beneficent Creator. 

Our duty, then, as ministers of religion, 
is plain, On scriptural grounds we are 
called upon to denounce all human restric- 
tions upon the supply of food to the people, 
and to employ all appropriate means to 
place the fatherly provision of Gop within 


the reach of his suffering and famishing 
children. 

In the attainment of this object we affec. 
tionately call upon the Christian public to 
aid us by an instant, a combined, and a vi- 
gorous effort. The case is one of extreme 
urgency. The poor are daily perishing; 
and, though we commend the exercise of 
individual charity towards those who are at 
present suffering from want, we must de- 
clare our solemn conviction, that all assist- 
ance will prove ineffectual to the relief of 
prevailing wretchedness during the continu- 
ance of laws which impiously interfere with, 
and limit the enjoyment of the all-sufficient 
bounties of divine providence. 

Our first advice to our brethren and 
friends throughout the country is, to investi. 
gate the subject now before them. Let 
every one convinced of the justice and ne- 
cessity of abolishing those laws do all in his 
power, in the spirit of meekness and love, 
to enlighten and convince those who are 
around him. Under the responsibilities of 
citizenship, let every opportunity be em- 
braced of bringing the nature and effects of 
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the corn and provision laws under the no. 
tice of the legislature. 

We would also earnestly exhort’ those 
who are suffering from the operation of 
these laws to continue peaceable and loyal, 
and to co-operate in all christian and con. 
stitutional efforts to effect their extinction— 
relying with patience upon the sympathy of 
their friends, and the blessing of the Most 
HieH. 

Finally, let unceasing supplication ascend 
that it may please the Gop and Farner of 
us all to give our law-makers the wisdom 
that is profitable to direct, and to incline 
their hearts to do justice and love mercy.

ON THE CHARACTER OF UNIUS. 
To the Editor of the Baptist Magazine. 


DEAR S1R,—I trust that the “ characteris. 
tic sketch” by W. B., in your last number 
will be useful. Its perusal has raised many 
reflections in my mind. The character of 
Unius is by no means singular, but a false 
delicacy has prevented public disclosure. 
Who is there who cannot point to the very 
individuals in various parts of the country 
with which we are acquainted. Some of 
them are not members of our churches, and 
I have heard a statement made on good au. 
thority as to two or three who have been 
named, that they remain out of the church in 
order to avoid those claims which they felt 
might reasonably be made upon them, With 
such of course we have nothing to do. 
Their own consciences condemn them, and 
there is no conduct on the part of others 
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which can deceive them into a false confi- 
dence. They have “loved idols and after 
them they will go:” but with respect to 
others who are members of our churches, 
permit me to ask why are they permitted to 
remain so. I suppose that W.B. is the 
pastor of Unius, or that, at all events, he is 
a member of the same church. He considers 
him to be under an awful delusion, and fears 
that at the judgment day he will find it to 
beso. Howthen does he justify this delu- 
sion being permitted to be encouraged by 
his continuing an “honourable member”’ of 
the church? How can he, after prayerfully 
reflecting on the thirty-third chapter of 


Ezekiel, look forward without dismay to the | 


meeting him before the judgment-seat of 
Christ? If a steward were unfaithful, even 
in a single instance, to an earthly master, he 
would be without hesitation excluded; and 
yet a man who is living in a continual 
course of unfaithfulness as a steward of his 
heavenly Master, and who, emboldened by 
the divine forbearance, is year after year in- 
creasing the amount of his misapplications, 
to use no harsher term, is perhaps, the dea- 
con of the church, withering by his touch 
every, thing of a diffusive character. I was 
in hopes that the letters which appeared in 
your volumes for 1837 and 1838, on this 
subject, particularly one by thelate Rev. W. 
H. Pearce, under the signature of Theophi- 
lus, inthe number for Dec.1837, would have 
induced some of our churches to deliver 
themselves from this “accursed thing.” In 
that letter, he showed that some of the 
churches, on the other side of the Atlantic, 
were much more faithful to their trust, than 
many of our churches, and clearly proved, on 
the authority of the Rev. Howard Malcom, 
that the results were highly beneficial ; that 
some were brought to reflection, and turned 
from their idolatry; that the characters of 
some who lay under suspicion were cleared, 
and that others, who were given up to ido- 
latry, were disowned, and the church no 
longer aided them in their self-deception. 
Permit me to urge on the attention of our 
leaders a conscientious discharge of their 
duty. Do not let it be said, “ We must not 
pry into men’s circumstances.” We should 
do this if we suspected a man was withhold- 
ing the portion of some orphan, which had 
come into his hands; and surely, if we look 
to the doom on that servant, who had ‘hid. 
den his Lord’s talent in the earth,” we must 
see that there is no distinction in principle, 
and will be none in the judgment of the 
great day. The wealth which has been hid- 
den away of late years would, if properly 
applied, have caused many awidow’s heart to 
sing for joy, have saved many orphans from 
distress, and have enabled our Christian In- 
struction Societies to engage faithful labour. 
ers who should have explored every abode 
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of impiety and wretchedness, and our Mis- 
sionary Societies to extend the knowledge 
of the Redeemer to the very end of the 
world. Let the Christian church be faithful 
to itself, and we may then pray, “ Let thy 
kingdom come,” and our prayers will not be 
hindered.

AGED MINISTERS’ FUND. 
To the Editor of the Baptist Magazine. 


My Dear Sir,—I am happy to find the 
“Bath Society for the support of aged mi- 
nisters,”” is not entirely lost sight of, and 
that the circumstances of this deserving 
class are noticed, in your last number, by a 
letter signed Delta, and another from the 
pen of the Rev. W. Yates. I trust these 
letters will awaken that attention and sym- 
pathy in others, which shall induce them to 
keep the subject alive, until‘ something is 
done more commensurate with the necessities 
of the case. 

It is truly affecting, that this society should 
have existed now twenty-five years, and that 
some who have subscribed to it from the be- 
ginning, with a hope of receiving assistance 
from it in the time of need, should, now they 
are ‘fold and grey headed,” only receive the 
small annual pittance of £7 12s. 11d., out of 
which they have to subscribe their annual 
guinea, which reduces it to £6 11s 11d. It 
should be remembered too, that these needy 
servants of God have paid into the funds of 
the society about £50 each, if we calculate 
their subscription at compound interest. 

Mr. Yates asks, in reference to the inade- 
quacy of the relief afforded, ‘“‘ who is to 
blame? Is it the committee, or,the members, 
of our churches 2” by these queries he seems 
to throw the blame on the members of our 
churches; but I am disposed to divide the 
blame. If it is a fact, that only £6 4s. was 
contributed by the members of our churches 
during the last year, there must be blame some. 
where; yet I cannot think that the churches 
are indifferent to the necessities and claims 
of their aged pastors, but are always ready 
to respond to such claims when fairly 
brought before them. 

I think therefore that the officers and the 
committee are, after all, somewhat to blame. 
When I look on the long list of names on 
the committee, and all honourable men, I feel 
persuaded that had they kept the claims of 
the society before the public through the 
medium of the magazine, had they pressed 
their, appeals, and followed up the subject 
for twenty-five years, a prosperous denomi- 
national institution would ere now have 
gladdened the hearts and soothed the sor- 
tows of the aged servants of Christ; and 
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young ministers would be induced to enroll 
their names as members of the society. 

The present evils are manifest, and the 
remedy is easy. Let the secretary and the 
committee agitate the subject, and make 
their appeal to the churches. Let ministers, 
and churches, employ their influence, and 
exercise their benevolence, and let all de- 
termine that the funds of the institution 
shall be increased a thousand pounds du- 
ring’the next year, and it will be done. 

Your correspondent Delta suggests that 
one collection at the Lord’s table in the year, 
from one thousand churches, would produce 
a thousand pounds; with this addition to the 
funds, Mr. Yates states, the society would be 
able to give to, the claimants £40 or £50 
each, per annum, instead of £6 or £7. I 
would therefore suggest that this experiment 
be tried, and that the first ordinance day in 
the year be the day, when the amount sub- 
scribed at the table shall be appropriated to 
this important object, and I feel convinced 
that our members, being aware of the design, 
will give double the amount given on ordi. 
nary occasions,

To the Editor of the Baptist Magazine. 


S1r,—The letters in the November num- 
ber of the magazine, relative to the Bath So- 
ciety for aged and infirm ministers by Delta 
and Mr. W. Yates, appear to assume that the 
necessities of aged and infirm ministers have 
not been generally considered, and attempts 
made to provide for them by the churches 
of our denomination generally, and they 
have been left dependent upon the limited 
funds of the Bath Society. 

Although I have now been a member of 
a baptist church ever since the year 1815, 
the existence of the Bath Society was un- 
known to me till the present month; yet in 
that part of the kingdom with which I am 
more particularly acquainted, the claims of 
aged and infirm ministers have been felt, and 
efforts made to provide for their necessities 
by means of local societies; and, so far as 
my observation has extended, the churches 
in those districts have made the needful 
provision for their wants, by annual collec- 
tions and subscriptions. There can be no 
doubt as to the obligation laid upon the 
members of churches to provide for their 
aged ministers, and it is sincerely hoped 
and believed, that those members of our 
churches who have the means do contribute 
according to their ability toward this object. 

How. far it may be desirable to make 
provision by means of a general society is 
perhaps doubtful. Large societies have not 


the same facilities as smaller societies for as- | 
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certaining the wants, and making the need. 
ful inquiries into the individual cases which 
are brought before them, nor do they keep 
up that sympathy and kindly feeling, which 
doubles the value of the scanty provision 
which the churches in their poverty are able 
to raise. 

There is one point which has often excited 
considerable surprise in my mind, and on 
which it appears to me we are, as a deno- 
mination, extremely culpable; I refer to the 
very general practice of keeping out of sight 
the obligation laid upon every member of 
our churches, to contribute according to their 
ability, however small, towards the mainte. 
nance of their minister and the necessary 
expenses of carrying onthe worship of God. 
We have frequent and strong appeals to the 
wealthy members of our churches, as if they 
only were bound to contribute of their sub. 
stance for these objects. Surely this is not 
quite as it should be. These exclusive ap- 
peals deaden the feelings of the wealthy, and 
produce a sense of helpless dependence in 
the minds of the poor, which is at variance 
with the spirit of the gospel.

ON CHAPEL CASES. 


To the Editor of the Baptist Magazine. 


DEAR Sir,—I am desirous of recalling 
the attention of your readers to the letter 
signed “ Mendicus” in your September num- 
ber, and of making a few observations on 
the same subject. 

I perfectly agree with your correspondent, 
that the system of itinerant mendicity “is a 
sore grievance, a nuisance,” &c. A better 
plan is, I think, that of application by letter, 
and which, if generally responded to, would, 
succeed admirably well. 

Some churches have made great exertions, 
during the last twelve or eighteen months, to 
meet every application, under the idea that 
the churches generally would do likewise. 

A few miles on my left hand is a wealthy 
church, whose pastor I recently spoke to on 
this subject, and I found that he “ puts all 
such cases into the fire as soon as they 
come ;” adding, “It is not ‘likely that my 
people would feel any interest in a chapel 
case unless it were in the vicinity.” In the 
same county is a poor village congregation, 
who have during the last twelve months sent 
£12 to twelve cases. 

Till a better plan is devised, let our church. 
es be excited and prevailed upon te adopt 
this: and let those who will contribute in no 
way, while it is in the power of their hand to 
do so, cease to pray ‘‘ Thy kingdom come.” 

I know one church in a small town which 
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collects for every case as soon as it comes, 
and at once remits the amount, which varies 
from five to ten shillings ; and this is I think 
at present the most excellent way. 

Circulars should not be sent to obscure 
villages, except they are enclosed in those 
sent to the nearest post town. Isawa poor 
baptist minister yesterday, whose congrega- 
tion do not, and I believe cannot, raise £20 
per.annum, who being several miles from a 
post office, has to pay fourpence for every 
letter sent to him. Circulars innumerable 
from various societies, as well as chapel 
cases, are sent to such persons, because their 
names are found in the list of pastors of 
churches,

CALCUTTA. 


Tur view given on the other side of this page of a portion of the metropolis of 
India, will remind our friends of some of the powerful claims which that immense 
city has to the benevolent efforts of British Christians. The Hoogly, an arm of 
the Ganges on which it is situated, being navigable for the largest vessels, is the 
constant resort of ships from every nation. The magnificent Palace of the 
Governor-General, the Supreme Court of Justice, and Fort William, with its 
bomb-proof barracks, large enough for 10,000 men, sufficiently attest its political 
importance. Its various educational establishments also, which attract from sur- 
rounding provinces the most aspiring and influential of the rising generation, 
impart to it peculiar facilities for the extensive dissemination of whatever senti- 
ments obtain currency among its inhabitants. 

The reader is doubtless acquainted with the general character of the operations 
which our missionary brethren are carrying on in Calcutta and its vicinity. Letters 

received by the last overland mail bring down our information to the 15th of Sep- 


tember. 
Mr. Thomas writes as follows :— 


You will be pleased to hear of the arrival 
at Madras of the ‘‘ Owen Glendower.” We are 
now daily looking for our friends Mr. and 
Mrs. Pearce, and Mr. Beeby ; glad shall we 
be to see them, and we pray they may be long 
spared in life and health to exert themselves 
for the promotion of the Redeemer’s cause in 
India. My fears, however, are certainly high, 
that brother Pearce will be able to stand the 
climate but a very short time; happy shall 
I be to find my calculations incorrect. 

You will be distressed to learn that brother 
Evans has been very ill, quite laid aside from 
his much loved and very important, but too 
laborious work. He has been suffering from 
a feverish state of the system, kept up by in- 
numerable distressing boils all over his body, 
but especially his head, and also from dysen- 
tery. Some days ago I considered his case 
rather critical, but I do hope he is now ina 
fair way of recovery. I have just heard he is 
much better to-day, and Mrs. E. hopes he 
will soon be well. He much wished to write 
you a long letter, but in his present state the 
attempt would be highly imprudent. Mrs, 
Evans is mercifully preserved in tolerable 
health and spirits; in the midst of the sharp 
trial with which they have been exercised, our 
esteemed friends have been enabled to place 
their confidence in God, who has kept their 
souls in peace. They are very dear friends, 
and of unspeakable worth. I hope the Lord 
will, in answer to the many and fervent 
prayers which have been daily presented on 
their behalf, graciously raise him up, and 


long spare them both for increasing useful- 
ness. To the church under his care several 
additions have lately been made, and others 
are expected soon to make a public profes- 
sion of their faith in Christ. 

Mrs. Morgan, at Haurah, is still in a very 
infirm state of health ; Mr. M, is, I believe, in 
good health, and prosecuting his work with 
much zeal. He has had some severe trials 
among his people, but I trust all will ulti- 
mately tend to good. 

Mrs. John Parsons, of Monghyr, has been 
alarmingly ill, and from what I hear, the 
grounds of hope for. her complete recovery 
are far from satisfactory. Mrs. G. Parsons’ 
health has suffered through fatigue and anx- 
lety in attending her sister, and hence she 
concludes that it is her duty to return to 
England in the ensuing cold season. She 
has some thoughts of returning by the “‘ Owen 
Glendower.” How mysterious these ways of 
Providence! I sometimes think the. Lord is 
fighting against us, and when I look over the 
mission, and think of the work to be done and 
the diminished number of efficient agents, my 
heart sinks within me. I am ready to ask, 
What is the Lord about todo? What will 
be the end of these things? Often have I 
been in a manner obliged to fall back on my 
own duties, .as though a voice said, “‘ Work 
while it is day, and leave God to care for his 
own cause ;” delightful assurance, it is his, and 
must go on, but in manner as he pleases. 

[have not very recently heard from brother 
Phillips ; the intelligence from the stations is 
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on the whole encouraging, though no de- 
cided indication of any extensive awakening 
among the people is reported. The Herald 
will tell you of the baptisms in and near 
Calcutta. 


Mr. Wenger says, 


Before this month is out, the second year of 
my stay in India will have come to a close. 


These two years have fled very speedily, and | 


yet how many important events have been 
crowded within so narrow a.compass! Blessed 
be God who hitherto has upheld me, and 
enabled me to be continually engaged in his 
work, whilst others, to all appearance much 
better fitted for it, have been laid aside for 
a season, or taken away from this earthly 
scene. 

The best part of my time and strength con- 
tinues to be devoted to the work of biblical 
translation,—a great and important work, but 
from its very nature somewhat menotonous, 
and therefore affording little scope for an in- 
teresting description. The Bengali bible is 
now in type as far as the close of the second 
Book of Samuel; Isaiah as far as the forty- 
second chapter ; and the (revised) New Testa- 
ment as far as the close of 2 Peter. We 
pursue exactly the same plan which we adopted 
at the outset, and which you are fully ac- 
quainted with. The present time is an im- 
portant crisis in the moral and spiritual history 
of Bengal. The taste for reading seems to 
spread rapidly over the whole country; and 
who would not rejoice in satisfying the cravings 
of such a numberless multitude of minds with 
the best nourishment contained in Christian 
tracts and the sacred scriptures ? 

Another important part of my work is the 
superintendence of the native churches in the 
villages. In this department I have had to 
bear much anxiety during the last fifteen 
months, 
of fulfilling the task, owing to my want of ex- 
perience, and time, and my inability to speak 
the language, yet it was assigned to me be- 
cause no one else could undertake it. The 
chief obstacle has arisen, as repeatedly hinted 
at, from the unjustifiable conduct of some of 
the missionaries of the Propagation Society. 
Our last annual report narrates the eommence- 
ment of their open warfare. Since then it has 
been continued all along. Being Puseyites— 
as every body connected with Bishop’s Col- 
lege now is—they have widely spread the 
doctrine that apostolical succession and epis- 
copal ordination are essential marks of the 
true church, and that all ministers not belong- 
ing to an episcopal church, are so many in- 
truders, whose ministrations are in themselves 
unlawful and invalid. The native catechist 
mentioned in the report, and another man—to 
whom, some years ago, a loan of 300 rupees 
was made, and who now, after repaying about

sum was given him by Mr. G. Pearce as 
a bribe or a reward for becoming a Christian, 
are the two ringleaders of the discontented 
party ; most of whom are either their relatives 
Were we able—and if able 
also, willing (which I should not be) to spend 
money upon our native converts with so un- 
sparing a hand as the agents of the Propagation 
Society, we should soon see all come back, 
for I believe that our moral character stands 
highest in their esteem. If you read the 
Friend of India you will have seen some 
articles on the subject, not written by any of 
our number, but strongly opposed to Puseyite 
doings. The view I take of these events is 
this, that the state of things here is gradually 
assuming its natural level. Worldly-minded 
people, who are attached to sin, feel un- 
comfortable in any connexion with poor 
churches, where a strict discipline is main- 
tained. The only thing I regret is that we 
shall inevitably be led into the barren arena 
of controversy, if things continue to go on as 
they do now; but for controversy we have 
neither leisure nor much inclination. I be- 
lieve about sixteen members have left us, and 
about sixty or seventy nominal Christians. 

I went down to Luckhantipur for a few days 
towards the close of August, and had the 
pleasure of baptizing four candidates who had 
long been waiting for that ordinance. I was 
obliged, of course, to receive them chiefly upon 
the testimony of others ; but I conversed with 
each of them, and from those interviews re- 
ceived a very favourable impression concern- 
ing the’ genuineness and the depth of their 
religious experience. One of them was first 
deeply impressed by hearing the parable of 
the king and his debtors (Matt. xviii.) ex- 
plained ; another by the parable of the pro- 
digal son, and also by that of the barren fig- 
tree (Luke xiii.). Thus, whilst some forsake 
us, others are brought within the fold of the 
chureh. 

At Khari the members of the church have, 
with only two exceptions, shown much more 
steadiness. We have there a good native as- 
sistant of the name of Jacob, who manifests 
considerable firmness and zeal. But the poor 
people have lately suffered from inundation, 
by which their prospects of a harvest (even 
the last was a bad one) have again been ren- 
dered very doubtful, and it has not been pos- 
sible hitherto to afford them any assistance. 

At Nursingdarchoke our operations have been 
steadily extending this year. Several families 
have given up caste, and will, we hope, in time 


one-fourth, has the barefacedness to say that] furnish some real converts. But there also we 
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have met with no inconsiderable degree of, 


mean and petty opposition. At one time five 
law-suits, all equally unjust, were brought 
against some of the Christians there by ad- 
herents to the Propagation Mission, but they 
were at last settled amicably, and had perhaps 
better be consigned to oblivion now. ; 

If you realize to your mind all the details of 
these various occurrences, you will then un- 
derstand how much anxiety I have felt whilst 
endeavouring to superintend these churches, 

To this must be added the anxiety arising 
from the want of funds. As I am, at present, 
secretary to our auxiliary society, the collect- 
ing the money required for carrying on the 
operations devolves upon me ; and I must say, 
it is my conviction that, unless the Parent So- 
ciety will (or can) afford us some assistance, 
we must reduce these operations. 

The expenditure of our auxiliary society 
amounts to about 350 rupees a month, rather 
above than under; and it is really difficult, if 
not impossible, to obtain subscriptions to any 
thing like that-amount. 

Since the month of July I have also en- 
deavoured to. look after the little Native Church 
at Entally. On.Wednesday evenings I meet 
the students:(mow five in number), who are 
more or less able to preach, or desirous of 
preparing for that: work, and I am engaged in 
preparing skeletons of discourses with them. 
Occasionally. one; or another reads to me a 
whole discourse, upon which I then make 
some remarks, If my strength permits, I mean 
to take the Sabbath afternoon service there; 1 
have done so for several weeks past, and hope 
to goon. On the 5th instant I had the pleasure 
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of baptizing two candidates; one the wife of 
one of the students, the other a youth in the 
institution. When brother G. Pearce comes, 
he will, I hope, relieve me of a good part of 
these engagements. - 

Our English churches, also, occasionally 
call for a little assistance. We were all truly 
rejoiced to hear of Mr. Gibson’s coming out ; 
I hope he may prove acceptable to the church. 
Brother Evans, I am sorry to say, has suffered 
much from illness during this rainy season ; 
last week we began to be alarmed about him, 
but he is now slowly improving, though still 
in a somewhat critical state. He is much loved 
by his people. 

It gives me great pleasure to be able to re- 
port that I have latterly commenced to open 
my lips for preaching to the heathen. I ge- 
nerally go on a Monday afternoon to Jaun 
Bazar, and sometimes feel considerable liberty 
and ease and pleasure in proclaiming the 
blessed gospel. Dear brother Carapeit has 
been laid aside for a season ; he has been con- 
fined to his house by a combination of suffer- 
ings for about two months, and he has an im- 
pression that his work is nearly finished. 

I ought to apologize for writing such an 
off-hand letter, but I trust you will kindly ex- 
cuse it. Other communications will no doubt 
reach you, giving fuller details of the general 
aspect of things. We are likely to have to 
bear the reproaches of the world and of the 
episcopal community. May we be prepared 
for coming events! The Owen Glendower 
has arrived at Madras, and may be expected 
daily here.

bution, will show not only the large extent 
of country open to the distribution of the di-

It has also been proposed to print an edi- 
tion of the prophecies of Isaiah and Daniel in 
a similar form to the books of Genesis, the 
Psalms, and the Proverbs already issued, the 
edition to consist of not less than 5,000. A 
new edition of the New Testament with mar- 
ginal references in Hindustani is urgently re- 
quired, and it is proposed to put the work to 
press shortly, the edition to consist of at least 
2,500 copies; asalso an edition in the Per- 
sian character without references, for which 
purpose an effort is being made to prepare a 
fount of types on a reduced scale. If these 
items be added to the foregoing, the works in 
hand or resolved on will form an aggregate 
of at least thirty-five thousand volumes. As 
however the demand for single gospels and 
other portions of the sacred volume appears 
to be every where on the increase, new edi- 
tions on a large scale will doubtless be re- 
quired before the close of the present year, 
and will be put to press as called for and as 
means may be available.

Besides large portions of the editions men- 
tioned above as having left the press, there 
have been received into the Depository 6,700 
volumes of the sacred scriptures in various 
languages, but principally Hinduf and Ben- 
gali, from the Serampore press. And from 
America there have been received 112 Bibles, 
and 1093 Testaments in the English lan- 
guage, and 6 German Bibles. 


DisTRIBuTIoON. 


Exclusive of 1,000 copies of the Psalms 
handed over to the committee of the Calcutta 
Bible Society in repayment of a loan to that 
extent previously obtained, the entire number 
of scriptures sent from the Depository from 
the Ist of January 1840 to the 28th of Fe- 
bruary of the present year, has been (fi/ty- 
seven thousand two hundred and fifty-six, which 
added to those of the three preceding years give 
a total of one hundred and fourteen thousand 
two hundred and fifty-six volumes containing 
larger or smaller portions of the scriptures, a 
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Testaments, Psalters, the books of Genesis| 
and the Proverbs, or single gospels, sent forth 
from the stores of the Baptist mission during 
the past four years. This number may appear 
large, and certainly calls for devout gratitude 
to the God of all grace, who has in his merei- 
ful providence enabled his servants to accom- 
plish this much; but alas! what are these 
among the millions to be supplied? The 
communications from the missionary brethren 
at the several stations where the distributions 
have been carried on, on the most liberal 
scale, are, as will be seen by the extracts 
given in the appendix, of a highly interesting 
character; and, so far from indicating that the 
wants of the people have been supplied, call 
urgently for still larger grants, The distribu- 
tion hitherto effected has only excited a de- 
sire in the native community for the posses- 
sion of the word of God, which appears likely 
to increase, from month to month, and from 
year to year, and to satisfy which will require 
the utmost devotion of the Christian chureh 
for a long time to come. 

The following tabular statement will afford 
some idea of the extent of country through 
which the seriptures, sent forth from the depo- 
sitory of the Baptist mission in Caleutta, have 
been circulated, within the period embraced 
in this brief report, giving the names of the 
principal places with the aggregate number of 
copies of the sacred volume or portions thereof 
supplied to each.

It is with unfeigned pleasure the missionary 
brethren acknowledge the receipt of the Sth 
appropriation of the American and Foreign 
Bible Society, amounting to Co.’s Rs. 10,250- 
9-4, less one-fifth paid to the General Baptist 
missionaries for printing the scriptures in 
Oriya. This grant was mentioned in the last 
report, but the money was not realized until 
Feb. 1840. From friends in England, through 
the Baptist Missionary Society, Rs. 5,783-8-8 
haye been received, and 5,000 rupees have 
also been received, as a kind of first-fruits, 
from the Bible Translation Society, to be ex- 
pended in printing the New Testament in 
Bengaélf. From friends to the cause in this 
country the sum of Rs. 1,366-13-0 has been 
obtained in contributions, and Rs. 227-3-0 by 
the sale of books, making a total of receipts of 
Rs. 20,578-0-2, which however has fallen far 
short of the expenditure actually incurred, in- 
cluding as that does, besides the cost of exe- 
cution, the salary of Dr. Yates, and the ex- 
pense of transmission to different and often 
distant parts of the country. In reference to 
the funds required to enable them to carry 
forward the extensive works in which they are 
engaged, the missionaries can only say, their 
trust is in God. In an humble dependence 
on him they entered upon this work and have 
thus far prosecuted it, and they still look to 
him to raise them up friends and helpers either 
in this country, in England, or in America, 
who will come forward to their assistance with 
that pecuniary support required for such un- 
dertakings. They commit their cause unto 
the God of the Bible, whose glory they desire 
to seek as the one great object in this and 
every other department of labour in which he 
is pleased to employ their unworthy agency. 
For the aid already received, and the success 
thus far granted, they would render unto him 
adoring thanks, while they feel and would. 
express their gratitude unto all who have in 
any way aided their operations.

On the third of August, 1841, Mr. 
follows : 


You will be pleased to hear that we have 
had a small addition to our orphan family — 
of two boys. Their mother in her last illness 
took refuge on our compound, to whom we 
administered medicine, &c., and for whom we 
procured the advice of a skilful native doctor, 

~ but it could not avail to rescue her life. When 
she came she was very far sunk by disease 
and want. She had been turned out of doors 
by the Mussulmen for declaring she would 
give her children into the hands of the Chris- 
tians. Accordingly she one day caused a 
writing to be drawn up delivering her two 
sons into my hands as their only guardian 
after her death. One was here with her, but 
we were obliged to apply to the magistrate to 
procure the other, who had been sent away a 
great distance in the service of a native doctor, 
no doubt with the view of preventing us from 
obtaining him. We find them quick boys, 
and their behaviour on the whole pretty good. 
Their mother was rather a superior woman 
for a native, and seemed to have trained her 
children to early habits of obedience. Oh, 
for grace and strength to fulfil such a weighty 
and momentous charge as that thus com- 
mitted to our hands. 

We have not yet been able to recognize 
any penitence in either of the children, or 
any feelings by which we might hope they 
are changed characters, and the thought of 
their leaving us only to use the knowledge 
they have acquired in the service of Satan is 
very distressing. Oh, may divine power se- 
cure them to Christ as his servants for ever! I 
have very little to communicate respecting 
the station. The same services are performed 
from week to week without apparent effect. I 
hope we are not all cold, but we are certainly 
too lukewarm and negligent, and hence every- 
thing proceeds—if it proceeds at all, at a very 
slow pace, Nothing seems decisively done. 
Some, we hope, are inquiring, still there is 
not much pleasing earnestness about their in- 
quiries. The great failing in India seems to 
me to be that religion is treated so much as a 
matter of argument and doctrine, instead of 
being cherished in the heart and brought 
home to the conscience and experience. There 
is a cold, calculating habit in all society here 
on the subject of religion, that little corres- 
ponds with the fervour of the apostles, of the 
jJailor, or the Canaanitish woman. 

We sadly want the out-pouring of the Spirit 


John Parsons wrote from Monghir, as 


to burn up our cold argumentative religion, 
and help us to receive and to recommend the 
Saviour, as “ precivus,” as the “one thing 
needful,” with all that affectionate ardour 
which is due to such a subject and to him 
whose love was ‘‘stronger than death.” Yet 
we have much mercy. Dear brother Lawrence 
has been preserved in health wonderfully, as 
well as my poor unworthy self. Only in one 
instance has brother L. been unable to fill his 
usual place in the pulpit, viz. yesterday, and 
even then it was no extra burden for me to be 
his substitute, the heavy rain having pre- 
vented our morning service. Dear brother L.’s 
illness is not serious, only a severe attack of 
bilious headache, to which he is always sub- 
ject. Dear Mrs. Lawrence has been lately 
not worse than usual, save that both have ex- 
perienced great fatigue and anxiety on account 
of the illness of their youngest child. The 
child is now considerably better. The ser- 
vices for the heathen have been conducted 
end attended as usual. Nainsookh continues 
his praiseworthy diligence ; Soudeen, the young 
man who is training for the ministry, gives 
promise, I think, both of talent and_consist- 
ency. He has not often been publicly en- 
gaged, and is rather retiring. 

I have once spoken at our Monday after- 
noon prayer-meeting for the native Christians, 
and am encouraged to continue. I feel ita 
privilege to be able to communicate my wishes 
and views to our poor orphans, instead of 
using an interpreter. Oh may I be enabled to 
go on from step to step, and do all I do simply 
and only to the glory of God! Two natives, 
one of whom we have engaged as teacher, are 
desiring baptism, and do, I hope, give evi- 
dence of the reality of a work of grace. This 
teacher is a person who has been brought up 
by Mr. Lawrence. Here is therefore some 
encouragement for us. Oh may our borders 
be enlarged and our standard of piety and 
devotedness greatly raised! 

You have now with you, we hope, our 
dear brother Leslie, and prayer is “ without 
ceasing made of the church for him,” (would 
it were with the earnestness and faith of the 
church of old!) that his sojourn among you 
may be for good, the means of informing the 
churches and stirring them up, while it is 
blessed to the renovation of his own health 
and strength, bodily and’ spiritual. 
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PATNA. 
Mr. Beddy writes as follows:from Patna, 14th September, 1841. 


My health during the latter part of the last 
cold season was a good deal interrupted by 
my old complaint indigestion, and I was pre- 
meditating a trip to Darjeeling, the sanatorium 
for this part of India; but ere all things were 
properly arranged, the hot winds set in so 
furiously, I did not consider it safe to leave 
home. Since I last wrote to you, the native 
Musselmanee, of whose conversion and bap- 
tism and subsequent exclusion I informed 
you, has returned to us, and, so far as appear- 
ances go, evinces a pleasing degree of sorrow 
and contrition for having turned aside into 
the paths of sin. There are some about us of 
whom we hope good things ; and although we 
have had no additions to the church, we have 
oceasionally an increase in numbers to both 
English and native services. Our stated ser- 
vices in doors and out of doors are as usual ; 


Mrs. Beddy has also lately established a fe- 
male prayer meeting at a distance from our 
house, where a number of native women are 
collected, to whom the word of truth is exe 
plained ; so that while no actual conversions 
have taken place, we are nevertheless called 
on to glorify God in that we have frequent 
opportunities of proclaiming the way of salva- 
tion to those that are out of the way. 

We are now just approaching the close of 
an unusually severe and trying season, owing 
chiefly to our having had but little rain: the 
heat has been intense. But although we 
have had sickness among us, we have reason 
to rejoice in the Lord, that we are now all 
tolerably well, if I except that great prostra- 
tion of strength that is experienced by all 
Europeans during the hot and rainy seasons. 


CEYLON. 


A letter from Mr. Harris, dated Kandy, Sept. 10th 1841, contains the following 


passages: 


We are printing tracts on Baptism, the 
Evidences of Christianity, the Attributes of 
God, &c. &c. by thousands, besides Spelling 
Books, Vocabularies, Hymn Books, &c. &c. 
all in the native language. Moreover our 
English periodical “ The Investigator,” now 
enlarged threefold, takes two or three reams 
of paper every month, This will, I have no 
doubt, soon pay itself. 

I have received several letters from Matura, 
the distant place I mentioned in my last. The 
young man placed there is not fit to be left 
alone. Indeed every native preacher requires 
a European resident missionary as his super- 
intendent, Four additional persons have been 
baptized there since I wrote. 

Education is now clamorously demanded. 
If met by us as it ought to be, nobly and 
liberally, that branch of Christian practice 
which stamps us with so much honour, will 
mightily prevail to the thorough eradication 
of human tradition from the minds of the 
people. A gentleman and lady who would 
receive respectable male and female children, 
might be devoted missionaries in that way, 
and ultimately, I believe, without any 1n- 
creased charge upon the general funds. 


The idea that buildings are necessarily pe- 
rishable here is quite an error. Our chapel 
is being built of as good brieks and timber as 
you can get in England, and will last, I doubt 
not, several if not many generations. I should 
like to build permanent mission premises with 
the same materials, and then if I could visit 
the earth after an absence of 500 years I 
should expect to see all standing ; memorials 
of divine faithfulness, and shelters for many a 
harassed and exhausted Christian pilgrim. We 
shall do what is possible to get money here ; 
but remember our circumstances, eight months” 
residence among a strange people, almost all 
ignorant of Christianity and bound by ten 
thousand different ties to the most abject su- 
perstition. Nevertheless, I think I may say 
that the day will come when “your own 
shall be returned with usury.” I am obliged 
to build temporary places of worship in 
villages ; these cost about 107. each. By 
offering half, I stir up the people to furnish 
the other half, and so settled principles of 
true religion gain an entrance, and long esta- 
blished customs, inexplicably introduced into 
an atheistic creed, are gradually expelled. 
Proofs of success are constant. 
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JAMAICA.

devout seriousness suited to its momentous character. 


Mandeville thus, August 26th, 1841. 


Mrs. W. and myself this last month have 
been brought very low with the fever ; we 
are through mercy now in astate of recovery: 
Mrs. W. is still very weak. Yesterday I had 
a severe attack of the fever, but it passed off 
in the night. ‘The season is very unhealthy. 

Iam happy to be able to inform you, the 
1st of August with us has passed off gloriously. 
Not in the manner we should expect a favour 
of great value would be celebrated by the 
generality of the peasantry of Great Britain. 
There was not heard any sound of music and 
dancing. No crowding of the haunts of de- 
bauchery and vice. But as if alive to the 
value of the blessing which three years ago 
was put in their possession, too anxious to 
wait till the day of the Ist of August broke, 
amidst the stillness of the night was heard as- 
cending to heaven the song of praise. 


Mr. Williams writes from 


The anniversary of freedom in Manchester 
was celebrated at Vale Lionel. Long before 
the day broke, a great number of people as- 
sembled to ‘‘ thank God for freedom.”’ I had 
purposed preaching a sermon suited to the 
day, but as I was seized with fever the day 
previously, I was unable to pursue my pur- 
pose. However the services of the day were 
conducted by the schoolmaster, and the at- 
tendance was very large. On Monday there 
was a public tea-meeting: a goodly number 
were present, and many persons of respecta- 
bility. After tea, speeches were delivered by 
the schoolmaster, deacons, and others, to the 
gratification, I understand, of all present. On 
Tuesday the schools of Mandeville and Vale 
Lionel met, and partook of a repast prepared 
for them. They seemed highly delighted with 
the treat. 


OLD HARBOUR. 


Mr. Taylor made the Ist of August the occasion for exciting his grateful hearers 
to contribute to the spiritual emancipation of Africa. He writes thus, August 


26th, 1841 — 


I have had an eye to the funds of our so- 
ciety in reference to Africa. Our people came 
forward so nobly when they contributed the 
701., that I resolved to try them again on the 
1st of August. I took for my text, ‘‘ Freely ye 
have received, freely give.” I adverted to 
the blessed ‘effects of the gospel in those 
countries where it had been received. I re- 
minded the people of what had been done 
for them, that when they eried, ‘‘ Come over 
and help us,” British Christians listened to 
their cry, pitied their condition, and sent that 
help which they so much needed; and now 
that the same cry resounded from Africa, the 

ind of their forefathers, it was their bounden 
duty to do as they had been done by. In 
closing my subject I adduced thirteen rea- 
sons for giving to the cause for which I was 
pleading. 1. Give because the Saviour com- 
mands it in the text. 2. Give because you 
are able to give. 38. Give as a token of your 
gratitude. 4, Give as a token of your love to

the Saviour and to the souls of your brethren. 
5. Give as a token that you feel interested in 
the spread of the gospel. 6. Give because it 
is greatly needed. 7. Give for the purpose 
of doing good. 8. Give for the purpose of 
preventing evil. 9, Give because, if given 
im a proper spirit, you will rejoice hereafter, 
10. Give that you may not be sorry at a fu- 
ture day that you did not give. 11. Give 
because many will not give. 12. Give that 
you may shame many who refuse, and thus 
incline them to give. 13, Give for the sake 
of your character as Christians and freemen, 
I believe the subject opened their hearts, and 
the contributions to this date amount to nearly 
60/. sterling, but I expect it will be 701. ina 
few days; this is not promising, but doing ; 
or rather, it is saying what is done. Had I 
called upon them to contribute for painting 
the chapel and other repairs which are much 
needed, I do not suppose I should have raised 
half the amount, 
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JERICHO. 


A letter from Mr. Joseph Merrick, dated Sept. 17, 1841, accompanying a remit- 
tance of 100/, as the subscription of the Jericho, Mount Hermon, Spring Field, and 
Smyrna church, on behalf of the African Mission, gives the following pleasing in- 


formation :— 


The churches manifest as much interest as 
ever respecting the African mission, and I do 
hope that the attempt which has been made 
by the society to introduce the gospel of sal- 
vation into the interior of Africa will prove 
successful. 

You will be glad to learn that since my last 
letter the Jericho chapel has been reopened. 
A series of services were held in connexion 
with the reopening ; the first of which took 
place on Wednesday evening, the 11th of Aug. 
when my father preached on the duty of church 
members. ‘The sermon, though adapted to 
all members of the church, had especial re- 
ference to those who were on the following 
Saturday to put on Christ by baptism. On 
Friday evening, the 13th, a missionary meet- 
ing was held, at which Mr. Phillippo pre- 
sided. After prayers on Saturday morning 
the 14th, the candidates for baptism, together 
with a large concourse of spectators amount- 
ing to about 3000, proceeded to the river. 
A hymn having been sung, and a portion of 
scripture read, Mr. Phillippo delivered a so- 
Jemn and impressive address, in which he 
showed the import and design of baptism, and 
maintained that immersion was the only mode 
of baptism. After a prayer had been offered 
my father and I entered the silent flood, and 


immersed 245 persons in the name of the 
Triune Jehovah. The season was a solemn 
and interesting one. The banks of the river 
were thronged on every side with attentive 
spectators ; the surrounding hills were also 
covered, and the countenances of the specta- 
tors seemed to indicate the solemnity of mind 
which, I trust, prevailed on the occasion. In 
the forenoon a sermon was preached by Mr, 
Oughton, from Psalm exviii. 25 ; he showed 
Ist, in what true prosperity consisted; and 
2ndly, gave a few reasons why the psalmist’s 
prayer should be the prayer of every person. 
At the close of the service the corner-stone of 
a school-room was laid by Mr, Phillippo, and 
about half an hour after the laying of the stone, 
an address was delivered by Mr. Phillippo 
to the children of the day and Sunday-schools, 
He dwelt principally on the value and neces- 
sity of early piety, and illustrated these im- 
portant truths by several affecting anecdotes. 
The collection made by the children at the 
laying of the corner-stone of the school-room 
amounted to more than 41. sterling. 

On Sunday, the 8th August, thirty-seven 
persons were baptized at Mount Nebo (Guy’s 
Hill). I am happy to inform you that this 
station is increasing rapidly: the temporary 
chapel has lately been enlarged. 


SAVANNA-LA-MAR. 


Mr. Hutchins, whose health has been impaired for some time, writes thus, Sept. 


14, 1841 :— 


Iembrace the earliest possible opportunity 
of writing you—an opportunity which we have 
again and again feared, since I last wrote you, 
T should never more enjoy. From the moment 
I closed a letter to brother Dendy, in July, 1 
have been entirely laid aside: I have been 
again ‘sick, nigh unto death ;’ I hastened to 


bed, hoping to ward off an attack of fever, but 
the ague seized me in its most violent form, 
followed by a searching fever, which im- 
mediately shook my already tattered frame 
desperately, On sabbath-day, July 25th, it 
was awful, and to all appearance death was 
near. 


In a subsequent letter, Sept. 27th, he adds :— 


I am confident I shall be unable to be 
otherwise than a real burden to the society 
until help arrives for Westmoreland. The 
people are destitute of the means of grace so 
often from my sickness, that I cannot feed 
them with the bread of life, nor have any 
chance of inspiring them with zeal to support 
that gospel I know they love. 

I trust you will refer to former letters of 


mine, to our invaluable (though lamented) 
friend Mr. Dyer; he knew well the claims 
peculiar to Westmoreland. Send us help, 
and I should have a prospect of diminishing 
your expenditure ; till then, in my low state, 
I have none, but do fear, unless assistance 
speedily arrive, I shall be utterly useless (even 


| should life be spared), and my people scat- 
‘tered. 
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HONDURAS. 
Mr. A. Henderson writes from Belize, July 27, 1841, as follows :— 


On the 27th of June we baptized eleven 
persons, seven of whom were soldiers ; from this 
department the church has now considerable 
numbers, We have lately nominated one of 
their number, Matthew Davis, to the office of 
deacon, with George Braddick, a native of 
one of the Bahama islands, a white man, so 
that we have now four deacons, two black and 
two white men. ‘There is a report that the 
Second West India Regiment, now stationed 
here, is to be exchanged with the Third from 
Sierra Leone ; in the event of this change tak- 
ing place, we shall in consequence make a 
contribution to Africa of about thirty of our 
members, and there being no Baptist minister 
on that part of the coast (that I have heard 
of), we intend entrusting them to the pastoral 
eare of brother Davis, who, though not re- 
markable for ministerial gifts, adorns his Chris- 
tian profession by great discretion in his 
judgment, and has, by his prudent, upright 
conduct, already the confidence of the brethren 
of the garrison. 

We have been called to endure a trial, the 
nature and severity of which is only known to 
parents, and to such parents as set a due value 
on the souls of their offspring. Yesterday thé 
spirit left the mortal part of our dear boy, 


Jabez: six years ago he was born, when we 
were both laid up with a severe fever: his de- 
parture makes him again a ‘son of sorrow,” 
though he gave evidence sufficient for his sor- 
rowing parents to hope that he has obtained 
mercy of God to believe in an Almighty 
Saviour. 

My own health, blessed be my heavenly 
Father, is not worse; I am able to attend to 
the duties of the mission, though with a conti- 
nual consciousness of their weight. I hope, 
therefore, that you will be directed to an as- 
sistant in the blessed work here. My own 
opinion, after strict observation conscientiously 
given relative to the station, is that, with the 
exception of that which must ever be made for 
a tropical situation, Belize is a healthy place, 
and the mission lot is now acknowledged to be 
the most inviting of any in the town. A 
missionary coming out need not dread to take 
up his abode among us therefore on account 
of the insalubrity of the place ; and I am per- 
suaded that a field of usefulness would be pre- 
sented to his view, calculated to awaken every 
sentiment of the mind, which prompts to holy 
exertion for the salvation of millions of im- 
mortal souls, and the glory of our blessed Re- 
deemer. 


WESTERN AFRICA. 


A letter has been received from Dr. 


Prince, dated, Fernando Po, August 24, 


1841, from which we have the pleasure to learn that though it was the rainy, and 
what is generally considered the sickly season, he and his colleague were in better 


health than in previous months. 

I have not written you since I visited Bim- 
bia early in June, but brother C. furnished, 
soon after my return, the particulars of that 
unprofitable visit. King William said that he 
and his head people had had enough of God’s 
palaver ; that he would not interrupt their 
trading by repeating the call for assembling 
them, nor would they obey it. He frankly 
said that he had other business, and that he 
indulged himself with his women and in other 
ways in his house, which he knew I would 
disapprove of, and therefore my company 
would not be acceptable with him. I am of 
opinion that his discountenance of missionary 
labour at Bimbia would not be an insur- 
mountable obstacle ; some amongst his people 
would receive the messenger, and no doubt 
proof would be given that there even are some 
appointed to eternal life. I was invited to the 
adjoining towns, and was twice received by 
the chiefs of one situate about three or four 
miles higher up the Bimbia Creek ; in fact, 
my experience of the African character, and 
my observation of the limited power which is 


accorded to their chiefs, and of the people’s 


He adds :— 


eagerness for instruction of any kind, but es- 
pecially in religious truths, and the marked 
deference they show to the teachers, assure 
me that a prudent, consistent missionary is at 
no venture of personal harm from them, but 
on the contrary may pursue his way amongst 
unexplored tracks, and commit himself to the 
protection and consideration of unknown 
tribes, provided the faintest emanation from 
the gospel lamp, wherewith he has landed © 
upon their shores, has penetrated to those 
secret paths ; and provided swift-footed rumour 
has borne to those secluded people the most 
indistinct sound of tidings brought by a man 
of God for the establishment of peace and 
happiness amongst them. 

In support of the opinion that the African 
will pursue after his individual good, in spite 
of the contumacious conduct of his superiors, 
I may refer you to that animated scene which 
I described to you, in February last, from 
Cameroons, when the sulky king, Agua, was 
almost exorcised by the peals of welcome 
shouted by his assembled subjects; and we 
have lately been told by a Cameroon man that 
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his people are anxious for our return; that 
since they hear me, “they can’t do no bad 
again ;” i.e, that they have begun to reform, 
Of course this is to be taken “ cum (magno) 
grano salis,” yet it serves to corroborate my 
statement. I may also add that one of our 
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most diligent learners is a labourer from 
Cameroons, and that fifteen to twenty others 
of his countrymen commonly visit us on the 
Sabbath in a distinct body, to receive a fa- 
miliar instruction in the fundamental doctrines 
of the word. 


Four days later, August 28th, Mr. Clarke writes as follows :— 


All the parts of Africa which have come 
under our particular notice, excepting Sierra 
Leone, Liberia, and Cape Coast, are without 
the gospel. All are in gross darkness, not 
excepting these parts of the coast; all are, 
with the exception of a few enlightened by 
the gospel, trusting to idols which cannot 
save; many pray to the dead, and make sa- 
crifices to them ; and not a few still offer up 
human sacrifices to their gods,—sometimes of 
enemies, sometimes of slaves, occasionally of 
freemen ; and at “ Bonny,” of a little girl! 
kept for a long time by the fetish-man, pre- 
paratory to the sacrifice to be made at the 
BAR of the river, to bring trade, by drowning 
the child upon it! I pray God to raise up a 
thousand missionaries, to assault this land of 
darkness. 

I feel confident that when all the advan- 
tages and encouragements are duly con- 
sidered, the island of Fernando Po will be 
fixed upon as the principal acclimating sta- 
tion on the coast ; as well as that to which 
invalids from other parts will come to repair 


health, or wait a passage to their native 
land. It will be necessary to supply a good 
sea-boat, such a one as will live in a tornado ; 
and yet not be too large for half a dozen long 
oars to pull onwards when the sails are use- 
less from want of wind. A nautical man as a 
missionary might be very useful ; and by all 
means have connected with the mission a skil]- 
ful physician. Your missionaries will stand 
a poor chance indeed, if they have none to 
whom they can look but the youths who 
come out in palm-oil ships, as doctors and 
supercargoes united, I have already found 
the inestimable value of having a “ beloved 
physician,” ever at hand, one too who will 
not pull down the system by depletion and 
phlebotomy, nor in any way destroy the 
strength required in this country to contend 
with the weakening diseases that prevail. 
Such a valuable friend missionaries in this 
part of Africa will ever require, and such a 
friend and fellow-labourer I pray God those 
dear brethren who follow after us, may ever 
have. 
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In the correspondence of the last 
month, we have been favoured with a 
letter from our old friend, Mr. M‘Cartny, 
whose health has of late considerably 
declined, giving on this subject more 
pleasing intelligence, and describing the 
labour in which he has of late been en- 
gaged, with its results. 

Mr. M‘Carruy says :— 


I have just returned after a fatiguing jour- 
ney, in which my little flocks and myself 
have been mutually refreshed, edified, bless- 
ed, and comforted. At Moate, where I 
preached, I was highly pleased with the ap- 
pearance of things. On the 23rd ultimo, I 
had, by what seemed an accident, a some- 
what long and interesting conversation— 
shall I call it controversy—with a clergy- 
man, who met me in a house where I was 
calling in discharge of my ministerial duty. 
It was pleasing to observe that the friend at 
whose house we were, though earnestly so- 
licited, could not consent to sending chil- 
dren to the church Sunday school, “ because 
the church catechism was taught.” More 
scriptural views of truth were desired. On 
the 25th I was waited upon by a young 
man in the town of T., where I was about 


to preach, with a request that I would | 


preach from Matt. xvi. 18. I had preached 
from that text some years before, when 
many Catholics were present, and professed 
to be greatly benefited. ‘hey had then 
preferred a similar request. One, on whose 
behalf the young man came to me, had ne. 
ver since worshipped among Catholics. Fa- 
ther Mathew has recently been in this 
neighbourhood, administering the pledge. 
“ We were called,” said a Catholic with 
“whom I sought to converse on the road, 
**we were called the drunken Catholics; 
our name is now changed. We are the so- 
ber Catholics.” Still this man, bearing testi- 
mony to the vast benefit accruing from Fa- 
ther M.’s labours, was well enough aware 
that the “temperance pledge” is to be re- 
garded in the same light as other covenants 
before God. Oh that my country were 
delivered from other evil propensities as 
soul-destroying as was that of drunkenness ! 


Mr. Lormer writes under date of 
Nov. 8:— 
_ Upon the whole, I am happy in being 


Ir 


able to state that I never had more reason 
to ‘thank God and take courage,” than 
from my last month’s labour. I have now 
seven stations, which I attend regularly 
every month, where I have an opportunity 
of speaking of * Christ Jesus and him cru- 
cified,” to large congregations. I have been 
with them all last month, only one, which I 
was obliged to omit, from the inclemency 
of the weather, and the state of my health. 
In the six which I attended, I had increased 
congregations. They are all attended by 
the most respectable and intelligent people 
in the various districts. On looking over 
my journal, I find that I had an opportunity 
of addressing publicly at those six meetings 
about 260 persons in all, about the glorious 
subject of eternal salvation through the Lord 
Jestis. Whata blessing is this, dear bro- 
ther, to have such a field! And J am dis- 
posed to think that the opening here, the at- 
tention that is given, and the opportunity 
thus afforded, is in itself sufficient to en- 
courage you and the committee, as well as 
myself, to ‘thank God and take courage ; ” 
and is even now enough to urge us on, unt- 
tedly, in the strength of the Lord Jehovah, 
to *‘ abound in the work of the Lord, know- 
ing that our labour shall not be in vain in 
the Lord.” 

During the month I had frequently visited 
a young man, son to one of our brethren, 
who was ill of decline. And on the evening 
of the 15th, I attended his wake, by his fa- 
ther’s request. Asis usual on such occa- 
sions in Ireland, the house was crowded. 
The great body of the people were Roman 
Catholics, some of them the greatest votaries 
of the apostate system in the parish. The 
greatest seriousness prevailed, while I spoke 
of the blood and righteousness of the Son of 
God, ‘‘ the antidote of death,” from several 
portions of God's word. 


P, Brennan writes :-— 


I trust that the Lord is blessing my en- 
deayours on the Green,—our meeting in 
M.’s house is every week increasing. Our 
kind and useful friend, Mr. Jackman, went 
with me the two last times, and the house 
was full. I visited the most of the people 
in their own houses last week, and they all 
appeared very well pleased for going to hear 
Mr. J.: some of them said that they would 
attend in the meeting-hguse regular in fu. 
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ture, and that they were sorry that they did | John, was an old sick woman, wno, in reply 


not attend Mr. Jackman’s preaching before 
now. Last week [ went to visit our school 
at C , where I spent the most of two 
days, in company with brother Monaghan, 
visiting the people; and in all my life I ne- 
ver was more thankful to the Lord than I 
had been, after visiting a poor family of the 
name of B , that the Lord has been 
pleased to bring to the knowledge of the 
truth out of the gross darkness of popery. 
They live on a piece of a mountain, that 
Mr. Holmes gave them for reclaiming. The 
poor Christian man has built a cabin, and 
they seemed as comfortable as if they 
were in a palace, having almost nothing to 
cover them from the inclemency of the 
weather, not so much as one shovelful of 
mortar on the walls. Nine of them were 
singing the praises of their dear Redeemer, 
in this distressing situation. This family 
has been brought to know the truth by the 
means of our school at C——, having their 
children taught to read and commit the 
scriptures to memory, and under the Chris- 
tian instruction of those distinguished and 
valuable ladies, the Misses Holmes. I con- 
tinued a long time with them, hearing the 
dear half-naked children singing several 
hymns. We read and prayed with them, and 
parted fully satisfied that the Lord had 
called this poor man and woman to be his 
witness in that most barren and backward 
place. 


Patrick Gunnine’s journal records, 
Sept. 6:— 


On my way home from C—— where I 
had many interesting conversations: three 
families assernbled into one house, and were 
apparently delighted with what they heard, 
I met with five Roman Catholics. One of 
them asked me if I had my Irish testament 
about me; I told him I had, and opening 
the 13th chapter of the Acts, I read this 
portion, and then turned to the 2nd chapter 
of Ephesians, referring to various other 
portions of the word of life. Two of them 
continued asking questions regarding the 
truth of the doctrines contained in the scrip- 
tures, so that the attention of others was 
awakened, They listened for a considerable 
time, till, as we were parting, one of them 
exclaims, ‘*Oh, happy hour! I never felt 
such comfort of mind. The society who 
are sending out people to read the word of 
God to us in our native language, must be 
composed of charitable people, filled with 
love for the souls of men.” 


Joun Monacuan, under date Oct. 26, 
writes :— 


In another house, where I read the 10th of 


to some remarks made from the 27th and 
28th verses, exclaimed, “ Blessed be God, 
that is a gracious encouragement, that Jesus 
Christ, by his own death, has secured eter- 
nal life for poor unworthy sinners.” Seeing, 
on a subsequent visit, that her sickness was 
much increased, I asked her if she had any 
hopes of recovering. She replied that shehad 
not. I then asked her if she had the priest. 
She said she had not, but that her son-in-law 
wanted to bring him, and that she put him off, 
saying it was time enough. Do you expect, 
said I, that the priest can forgive you your 
sins? ‘‘No,” said she, ‘*I do not.” ‘‘And how 
then do you expect to be saved?”’ Her 
teply was, “Through Jesus Christ; it is he 
alone,” said she, “ that can forgive me my 
sins,” 

The principal means by which the Lord 
has brought this poor woman to a know- 
ledge of this great truth, which is now, I 
trust, deeply engrafted upon her mind, was 
the reading of his holy word by her son, 
who lately emigrated to Australia, but had 
Teceived his education in the society’s 
school, formerly at Oldrock. 

During the last week brother Brennan 
and I took a tour through the neighbour- 
hood of C.——._ & , and B , where 
we had some very pleasing opportunities 
of reading, and of stating the gospel, to 
many who were perishing for lack of divine 
knowledge, and where we were received 
and heard, almost on every occasion, with a 
cheerfulness and attention surpassing our 
most earnest expectations. He will give 
you an account of the family B in the 
mountain. 


G. Moore writes :— 


I spent a night at the house of a respect- 
able Roman Catholic, whom I have been in 
the habit of visiting for the last three or four 
years. The father and mother, and most of 
the children, have been time after time 
anxiously inquiring after the good old paths. 
But the priest is, and has been, exerting his 
skill to keep them from leaving his church ; 
for at one time he sent for the mistress to 
ask her whether she and her family were 
not about to become apostates. He then, 
to leave nothing untried, put on his sacer- 
dotal robes, took a Bible, went down on his 
knees, and swore by its contents that his 
religion was the true one, and that all others 
were false and unscriptural. But notwith- 
standing all that the priest can do, I hope 
that the whole of the family will yet leave 
Romanism. They kept me up, on the last 
night that I spent at their house, till after 
one o'clock, explaining religious matters for 
them ; and before we retired they asked me 
to pray with them. 
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Mr. Berry, under date of Nov. 8rd, 


writes, among other pleasing intelli- 
gence :— 


A few days since, when [ had been 
preaching at K ——, a poor man entered: I 
soon learned that he came to seeme. He 
was once a respectable shopkeeper. He had 
met with Stephen Ryan, youragent, at Mount- 
shannon; from him he heard the glad tidings, 
and he became happy. He soon lost his 
customers, was reduced in circumstances, 
and now he lives in the midst of a bog ina 
poor cabin, but not unhappy ; he is rich in 
Jesus, and thanks God that though he has 
lost all his worldly goods, he has found the 
pearl of great price. Never shall I forget 
the prayer he offered for those who sent 
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S. R. to labour. One sorrow lies at the 
poor old man’s heart: he has an only son, 
whose wife is a Roman Catholic; he is sur- 
rounded by Roman Catholics, and he fears 
he will be led astray. I gave ‘the good man 
such counsel as I thought suitable, and 
parted with him,—cheered with the hope, 
that perhaps, when I might be in eternity, 
such another precious soul might gladden 
the heart of some other ministering brother, 
by telling him that he was directed to Jesus 
by Thomas Berry. I am daily more fully 
persuaded that we shall and must prosper, 
because the work is surely the Lord’s work, 
and that work will, must, most assuredly go 
on. Let us have faith; let us work, and 
God himself will bless.

From the Rey. C. Kirrnanp to the Se- 


eretary. 
Newark, Nov. 17, 1841. 

My Dear Broraer,—lIn answer to your 
request, I send the following account of the 
great things which God has done for Newark, 
through the labours of Mr. Pulsford. 

I came here in Sept. 1840, at the joint 
request of the church and the Committee of 
the Nottingham Auxiliary to the Baptist 
Home Mission, in connexion with the Rev. 
James Edwards’ church, the latter generously 
agreeing to furnish the principal part of my 
salary until April of the present year. I found 
the friends prayerful, united, and zealous. 
There was soon a cheering improvement in 
the congregation, and many were converted 
under the preaching of the gospel during the 
winter. At the end of six months, the church 
doubled the amount which they had previously 
raised towards my support, the Nottingham 
friends agreeing to continue their assistance 
for another year. In twelve months from the 
time of my coming, the church increased 
from sixty-four to one hundred and three. In 
addition to this increase, we had about thirty 
inquirers, most of them promising characters. 
Under these pleasing circumstances, Mr, Puls- 
ford visited us, haying been previously invited 
by the church. The special services com- 
menced on Lord’s day, Sept. 12th, and con- 
tinued for nearly six weeks. The sabbath-day 
and week evening services were soon crowded, 
and such was the anxiety to hear, that the 
chapel was often filled before the time of com- 
mencing divine worship. The vestries, aisles, 
and pulpit stairs were literally crammed, so 
that it was often with difficulty that we got 
from the vestry to the pulpit. Many came 
only to experience the mortification of return- 
ing without being able to get in. At the five 
o’clock morning meetings, there was an aver- 
age attendance of nearly two hundred, seldom 
less, but oftener more. Jt was soon evident 
that our brother had been directed to a people 
prepared for the Lord, for the word came with 
power, and in the Holy Ghost, and in much 
assurance. From the commencement of the 
services, deep impressions were made on 
many minds, but it was not until Thursday 
evening that there was any extensive awaken- 
ing. On that occasion, Mr. Pulsford preach- 
ed from Luke xiii, 24, “ Strive to enter in,” 
&c, Towards the close of the sermon, it was 
evident that many were affected, and an in- 


vitation was given to such as felt disposed to 
meet us in the vestry. About fifty came for- 
ward apparently under deep concern for their 
souls. On the following evening Mr. Pulsford 
preached on “the barren fig-tree.” It was 
then that the tide of mercy seemed fully to 
set in upon us, During the sermon a few 
friends retired to the minister’s vestry, to pray 
for the out-pouring of the Spirit on the con- 
gregation, and their prayers were answered. 
Hundreds were assembled, and a solemn 
silence pervaded the assembly, while the 
preacher was pouring forth his irresistible ap- 
peals to their consciences. Many were melted, 
and after the service nearly a hundred came 
into the vestry, the greater part of them in 
deep disyress, The spectacle which there pre- 
sented itself cannot be described; deep emo- 
tion was visible in every countenance, while 
those who could not suppress their feelings, 
wept bitterly. It was a scene of great in- 
terest. There were those who had hitherto 
been impervious to the appeals of the gospel, 
broken down by its power. Proud and haughty 
spirits were bowed down, inquiring, with all 
the simplicity of little children, “‘ What must 
we do?” ‘There was the husband, the wife, 
the child, and the parent of many prayers. 
Members of the church looked on with glad- 
hess, and many wept for joy. From that even- 
ing, the members became increasingly anxious 
for the conversion of souls, and many who had 
unconverted relatives were in an agony about 
them. Letters were daily sent to me request- 
ing an interest in our prayers, on behalf of 
their ungodly family connexions. A Christian 
female, whose husband was from home at the 
time, sent a note, entreating, in the most ten- 
der and earnest manner, the prayers of the 
church for his speedy return and conversion 
to God. Hecame home, attended the meet- 
ings, and gave his heart to Christ. his is 
but a solitary case in which prayer was an- 
swered for particular persons. Mr. Statham 
of Reading visited us during the third week 
of our meetings for the Baptist Foreign Mis- 
sion. Hissermon was wisely adapted to the 
state of things amongst us, and produced an 
impression that will be long remembered. 
One young woman dates her first impressions 
from that discourse. Thesmeetings increased 
in interest as they proceeded ; under almost 
every sermon persons were brought under se- 
vious concern, so that in less than five weeks, 
we had more than two hundred inquirers, 
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Public attention was now directed towards us; 
our movements became the subject of conver- 
sation in every circle throughout the town, 
and many came to hear who had never been 
in the chapel before Some were prompted 
by the motive which led the Athenians to ex- 
claim respecting Paul, “ What will the bab- 
bler say ?” others came to create a disturbance. 
Two promising young men in the inquirers’ 
class have frankly acknowledged that they came 
“to make a row.” For nearly six weeks was 
this intense feeling sustained, a proof in itself 
that there was something beyond mere excite- 
ment. And when on sabbath evening, Oct. 
24, Mr. Pulsford announced to a large and 
deeply attentive audience, that his farewell 
address would be delivered on the following 
Tuesday, there was a general feeling of regret. 
The five: o’clock meeting on Tuesday morn- 
ing was one of the largest we had seen during 
the special services: not only was the lower 
part of the chapel filled, but numbers occu- 
pied the galleries, It is unnecessary to state 
that the evening attendance was great. Mr. 
Pulsford preached from 2 Cor. xiii. 11. His 
closing appeal was animated, affectionate, and 
searching, and was listened to with deep in- 
terest. After the service, numbers crowded 
around the man of God to receive his parting 
blessing, Many had often evinced a reluctance 
to quit the house of God, but then they 
appeared riveted to the spot. The preacher's 
kind and gentle deportment had endeared him 
to all, but by those whom he had been instru- 
mental in converting,-he was especially vene- 
rated and loved. On the following morning 
he departed for Birmingham, with the prayers 
of many in whose affections and memory his 
name and services will be long embalmed. 

There are a few points of interest to which 
I will briefly allude before I finish this imper- 
fect statement. There is a large permanent 
increase in the congregation. The attendance 
was good before the meetings began, but the 
number of hearers has greatly augmented. 
Every sitting is taken, and many are preyent- 
ed from attending because they cannot be ac- 
commodated., Additional free seats have been 
erected for seventy, but they are always filled 
and many are obliged to sit in the vestry; and 
such is the disposition to hear, that had we a 
chapel capable of holding twice the number, 
it would be filled. It is distressing that we 
have not more room, and there seems no 
other alternative, than to “arise and build.” 
We have usually an attendance of nearly two 
hundred at our Monday evening prayer meet- 
ings, and considerably more at the Wednesday 
evening lecture. This, it will be remembered, 
is the state of things a month after the con- 
clusion ‘of our special meetings, when every 
thing has returned to it usual course, and 
there is no longer any novelty to attract pub- 
lic attention. Mere excitement would have 
cicd Lefore now ! 
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The church has nearly doubled its numbers 
since the beginning of September. The num- 
ber then was 103, now it is 201; making 98 
added during a period of rather less than 
three months. Of this number two have 
been dismissed from a regular church ; four 
received on testimony, having been baptized 
several years since ; two restored, and the re- 
maining ninety baptized on a profession of 
faith. Twenty-two out of the whole number 
belonged to the inquirers’ class before the 
meetings commenced, and a few others were 
seriously inclined, but not fully decided. We 
have likewise ten candidates waiting for Chris- 
tian baptism, and a great many inquirers, 
most of whom are very promising. It is 
pleasing to know that of the 250 who have 
been awakened, few, comparatively speaking, 
have turned back. The gospel has secured 
the greatest triumphs among the young. Of 
the ninety-eight, about twenty are between 
the ages of twenty-five and forty; not more 
than fifteen above forty and below fifty ; four 
between fifty and sixty ; and not one beyond 
sixty. A fair proportion of aged persons 
have attended, but they still remain uncon- 
verted. The majority of the new converts 
were previously persons of good moral cha- 
racter ; a few were addicted to vicious habits, 
but they are now as eminent for their piety 
as they were before notorious for their wick- 
edness. The beneficial fluence of Sabbath- 
school instruction has been felt during this 
revival. Several who have been the subjects 
of its influence were formerly scholars in our 
school, and the joy of the teachers in seeing 
the change was great indeed. The principles 
of total abstinence haye likewise operated fa- 
vourably on many. Several who have joined 
the church were once given to strong drink, 
but by signing the pledge they relinquished 
the fatal practice, came to chapel, heard, and 
believed. Nor has the influence of this gra- 
cious visitation been confined to the town. 
Many came to hear from the surrounding 
neighbourhood, and some have since given 
themselves to the Lord. Four young persons 
from one village have been baptized, and two, 
if not three, from another, have been recon- 
ciled to God. One of the candidates for bap- 
tism was a young man who is unable to walk, 
having lost the use of his limbs when an in- 
fant. He has been a member of the church 
about six years, and was admitted without 
baptism, on account of his bodily deformity. 
He has long wished to submit to the ordi- 
nance, and proper arrangements having been 
made, his mother carried him to the edge of 
the baptistry, where I took him in my arms, 
descended the steps, and immersed him. The 
circumstance excited much sympathy. ‘The 
brother of this friend, a sergeant im the army, 
was providentially brought to Newark on a 
visit to his mother during the special services. 
Ue was then a stranger to religion, and in an- 
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swer to prayers of his relatives, he returned to 
the regiment a decided Christian, The letter 
which he sent to his brother soon after his re- 
turn breathes a spirit of true piety, and would 
deeply interest the readers of the Register, 
had you space to insert it. Three of the con- 
verts were decidedly sceptical in their views 
respecting some parts of divine revelation, 
when they began to attend the meetings, In 
two establishments in the town, there has 
been a pleasing reformation among the work- 
men. One man said to me the other even- 
ing, ‘‘ Our shop was like a hell before Mr. 
Pulsford came, but now it is like a heaven.” 
Another pleasing feature in this revival, has 
been its influence on the family connexions of 
our members. Women have had to rejoice 
over their husbands,—husbands over their 
wives,—parents over their children,—and 
children over their parents. In several in- 
stances the heads of families and elder chil- 
dren have been brought in, and the voice of 
prayer and praise is now heard in many 
dwellings where a few weeks ago the family 
altar was unknown. 

Several of our inquirers and new members 
were first seriously impressed at beholding 
the ordinance of baptism—a proof of the ho- 
nour which God is pleased to put on an in- 
stitution of his own appointment. 

The propriety of encouraging so many to 
make an early profession, may be questioned 
by some, but it is almost impossible to form 
a correct judgment of the wisdom of our pro- 
ceedings, unless they had been present, and 
had seen the striking character of the con- 
versions which came under our notice. We 
entreat our friends not to pass a hasty verdict, 
but to pray for us ; and we feel assured that 
a few months will show that we have acted 
right. I see no reason as yet to repent of 
haying baptized one candidate. They were 
not admitted to church fellowship without 
bringing forth fruits meet for repentance. 
They were repeatedly conversed with, exa- 
mined, and instructed in the doctrines and 
duties of the New Testament. This maryel- 
lous change has been wrought principally by 
the preaching of the gospel. Prayer meet- 
ings, district visiting, and conversation, have 
effected much, but the preaching of the cross 
was the power of God unto the salvation of 
them that believed. There was nothing 
loose, vapid, or disorderly in the preacher’s 
discourses. In addition to clear statements 
of divine truth and forcible appeals to the 
heart, deep seriousness pervaded all his ser- 
mons, so that it was evident to all that he 
meant what he said. He was sincere, affec- 
tionate, and earnest,—and these rare qualities 
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produced an impression on the minds of his 
hearers, such as I had seldom witnessed be- 
fore, Such was the “force of truth” that 
some were deprived of rest for several days 
and nights, until they closed with the offers 
of mercy. And those whose convictions 
were the deepest, are now the liveliest, hap- 
piest, and most devoted Christians, 

From the commencement of the special 
services, the deacons and members of the 
church entered heartily into the work, They 
visited from house to house,—assisted in hold- 
ing meetings in various parts of the town,— 
invited their neighbours to the house of God, 
—called them up to the early meetings, gave 
up their sittings to accommodate strangers,— 
marked those who were affected under the 
word, and brought them to the inquirers’ 
meeting. It may truly be said of them as is 
recorded of the ancient Jews, when building 
the wall, “ The people had a mind to work.” 
Nor has their zeal grown cool; they are still 
labouring to convert souls, and watchful over 
the young believers. It is our aim to give 
them all something to do, and keep them at 
work in their own sphere of action. Indivi- 
dual effort is the thing we want to keep the 
flame alive. 

There has been no suspension of business 
during the revival ; no improper hours kept ; 
the meetings were generally closed before 
nine in the evening, so that family arrange- 
ments might not be disordered. It is true, 
many of the inquirers stopped longer, but 
late hours were particularly avoided on se- 
veral accounts. 

I might say much about the opposition 
that we have had to encounter, but I forbear, 
Few modern revivals have met with more, 
but God has made the wrath of man to praise 
him. When our adversaries could not arrest 
the progress of the work, they began to pro- 
phesy its speedy downfall. “Even that 
which they build, if a fox go up, he shall even 
break down the stone wall.” 

And now, dear brother, I must bring this 
narrative to a close, by expressing our sense 
of the deep and lasting obligation under 
which as a church we are placed to the Bap- 
tist Home Mission,—to its auxiliary at Not- 
tingham,—to Mr. Pulsford for his efficient 
services, and most of all to the Great Head of 
the church, who has wiped away our reproach, 
and yisited his vineyard with such copious 
showers of mercy.

I. That the report be received and printed, and that while this 
Meeting bows with submission to the providential dispensations of 
God, it records its gratitude for the continued blessings of His grace, 
and finds in past bereayements a fresh occasion for confidence in Him 
in whom alone is “ everlasting strength.”

II. That this Meeting heartily rejoices in the commencement of a 
Mission to Western Africa, and in the zealous disposition shown to 
aid it by the churches in Jamaica, all which they hope may be re- 
garded as the earnest of the dawning of that day in which “ Ethiopia 
shall stretch out her hands unto God.”

for devout thankfulness, while the correspondent ‘success of the Mis- 
sion, and the increase of its expenditure, call for still more vigorous 
exertion. That this Meeting therefore would affectionately urge on 
every Church, and the friends of the Mission, to make systematic and 
strenuous efforts on its behalf.

REGULATIONS 


OF 


THE BAPTIST MISSIONARY SOCIETY, 


ESTABLISHED IN 1792. 


Blan. 


I. The name by which the Society has been and still is designated, is, 
“The Particular Baptist Society for propagating the Gospel among the Hea- 
then ;” or, “The Baptist Missionary Society.” 

II. The great object of this Society is the diffusion of the knowledge of the 
religion of Jesus Christ through the heathen world, by means of the preach- 
ing of the Gospel, the translation and publication of the Holy Scriptures, and 
the establishment of Schools. 

III. All persons subscribing 10s. 6d. per annum, donors of £10 or up- 
wards, and Ministers making annual collections on behalf of the Society, are 
considered as Members thereof. 

IV. A General Meeting of the Society shall be annually held; at which 
the Committee and Officers shall be chosen for the year ensuing, the Auditors 
of Accounts appointed, and any other business pertaining to the Society 
transacted. 

VY. A General Committee, consisting of not more than one hundred Mem- 
bers, shall be appointed for the purpose of circulating Missionary Intelligence, 
and promoting the interests of the Society, in their respective neighbourhoods; 
nine-tenths of whom shall be eligible for re-election for the ensuing year. 

VI. A Central Committee shall be formed out cof the General Committee, 
more immediately to conduct the affairs of the Society: which Committee 
shall meet monthly, in London, on a fixed day, for the dispatch of business. 

VII. Besides the Treasurer and Secretaries of the Society, who shall be 
considered Members, ex officio, the Central Committee shall consist of 
twenty-five persons ; of whom sixteen shall be resident in London, or its 
immediate vicinity, and nine in the country ; five members to be deemed a 
quorum. The Committee to be empowered to fill up, pro tempore, any 
vacancies from death or resignation. 

VIII. All members of the General-Committee shall be entitled to attend 
and vote at the meetings of the Central Committee, and, whenever the 
attendance of any Member or Members shall be particularly desirable, the 
Central Committee shall be empowered to request such attendance; in which 
case, the Member or Members so invited shall be considered as part of the 
quorum. Further, all Country Ministers, who are Annual Subscribers, or 
whose Congregations send an Annual Collection to the Society, and all 
Treasurers and Secretaries of County Auxiliaries, who may be in London 
occasionally, shall be considered Members of the Committee, pro tempore, and 
be entitled to attend and vote at its Meetings. 

IX. All moneys received on behalf of the Society shall be lodged in the 
hands of the Treasurer; and, when the amount shall exceed £300, it shal) be 
invested in the public funds, in the names of four Trustees to be chosen by 
the Society, until required for the use of the Mission. 


Form of Bequest. 


I give out of my moneys, or personal estate, unto the Treasurer or 

Treasurers, for the time being, of the Baptist Missionary Society, the sum of 

Sor the use of such Society. And I declare that 

the Receipt of such Treasurer or Treasurers shall be a sufficient discharge 
Jor the same. 


*,* Those friends who wish to promote the Translation of the Scriptures, or the 
extension of Native Schools, may, by distinctly stating their desire, secure the appli- 
cation of their contributions or bequests to that specific object. 


All persons who may have bequeathed to the Baptist Missionary Society 
Legacies, payable out of the late five per cent. Bank Annuities, are hereby 
respectfully requested to provide a substitute in their Wills, or by Codicils 
thereto, out of some other part of their Personal Estate. And, further, in all 
bequests of Stock there should be superadded, in case there shall not be any 
or sufficient money in the Stock named in the Will or Codicil to pay the 
said Legacy, that the same be paid out of the residue of the Testator’s Personal 
Estate. 

By the New Act with respect to Wills, which came into force on the first day 
of January, 1838, it is required that all Wills shall be in writing, shall be signed 
at the foot or end thereof by the testator, or by some other person in his presence 
and by his direction—and that such signature shall be made or acknowledged 
by the testator in the presence of at least two witnesses present at the same time, 
who shall attest and subscribe the Will in the testator’s presence. 

These requirements apply also to any alterations in, or codicils to, Wills which 
may have been executed previous to the first of January 1838. 

This,statute does not repeal or alter the 9th Gro. IL., c. 36, called the Mortmain 
Act; and therefore legacies to charities, out of real estate, will still be void. If a 
Testator desires to leave legacies to charities, he must take care to make them 
payable, either expressly, or by ordinary course of law, out of such personal 
estate as may be applied for that purpose. A bequest to a charity of a term for 
years, or leasehold property ; or of money to arise from, or be produced by, the 
sale of land, or by the rents, profits, or other interest arising from land; or a 
bequest of money to be laid out in land; or a bequest of money secured by 
mortgage; or a bequest of annuities charged on land, or rather rent-charges ; or 
a bequest of money, with a direction to apply it in paying off mortgages on 
schools and chapels; or a bequest of money secured on parochial rates, or 
county-rates, or turnpike-tolls-——is, in each case, void; and even where no par- 
ticular fund is pointed out in the Will for the payment of charitable legacies, 
and they are consequently a charge upon the residue, and the residue consists, 
in part, of property of all or either of the kinds above specified; so much of 
the legacies will become void as shall bear the same proportion to the entire 
legacies as the exempted property bears to the entire residue. 


REPORT. 


Tuer Committee of the Baptist Missionary Society feel them- 
selves called on, once more, to repeat the grateful acknowledg- 
ment, that “having obtained help of God, they continue to this 
day.” A review of the principal events, which have marked the 
history of the Institution during the past year, is well adapted 
to remind us of our absolute dependence on his Almighty arm, 
while it affords additional proof that labours undertaken in humble 
confidence on Him, shall not be left without a blessing. 


In reference to the 
CONTINENT OF INDIA 


the Society has been exercised with a succession of bereavements 
and afflictions, such as have never before been experienced in a 
single year. At our last Anniversary it was reported that our be- 
loved friend and brother, Mr. W. H. Pearce, with four additional 
missionaries, had reached Calcutta in safety, and entered on the 
various and important spheres of missionary occupation which had 
~ been assigned them. In these labours it was fondly hoped that 
each might have continued for a season, and gathered fruit unto 
life eternal. But it hath pleased Him, who seeth not as man seeth, 
to ordain otherwise. Early in the year, a sudden attack of cholera 
issued in the removal, to his heavenly rest, of Mr. Pearce, after a 
lengthened course of active exertion, sustained with a zeal and 
energy which strikingly contrasted with the delicacy and feeble- 
ness of his bodily frame. Subsequently, the prolonged and dan- 
gerous illness of Mrs. Bayne compelled her return to Europe, in a

state of such complete exhaustion as rendered it necessary for Mr. 
Bayne to accompany her. For a similar reason, Mr. Tucker has 
been called to relinquish the pastorate of the church in the Circular 
Road, where his prospects of usefulness were truly encouraging, 
and seek renovated health in his native land, with little expectation of 
resuming foreign service. Another of the brethren recently arrived, 
Mr. G. B. Parsons of Monghyr, after lingering a few months under 
an attack of pulmonary disease, expired in Calcutta, on the 13th of 
November ; realizing in his last moments the supports and con- 
solations of that gospel which he had delighted to publish to his 
fellow men. When it is considered that several of our surviving 
brethren in Calcutta are enfeebled by protracted labours in that 
unfriendly clime, and that the removal of esteemed coadjutors has 
the effect of augmenting burdens which they were previously ill 
able to sustain, all must feel how urgent is the call for renewed aid. 
Three brethren have proceeded thither since the last Anniversary, 
—Messrs. W. W. Evans, John Parsons, and G. Small, all of whom 
have safely arrived; but of these, Mr. Evans was required to sup- 
ply the vacancy occasioned by the decease of Mr. Penney; and 
Mr. Parsons was destined for Monghyr. Other men, therefore, 
of faith, and zeal, and self-denial, willing to spend and be spent in 
the service of the heathen, are greatly needed. May some such 
speedily consecrate themselves to this work of the Lord; that the 
things may be strengthened which remain, and that none of those 
useful departments of labour, which have hitherto been maintained, 
may be relinquished or suspended. 

Of the manner in which, for the present, the brethren in Cal- 
cutta are severally occupied, Mr. Evans writes as follows, in De- 
cember last : 

“Dr, Yates and Mr. Wenger are required for the translating department, and brother 
Thomas is more than fully occupied with our extensive printing establishment. Mr. 
and Mrs, Ellis are suffering much from their arduous exertions at the Entally Native 
Christian Institution, which requires all their time and energies. The English churches 
in Lal Bazar and Cireular Road, besides the native churches and preaching stations, 
have to be regularly supplied with the Word of Life, and the ordinances of religion. Mr. 
Aratoon is now suffering from the infirmities incident to an advanced period of life ; 
and the health of Sujaatali is precarious: but both of these brethren, and several 


promising native preachers, are fully occupied in direct labours among the teeming 
heathen population around us. The church in the Circular Road, now’ destitute by the 
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return of Mr. Tucker, will be supplied by Dr. Yates on one part of the sabbath only, 
until another pastor can be obtained from England ; whilst the other part of the day 
and the Thursday evening lecture, will be dependent on the assistance of the other 
brethren, who are really more than occupied in other directions. 

“The village stations devolve on Mr. Wenger; and I shall have more than I can 
well and properly attend to in ministering to the church at Lal Bazar, and in superin- 
tending the Benevolent Institution. 

“I have not yet mentioned the Native Christian Boarding School, formerly under the 
eare of Mr. and Mrs, George Pearce ; but this is a department of labour of vital and 
paramount importance. ‘This sphere has been occupied by Mrs. Penney, since Mrs. 
Pearce returned to England ; but she is anxious, on various accounts, to relinquish it, 
and we know not where to look for a suitable successor.” 


Amidst the painful vicissitudes experienced of late by our Cal- 
cutta brethren, they have not been left without encouragement. 
Eleven members have been added to the church in the Circular 
Road, and nine at the Lal Bazar. Among the latter, one was a 
convert from popery; and in a second instance, the change in heart 
and character appeared to be the result of a divine blessing on the 
maintenance of family worship. The friends at the Circular Road 
have had the pleasure of admitting into their fellowship several 
young persons connected with missionary families, on whose ac- 
count the prayer of deceased parents have been graciously heard 
and answered. During the brief pastorate of Mr. Tucker the con- 
gregation so much increased that it became necessary to make a 
considerable enlargement. Nor is there any reason to doubt that, 
whenever they shall be supplied with a suitable pastor, this church 
will enjoy continued prosperity, and prove, as it has hitherto done, 
an important auxiliary to more direct missionary labours in and 
around the great metropolis of India. 

Of the various works in the Biblical Translation department, 
“specified in our last Report, as in progress, or about to be pub- 
lished, our brethren have completed a pocket edition of the Psalms, 
and also of the Proverbs, in Bengali, and the new translation of 
the Pentateuch in that language was nearly finished in January 
last. The third edition of the New Testament in Hindustani has 
also been completed. The volume consists of 540 small 12mo. 
pages, and is the most compact form in which this large portion 
of the Word of God has hitherto been presented in that language. 
The edition consists of 3000 copies of the entire Testament, be- 
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sides 1000 copies of the four Gospels and Acts of the Apostles, in 
a separate form. The New Testament in Sanskrit has left the 
press, and 2500 copies of the Gospel by Matthew have been re- 
printed, together with 3000 copies of each of the Gospels, and 
1000 copies of the Gospels and Acts, bound together, in Persian. 
It is gratifying to add, that, in various parts of the country, there 
prevails such an eagerness to obtain the Word of God, as forms 
quite a new feature in the history of the Mission. The issues from 
the depository during eight months, up to the end of August, 1840, 
had been 28,777, and the demand was expected to increase rather 
than diminish. Surely this may be regarded as a token for good, 
encouraging to more vigorous efforts in aid of the dissemination of 
that blessed Word, which alone is able to make men wise unto 
salvation. 

In the midst of his arduous and extending labours, as superin- 
tendent of the press, our esteemed friend, Mr. Thomas, has been 
called to mourn the loss of his valuable partner, who expired in the 
faith and hope of the Gospel on the 23rd of September. 

The Native Christian Institution in Entally appears fully to jus- 
tify the expectations which have been formed respecting it. Since 
the opening of the new school room many additional pupils have 
been admitted, the whole number being now upwards of 200. 
Twenty-one of these are regarded as genuine converts to the 
faith of Christ. The theological class appears to have received 
no addition since last year. The young men who compose it are 
regularly employed in addressing to their countrymen the Gospel 
message. We regret to state that the contributions towards this 
highly interesting seminary have considerably diminished, being 
less than one half the amount received in former years. 

Mr. Morgan, who is settled at Howrah, has been gratified by 
the conversion of a respectable young Brahmin, who was publicly — 
baptized on the 2nd of August last in the chapel at that station. 
A large congregation was present, including many Koolen Brah- 
mins, before whom, after stating the reasons why he had renounced 
his caste, he avowed his belief in the leading truths of the gospel. 
He concluded his address as follows: ‘ And now I forsake my 
brothers and sisters, all my friends and relations, and all my 
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worldly prospects, for the sake of Christ, and pray God to enable 
me to walk according to the gospel of Christ: and you, brethren, . 
pray for me.” 

The subsequent conduct of this young man has confirmed the 
hopes entertained of his genuine piety. Two other individuals 
have since been united to the church at Howrah, one of whom 
was educated in the Romish faith. 

The village stations to the south of Calcutta have been repeat~ 
edly visited by Mr. Wenger, who found everywhere respectful. 
attention, and great eagerness to obtain books and tracts. More 
constant superintendence is greatly needed by these infant church- 
es ; still, under all the disadvantages which attend them, the 
work of God continues to advance. On his last visit, in which 
he was accompanied by Mr. Evans, Mr. Wenger administered 
baptism to twenty-nine individuals, of whom six were united with 
the church at Luckyantipore; three at Khari; and ten at Nar- 
One of the native preachers in this district has 


singdarchoke. 
His name was Narayun; while 


lately been removed by death. 
a heathen, a singer of wanton songs in honour of their pretended 


deities, but after his conversion, so full of simplicity, affection, and 
zeal, that all the Christians loved him, and the heathen respected 
him. As death approached he was calm and happy; and de- 
clared he had no fear, for he knew he was going to his Saviour. 
The faith of the brethren who witnessed his last moments was 
greatly strengthened by his dying expressions. 

Mr. Williamson, of Sewry, has continued to itinerate in various 
parts of the surrounding country, assisted by the natives under 
his direction. The church over which he presides appears to be 
advancing in knowledge, and in a practical exhibition of the 
Christian character. Six persons have been baptized in connexion 
with it during the past year. No material change has been 
reported from the Cutwa station since our last report. Although 
the gospel has long been published there, there is reason to fear 
that the church is in a languishing condition. Mr. Williamson, 
who is the nearest missionary, has been requested to make a 
personal investigation of its affairs, and it has been suggested 
whether he could not connect the charge of this station with that 
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of Sewry, till some other arrangement can be made by the Com- 
mittee. 

More than ordinary vicissitudes have marked the history of the 
station at Monghyr. Mention has been already made of the 
decease of Mr. George Parsons, whom it pleased the great Dis- 
poser of all events to call to his heavenly rest, after he had spent 
but a single year in the missionary field. He has been succeeded 
by his younger brother, Mr. John Parsons, whom he was earnest- 
ly desiring to receive as a fellow-labourer in the gospel. Mr. 
Leslie has continued in such an enfeebled state, that he has, at 
length, consented to try the effect of a visit to Europe, and may 
be expected among us, after an absence of seventeen years, in two 
or three months. The most recent account of the church at 
this important station is contained in a letter from Mr. Leslie, 


dated in April of last year. After referring to previous want of 
encouragement, he proceeds: — 


“ But the seed sown was not lying dead ; it was vegetating ; and we are this year 
called upon to reap a few handfuls. Last week we had six added by baptism to our 
little church, five of whom were natives. One of the latter is a young man who seems 
fitted by God for usefulness ; and we intend, after giving him some additional instrue- 
tion, to set him apart for his master’s service, as a native preacher. Thus, we hope, the 
work of God will be continued and extended. The church, I am glad to say, remains 


at peace, and is, I hope, walking in love, and in the comfort of the Holy Ghost.” 


Of the persons mentioned in the preceding paragraph, the late 
Mr. Parsons remarks, 


“They were a most interesting group. The European was a young man, born of 
Jewish parents in Poland, and brought to the knowledge and love of the once despised 
Messiah here. One of the natives had been, in youth, under the care and instruction 
of honoured Mr. Chamberlain: another was arrested and secured by divine grace 
when returning from a pilgrimage to Juggernath, One native woman appeared, 
to those who knew her past history, as a Magdalene washed in the fountain ; whilst 
another, a Mussulman, had, quite late in life, been pulled out of the thick smoke of 
Mahommedan darkness. What triumphs of divine grace were here! Jew and Gen- 
tiles, Mussulman and Hindoos, combining to honour Him whose name shall be honoured 
by every tribe, and kindred, and nation, and tongue ; who now reigns, and blessed be 


his glorious name, shall reign till he has saved all his people, and subdued all his 
foes. Even so reign, mighty Jesus!” 


It had been intended that Mr. Lawrence should remove to 
Agra, in order to co-operate with Mr. Williams and Mr. Phillips; 
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but, on hearing of the ravages of disease and death among our 
missionary band at Calcutta, he felt it right to remain at Monghyr, 
till he could receive further instructions. His continued residence 
there is fully approved by the Committee, and the mission pro- . 
perty, so long held by the Society at Digah, has been purchased 
by the Rev. William Start, who intends to place it in the charge 
of one or more of the worthy German brethren labouring under 
his direction, 


“ Thus,” observes Mr, Lawrence, “ the Digah station must be considered as fairly 
relinquished, after having been on the Society’s list more than thirty years, Although 
it has not been the privilege of myself, or of my predecessors, to welcome many con- 
verts into the church of Christ, yet this station has not been without fruit from among 
the heathen. One of the brightest ornaments of the church at Monghyr first heard the 
gospel here, as did also the old servant of the Society, Hurridas, and several others 
whom he has named to me, since we have been here. And I cannot help thinking, 
that the preaching of the gospel here for so many years, has made a powerful 
impression upon the minds of the people in general. Oh! may the Spirit of God make 
his word life to the souls of many who have heard it.” 


Mr. Beddy still remains without a coadjutor at Patna, as Mr. 
Phillips, after spending a few weeks in that city, went forward to 
Agra. Hindosthanee services, in and out of doors, are main- 
tained as usual. Roopdas, a native preacher, on whom it was 
necessary to exercise the discipline of the church two years ago, 
has been restored, and the whole of his conduct is such as to 
prove the sincerity of his repentance. Several promising indivi- 
duals have renounced caste, and profess to believe in Christ for 
salvation, but no further additions have been made to the church. 

The journals of Mr. Smith, who has long been actively em- 
ployed in the service of the gospel at Benares, bear witness to his 
continued diligence. Two persons have received baptism, and 
one has been added to the small church at Chunar. An increase 
has also taken place at Allahabad, where Mr. Mackintosh has 
admitted five into the fellowship of the church, which now con- 
tains seventeen members. 

The station at Agra has become increasingly important, on 
account of the recent wide extension of British authority and 
dominion in the regions to the north of that city. Here, Mr. 
Phillips, in conformity with the recommendation of our late friend, 
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Mr. W. H. Pearce, has joined Mr. Williams, and entered with 
cheerful application on his important work. His arrival was 
exceedingly opportune, as Mr. Williams had just been compelled 
to suspend his own exertions for a season by the rupture of a 
small blood vessel. A temporary residence at Simlah, on the 
Himalayan mountains, was blessed to his restoration, and he has 
resumed his pastoral engagements and daily services among the 
heathen, as heretofore. Five members have been added to the 
church by baptism, and the congregation has so much increased 
as to render it necessary to enlarge the chapel. The field of 
operation around Agra is stated to be immense, and in order to 
occupy it with the greater advantage, a local society has been formed, 
combining all the missionaries who reside in the city, by whom, 
and the native preachers connected with them, itinerant labours 
are prosecuted ona regular system. Mr. Williams states, with 
grateful joy, that the church under the care of himself and Mr. 
Phillips, is, strictly speaking, a missionary church, for “ almost 
all the members who have it in their power are doing what they 
can to promote the cause of God and truth among the perishing 
heathen.” 

Mr. Thompson, of Delhi, has for many years been engaged in 
itinerating to preach the gospel, and distribute scriptures and 
_ tracts, on a more extended scale than any other of our missionary 

brethren. Hence, though his numerous family reside at Delhi, 
a comparatively small portion of his time is spent in that city, 
and the church located there is and always has been but small. 
The copious narratives, however, transmitted by Mr. Thompson 
to our Calcutta brethren, of his various exertions, abound with 
incidents which warrant the hope that the seed of the kingdom, 
thus widely disseminated, is by no means scattered in vain. Some 
proof of the impression produced by these desultory labours may 
be gathered from the fact that the votaries of a false religion have 
been stirred up, by the circulation of Christian publications, to 
similar measures on their own part. Mahommedan tracts against 
Christianity have been published, not only at Delhi but at Luck- 
now and Gya, and a wealthy individual has, at an expense of 
some hundreds of pounds, caused a number of copies of the Koran 
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to be lithographed and gratuitously distributed, accompanying 
the Arabic text with an interlined translation into the Oordoo, 
and a copious marginal commentary. ‘*'This,” observes Mr. 
Thompson, “is done by Mahommedans, and by a single man, in 
furtherance of a false faith; and shall not Christians be provoked 
to similar or much greater efforts in advancement of the oracles 
of God, the writings of inspiration ? ” 

As in the case of Mr. Thompson, Mr. Parry, of Jessore, assisted 

peony y 

by five native preachers, is much occupied in visiting markets 
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villages, and other places of resort, throughout a large district. 
In these excursions he finds the advantage of a portable pulpit ; 
for such is the eagerness shown to hear and see the preachers, and 
to obtain tracts, that, without this means of partial defence, they 
would be in imminent danger of being suffocated or trampled 
upon. Caste has, in several instances, been renounced by those 
to whom Mr. Parry has testified the gospel, and thirty-one natives 
have been baptized and received into fellowship with the church 
under his care. 

The following incidents, related by Mr. Parry, forcibly illustrate 
the absurdity of that system of idolatry which has so long enslaved 
the native mind in India :— 

«In conversing with a respectable Hindoo one morning, I remarked that it was 
stated by a prophet of God, that idolaters would cast their idols unto the moles and the 
bats. He seemed to think that such a thing was probable, and mentioned that his 
father had several little idols, and that a brahmin was employed to perform the pooja 
(act of worship). Some time ago, a rat was bold enough to walk off with one of the little 
gods, and the poor brahmin, after a great deal of searching, found it in the rat’s hole. 
Another accident, he said, had befallen the Salagram. The officiating brahmin, after 
performing his poojas, collected the leaves, flowers, &c., and unknowingly scrambled 
up the Salagram with the rubbish, and cast it all outside. Thus the idol god lay un- 
heeded behind his own temple for upwards of amonth. A person belonging to the 
family, having gone into the temple to see the little gods, missed the Salagram, when 
immediately search was made for him, and he was discovered among the rubbish and 
filth behind the temple, and taken back to his former place, and, of course, worshipped 
as usual.” 

How justly did the ancient prophet exclaim, “ They that make 
a graven image are all of them vanity, and their delectable things 
shall not profit; and they are their own witnesses: they see not, 
nor know, that they may be ashamed. He feedeth on ashes: a 
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deceived heart hath turned him aside, that he cannot deliver his 
soul, nor say, Is there not a lie in my right hand?” 

From Burisaul, Mr. Bareiro makes mention ofa variety of places 
in which the good news of salvation has been proclaimed by him- 
self and the Christian natives associated with him. In some in- 
stances, those who heard them with attention, and showed an interest 
in their message, became the objects of persecution among their 
heathen neighbours. Amidst all, Mr. Bareiro is encouraged, as 
the result. of his own observations, to record his conviction that 
“‘ Hindooism is being fast undermined; even Brahmins are begin- 
ning to depart from many of its observances.” 

The journals of our brethren Robinson and Leonard, of Dacca, 
are chiefly occupied with the accounts of the efforts made to con- 
vey the word of life to the neighbouring villages, and of the 
unabated desire to receive copies of the scriptures and tracts en- 
trusted to their care. A new chapel has been erected here, and 
Mr. Leonard, who has been intimately acquainted with the state 
of the neighbourhood for many years, bears witness to the great 
improvement in the spiritual condition of the people. One indi- 
vidual has lately been added to the church, and such earnest and 
solemn attention is paid to the ministry of the word as leads our 
brethren to hope that ere long others may be led publicly to 
testify their abhorrence of idols and their faith in the Lord Jesus. 

The thirst for Christian knowledge which we have had occasion 
to notice in other quarters, seems greatly to prevail at Dinage- 
pore also. Mr. Smylie has had incessant applications for books 
and tracts, not only from those who reside in the neighbourhood, 
but from strangers, and frequently under circumstances which 
indicate some higher and better motive than mere curiosity. At 
Sadamahl, a valuable native preacher, called Budha, has lately 
been assassinated by a band of robbers, who evidently designed 
to murder Mr. Smylie also, but he providentially escaped out of 
their hands. Revenge appears to have been the motive for this 
barbarous deed, the missionaries having been instrumental in 
putting a stop to certain oppressive and fraudulent practices, in 
which the murderers had been engaged. 


Mr. Johannes, one of the missionaries stationed at Chittagong, 
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after suffering much from ague and fever, has been mercifully 
enabled to resume his public engagements. Amidst many dis- 
couragements, our brethren have been cheered by the admis- 
sion of one individual into their little church, who had been 
educated in the Roman Catholic faith ; others of the same descrip- 
tion appear to be inquiring after the truth. 


Cryton.—In compliance with the urgent requests of our 
brethren in this island, the Committee have sent out a printing 
press, and other materials requisite for its effective operation. It 
was forwarded in September last, under the care of Mr. C. C. 
Dawson, who combines with missionary zeal and acceptable 
ministerial talents a thorough acquaintance with the art of print- 
ing. All our advices through the year continue to speak of the 
continued blessing attending the labours of our dear brethren 
Daniel and Harris, and of the still widening sphere of exertion 
which opens before them. Besides Mr. M‘Carty, an- assistant 
missionary who fills the station at Slave Island, formerly occu- 
pied by Mr. Siers, eight native teachers are now fully employed 
in proclaiming the gospel to their countrymen, five of whom 
have been ordained to separate pastoral charges. The new 
station formed at Alootgama has been given up, but three 
others have been formed at Hendella, Matamagollah, and Ka- 
lany, making seven in all, independent of Colombo, the capital, 
where four congregations regularly meet for the worship of God. 
Of these country stations, those at Hanwella and Matelle appear 
to have been specially distinguished by tokens of the divine 
favour. At Hanwella, Mr. Daniel reports that the church has 
increased from seven members to forty-two; and at Matelle, not- 
withstanding violent opposition from the interested Buddhist 
priests, no less than twenty-nine individuals were baptized by Mr. 
Harris, on a recent visit to that neighbourhood. Among these 
were five of the Rodya caste, whose singularly abject condition 
greatly exalts the mercy of God displayed in their conversion. 
Matelle is near the city of Kandy, the ancient capital of the island ; 
and Mr. Harris is so impressed with the importance of making 
this a central station, that he proposes to remove thither, with Mr. 
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Dawson and the press, and to set on foot an institution for in- 
structing the native teachers, that they may be the better qualified 
to expose and refute the sophistries of Buddhism. Further assist- 
ance from home will be required to carry this plan into effect, and 
the recent progress of the mission in this island constitutes a 
forcible argument why it should be rendered without delay. The 
number of children reported as receiving instruction in the schools 
is 1,200; and upwards of 130 members were admitted to fellow- 
ship with the various churches during the last year. Four Chris- 
tian friends have kindly responded to an appeal lately published 
from Mr. Daniel, by engaging to furnish eight pounds each for 
the support of as many new schools under his direction. 

Mr. Bruckner, of Samarang, bears testimony to the readiness 
with which his heathen and Mahomedan neighbours receive and 
peruse tracts and portions of the sacred writings in their own 
language. It may be hoped that this diffusion of gospel light, 
combined with his personal familiar addresses to those with whom 
he comes into contact, is not altogether in vain, though satisfac- 
tory evidence of the fact may not be afforded. A recent commu- 
nication from Mr. Ward of Sumatra states, that a portion of his 
time is still occupied in the work of scriptural translation. He has 
sent a version of the Gospel by John to Singapore, where it has 
been printed in the Arabic character. A part of the book of 
Genesis has also been translated, together with a Life of Christ, 
compiled from a “ Harmony of the Gospels,” which he proposes 
to print both in the Roman and the Arabic characters. Mr. Ward 
expresses the hope that the progress of European ascendancy both 
in Sumatra and the neighbouring island of Borneo, will prove 
ultimately favourable to the progress of the gospel among their 
numerous population. 


WEST INDIES. 


Since our last anniversary, the claims of our Jamaica Mission, 
and the triumphs which the gospel has achieved in that interesting 
field, have been prominently brought before the Christian public 
by the presence and active exertions of our ardent and indefatiga- 
ble friend, Mr. Knibb. The gratification of his visit was enhanced 
by the living testimonies borne in favour of negro piety, afforded 
by the appearance of the friends Edward Barrett and Henry Beck- 
ford, by whom he was accompanied. A considerable accession 
to the number of our missionaries has resulted from the appeal 
made by Mr. Knibb, but the demand for more labourers is nearly 
as urgent as ever. 

The annual association of our Jamaica churches was held a 
month later than usual, in order that Mr Knibb and the brethren 
who sailed with him might be present. It took place at Falmouth, 
on the 17th of February, and following days: when nearly all the 
missionaries assembled, and much important business was trans- 
acted in the spirit of Christian harmony and affection, On 
examining the returns handed in from the different churches, it 
appears, that the number of members in full communion is now 
27,706, which is nearly 3,000 more than last year; of inquirers, 
the number is stated to be 18,984; marriages celebrated, 1,256. 
The accounts of the schools have not yet arrived. 

It was stated in our last Report, that Mr. Oughton had been 
interrupted in his pastoral duties by a prosecution, founded on 
circumstances which had occurred previous to his leaving the 
northern part of the island. In this affair, Mr. Oughton was 
manifestly a sufferer for righteousness’ sake. It brought upon him 
much loss and suffering; but after enduring an imprisonment for 
several weeks, further proceedings on the part of his adversaries 
were arrested, and he was restored, amidst the joy and congratu- 
lations of thousands, to the peaceful exercise of his ministry. The 
church has continued to flourish under his care, three hundred and 
two having been added by baptism during the year. 
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It was hoped that, ere now, Mr. Tinson would have been en- 
gaged in instructing for the ministry several candidates, selected 
from the various churches in the island, with a view to their em- 
ployment, either in home service, or as missionaries to Africa. To 
this office our respected friend had been invited by the unanimous 
voice of his brethren in the colony, with the full concurrence of 
the Committee at home. But continued ill-health has hitherto pre- 
vented; and rendered it necessary that he should, for a season, 
revisit his native land. Notwithstanding the interruptions to 
active service, occasioned by his personal affliction, the churches 
over which Mr. Tinson presides are more than usually prosperous. 
Fifty-one were baptized at Hanover Street, in 1840; and ninety- 
seven, who had been previously connected with what are termed 
the Native Baptists, have, on their own request, and after careful 
examination, been admitted into fellowship. Twelve members of 
the church have been removed by death, three of whom had 
maintained a consistent and honourable profession for nearly fifty 
years. At Yallahs, the progress of the cause has been highly 
encouraging. Though of recent formation, the church contains 
549 members, seventy-six of whom were added the last year. At 
Mount Atlas, a new church was formed in October, when thirty- 
eight members were dismissed from Hanover Street for the pur- 
pose. It numbers at present fifty-one, and is supplied by a deacon 
of the church in Kingston, whose ordination at Mount Atlas Mr. 
Tinson hopes to witness before he leaves the island. 

At Spanish Town, and the various stations connected with it, 
Mr. Phillippo has persevered, amidst much pecuniary difficulty, in 
his arduous and praiseworthy exertions for the benefit of the rising 
generation. ‘Ten schools are in constant operation, requiring an 
outlay of nearly £800 sterling per annum, all of which has to be 
procured by his efforts, no Government aid being received or 
solicited for the purpose. In these schools, and in twelve others 
for adults, conducted on as many contiguous estates, there are no 
less than 2,692 pupils; and so generally are the benefits of edu- 
cation appreciated and diffused, that at Sligoville, the principal of 
those new settlements which Mr. Phillippo has been instrumental 
in forming, but few children, of five years of age, are unable to 
read the holy scriptures. With a view to render assistance, both 
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in the work of education, and in the ministry, Mr. William Hume 
has lately been sent to Spanish Town; and more recently, Mr. 
Williams, from Bristol College, has sailed for the same destination. 
He is designed to occupy a new and promising station in the 
parish of Manchester, which Mr Phillippo has been induced to 
form by the earnest solicitations of many of the labouring popula- 
tion, seconded by several gentlemen of influence in the neighbour- 


hood. 


Mr. Taylor, whose health has been in a great degree restored, 
has been assisted, during the greater part of the last year, at 
Mount Freedom in Clarendon, by a brother in the ministry from 
America, who has laboured with much diligence and success. 
That recently formed station has received an accession of 166 
members, and a still greater number has been admitted at Old 
Harbour, where Mr. Taylor himself resides. He has been 
earnestly solicited to commence preaching at Salt River, a very 
destitute part of the parish, and so eager were the people to hear 
the Word of Life that they erected a commodious shed expressly 
for the purpose, in which a large congregation assembled. Help 
is greatly needed here, both in the work of the ministry, and for 
the education of the young. Mr. Taylor would gladly establish 
schools at each of his stations, could he procure the means of doing 
so. 

Severe illness having prevented Mr. Reid from attending the 
Association, no return was made there of the churches under his 
care. One gratifying evidence that the word of the gospel is not 
preached among them in vain, is afforded by the warm and liberal 
“interest they take in the mission to Africa. Young and old have 
cheerfully united in contributing, according to their scanty means ; 
and at a meeting in reference to this object, one hundred of the 
poor labourers, having no money to give, stood up and expressed 
their readiness to devote the hire of one week towards carrying it 
forward. 

Mr. Kingdon has opened a. new station, about thirteen miles 
from Manchioneal, which he calls Denmark Hill. At Long Bay, 
an humble wattled chapel has been built by the church, capable of 
accommodating many more hearers than the former. The chapel 
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at Manchioneal is at a stand for want of money to complete it; 
the contributions of the people, though willingly given, being very 
inadequate to the expense. At both the stations under Mr. 
Kingdon’s care, about 200 are united in church fellowship, being 
an increase of thirty-five since the last return. 

A recent communication from Mr. Whitehorne, of Mount 
Charles, expresses the hope that a considerable addition will 
shortly be made to his church, of persons who have long attended 
the house of God, and whose general deportment gives him great 
satisfaction. 

The state of the several churches to whom our esteemed brother 
Clarke, of Jericho, has been accustomed to break the bread of 
life, affords a pleasing evidence that, though their much-loved 
pastor has, in obedience to the call of duty, gone to explore a new 
and distant field of missionary enterprise, the Chief Shepherd still 
remains with them. Under the diligent and faithful superintend- 
ence of Messrs. Richard and Joseph Merrick, these churches are 
increasing in number, and, it is believed, are growing in know- 
ledge and in grace. To promote this desirable end, a method 
has lately been adopted, which seems admirably suited to the 
condition of a people from whom, prior to their emancipation, the 
very first elements of instruction were carefully withheld. Sunday- 
schools have been formed, including all the members of the 
church, so that every individual who desires it may be taught to 
read. In the mission to Africa, as might be expected from the 
part which Mr. Clarke takes in it, their hearts are much engaged. 
For this object, rigid self-denial is practised in their domestic 
economy, and a society has been formed among the children in 
the Jericho school, for the purpose of making clothes to send to 
children in Africa. Of the sum lately remitted by Mr. Knibb 
towards the exigencies of the Parent Society, £100 were sent 
from this district, the mothers putting small pieces of silver into 
the hands of their little infants to give at the collection. One 
hundred and sixty-two were admitted by baptism into the churches 
at Jericho and Mount Hermon; and a considerably greater num- 
ber were waiting for admission at the date of the last accounts. 
An enlargement of the chapel at Jericho is in progress ; when 
finished it will contain 2,000 persons, but even then, Mr. Merrick

states, it will be insufficient. ‘“ A view of our congregations,” he 
remarks, “is calculated to excite both sorrow and joy ; sorrow, 
to see so many scattered about the chapel-yard like sheep without 
a shepherd ; and joy, to behold their anxiety for religious instruc- 
tion.” Would that every faithful minister of Christ could speak 
of a similar anxiety among the people of his charge ! 

The three congregations at Port Maria, Oracabessa, and Bag- 
nal’s Vale, at present under the sole charge of Mr. Day, com- 
prise at least 3,000 persons. At Port Maria, the principal station, 
a chapel is in course of erection, which occasions no small addition 
to the cares and anxiety of the missionary. He is encouraged, 
however, by the willing liberality of the people, who render assist- 
ance to the utmost of their power; and still more cheering are 
the proofs of a divine blessing succeeding his efforts. More than 
three hundred converts received baptism at his hands since the 
last report, one hundred and ninety-nine of whom thus publicly 
avowed their obedience to the Saviour on the Ist of August, the 
joyful anniversary of their liberation from bondage. They were 
baptized at Oracabessa, in the sea, close to the spot rendered 
memorable by the landing of Columbus in the year 1494. Mr. 
Day mentions another station, midway between Bagnal’s Vale and 
Mount Charles, where a large congregation might speedily be 
gathered, if he were able to visit it. Mr. Dallewell is now on 
his way to Port Maria, and on his arrival will, we trust, be able 
to enter on this new field, as well as relieve Mr. Day froma 
portion of the onerous duties at present devolving upon him. 
The churches at Anotta Bay and Buff Bay are at present desti- 
tute; Mr. Barlow, their late pastor, having died after a very short 
illness, on the 11th of January last. Measures have been taken 
to supply them with the means of grace, which, it is hoped, may 
issue, under the divine blessing, in a renewed measure of spiritual 
prosperity. 

No part of the field occupied by our Society in Jamaica, has 
been more highly favoured than the district in St. Ann's, in which 
our brethren Clark and Dutton have been called to labour. 
Brown’s Town, with the subordinate stations of Sturge Town and 
Buxton, are supplied by Mr. Clark ; while Clarkson Town, Step- 
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ney, Mount Zion, and Carlisle, furnish ample employment for 
the zeal and energy of his friend and associate Mr. Dutton. The 
nett increase in these churches during the last year is no less than- 
733. Aware of the disparaging representations which have been 
occasionally made respecting the character of the candidates re- 
ceived into our Jamaica churches, these brethren have felt it right 
to add their testimony on this subject to the many previously 
_ given by others. Referring to the great number who had applied 
to them for baptism, Mr. Clark observes: “‘ While our hearts 
were filled with gratitude, we felt it necessary to be tenfold more 
careful lest we should receive merely nominal instead of real 
Christians into the church, and so injure the cause of the 
Redeemer. Again and again was every individual conversed 
with, the most diligent inquiries were made, and the greatest care 
taken to ascertain whether fruits meet for repentance were brought 
forth. Seven hundred and twenty-nine individuals gave pleasing 
evidence of having passed from death unto life, were baptized, 
and added to the churches. I rejoice to say that they are adorn- 
ing the gospel.” Several pious and devoted young men belong- 
ing to these churches desire to be engaged in making known the 
gospel to their perishing kindred in Africa; “ and I trust,” adds 
Mr. Clark, ‘‘the day is not far distant when many of our sable 
friends will be employed in the noble work.” 

The fertilizing showers of divine influence which have refreshed 
Brown’s Town and its vicinity, seem to have extended to S¢. 
Ann’s Bay also, and the stations connected with it. Respecting 
these, Mr. Abbott, their much-esteemed pastor, writes as follows, 
under date of Sept. 9 :— 

“ Cheering symptoms of a revival of religion, especially amongst the youthful portion 
of the congregation, have recently gladdened my heart. Last Sabbath-day, 122 per- 
sons were baptized and admitted to church fellowship ; and, including these, no less 
ies 269 have been added to this and the other churches under my care, within the 
ast two months, We have in the congregations here full 600 young people under 
twenty years of age. Many of these are, I hope, under serious impressions. Not 
less than 100 have become professed followers of the Saviour since Christmas ; and I 
as ree ines a : ee weeks ieass hike as usual, I 1 the classes, double 
larged the chapel on ts Site ee te ea) Dae i Wa of 


the congregations ; and though the chapel accommodates about 2,000 persons, it is still 
too small.” 
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Mr. Benjamin Millard, late of Stepney College, has since joined 
Mr. Abbott, and entered with much activity and zeal into this 
highly promising and extensive field of labour. 

Although, for a considerable part of the year, the churches 
at Falmouth, Refuge, and Waldensia, were left without the 
personal superintendence of their pastor, Mr. Knibb, they have 
been regularly supplied with the means of grace, and have received 
a considerable accession to their number. Mr. J. E. Henderson, 
the first of the ten missionaries recently sent to the island, arrived 
at Falmouth early in October, and was highly gratified by wit- 
nessing the indications of genuine piety amongst the people. On 
the return of Mr. Knibb, who was received with the most joyful 
demonstrations of affectionate attachment on the part of his 
numerous flock, Mr. Henderson took charge of the Waldensia 
- station, where a church of more than four hundred members will 
receive his pastoral attentions, and he will co-operate with Mr. 

Knibb in the various labours continually needed among the 
multitudes belonging to the several congregations in the sur- 
rounding district. 
The distance between the several stations under the care of 
Mr. Dexter, and the pressing applications for an extension of his 
services in other directions, rendered it urgently necessary that a 
new missionary should be associated with him as early as possible. 
To facilitate this arrangement, the people have made strenuous 
exertions, notwithstanding the unprecedented drought, which has 
greatly diminished their power of doing so. Mr. P. H. Cornford 
has been appointed to the station at Rio Bueno, while Stewart 
Town and New Birmingham remain under the care of Mr. 
‘Dexter. The progress made at these stations was described by 
the pen of their valued pastor, in the ‘ Missionary Herald’ for 
November last, which contained also a gratifying account of one 
of the deacons at Rio Bueno, who lately finished his useful course, 
exemplifying in his last moments the peace and joy which the 
gospel only can impart. 

Mr. Burchell, of Montego Bay, whose health, we regret to say, 
continues precarious, has found it extremely difficult to cope with 
the toils and anxieties inseparable from the widely extended 
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sphere in which Providence has placed him. Eight secondary 
stations are now supplied with the means of grace in connection 
with the church at Montego Bay; a church constituted seventeen 
years ago by its present pastor, with thirteen members, and 
which, with its branches, reckons at the present time upwards 
of three thousand, with nearly an equal number of inquirers. 
New chapels are now erecting at two of the out-stations; a service 
which, however necessary, adds not a little to the onerous duties 
of the respected missionary. The zeal with which his negro 
friends co-operate in these exertions, was recently exemplified in 
reference to one of these buildings, that at Mount Carey. Mr. 
Burchell had given notice that on a certain day he intended to 
prepare the foundations, and requested the people to give him a 
day’s labour to cut a new road and make the needful excavations. 
Early in the morning, the roads, lanes, and bye-paths, of that 
part of the parish, were sprinkled with men and women in every 
direction, bearing hoes, hatchets, cutlasses, and crowbars, and the 
number assembled on the spot to begin operations was 538. By 
four o’clock that day, trees were cut down, huge fragments of 
rock removed, the foundations of the chapel dug, and a substan- 
tial road was made. For this statement we are indebted to a 
highly respected member of the Society of Friends, now on a 
visit to Jamaica. It is not without reason that he subjoins the 
remark, “ Leave the voluntary system in undisturbed operation 
in this country, and the people will do all that is needful towards 
providing places of public worship for themselves, without any 
aid from the state.” Mr. William Lloyd, from Whitebrook, in 
Monmouthshire, who has been appointed by the Committee to 
assist Mr. Burchell, has been delayed in this country longer than 
was expected, but will proceed to Montego Bay by the first con- 
veyance that offers. 

The new chapel at Lucea advances but slowly for want of 
funds. In the meanwhile, the missionary, Mr. Francies, and his 
people are exposed to the serious disadvantage of assembling for 
worship on premises altogether inadequate to contain the con- 
gregation. Still, the word is made effectual, and numbers have 
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been admitted into Christian fellowship both at Lucea and Green 
Island. 

The station at Gurney’s Mount, considerably distant from 
Lucea, and of different access, has been recently placed under 
the charge of Mr. Edward Woolley, one of the brethren who 
accompanied Mr. Knibb. 

The churches at Salter’s Hill and Bethtephal, together with 
the recently formed station at Maldon, have prospered under the 
diligent care of their associate pastors, Messrs. Dendy and Pick- 
ton. From the first proposal of a mission to Africa, these churches 
have taken a deep interest in the undertaking; and it should be 
mentioned to their honour that they rank among the very fore- 
most in contributing of their substance to the cause of the 
Redeemer. In addition to providing the requisite support for 
their ministers, they have raised more than £400 sterling, for 
various public objects, of which £150 has been thankfully re- 
ceived as a contribution to the funds of the Parent Society in 
England. Mr. Dendy may be shortly expected home, with a 
view to recruit his health, which has suffered greatly from unre- 
mitting labour. 

It was stated in our last Report that a new and important 
station had been commenced at Bethsalem, in St. Elizabeth’s, 
with the help of Mr. George Webb from Bristol College. The 
difficulties incident to such an undertaking were beginning to 
disappear, and the materials for a Christian church had been 
collected, when it pleased God to remove Mr. Webb to a better 
world. He died of consumption, the disease on account of which 
he visited Jamaica, at Salter’s Hill, on Lord’s Day, Dec. 13. 
Mr. John May, formerly pastor of the church at Saltash, who 
sailed with Mr. Knibb, in the ‘ Reserve,’ has taken charge of 
Bethsalem. A church of eighty-seven members has been already 
gathered there, anda second has been formed at Middle Quarters, 
a few miles distant, also supplied by Mr. May. 

Considerable progress has been made in rebuilding the chapel 
at Savannah-la-Mar, and Mr. Hutchins gratefully acknowledges 
the special contributions made by many friends at home to- 
wards repairing the loss occasioned by its conflagration. Both at 
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Savannah-la-Mar and Fuller’s Field, the ministry has been fol- 
lowed by an abundant blessing; 120 having been received into 
the former church, and ninety-five into the latter. Mr. Hutchins 
has been encouraged to form a new Station about twenty miles from 
Fuller’s Field, which he calls Bunyan’s Mount; and more recently 
a fourth, in that part of St. Elizabeth’s which borders upon West- 
moreland. Even before this extension of his labours, another 
missionary was urgently needed in this district, and the Committee: 
will rejoice to be enabled to send one without delay. 

Before concluding this summary account of the progress of the 
Jamaica mission, we add one paragraph in relation to the happy 
change which complete emancipation has wrought in the temporal 
condition of the people generally. This will be deemed nothing more 
than an act of justice to our missionary brethren, by those who re- 
member how effectually they advocated the measure, and how bit- 
terly they were opposed and maligned for doing so. The sentence is ~ 
stamped with official authority, being extracted from papers laid 
by the Government before the House of Commons. 

“The abrogation of the apprenticeship has, with astonishing celerity, developed all 
those elements of prosperity contemplated by statesmen as one of its most important ob- 
jects, in a degree beyond the most sanguine expectations ; as evinced in the large amount 
of capital since invested in this colony, in the purchase of lands at an amazingly in- 
creased value, by resident individuals ; in the improvement and increase of buildings for 
social and mercantile uses ; in the erection and enlargement of temples for religious 
worship ; in the improved cultivation, and greater care and attention paid to the 
fencing and subdivision of land; and in the division of wealth among the working 
people, by which their present appearance, and social habits and morals, have 
been improved to a most gratifying and, considering the short space of time, surprising 
extent.” 

Bahamas.—Mr. Capern, whose departure for New Providence 
was mentioned in our last Report, arrived at Nassau in safety on 
the 11th of June. He found the mission premises and chapel 
much out of repair, and the people of his new charge in a scattered 
and depressed condition. Undismayed by the various and for- 
midable difficulties. which surrounded him, sustained by faith in 
God, and cherishing affectionate solicitude for the souls of his 
flock, our respected brother applied himself vigorously to the 
duties of his station, and already has begun to realize the pro- 
mised blessing. The attendance on public worship is much in- 
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creased, the people show attachment to their minister, and en- 
courage him greatly by their orderly and decorous behaviour. 
Several additions have been made to the church, which now con- 
tains about 250 members, and others are about to join it. The 
pastor preaches both in the new and old chapel at Nassau, and 
visits three other places in the island; at one of which, Grant 
Town, he is anxious to erect a place of worship. The work of 
education is not overlooked, and a young man, who has shown con- 
siderable aptitude in acquiring knowledge, is training for a teacher. 
Mr. Capern is deeply impressed with the claims of the out islands, 
which he describes as an important and promising field of labour. 
Difficult as it is for him, single-handed, to answer the continued 
demands which the Nassau station makes upon his time and 
strength, he has already visited some of the smaller islands, and 
subsequently sent to one of them, Great Bahama, a Mr. M‘Donald, 
who, for some years, has been accustomed to preach the gospel to 
his sable countrymen at Nassau. At the earnest solicitation of 
Mr. Capern, and from a thorough conviction that the state of this 
mission requires it, the Committee are about to send him an as- 
sociate. Mr. Littlewood, who has for some time been under 
the instruction of the Rev. W. Clements, of Halstead, will shortly 
embark with this view. 

In the eastern extremity of the Bahamas’ group of islands, Mr. 
Quant has continued to labour with much perseverance, and not 
without success. To the churches at Grand Cay, Salt Cay, and 
Heneagua, twenty-nine have been added. In some of these cases 
the change has been so remarkable as to excite general surprise, 
and fill the heart of the missionary with adoring gratitude. Mr. 
Quant has been much occupied in building small places of worship 
on three of the islands, and has been enabled to accomplish this, 
notwithstanding the extreme poverty of the people, with very little 
aidfrom home. Of late the health of our worthy brother has suffered 
from the fatigue and exposure attending his exertions at home and 
voyages to the surrounding islands, so that, in this case also, it is 
intended to send help with the least possible delay. 

Honduras.—The station at Belize, in the colony of Honduras, has 
at length been supplied with a second missionary; Mr. C. H. Hosken, 
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formerly of Clonmel, in Ireland, having embarked with his family 
for that port, about three months ago. This reinforcement had 
become the more necessary, not only from the bodily weakness of 
our esteemed brother Mr. Henderson, but from the growing en- 
largement of the mission itself. Successive additions have been 
made to the church, which now comprises more than one hundred 
members, and from it the word of the Lord is beginning to sound 
forth into the region round about. At a place called Baker’s 
Bank, about twenty miles up the river, where Mr. Henderson has 
for some time preached occasionally, a resident proprietor, whose 
family received a blessing from his ministry, contributed liberally 
towards the erection of a chapel, which was opened on the Ist of 
July; the whole expense having been met with the exception ofabout 
£100. At this place Mr. F. Horsfall is occupied in making known 
the gospel, and imparting elementary instruction. Mr. Crowe, 
who has long assisted Mr. Henderson in his schools, has proceeded 
about 250 miles into the Mosquito Country, having been appointed 
chaplain and schoolmaster to a settlement there, in connexion with 
the Central American Agricultural Company. Two other in- 
dividuals, connected with the church-at Belize, are about to 
occupy other spheres of usefulness under the superintendence of 
Mr. Henderson; one of them belonging to the Charib tribe of 
Indians, the original inhabitants of the country, before it fell 
under the power of the Europeans. The Superintendent, or 
Governor of the colony, has kindly presented the mission with a 
piece of land for a burying ground. A site for an additional 
dwelling house has also been given by Mr. Adams, the worthy 
deacon of the church, in the anticipation of welcoming a second 
missionary amongst them. 
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AFRICA. 


From Graham’s Town, the only station which the Society has 
yet occupied on the African Continent, we have heard but little 
more than that Mr. Aveline and his friends have been engaged in 
building a new and more commodious chapel; but, in another 
direction, the Committee have entered upon a new and arduous 
undertaking, which has excited a lively interest in the Christian 
public at large, and which it is humbly hoped may be rendered a 
blessing to thousands. 

The friends of the Society are fully aware of the earnest desire 
felt and expressed by numbers of our negro brethren in Jamaica, 
that the gospel should be sent to the land of their fathers. Nor 
is this all; many of them, though well aware of the peculiar 
dangers attending such an enterprise, have avowed their cheerful 
willingness to brave those dangers, and accompany any missionary 
who might be appointed to undertake it. 

On maturely considering the circumstances of Western Africa, 
it appeared indispensable that one or two brethren should proceed 
thither, in the first instance, with a view to explore the proposed 
field. of labour, and take the necessary preliminary measures for 
settling a small band of missionaries, with the least possible risk 
of life and freedom, and where it may be hoped they will be most 
useful. 

Two brethren well qualified for this undertaking, not only by 
their zeal and devotedness, but by a thorough knowledge of the 
negro character, obtained by a long residence in Jamaica, have 
have gone forth on this errand of mercy—the Rev. John Clarke, 
from Jericho, and Dr. G. K. Prince, who practised the healing art 
there with great reputation and success. These friends embarked 
on board a trading vessel, destined for Fernando Po, on the 13th 
of October last, and after proceeding leisurely along the coast, 
calling at Cape Palmas and Cape Coast Castle by the way, 
reached that island on new-year’s day. Every opportunity 
which presented itself, both on the voyage and since its termi-

nation, of procuring the desired information, was eagerly embraced. 
At various places the natives were addressed, through the medium 
of an interpreter, on the principal object of their visit; and at 
Fernando Po, where many of the inhabitants have a partial 
acquaintance with our language, daily instruction has. been given 
at the premises hired by the missionaries, to all who choose to 
attend. Subsequently, Messrs. Clarke and Prince passed over to 
the main land, and visited several of the native chiefs, to whom 
they had been furnished with letters of introduction by the kind- 
ness of Lieut. Col. Nicholls, formerly governor of Fernando Po. 
With scarcely a single exception they were treated with kindness, 
and were assured that missionaries would be favourably received. 
It is uncertain as yet whether much further progress can be made 
into the interior; enough seems already ascertained to show that 
no insuperable difficulties forbid the planting of a mission there, 
while the state of the population affords painful demonstration of 
its urgent necessity. May the all-governing providence of God 
smile upon this, and every effort to heal the cruel injuries which 
have for ages been inflicted on the children of Ham, and hasten 
the glorious day when Ethiopia shall, in devout adoration, stretch 
out her hands unto God.

This list, it will be perceived, does not include the five female 
teachers who accompanied Mr. Knibb on his return, and whose 
intelligent and pious efforts will, we trust, prove eminently useful 
in raising the character of their own sex in Jamaica. Although 
the Society bore a part of the expense of their passage, these 
ladies will be provided for independently of its funds. Such is 
the need of more labourers, both in the east and the west, that as 
many, at least, ought to be despatched in the year now begun, as 
have now been enumerated. In Jamaica, especially, the efforts al- 
ready made seem scarcely to have done more than brought to 
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light the wants which are yet to be supplied. Suitable agents for 
this field are not wanting, if the means of sending them forth be 
supplied. No further argument can be required, to prove the 
need of still increased exertions, among all who approve the object 
of the Society, to enlarge the number of its friends, and the 
amount of contributions in its behalf. 

The Committee thankfully acknowledge that considerable pro- 
gress has been made in this respect, since our last annual meeting. 
Some of our churches, who had not previously aided the funds of 
the Society, have kindly come forward to its help, while, in other 
quarters, where contributions have been regularly made hereto- 
fore, the amount has been augmented. 

The sum received for general purposes has been £18,097. 5s. 8d. 
being an increase of £2,860. 16s. 10d. upon the preceding year. 
Towards the expence of forwarding the ten additional missionaries 
for Jamaica, two thousand pounds were subscribed; and the clos- 
ing appeal of our zealous friend, Mr. Knibb, for means to remove 
the debt owing by the Society, produced £2,100. 3s. 8d. The 
sum would have been larger had all the sums promised for that 
object been paid in by the close of the financial year. It is pro- 
per to add that the engagement made by Mr. Knibb, on the part 
of the Jamaica churches, to collect £500, towards the debt, has 
been more than redeemed. Six hundred pounds have already 
been forwarded, and some addition will be made to the sum. In 
aid of our Oriental Translations, the American and Foreign Bible 
Society have made a further donation of 4000 dollars, amounting 
to £825. 13s. 10d. This remittance was forwarded through the 
medium of the Bible Translation Society, formed last year among 
ourselves, from the funds of which a further contribution of five 
hundred pounds, for the same object, have been paid over to our 
treasurer, and remitted to Calcutta. The sum of £2065. 12s. 2d. 
has been subscribed towards the West African Mission. Alto- 
gether the receipts of the year amount to £26,656. 17s. 2d., being 
an excess of. £7,322. 5s. 4d. above the income of the preceding, 
The expenses have, meanwhile, increased in an equal proportion, 
They have amounted, including the balance against the Society at 
the beginning of the year, to £28,615. 10s. 6d., leaving a balance 
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due to the Treasurer of one thousand nine hundred and fifty-eight 
pounds, thirteen shillings, and fourpence.

Let us thank him for the help 
afforded to those of our brethren who are still bearing the heat 
and burden of the day, and for the continued favour with which 
he vouchsafes to follow their self-denying exertions to promote the 
interests of his kingdom, and the salvation of immortal souls. 
Nor should we overlook the mercy shown, both to the Society, 
and to the heathen, in the entrance of an additional number of 
brethren into the field, each destined, we trust, to turn many to 
' righteousness, and shine as the stars for ever and ever. If these 
considerations call for humble thanksgivings, they summon us, at 
the same time, to more strenuous exertions. These, it has been 
already shown in the progress of our narrative, are urgently

3. That all persons subscribing, annually, Half-a-Guinea or upwards, or Five Guineas 
at one time, shall be Members of this Auxiliary; that all such Subscribers 
of Half-a-Guinea shall be entitled to the abstract of the Annual Report, and 
of one Guinea and upwards, to the large Report of the Parent Society. 

4, That the business of the Auxiliary shall be conducted by a Committee, with one 
or two Secretaries and a Treasurer. The Committee to hold its meetings quar- 
terly in different places in the County. 

5. That the whole amount of Money received by this Auxiliary, after deducting 
necessary expenses, shall be remitted annually, or oftener, to the Treasurer of 
the Parent Society in London, with an Alphabetical List of Collections and 
Subscriptions. 

6, That a General Meeting of the Members of the Auxiliary shall be held annu- 
ally, when a Report of the Proceedings shall be presented, intelligence com.

AN ABSTRACT 


OF THE 


RULES». OF VTHLS, SOCIETY. 


1. Twat a voluntary Subscription be opened for the benevolent and 
pious purposes of the Society. 


2. That any person subscribing One Guinea per annum shall be a 
member during the continuance of such Subscription ; and that a Dona- 
tion of Ten Guineas or upwards shall constitute a member for life. 
Such persons are eligible for election on the Committee, and entitled to 
vote at all public meetings of the Society. 


3. The Committee shall consist of the Treasurer, Secretary, eleven 
laymen, and six ministers, with power to add to their number ; three of 
whom shall be sufficient to transact business.

REPORT. 


As your Committee are in possession of a much greater number 

of facts than could possibly be condensed into their Report without 

-making the document simply statistical, they forego the common- 

place topics of introduction, and proceed, without further preliminary 

remark, to submit to you an account of their proceedings and of 
the state of the Society during the past year. 


WEST OF ENGLAND. 


The accounts from the North of Devon are very cheering. Our 
brethren there are working diligently and in faith, and the Lord is 
working with them. It is not long since they surrendered our 
brother Pulsford to be an evangelist in a district considerably 
remote from and more important in some respects than their 
own; and the Great Head of the church has not only sup- 
plied our brother’s place with able, wise, and devoted successors, 
but rewarded the surrender by continued and even increased pros- 
perity. From Hatherly Mr. Rockhey writes :—“I am happy to 
inform you that our labours in this place have not been ‘in vain in 
the Lord.’ He has graciously granted us tokens of his presence 
and blessing in the conversion of sinners. Nineteen converts have 
been baptized during the year. We expect next month to baptize 
several more who give satisfactory evidence that they are ‘new 
creatures in Christ Jesus.’ Many others are deeply impressed 
with the importance of salvation. To God be all the praise! 
Our chapel, which will seat about 300 persons, is well attended and 
frequently crowded. We have three village stations, Sheepwash, 
Okehampton, and Hall Park. At the last mentioned village our 
place of meeting was once a public-house, resorted to by sabbath- 
breakers and drunkards: it is now a house of prayer crowded with 
attentive hearers. In this place several persons have been converted 
to God, and some that were awfully sinful and profane have become 
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eminently pious and devoted. One man in particular I may refer 
to as a signal monument of divine grace. He had been a notorious 
sabbath-breaker, never came home on the Sunday night without 
being drunk, often shamefully beat his wife, and rendered his 
family miserable by his profanity and cruelty. But hearing the 
gospel in this place he was brought to repentance. He now re- 
joices in pardoning love ; he is happy in his family ; and his neigh- 
bours, astonished at the change which has been produced in him and 
others, exclaim, ‘ What hath God wrought!’ Our present number 
of members is forty-two. We are united in love, and determined, 
in the strength of God, to seek by prayer and effort the salvation 
of our fellow men. At Croyde the chapel has been considerably 
enlarged ; it is filled with attentive hearers, and many are inquiring 
the way to Zion. In the neighbourhood of Muckworthy Mr. Davey 
is reaping some of the fruits of his labours. ‘Twenty-three have 
been baptized in his district during the year ; there are twenty in- 
quirers; about 1500 hearers; and 350 children in the sabbath schools.” 

From Brayford our brother Cutchiffe writes, “ I am happy to say 
that in general our movements are of a progressive character. Peace 
and harmony prevailamongus. We are attempting tostorm thestrong- 
holdsof sin and Satan. We have some success, and we believe that 
more combined, vigorous, and prayerful efforts would produce still 
more delightful results. Our number of members is ninety-seven, 
scattered over a wild and desolate country ; but God can make the wil- 
derness and the desert to rejoice and blossom as the rose. Eleven 
have been added by baptism. At the beginning of the year we had 
a debt on our chapel of € 80: we have-raised £60 entirely among 
ourselves, and hope shortly to pay eff the remainder. We have 
a branch society on behalf of the Home and Foreign Missions, from 
which we expect to raise upwards of £10 per annum. I visit 
six stations, in all of which there is much to encourage. I preach 
three times, walk ten miles, and superintend two schools every 
Lord’s day. I generally preach four nights in the week.” 

Bideford is no longer one of the stations of the Society, our 
valued brother Spasshatt having foregone, generously and volunta- 
rily, the assistance which was formerly indispensable. In _ his an- 
swer to an inquiry of the Committee as to the condition and _pros- 
pects of their late charge, our brother says, “ If allowed to 
consult my own feelings I would rather say nothing about the 
interest at this place; yet, as you particularly request inform- 
ation, I would just state, that after labouring here about eight 
months the congregation is considerably increased; the prayer 
meetings and lectures are well attended ; twenty-four persons have 
been baptized ; and nine others are proposed for communion. The 
debt on the chapel, however, is not far from £700. How this 
sum is to be paid I know not, as the people are poor. May the 
Lord influence the mind of some kind friend to relieve the church 
from this heavy burden,” 


. 
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SOUTH AND MIDLAND DISTRICT, 


In Buckrneuamsutre the Society has two Missionary stations ; 
Fenny Stratford and Mursley. Notwithstanding the discourage- 
ments under which Mr, Lake has laboured, at the former, he has 
baptized several persons during the year. He reports sixteen in- 
quirers, 370 hearers, and six village stations. He also reports 
several striking instances of individual conversion ; the following 
is the most interesting. ‘* While preaching in the open air at Milton 
I was interrupted by a notorious drunkard. A labouring man who 
was returning from work at the time stopped to listen, and per- 
ceiving that I was about to close my discourse on account of the tor- 
rent of abuse which was poured upon me, persuaded me to proceed, 
and said he would be my defender. After I had left the village 
he went to the public-house to fight, and so punish my disturber. 
Next Sabbath he did much better : he came to chapel, and has not 
only regularly attended our meetings ever since, but has become a 
decided Christian. His brother has since been converted. Milton, 
where he resides, is the most interesting of my village stations. 
The cottage in which we worship is crowded, and many more would 
attend if we hada chapel. Five persons are waiting to be baptized, 
and others appear to be concerned about their salvation.” From 
the other station, Mursley, Mr. Simmonds writes :—‘ During the 
year I have preached about seven sermons a week ; many of them in 
open air. Ihave exchanged about 400 tracts every week in five 
villages : there have been two conversions to God by means of the 
tracts. I have also visited hundreds of families from house to 
house. Eight have been added by baptism, and the number of 
hearers is about 300.” 

Our brother WaurTon has sent the following abstract from the 
report of the 


WILTS AND EAST SOMERSET AUXILIARY. 


The intelligence from the different stations is, upon the whole, 
very encouraging. From Corsham brother Webley writes, “ Though 
we have had some things in our church of a somewhat painful 
nature, yet the Lord has not been unmindful of us. Since we last 
addressed you, we have added three by baptism, and are expecting 
four others to follow their example shortly, At Allington there 
are two inguirers, and at Yatton two are expected soon to be 
received into the church. At Biddestone and Moore Green there 
are several hopeful characters. We hope these blossoms will soon 
ripen into fruit.” 

From Berwick St. John brother Alcock writes, “ As a church, 
we are in the enjoyment of the blessing of peace, and the whole 
aspect is such as to afford matter of devout thanksgiving and 
encouragement. At Chalk, a populous village, I have frequently 
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a hundred hearers; and the violent opposition I met with at first is 
gradually dying away.” 

Brother Webb writes from Semly: “ Four have joined the 
church by baptism, and we are expecting a still larger increase next 
month. Our Sabbath school consists of sixty children. Some who have 
been instructed there have become members of the church, and others 

are candidates for the same privilege. We have had one remark- 

able instance of divine grace in a neighbouring village. The father 
of a large family had most violently opposed his wife, and threatened 
her with the most cruel treatment if she ever entered the 
baptistery. His enmity however, has been subdued, and he 
is now about, with his wife, to follow the Saviour in the 
same delightful way. Never was there a period in the 
history of the mission, when the aspect of things appeared more 
encouraging.” 

Your Society has two other stations in Somersetshire, Wells 
and Borobridge. At Wells Mr. Crossman has baptized eighteen 
during the year, most of them from Litton, a village station on the 
Mendip hills. He also preaches at Croscomb and North Wootton 
and Dassell. At each of these stations the preaching of the word 
is well attended. From Borobridge Mr. Baker writes as follows :— 
‘«* Seventeen members have been added by baptism this year. We 
have also four candidates and upwards of twenty inquirers. We 
have five village stations. At Northmoorgreen the inhabitants have 
long been notorious for ignorance and depravity, but there is a 
delightful work going on amongst them at present. Many, who 
were formerly drunkards and blasphemers, are now worshipping 
God in the spirit, and others are under serious impressions. At 
Woodhill, containing a population of 1600 souls, we have threeservices. 
The room is crowded, and many are obliged to go away for want of 
accommodation. At Slathe we have only one service a week. The 
cottage is crammed, and good is being done. We shall preach in 
the open air at each of these stations as soon as the weather will 
permit. At Ling and Oath we do not make much progress: but 
even at these places there are some instances of good. Three sisters 
in one family have lately been converted. When the first daughter 
became serious, her parents persecuted her most fearfully. The 
fortitude and Christian meekness with which she bore it, made a 
deep impression on her two sisters. They have both become 
decided characters. The impression produced by our protracted 
meetings in January last, in which we had the valuable services of 
our brother Thompson, of Swansea, is not lessened but increased. 

The Groucestersurre Avuxitrary has long desired the ser- 
vices of an evangelist. Your Committee are happy in being able, 
at length, to gratify this desire. They have appointed to the dis- 
trict their valued friend Mr. Barnes, in whose piety, zeal, and pru- 
dence they have great confidence, and for the success of whose 
labours they have no doubt many fervent prayers will be presented 
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to God. At present there are two places in this county under your 
patronage. First Gloucester, which after having for many years 
been threatened with extinction, is now, through the divine bless- 
ing, full of life and promise. Twenty-two members have been 
added to the church during the year; there are about thirty in- 
quirers ; and the chapel, which was formerly very much too large, 
is now as much too small. The other station is Hillsley. 
Mr. White writes, ‘‘ I am happy to inform you, that the cause of 
Christ in Hillsley is promising, and this is the more cheering when 
we consider the very low state to which it was reduced. Ten 
have been added by baptism; there are twenty-three inquirers, 
and a spirit of hearing is beginning to pervade the whole neigh- 
bourhood. I am engaged every night, Saturday excepted. T'wo 
facts of individual conversion I ought not to omit. About two 
months ago a female, who had been a hearer for years, dreamed 
that she was ‘ weighed in the balances and found wanting.’ She 
requested me to preach from the text. I did so, and it pleased 
God to bless the sermon to her decided conversion. The other 
instance is that of a young person, one of three sisters. The eldest 
has followed the Saviour already, and the one to which I now refer 
is prepared to do the same. The means of the great change was 
the relation of an anecdote of three sisters, which I heard from the 
devoted Secretary of your Society, when he was last at Wotton- 
Under-Edge.” 

The following account of the NorrineHamsHIRE and Drrsy- 
sHirE Auxiiary is from the pen of the Travelling Secretary, by 
whom it has lately been visited. 


“ My visit to the Nottinghamshire and Derbyshire Auxiliary with the Rey. 
J. Simmonds, of Leicester, as a deputation, has given me great satisfac- 
tion. Ithasalso been productive, I trust, of some benefit. In many places 
where last year the congregations were small, this year they were over- 
flowing ; and in most instances, the word was listened to with anxious and 
tearful attention. Mr. Simmonds’s closing address to the young, at George 
Street, Nottingham, will long be remembered with thrilling interest. I 
found all the stations in a state of prosperity ; but space will allow me to 
refer particularly only to Newark, which had been regarded some time 
previously almost with despair. Mr. Kirtland has been there about seven 
months, during which period his labours have been greatly blessed. The 
congregation presents quite another aspect. Six months ago there were 
only six inquirers, now there are upwards of thirty: twenty-eight persons 
have been added to the church: there is a good sabbath school, and every 
promise of continued prosperity. One case of remarkable conversion, which 
occurred at Woodboro’, I cannot but mention, A person of most abandoned 
character there had been accustomed, when in a state of intoxication, to go 
to the house of our brother Ward, and standing before the door, express 
his intense hatred of religion by giving utterance to the most horrid blas- 
phemies. Mr. Ward prayerfully determined to seek his conversion: a 
favourable opportunity soon occurred 3 Mr. Ward met him in the street ina 
state of sobriety ; pointed out to him, in a calm, decided, tender, Christian 
spirit,this awful guilt and danger; and implored him to seek reconciliation 
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with God through that gracious Saviour whom he had so impiously in- 
sulted. By this conversation the Spirit of God wrought powerfully on the 
heart of the blasphemer, and he is now devoted to the faithwhich once he 
endeavoured to destroy. The beloved pastor of George Street, Notting- 
ham, has visited all the stations, which has much revived them. Through- 
out the district the collections have been larger than on any former occa- 
sion. The efforts of Mr. Cooke, the respected Secretary, and of the dear 
young people at Nottingham, are worthy of emphatic record, and call for 
devout gratitude to God, who has stimulated and blessed them. 


There is a good report from the Lincolnshire Auxiliary. The 
Cambridgeshire is also working well according to its means. ‘The 
brethren in Norfolk have held special meetings at their Association 
for the advancement of Home Missionary interests in their own 
county ; and have erected a new chapel at Holt. The Secretary of 
the Oxfordshire Auxiliary bears a pleasing testimony to the progress 
of the mission in that county. The East Worcestershire employs an 
additional missionary, and has thrown fresh vigour into its opera- 
tions. The Herefordshire Auxiliary has been re-organized, and 
besides Hereford and Garway, Ledbury again receives the assistance 
of the Society. From the stations in Essex, Sussex, Hampshire, 
and Berkshire, the accounts are on the whole satisfactory. 


NORTH OF ENGLAND, ENCLUDING THE EAST RIDING OF 
YORKSHIRE, 


In several places in this extensive and important district, your 
evangelist, Mr. Pulsford, has laboured indefatigably, and, through 
divine mercy, with a measure of success, alike cheering and instruc- 
tive. The questions are often asked, What does the Society mean 
by an evangelist >—and, What is the precise nature of his work ? 
The following facts, few in comparison of the many of which your 
Committee are in possession, will furnish a reply to these questions, 
more intelligible and satisfactory than the most perspicuous definition. 
Our first extract is from a letter dated September 10th, 1840, from 
Mr. Fisher, of High Fotherly. 


“When I last saw you, you wished me to write a short account of the 
late revival of the work of God among us. I shall now, with all brevity, 
endeavour to comply with your request. You will remember I stated at 
Newcastle, that previous to Mr. Pulsford’s visit, things for some time had 
worn a more pleasing aspect than usual, especially at Broomley. We had 
long expected Mr. Pulsford, and in that expectation the prayers of the 
people had more or less a specific reference to the object of his visit. 
Your worthy evangelist at length arrived, and was received with cordial 
affection. Special meetings for a revival of religion were held twice a 
day, in the morning at five o'clock, in the evening at seven. The chapel 
at Broomley soon became filled to excess, deep seriousness began to per- 
vade the assembly, and it was evident to every pious mind that a more 
than ordinary work had commenced. There was nothing extravagant, 
nothing vociferous or enthusiastic ; but deep-toned feeling was evinced by 
the many tears that rolled down the cheeks of the aged and the young. 
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Often did every eye seem fixed on the speaker, and the stillness of death 
pervaded the congregation, as if the preacher was pronouncing their final 
doom. Meetings for anxious inquirers were soon appointed, to which day 
after day many awakened souls resorted for instruction and advice. In 
short, by the blessing of Heaven on these efforts, we trust many, who had 
been halting between the service of Christ and the service of the world, 
have been brought to decision, and not a few to seek and find salvation 
through the blood of the Lamb. Every house in Broomley but one now 
contains those who have recently been baptized on a profession of faith. 
Among these are parents and children, masters and servants. One family, 
under whose roof the gospel was preached for many years, consisting of 
nine persons besides two servants, are now all baptized and united with 
the people of God. Another household in the neighbourhocd is among 
those who have been added to the church during the revival. The blessed 
work, I am happy to say, has extended more or less to some of the neigh- 
bouring places. Meetings were held for the same object at Shotley Field 
and Rowley, and not without some pleasing success. The attendance and 
anxiety at both places were highly encouraging, and from each the church 
has received some accessions. In all, sixty persons have followed the 
Redeemer’s example. I am glad to inform you that there are more in- 
uuirers. 

Me In connexion with the conversion of sinners and the decision of the 
wavering, it has been one leading design with Mr. Pulsford in his addresses, 
to arouse the church to more practical effort for the conversion of souls. 
In some degree, I trust, he has accomplished his purpose, as more vigorous 
exertions are being made for this object than before: though much, very 
much, remains to be done before his benevolent intentions will be accom- 
plished. In conclusion, I would beg leave to say, that from these 
and many more instances of usefulness, which have resulted from the 
labours of your esteemed evangelist in the north, the Committee and all 
the friends of the Baptist Home Missionary Society must be fully con- 
vinced of the utility of such agents, and of the great importance of endea- 
vouring speedily to increase their number. Pray for us, that our course 
may be onward, and not retrograde, till the dwellers in all these hills and 
valleys shall be brought to submit to the Prince of peace. + 

«“P,S. Mr. Sample of Neweastle, and other brethren, kindly assisted us 
in some of the services. And your own seasonable aid will not soon be 
forgotten.” 


We now turn to the journal of our brother Pulsford :— 


“ Being overwhelmed with a multiplicity of engagements, I should 
prefer that intellizence should be supplied by the ministers and friends in 
the different localities where I have been. My efforts at Bridlington were 
commenced in October, and, for the first three weeks, continued every 
morning at five o’clock, and every evening at seven, visiting from house 
to house through the day as time and strength would admit, and holding 
an inquirers’ meeting each night after the public service. During this 
period, had the chapel been three times the size it would have been filled, 
and consequently the work would have been far more extensive and 
powerful than it was. I then held services in the evening only, for a fort- 
night : and then went on with morning and evening services again for 
another week. A deep and extensive impression was made. There 
were sixty-five inquirers, thirty-two of whom have been baptized and 
added to the church. 

“ Some Independents of Skipsea having pressed me several times to 
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visit them, I did so, and staid with them five days. I held meetings 
every night and morning in the Independent and Methodist chapels, and 
visited nearly every house in the place. A good impression was made, 
and I hope both congregations were stirred up to a holy determination to 
pray and labour more for the conversion of souls, and the spread of the 
glorious gospel of the blessed God. I then returned to Bridlington for a 
few days longer, and endeavoured to put things in a train for employing, 
with zealous perseverance and united activity, the energy of the whole 
church, in vigorous efforts for the glory of God and the salvation of sin- 
ners. I next proceeded to Stockton on Tees, to hold some meetings in con- 
nexion with the re-opening of our chapel there, which had been enlarged. 
Dec. 17th, brother Giles, of Leeds, preached two beautiful sermons, and 
returned the next morning: on the evening of the 18th, the Sunday 
school tea party was held, after which several addresses were delivered, 
which produced some little feeling. This induced us to publish meetings 
for the next morning and evening; but I now thik we were pre- 
mature, the feeling was: not deep enough to warrant it; on Lord’s day, 
the 20th, the congregations were good all three times. I then proceeded 
with morning and evening meetings, but the severity of the weather and 
the state of the place were much against us; besides which Christmas 
was just at hand, which is ever a most dissipating season, Almost dis- 
tracted for the state of the town night and day, I was loath to give it up, 
though very poorly with cold and hoarseness, with feverish, restless 
nights, so that it was only with much weakness I could faintly pursue 
the great object ; but praise and glory to the Lord for his amazing good- 
ness and mercy, he heard priyer, and some few were awakened, 
and others were brought to decision who had most sinfully trifled with 
their convictions for years; twelve were baptized before I left, and ten 
more were expected soon to follow; and besides these, a most 
excellent man, who had been baptized before, a preacher in the town, 
decided to unite with the church, and I have no doubt will be a most 
efficient help to them. On receiving your letter, requesting me to visit 
Shropshire, I determined at once to leave and go to Malton, where I had 
been expected for some time ; and where they had put off their Sun- 
day school tea party until my arrival. As soon as this became known, 
the young people got up a petition, and took it about for signatures, 
pressing me to remain, and stating that it was their conviction that the 
good work was only beginning ; this, I believe, was really true: but not 
expecting any very powerful or extensive work without much more time 
and strength than [I could then command, I left, and proceeded to 
Boroughbridge, on my way to Malton. At Asenby, I was kindly received 
and entertained by William Tetley, Esq., and preached in his house at 
night to a pleasmg company. Preached at Dishforth the next evening, 
and the next day went into Boroughbridge ; preached three times on the 
Lord’s day, and each evening for the next four days; the congregations 
increased in numbers and interest, but the weather was so intensely cold, 
and there being no means of warming the chapel, and the people haying 
for the most part so far to come in the snow, and feeling myself too weak 
and poorly to visit from house to house, I determined to go on to Malton ; 
yet I think Boroughbridge and the whole neighbourhood would soon en- 
kindle in one holy blaze, if suitable means were adopted. On arriving at 
Malton I was most kindly welcomed, and met the friends, sixteen in 
number, at their prayer-meeting, and gave them a short address the 
same evening; I found that things were improving under the wise and 
persevering activity of brother Boyce, a student from Bradford. college ; 
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but still the cause was very low and desolate indeed. On Lord’s day, 
the 17th of January, in the forenoon, we had thirty persons, besides a 
few children recently gathered into the Sunday school, re-established by 
brother Boyce. In the afternoon the chapel was three parts full ; and in’the 
evening, crowded ; the next morning we commenced at five o’clock, and 
had a good attendance for the first meeting, which was doubled the next 
morning ; and from this time the meetings went on steadily increasing in 
numbers and power to the very last. Sometimes we were much crowded, 
and on the two last Lord’s days it was said that as many went away who 
could not get in as those who got in, while every part was crammed full, 
aisles, vestry and all, and when brother Boyce and I came to chapel at 
six o’clock, we met crowds returning, not being able to get within 
the door, and it was with difficulty that we got to the pulpit ; and after 
the service not less than one hundred and fifty stayed at the inquirers’ 
meeting ; fifteen were added to the church that day, twelve who 
had been baptized, and three restored, but a larger number are expected 
to be baptized next Lord’s day, and I trust every Lord’s day for some 
time to come at least. The convictions of some were very deep and 
powerful ; one young man was nearly bereft of his reason for a time, and 
an old man, aged seventy-three, wept like a child, erying out, “‘ Seventy- 
three, and not cut down, what a wonder!” “seventy-three, and no fruit, 
O how awful!” “ what shall I do?” But most to whom we could gain 
early access, surrendered their souls quickly to the Saviour, relying on 
his blood, and joying in the great salvation. But the great difficulty of 
keeping free from cold and hoarseness through this severe weather, pre- 
vented my visiting extensively, as it was as much as | could do in general 
to get voice enough for the public services of the morning and evening, 
but, through great mercy, I was enabled to preach fifty-one sermons or 
addresses during the twenty-three days I remained in Malton. O that 
all the evils and imperfections in them may be forgiven, and that I may 
find mercy in the last great day, and through the precious blood of the 
Lamb enter the kingdom. We were much indebted to a reclaimed 
drunkard for the steady attendance at the morning meetings, as regu- 
larly every morning he got there and lighted the fire and lamps, so 
that the chapel was nicely lighted and warmed by five o’clock, without 
a single failure; this was so noble, and at the same time so impor- 
tant, that I most gratefully record the fact. They. are now about to 
enlarge the chapel, by the erection of galleries, in which I hope they will 
have the liberal assistance of all the friends of the Redeemer, as by this 
noble effort their indefatigable young minister hopes to make it indepen- 
dent of the Home Mission by the end of the present year, and without it 
the cause never can support itself.” 


Since the above was written your Committee have ascertained 
that in all upwards of fifty persons have been baptized. 

All who are acquainted with the general movements of the Tra- 
velling Secretary are aware, that he is accustomed to merge the 
character of a collector in the more exalted one of an evangelist, 
and to obtain funds not so much by directly advocating the 
cause of Home Missions, as indirectly by appeals to arouse the 
careless, and stimulate the piety of the people of God. In several 
instances, when he has had a few days to spare, he has devoted 
them to a series of special services, in some church to which he 
has been invited for the purpose. Not many weeks ago, he 
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assisted in this good work our brother Scott, at Shipley. In a 
letter to Mr. Roe, dated March the 17th, brother Scott says : 


“ Ag to the number of inquirers, I believe there are in all upwards of one 
hundred, but I have seen only about sixty, one by one, in the vestry. The 
work has not yet ceased, though in some degree abated. Our week-day 
meetings are attended perhaps more numerously then when you were here. 
Last Lord’s day, I baptized twenty-two, six males and sixteen females, of 
all ages from thirteen to upwards of sixty. Some of those baptized have 
been awakened since you were here; but most of them attributed their 
first and deepest impressions to your preaching, especially to the sabbath 
morning and evening sermons. An awful accident has since occurred to 
one of the persons baptized. She had been partially impressed under your 
preaching, but tried to stifle her convictions. Coming one night to the 
door of the school-room, she heard me speak from the words, ‘To him 
that hath shall be given, but from him that hath not shall be taken away 
that which he hath.’ The exercise impressed her mind, and she could find 
no peace until she had surrendered herself to Christ. Her joy was then as 
great as had been her distress. On the Monday, however, just after she 
had prepared for the service, and while leaning her head against the man- 
tle-piece in a musing mood, the fire caught her clothing. She ran out of 
the house in a blaze, and is so dreadfully burnt that I fear she cannot re- 
cover. She is, however, in a most delightful frame of mind, and it is her 
principal concern, that the painful providence may be blessed to the con- 
version of many.” 


As an example of the way in which the Lord often blesses the 
labours of our brother on ordinary occasions, we may refer to the 
following letter, recently addressed to him by a preacher of the gos- 
pel in London, 


“A few months ago you were travelling through Buckinghamshire, and 
preaching the gospel at several villages there. One of these villages—Ick- 
ford—you well remember, I have no doubt; and also the discourse which 
you delivered there, from Ephes. v.14. I have reason to believe, that the 
most delightful effects have resulted from your labours on that interesting 
occasion. Three or four young men were then awakened to a concern for 
the salvation of their souls. One of them, a dear brother of mine, I must 
say a few words about. He staid in the chapel after you had finished 
the sermon, and you laid your hand upon his shoulder, at the same time 
making afew remarks to him ; but he hung down bis head like a bulrush, 
and answered not a word, for his heart was more than full. The impres- 
sion then made still remains ! 

“In the providence of God he has been bronght to London to reside with 
me ; he first inquired, on arriving, whether ‘1 knew Mr. Roe.’ I replied, 
‘No!’ He then asked ‘ Could I find him out?’ I said. ‘ Most likely.” He 
informed me that you had said, you would not have missed going to Ick- 
ford for five pounds; and added, that he would not have missed hearing 
you for fifty pounds. 

“Tt will gratify you to learn that some of the young people at Ickford 
feel so anxious for you to preach there again, that they were considering 
whether or not they could raise a sufficient sum, out of their ‘deep 
poverty,’ to pay your coach-hire down and back. I could tell you much 
that is interesting about Ickford, but will not now trouble you. 

“T spent an hour with the Rey. J. Dyer, on Sabbath last, at Sydenham, 
as I supply the little chapel there one Sabbath each month, - I mentioned 
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some of these things to him, which greatly interested -him. I told him 


also, that I thought of writing you a line, and he said, ‘Do so, ’twill en- 
courage him.’” 


With such facts as those described in the preceding extracts before 
them, the conviction of your Committee respecting the importance 
of the evangelist’s office to the revival of true religion in our churches, 
and its extension in their ungodly localities, cannot but become 
deeper. Are there not some of our pastors who may be led by such 
accounts to consecrate themselves, for some years at least, if not for 
life, to an employment, which, though self-denying and toilsome, 
brings so large a reward? Are there none of our churches so com- 
pletely imbued with the Spirit of Christ, as to be willing to surren- 
der their pastors for the sake of their more abundant usefulness ; 
confident that the divine Redeemer, for whom they make the tem- 
porary sacrifice, will reward them a hundred-fold? There are several 
large sections of our country ripe for the labours of evangelists, and 
imploring that they may be immediately blessed with such labours. 
But where are the devoted men ready for the work ? where are the 
devoted churches ready to surrender these men? Only ministers, 
trained by experience, are properly qualified, and for such minis- 
ters we can look in general but to our churches. 

Before presenting a more detailed account of the Northern Mis- 
sion, it may be proper to give a few extracts of a letter from Mr. 
Barnes, who visited the district last summer, in company with the 
Travelling Secretary. 


* Having completed my tour in the north, I now lay before you a brief 
account of it. I spent my first sabbath at Borobridge and Dishforth. 
These stations are four miles apart, but are both occupied by our brother 
Johnston every Lord’s day. At the latter place I preached in the mor- 
ning to an interesting village congregation, and at Borobridge in the 
afternoon and evening to thin congregations, owing partly to the weak- 
ness of our denomination there, but more perhaps to the unfavourable 
weather. The night I spent at Balderston, at the hospitable home of Mr. 
Morley, a deacon of the church at Borobridge. In this village, Mrs. Mor- 
ley is doing a good work among the children, whom she assembles every 
Lord’s day in considerable numbers and instructs in the way of salvation. 
The preaching-house of the hamlet is occupied alternately by Mr. Johu- 
ston and a clergyman. 

“The next day, June 15, I proceeded through Thirsk and Darlington to 
Middleton-Teesdale, where I was to meet brother Roe and the ministers 
of the northern association. 

“The brethren who could compare the present state of the northern 
district with what it had been within their recollection, seemed over- 
powered by their feelings of gratitude to the Father of mercies for what 
they saw and heard. Our revered brother Pengilly, the secretary, told us, 
that he well recollected when the northern association comprised but. 
three small churches, and for years, said he, every minister of the united 
churches had to preach at the anniversary. He himself preached sixteen 
years in succession, there being during that long period no brethren who 
could be exempted from giving an annual sermon. The ministers, and 
messengers, and visitors, all rejoiced together at the change, and magni- 
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fied the grace of God, A heavenly feeling pervaded the meeting, a 
chastened smile of gratulation lighted up each eountenance. Hearts 
devoted to God were beating there, under the vibrations of whose piety 
many a chilly district of the north was waking up. I felt that that one 
meeting was worth all my long journey. ; 
» “A meeting for business was then held: after the business was conclu- 
ded, the meeting retained its sitting, to hear from an Independent minister 
a narration of the exercises of his mind on the subject of baptism, about 
which ordinance he had been in much perplexity for twelvemonths past. 
The narration and the conference upon it closed by a determination on 
the part of our brother to submit to baptism forthwith. In the evening 
we held a missionary meeting, when the chapel was crowded. Brother 
Roe had consigned to him nearly the whole weight of this service, and 
the audience were chained down in breathless attention (except when 
relieved by the speaker’s good-natured personalities) to the close. The 
finish was given to this Baptist association by the immersion of the 
before-named independent brother (Mr. Bilston of North Shields), and 
another friend, who was an acceptable local preacher among the Inde- 
pendents. Mr. Bilston gave an interesting address at the water's side, 
and brother Sneath, of Brough, baptized. So terminated the public 
exercises of a day ofno ordinary interest. The next evening found us at 
Hamsterly, where we held a pleasing meetmg on behalf of the Home 
mission. This is consecrated ground—rendered so by a long suceession 
of servants of the most high God, having been here ‘ afore prepared unto 
glory.’ Brother Douglas is looking out on both sides of his chapelry, 
resolved on each hand to send forth the tidings of salvation. From 
Hamsterly, we went forward to Newcastle through Bishop Auckland and 
Durham, passing in all that distance no resting place of our denomi- 
nation. 

“This morning (Saturday) I proceeded to Carlisle, where I preached on 
the Sabbath, and being joined here, at the beginning of the week, by 
brethren Roe and Pulsford, meetings were continued until the following 
Saturday morning. Each morning we met for prayer at five o’clock ; and 
in the evening at eight. Until Wednesday evening, we continued in our 
own place of meeting, but then it became so inadequate to the congre- 
gation, that we found it necessary to seek a larger chapel, and we were 
very kindly admitted into that of the secession church, under the pastoral 
care of the Rey. Mr. Hunter. Here again the place was too strait for 
us, and for the last evening, we applied for the use of the spacious Wes- 
leyan chapel, which was freely conceded to us. As the time of assembling 
drew nigh, we approached the chapel with some concern lest our congre- 
gation should present a meagre aspect in so large a place, especially as 
the notice had been only a few hours in circulation. But our fears 
speedily dispersed: hearers rapidly multiplied, and we had the pleasure 
of ‘holding forth the word of life’ to such a mass of human beings as is 
rarely seen in a place of worship in a week-day evening in Carlisle. The 
next morning, after the five o’clock prayer-meeting, we proceeded to the 
banks of the Eden, in whose smiling current brother Pulsford immersed 
several persons in the name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost. Brother Roe’s address before the administration was listened to 
with fixed attention although it rained the whole time. Thus closed our 
labours at Carlisle. The Baptist church in this city consists of more than 
sixty members, and has but just passed the first year of its existence. If 
they had a good chapel there is every reason to suppose, that in a short 
time, a most important interest would be raised here. O that the wealthy 
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would invest some of their property in the cauge of God in Carlisle! The 
population is exceedingly depraved, and I never saw in a provincial town 
such open and flagrant profanation of the Lord’s day. Our friends preach 
to the wanderers at the market cross, but they have no chapel to which to 
invite them. Their place of meeting is an upper room, which is filled 
with attendants, notwithstanding its inconvenient and uninviting con- 
struction. The brethren are sighing, and longing, and praying for a 
chapel ; they are ready to do all they can towards it, but are unable of 


themselves to erect such a building as our denomination ought to have in 
Carlisle.” 


Since the above was written, the brethren at Carlisle have ob- 
tained the use of a large building, called the Athenzeum, and are now 
favoured with the labours of Mr. Johnstone, late of Boroughbridge, 
who is assisted in the district by Mr. Corken. Mr. Appleford who 
was associated with him for some time, has recently been employed 
for the most part at Brough and its neighbourhood, in consequence 
of the illness of our beloved brother Sneath. Although Mr. John- 
stone has not been without discouragement, since its removal to the 
Atheneum his congregation has considerably increased ; eighteen 
have been added by baptism, and there are several inquirers. He 
has eleven stations under his superintendence, four at Carlisle, and 
seven in its neighbourhood. 

From Stockton, brother Lene writes :— 


“ Prior to December, 1840, our efforts in this interesting and rising town 
were much crippled for want of a more eligible place of worship. It 
became matter of serious inquiry whether I ought to abandon the station, 
or make efforts to improve the chapel. The former plan I was unwilling 
to entertain, as my labours have been blessed to the conversion of many. 
I therefore resolved upon the latter, and have much reason to bless God 
that I didso. The congregation has increased gradually since the new 
chapel has been opened, and is now nearly double what we had in the 
old 6ne. <A very pleasing spirit pervades the members of the church. 
Nearly every night in the week is engaged in some religious exercises. 
Besides the additions already received, there are ten candidates for 
baptism, and there are several others of whom we entertain pleasing 
hopes. I preach regularly, and have good congregations aud some suc- 
cess at Yarm, Middlebro’, Sedgefield, South Stockton, and Norton.” 


Our brother Snearu writes from Brough :— 


“ Since the Ist of March, 1840, we have added by baptism eighteen, 
We have twelve hopeful inquirers. We shave ten village stations, with 
an average attendance of 940 hearers. During my absence from home our 
friends were compelled to give up six, or else we had on our plan sixteen 
stations. The ten we now have assume a promising character ; three are 
supplied with preaching every sabbath ; seven every other ; and on the 
alternate sabbath we have brethren appointed to hold meetings for prayer, 
reading the scriptures, and exhortation. Nine out of the ten of these 
stations would, but for the agents of your society, be entirely destitute of 
religious instruction. They are visited and supplied with tracts, and have 
preaching, some every week, and all every alternate week. 

“I am sorry to say, that having been five months out of the twelve 
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away from home, partly collecting for our chapel, and partly by illness, 
I am not able to give you any particularly interesting information this 
year. But of two of our stations I may say a word or two. They are 
doing well. The congregations are overflowing, the attention is exceed- 
ing great, many seem to be under deep conviction for sin, and I sincerely 
hope we shall, in a short time, be able to gather in the fruits of our 
labour. The two stations to which I refer are Winton and Great Asby.” 


From Whitehaven our brother Brinson writes :— 


“JT visited Whitehaven July, 1840, at the request of Mr. Roe, but 
without any intention of Mmaining. I found the church exceedingly 
depressed, and my heart bled for Zion. At the expiration of the time 
specified for my visit | was invited to remain longer. I consented, and 
visited the majority of families in the town. We had some indica- 
tions of good, and a few persons were baptized. I then received a 
written invitation to remain. Notwithstanding many objections on my 
part I accepted it. The church has been re-organized, thirty have been 
added by baptism, and we hope by prayer, faith, holy living, a working 
pastor, and a working people, to be useful and happy, and that from the 
church in Whitehaven will sound out, to all the region around, the word 
of the Lord.” 


From Wolsingham Mr. M‘Gowan writes :— 


“ T have only been about eight months with this church. Seven per- 
sons have been added by baptism, one of whom will, I trust, be very 
useful to me in the villages. We have about twelve inquirers; 200 
hearers ; sixty scholars ; and ten teachers. Previously to my settlement 
there was no village station. We have succeeded in raising three, in 
places the character of which is most deplorable. From present indica- 
tions in each of them I may expect fruit to the glory of God.” 


Mr. Kempton has left Middleton, and is no longer an agent of 
the Society. The remaining stations present no features of pecu- 
liar interest. , 


WALES. = 


The following is the report furnished by our brother Davies 
of Haverford West, of the Pembroke Auxiliary :-— 


“The labours of our agent Mr. Harris, if they have not been so suc- 
cessful as we could wish, have certainly been abundant. From the report 
which he presented to the committee here, I find that during the past 
year he preached 353 times, and in about ninety different places ; that 
the average number who heard the gospel from his lips, in each month, 
was about 1600 souls; that he travelled about 2700 miles, and baptized 
twelve persons. The attendance at many of his stations is very encourag- 
ing, and we believe, in some of the places, the seed of the kingdom is 
vegetating, and will by and by spring up and gladden our eyes. 

“During the past year some new stations have been opened, and are, 
by our principal agent, or by the young men under my care, regularly 
supplied. Judging from Mr. Harris’ reports, and from the testimony of 
the young men who are traversing the length and breadth of our mission- 
ary field, I am inclined to think that the present aspect of things is very 
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encouraging, calculated to stimulate to increased labours and adapted to 
inspire our hearts with gratitude and hope. There are six of the young 
men to whom I haye already referred, who are engaged, nearly every 
Sabbath in preaching the gospel to numbers, who, but for them, would be- 
ima very destitute condition ; for these services they receive a trifling 
remuneration from the Baptist Home Missionary Society’s funds. 

* At.our last committee meeting we resolved to appoint and to sustain 
another Missionary, that he might devote himself exclusively to the 
Castle Martin district, a large and uncultivated spot, in whieh two or 
three might labour with advantage. The fields with us are white unto 
harvest, and we thank the great Lord of the harvest that he is raising up 
labourers, and qualifying them for the wor We trust the churches will 
not be backward in affording the aid which is expected from them, that 
they will sustain, by their prayers and their contributions, the committee 
and their agents, that those that sow, and those that reap, may rejoice 
together.” 


ADJACENT ISLANDS, 


Your Committee hope that, in the course of a few weeks, a new 
attempt will be made in Jersey by a respected brother, who has 
laboured successfully in the Northern part of the kingdom, but 
whose state of health requires that he should remove to a milder 
climate. The report from the Isle of Wight is, on the whole, 
encouraging. In the Scilly Islands your principal agent, Mr. 
Veals, has laboured with energy and perseverance, but he seriously 
feels the inconvenience of not having a new and commodious chapel 
at St. Mary’s. He says, 


“JT am happy to state, that during the past year, the Head of the Church 
has graciously afforded his unworthy servants in this place some tokens 
of his presence and regards. Nine persons have been baptized and 
added to the church. Our Sunday-school, which contains fifty children, 
is still increasing ; the teachers take a more lively interest in it than for- 
merly ; and the superintendent states, that his expectations of success 
were never so sanguine as at the present. Our congregations are large 
and attentive. I preach here twice on the Sabbath and once in the 
week, and hold four weekly prayer-meetings, besides one meeting for 
inquirers, and another for the members of the church. 

“ The out-stations are four in number, namely, the village of May Pole, 
on this island; and the islands of Tresco, Bryher, and Samson. 

« At May Pole I preach Sunday afternoons, and Thursday evenings 
when I am not at the offislands. Our chapel in this village is crowded, 
and very much needs rebuilding on account of its age and size. 

« The Tresco congregations are very encouraging, especially on Sundays ; 
but as there are but two members of our church residing there, and they 
are females, enfeebled by age and infirmity, they have no prayer-meet- 
ings except those which I hold when I go there to preach. At this sta- 
tion there is preaching twice on the Sabbath by the local preachers, and 
twice every alternate week by myself. i 

“ Bryher is the most cheering station on the off islands: we have there 
a band of zealous, praying women, who hold prayer-meetings during the 
week, and on Sundays when they cannot be visited by a preacher. They 
have preaching on Lord’s day evenings by one of the brethren, and I 
preach there every other Thursday evening. 
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“ Samson is chiefly supplied by Mr. Webber, who resides there, and 
preaches Sunday mornings and Wednesday evenings. 

« Whilst our arrangements for the supply of the off islands are as stated 
above, it is right to say, that our adherence to them must of necessity 
depend very much on the state of the weather, as we are frequently 
denied access to them by violent storms, and sometimes when there are 
compelled to stay for days before the wind will suffer us to return. 

“We have at the several stations about 700 hearers and fifteen inquirers. 

“Tam assured by Mr. Webber, that he has used every effort in his power 
for the prosperity of the mission. The health of Mr. M‘Farlane has 
been in a very precarious state for a considerable part of the past year, 
which has prevented him from preaching as often as he otherwise would, 
but I am happy to say he has nearly recovered. These brethren risk their 
health and lives in visiting the several islands, One Sabbath Mr. M‘ 
Farlane had his main mast blown away ; and very recently Mr. Webber 
was caught in a storm, and had very great difficulty in reaching the 
shore. ‘Tresco is accessible from Samson on foot at spring tides, and Mr. 
Webber informs me, that several times during the past winter, when the 
wind has been too strong for him to go ina boat, he has walked over 
when the water has been nearly up to his middle, and returned home in 
the same way at midnight! ” 


On a review of the history of the Society during the past year, 
your Committee feel that their unfeigned and fervent gratitude is 
due to Him, to whose blessing alone the success of its agency is to 
be ascribed. They are thankful to the churches for having 
responded to their calls, for the most part, with promptitude and 
vigour. Having very considerably increased their agency, they 
most earnestly intreat an augmentation of their resources. But for 
a legacy, which has come very providentially to their help, they 
would have had to report the Society as considerably in debt, not 
because their friends have not equalled their former efforts, but 
because they have not exceeded them. Your Committee are 
anxious to go forward. A division, made with a fair regard to their 
numbers and wealth, respectively, among the several denominations 
of evangelical dissenters of the millions in England, yet unblessed 
with the Gospel, would leave about one million to be instructed and 
converted by the Baptists. The necessary agency would require 
an income of at least £15,000 per annum. Whatever your Com- 
mittee might wish, they are not so sanguine as to expect, that the 
above sum will very soon. be realized; but they do venture to 
hope, that, encouraged by the blessing of God upon its labours, the 
friends of the Society will not only sustain, but very considerably 
inerease its means of usefulness. ,

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RULES OF THE SOCIETY, 


Adopted at a Public Meeting at the New London Tavern, April 
19, 1814; JosepH Burrerwortu, Esq., M.P., in the Chair. 


1. That a Society be now formed, and designated, “Tur BAPTIST 


Society ror Promortine THE GospEL IN IRELAND,” instituted in 
the year 1814. 


2. That the principal objects of this Society be, to employ itine- 
rants in Ireland, to establish schools, and to distribute Bibles and 
tracts, either gratuitously, or at reduced prices. 


8. That a Subscriber of ten guineas at one time be a Governor of 
the Society for life, and eligible to be on the Committee. 


4. That any person subscribing one guinea annually be a Gover- 
nor, and eligible to be on the Committee; or any person subscribing 
half a guinea annually, or five guineas at one time, shall have the 
privilege of voting at all its public meetings. 


5. That the concerns of the Society be managed by a Treasurer, 
Secretary, and a Committee of twenty-seven Governors. 


6. That a general meeting of the Subscribers and Governors be 
held annually in London, in the third week in June [now changed 
to the end of April or beginning of May,] when the Treasurer, Secre- 


tary, and two-thirds of the Committee, who have most frequently 
attended, be eligible for re-election. 


- 


7. That the Treasurer present to the Committee, half-yearly, an 
account of the state of the funds; and not pay any bills on behalf of 
the Society, without an order signed by two members of the Com- 


mittee; and the Auditors be annually appointed by the general 
meeting to examine the accounts. 


8. That a general meeting of the Society be called by any seven 


members of the Committee, on giving one month’s notice to the 
Secretary. 


9. That all ministers, who are members of the Society be at liberty 
to attend and vote at all meetings of the Committee. 


At the First Annual Meeting, held at the New London Tavern, 
June 23, 1815, Joserpu Burrerwortu, Ese., M. P., in the 
Chair» the following Resolutions was unanimously adopted : 


That the Society cordially approves of the measures employed 
for teaching the Irish language in those counties where it is the 
prevailing speech; and recommend it to the Committee, that the 
number of schoolmasters and readers of the Irish Scriptures be 
increased. 


At the Second Annual Meeting, held at the City of London 
Tavern, June 22, 1816, Josern Burrerwortu, Ese., M.P., 


in the Chair, the following Resolutions were unanimously 
adopted : 


1. That the Committee be directed to encourage the increase of 
native Irish schools, founded upon the fundamental principle of the 
Society, viz., that the Scriptures alone be taught therein. And also 
of readers of the Irish Scriptures, by proposing to pay one-half 
the present salary of schoolmaster and reader to any person who may 
he willing to co-operate with the Society, by paying the other half 
of the salary, the master and reader to be selected by themselves, 
approved of by the Committee, and subject to the inspection of the 
Society’s agents. The persons to whom the money is paid, shall 
be expected to superintend the labours of the teacher or reader, and 
send at least a quarterly statement to the Committee. 

2. That those ministers who make congregational or other collec- 
tions in aid of the funds of the Society, be governors for life; and 
that, if residing in the country, they be considered as corresponding 
members of the Committee. 


Proceedings of the Twenty-seventh Annual Meeting, held at 
Finsbury Chapel, April 27, 1841, Joun FREEMAN, Esa., 
in the Chair. 


After prayer by the Rev. Samuzt Liziycrop, the Chairman 
introduced the meeting by an appropriate address, and called upon 
the Secretary to read the Report. The following resolutions were 
unanimously agreed to :— 


1st Resolution, moved by Rev. T. Moraan, seconded by Rev. 
F, TREsTRAIL : 


That this Meeting, in adopting the Report now read, cannot but 
thankfully acknowledge the enlarged indications of success granted 
during the last year to the labours of the Baptist Irish Society. 


2nd Resolution, moved by Rev. Dr. CampseEtt, seconded by the 
Rey. THomas WINTER: 


That under a deep conviction of the indispensable need of the 
influence of the Holy Spirit, to render the means employed by this _ 
Society effectual to the great end they contemplate, this Meeting 
are anxious that those who labour in Ireland, that the Committee, 
and Officers, and all the friends of the Society, should be in- 
creasingly fervent in their supplications for his gracious and 
Almighty aid. 


3rd Resolution, moved by the Rev. Joun Axpis, seconded by the 
Rey. C. J. Mippepirca. 


That the thanks of this Meeting be respectfully given to CHarLEs 
Burus, Esa., Treasurer, and the Rev. Samur, Gregn, Secretary 
of the Society, and to the Committee for the last year, in 
acknowledgment for the valuable services they have respectively 
performed ; and that the gentlemen whose names have been read 
(see page 3), be requested to conduct the affairs of the Society 
during the ensuing year, with power to fill up vacancies. 


4th Resolution, moved by Rev. J. Lrrcuman, A.M., seconded by 
Rey. Joun Green: 


That the cordial thanks of this Meeting be given to Joun 
Freeman, Esq., for presiding on this occasion.

FORM OF A BEQUEST. 


I give out of my moneys, or personal estate, unto the Treasurer or 

Treasurers, for the time being, of the Baptist Irish Society, the sum of 

for the use of such Society. And I declare that 

the Receipt of such Treasurer or Treasurers shall be a sufficient 
discharge for the same. 


All persons who may have bequeathed to the Baptist Irish Society, Legacies 
payable out of the late 5 per cent Bank Annuities are hereby respectfully 
requested to provide a substitute in their Wills, or by Codicils thereto, or out 
of some other part of their Personal Estate. And, further, that, inall bequests 
of Stock, there be superadded, in case there shall not be any or sufficient 
money in the Stock named in the Will or Codicil to pay the said Legacy, that 
the same be paid out of the residue of the Testator’s Personal Estate. 

By the new Act with respect to Wills, which came into force on the first 
day of January, 1838, it is required that all Wills shall be in Writing, shall be 
signed at the foot or end thereof, by the Testator, or by some other person in 
his presence, and by his direction; and that such signature shall be made or 
acknowledged by the Testator in the presence of at least two witnesses present 
at the time, who shall attest and subscribe the Will in the Testator’s presence 

These requirements apply also to any alterations in, or codicil to Wills, 
which may have been executed previous to the first of January last. 

This statute does not repeal or alter the 9 Geo. II., c. 36, called the Mortmain 
Act; and therefore legacies to charities out of real estates will still be void. If 
a Testator desire to leave legacies to charities, he must take care to make them 
payable, either expressly, or by ordinary course of law, out of such personal 
estate as may be applied for that purpose. A bequest to a charity of a term for 
years, or leasehold property ; or of money to arise from, or be produced by, the 
sale of land, or by the rents, profits, or other interest arising from land; or a 
bequest of money, to be laid out in land; or a bequest of money secured by 
mortage ; or a bequest of annuities charged on land, or rather rent-charges; 
or a bequest of money, with a direction to apply it in paying off mortages on 
schools and chapels; or a bequest of money secured on parochial rates, or county 
rates, or turnpike tolls—is, in each case, void; and even where no particular 
fund is pointed out in the Will, for the payment of charitable legacies, and 
they are consequently a charge upon the residue, and the residue consists, in 
part, of property of all or either of the kinds above specified ; so much of the 
legacies will become void as shall bear the same proportion to the entire legacies 
as the exempted property bears to the entire residue. 


REPORT, &c. 


WHILE the Committee of the Baptist Irish Society report the 
labours in which they have been engaged during the last year, 
they wish, that in addition to the shortness of the time for 
which they report, their friends should remember, that with 
every disposition to give details in these pages, prudence requires 
that they should be suppressed. It must be borne in mind, 
that we are near to the field of labour. A few hours are 
sufficient to publish on the respective spots whatever we say 
in this place; and who would willingly expose to harm the 
converts God’s mercy has given us. 

Seldom has it fallen to the lot of any former Committee of 
this Society to report more of actual good, and to lay down 
their office amid more hopeful indications than exist at the 
present time. Within the last year an extended tour of obser- 
vation of the religious condition of Ireland, and especially of 
our own denomination, has been undertaken, with a result that 
cannot but be gratifying. Our churches make but little noise— 
the cry, “Lo here, or lo there,” is notraised; but a steady 
progress is maintained, prejudices are being overcome, enquiry 
is awakened, and God accompanies the word of his grace with 
the energy of his Spirit, so as to convert the disobedient to 
himself. Several churches were found in’ existence in the 
northern province of the island, some of them prospering, 
while all deem it desirable to be brought into closer and more 
frequent communication with the Society. 

The conviction is every where gaining ground among Mis- 
sionary Societies, that the agency of converted persons of the 
respective countries, is that by which the triumphs of the gospel 
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are to be ensured. Who can tell but thus God may be making 
that provision for Ireland, which by his blessing will fill her 
with the fruits of righteousness and peace. 

A letter to the Secretary from the extreme North of Ireland, 
contains the following sentences :— 


“The progress of my labours during the last year has on the whole 
been considerable. When I consider the difficulties by which we are 
surrounded—difficulties of which a stranger can have but slight concep- 
tion, my heart rises in gratitude to him whose I am, and whom I serve, 
for having countenanced my services, though feeble and unworthy, in so 
markedamanner. Yet to you in England, owing to the favourable cir- 
cumstances in which you are placed, and to the scanty practical know- 
ledge which you possess of the real nature of this field of action, and the 
many obstacles which it throws in the way of our success, nothing, I 
am persuaded, that has been accomplished will appear very wonderful. 
I would only request you to remember, that spiking a single gun of 
an enemy may in certain circumstances be a more honourable achieve- 
ment than the capture of an army in others. 

«‘ We have received six persons into church-fellowship, upon a pro- 
fession of their faith in Christ. They have since walked worthy of the 
Lord unto all pleasing. They are all examples of believers in word, in 
conversation, in charity, in spirit, in faith, in purity. 

«‘T have, as you are aware, five stations in this neighbourhood, in which 
I statedly preach the everlasting Gospel. The interest of the people in 
these meetings is evidently increasing. The attendance is gradually 
becoming more numerous and respectable. The people are generally 
willing to hear; and could their superstitious reverence for their 
spiritual guides be once destroyed, they would soon seek for themselves 
a more excellent way. Often, after these meetings, has my spirit, 
naturally of a desponding character, been refreshed, while persons, 
some on the brink of the grave, have grasped my hands in extasy, 
thanking God for his glorious gospel, and imploring blessings upon my 
head for the pains I was taking to shew them the way to heaven and 
everlasting happiness. Oh! sir, the luxury of such a moment is inex- 
pressible. For Christ ‘I have suffered the loss of all things, and do 
suffer.’ I often feel my situation acutely painful, but as long as God is 
pleased to make my ministry useful, a murmuring thought, I trust, shall 
never obtain possession of my heart. What were worlds weighed 
against being the instrument of good to a single soul! ‘They that be 
wise shall shine as the brightness of the firmament; and they that 
turn many to righteousness as the stars, for ever and ever.’ 

“The congregation also, on the Lord’s day, is assuming a pleasing 
and encouraging aspect. Formerly it ebbed and flowed—was full on 
some occasions, and on others thin. It is now tolerably steady, both 
‘in respect to numbers and the individuals who attend. When the 
weather is not very unfavourable, we can usually reckon from one 
hundred and thirty persons to one hundred and fifty, and upwards.

“You will admit, dear brother, that I have, on the whole, much 
reason to thank the Lord, when you consider that I am still without 
the aid of a scripture reader,—that a powerful odium is here on all 
sides attached to our views of baptism and church order,—that the 
miserable house in which we are compelled to meet for public worship 
on the Lord’s day, is itself a great bar to our progress, and the ground 
of _ Prejudice against us,—and that the people with which we have 
principally to do, are drilled from their infancy into church-going and 
the externals of religion, regarded on this ground as very good Chris- 
tians, and thus deceived into the hope, that by walking in the footsteps 
of their fathers, and observing customs stamped with the sanction of 
antiquity, all shall finally be well with them. We hope, however, 
soon to obtain a comfortable chapel. The brethren have already 
exerted themselves nobly. With what they have raised among them- 
selves, and a liberal contribution from Christians of other denominations 
in the town, we shall shortly begin to build, trusting to British 
liberality to enable us to liquidate whatever debt we may thereby be 
obliged to incur. A brighter day, I trust, is beginning to dawn. O! 
could the society give me a scripture reader, there is little doubt that 
this place would soon become one of its most flourishing stations.” 


From the same province, though at a considerable distance 
from the station of the brother whose letter is given above, 
another who is usefully occupied, writes :— 


“Tam now getting generally acquainted throughout this district, 
and my increased acquaintance increases my conviction of the lamen- 
table want of vital godliness that obtains among the people. When 
I was labouring in a dark popish district of the west, the north I 
regarded, at least a large part of it, as a bright spot in the moral map 
of our dark land. My residence here has greatly undeceived me in 
this respect. Bigotry and blind attachment to the mere forms of 
religion, to written creeds, catechisms, and church formularies, are not 
confined to the west. The Bible is almost as much neglected here as 
among my former neighbours. The fearful state of lukewarmness, nay, 
all but ice-cold formality, which extensively prevails here, are such as 
to call loudly on the friends of the Redeemer, who are accustomed to 
consult for the glory of God, and to view their fellow men in connexion 
with eternity, to make a vigorous effort, by a faithful exhibition of the 
gospel of Christ, to break in on this state of things, and use heaven’s 
appointed means to awaken their fellow sinners from the slumbers of 
eternal death? It is my firm conviction, that no district in Ireland is 
in more need of the labours of your Society than that which now sur- 
rounds me. Nor do I think, notwithstanding every obstacle, that 
there is any other more likely speedily to repay such labour. Here is 
a field ready for cultivation by Christian benevolence, and Christiari 
zeal. Let these operate on it, and I doubt not, that by the blessing 
of God it will soon produce much fruit. I think I can say, that 
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already some fruit is beginning to appear as the result of my feeble 
labour. I can point to some careless and dead sinners whom the Lord 
has awakened to anxious inquiry about the way of salvation, and who 
are studying the Bible, imbibing its precious truths, and manifesting the 
influence of what they have learned, by diligently attending on all the 
means of instruction, edification, and grace afforded them. C—, my 
principal station, is becoming more interesting, and I hope, and so do the 
friends in this place, that the Lord is about to prosper our efforts here. 
T continue to preach there three times a week, and the congregation is 
increasing; sometimes our place of meeting is found too strait, so 
that if the Lord continue to prosper us, some means must soon be tried 
to obtain a larger place. I mentioned in my last, that I had established 
a Bible class, on Lord’s day evening. It is going on well, and promises 
much usefulness. We also opened a Sunday School five weeks ago, 
and it is well attended, and will I hope prove a great blessing. I 
expect to administer the ordinance of baptism very soon to five or six 
persons. I also preach regularly in Ba— and N , and occasionally 
in B , with prospects more or less encouraging. The last time I 
preached in B I had near three hundred persons to hear me. 
Other places are presenting urgent claims on my attention, but I find 
that I have already nearly as many places occupied as I can attend to. 
If the Society could give this district one Scripture reader and one 
School, they would confer on it a great blessing and strengthen our 
hands here very much. The people want to be regularly visited in 
their own houses, round the preaching stations, which I cannot much 
attend to after preaching five or six times a week, without leaving 
myself in some measure disqualified for my public engagements. A 
Scripture reader could do this, and also hold prayer-meetings, &c., and 
this would enable me to extend my labour much more. Round all this 
neighbourhood there is no free school, and consequently many poor 
children are at a great loss in this respect. Females here, for the most 
part, earn their bread by needlework—at cotton-flowering—a business 
extensively carried on. Butthere are many orphan female children and 
others, too poor to be able to pay for instruction at a school where 
they would be taught to do this work, and are consequently left without 
the means of support. Now I think if some of the good Christian 
Ladies in England, to whom the Lord has given the means of doing 
good, were fully aware of the blessing they would confer on these 
children and their parents, by the support of a female school, where 
they would not only be taught the truths of salvation, but also be put 
in a way of earning a livelihood, they would not withhold it. I was 
going to ask, if you might not transfer a Scripture reader and a School 
from soms other district, but I could not think of this, they are too 
much wanted where they are. I am aware that this country has long 
been receiving, extensively receiving, through the medium of the 
Baptist Irish Society, the fruits of Christian benevolence from your side 
of the channel, with comparatively little effect; but I think there is 
reason to hope that we are-entering into brighter days for Ireland, and 
that the Lord is more abundantly blessing your operations, The seed 
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has been long sowing, but the harvest is beginning to ripen. At 
such a time we must not slacken our efforts, nor decrease our labourers. 
“Pray ye, therefore, the Lord of the harvest, that he would send forth 
mofe labourers into his harvest.’ ” 


These extracts are given as specimens of the correspondence 
with your Committee from this most favoured, as to religious 
means, of the provinces of Ireland. Other stations, command- 
ing extensive fields of labour and usefulness, are opening. 

Churches are asking for aid to enable them to carry out the 
great design of their existence—the diffusing of the word of 
God through all the region round about them. We trust they 
will not ask in vain. 

Before we dismiss the north, it may be right to state that 
Mr. John Young, who, at the date of our last report, was labour- 
ing with encouraging prospects at Conlig and the vicinity, has 
since deemed it expedient to withdraw from the Society, and 
settle over a church in this country. His place is usefully 
filled by Denis Mulhern, a convert from popery, who has long 
been in the service of the Society. 

To Mr. Eccles, the esteemed minister of Coleraine, the 
Committee has seen fit to exhibit some pecuniary aid, seeing 
that he was most usefully employed in extending the gospel in 
that town, and the villages around. It is very much to be 
desired that both these esteemed brethren should be aided by 
the labours of faithful judicious readers, to engage whom no- 
thing more than funds is wanted. 

One of the members of Mr. Carson’s church at Tubbermore 
has been sustained by your Committee, in his faithful, per- 
severing, and useful labours, in that deeply interesting vicinity, 
The same well instructed church would furnish other agents, 
had the Committee but the means of employing them; and 
there are districts enough, in addition to those already adverted 
to, where they might be eminently useful. It is but just to 
this devoted brother to give an extract from one of his reports 
to your Committee— | 


«‘Tn this month I visited 100 families, and in the course of my visits 
I met with much encouragement in my work. On the 7th I called 
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with a female about eighty years old. She isa Protestant; was always 
in poor circumstances, and, till lately, deeply ignorant of the truth 
about the Saviour. About a year since, when I was reading in this 
neighbourhood before going to Bangor, in connexion with your society, 
I began a weekly meeting in Tubbermore, when a few aged people met 
to hear the word of life, the object of the meeting being chiefly for 
such. This aged female, though scarcely able to walk, came regu- 
larly every evening. And it was truly cheering to see her come trem- 
bling on her staff; and, eager to hear about the Saviour, she would 
have herself seated on a little stool, close by my chair. She appeared 
always to be drinking in every word which I spoke; and, with joy 
beaming in her countenance, when I would be leaving them, would 
grasp my hand, and cry out, ‘God bless you; you comfort my heart ; 
you speak so much of the love of Jesus to poor sinners like me.’ I 
visited her several times since, and she appears to be rejoicing in the 
Saviour. 

“On the 11th I called in another house, in one apartment of which 
was lying, on a hard bed of straw, a female about seventy years old, a 
Roman Catholic; she was suffering severe sickness. The room was 
damp, the window broken, and the rain beating in, and she had 
scarcely as much bed-clothes as was sufficient to cover her. She knew 
me, and expressed great joy at seeing me. I spoke to her of her poor 
situation. ‘I am,’ says she, ‘in a poor case indeed. I have had 
nothing to eat for these three days, and can get no drink but water ; 
but I hope I will soon be in a better country than this.’ Rejoiced to 
hear her speak in this way, I said, ‘That is a glorious hope, Mary, if 
you have it fixed on a good foundation.” ‘My whole hope,’ she said, 
‘is in Jesus. He is all mytrust. I believe in his blood, and nothing 
else. IJ¢ is all folly,’ she said, with particular emphasis, ‘it is folly to 
trust to ourselves, or our clergy, or to what they can do for us. Nothing 
but the blood of Jesus can wash out my sins.’ I then asked her how 
she learned that way of salvation. ‘I often heard it among Mr. 
Carson’s hearers,’ she said, ‘but I heard it with joy from yourself at 
Mr. Stevenson’s last summer. I was sorry when you left us; but you 
were useful to my poor soul the time you did attend: and I hope to 
more than me. May the Lord bless you.’ 

“I think there is much encouragement in this. Mr. Stevenson is 
the magistrate of Tubbermore. Last summer I attended at his place 
every Saturday morning, to read and speak of Jesus to the beggars of 
the neighbourhood, who were gathered there on that day in every 
week, to have their wants supplied by Mrs. S. There were usually 
from twenty to forty present. Among the rest was this poor Roman 
Catholic female. She now appears to rejoice in the blood of the Lamb; 
and although she says she heard of the Saviour from other individuals, 
yet she ascribes her present joy in the truth to the blessing of the 
Lord on what she heard from me on the occasions alluded to. Surely 
this is encouragement to the Lord’s people to be ‘instant in season, 


and out of season,’ in telling poer, perishing sinners of the love of the 
Saviour ! 
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“A more afflicting sight I cannot conceive, that so many poor, 
ragged, beggars, from twenty to eighty years old, many of them lame, 
halt, and blind, all pressing round me to hear about the Saviour. One 
of them, a Roman Catholic, asked me for a New Testament When I 
gave it to him, I inquired why he wished to have it? ‘ Because,’ said 
he, ‘I wish to know all I can about the love of that Saviour you speak 
so much of to us poor people.’ ‘But perhaps the priest will not allow 
you to read it,’ I said. ‘No matter about the priest,’ he replied, ‘I’ll 
read that good book, and take care of it; for I like too well to hear of 
the love of Jesus, not to read his word, that speaks so much about him, 
no matter who speaks against it.” Surely this is encouragement. 

“August. This month I visited 124 families. As usual, I was well 
received upon the whole. In some cases, even among Protestants, I 
have met this month a large measure of coldness and indifference; and 
as much ignorance of the truth generally, as among Roman Catholics. 
On the 24th, I called in a house occupied by Roman Catholics. One 
of the members of the family was lying very ill. I talked to the sick 
person of the uncertainty of life, and of the importance of an interest 
in the work of Jesus, but they endeavoured to turn all I said into 
ridicule. An old man, a Protestant, however came in, with whom I 
had a very profitable conversation on the way of salvation by Jesus, 
which afforded them a hearing of the truth. I inquired if they could 
read, when they replied they could not. I told them that my object in 
calling was not to contend with them about their religious opinions, 
nor to proselyte them to what they called my ‘new religion; but to 
read or talk with them about the love of Jesus to perishing sinners of 
every creed: they permitted me with pleasure to read to them. When 
leaving them, they all thanked me for calling, and, with one voice, 
cried out, ‘ We hope you will be no stranger.’ 

“In the course of my visits on the 25th, four Roman Catholic 
families came into one house, and listened to me reading the word of 
God with the greatest attention. After I had done, some of them said, 
‘We see plainly that you wish all people to be happy, no matter what 
sort their religion is; God enable us to mind what you say: Call when 
you like, and you are a thousand times welcome.’ ”” 


Among the changes in the Society’s proceedings within the 
year, some have occurred in the south, which the Committee 
should lay before you. 

Mr. Hosken, who at the date of the last report was labouring 
at Clonmell, has had his attention directed toa distant part of 
the missionary field, and has sailed with his wife for Belize, in the 
Bay of Honduras, South America, thus leaving Clonmell again 
vacant. As yet no supply has been found for that station. 
The services have, however, been regularly kept up by such aid 
as the Committee could obtain, both from their own agents in 
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the vicinity, and from other brethren. In the town itself but 
little rewards the toil and expense bestowed upon it; but in the 
vicinity there are stations of considerable interest; so that the 
Committee are unwilling to relinquish the ground, and they 
have been strengthened in this unwillingness by communica- 
tions from judicious brethren on the spot, who say— 


“Thurles and the Hills must be given up, or nearly so, if no agent 
reside at Clonmell, unless you send an agent to Thurles, and make 
Clonmell one of the places he shall occasionally visit, which we think 
by no means desirable. There is a good chapel and a decent house in 
good repair. Whoever occupies Clonmell can visit Thurles and the 
Hills once a fortnight, and find openings into C and M and 
other places. We think it desirable that a chain of communication be 
kept up between our stations in this vicinity, Clonmell preserves it. 
We have given the matter our best consideration, and we trust our 
suggestions will be favourably received,” 


Accordingly the Committee retain this station, and they have 
reason to hope that ere long a brother may present himself such 
as it seems to require. 

In reference to “the Hills,” a valued agent of the Society 
writes within the last month— 

“I spent two nights at the Hills, and one at Thurles, preaching 
each evening. I was much gratified and pleased with the attendance 


and interest excited at both places, especially the former. I think I 
mentioned before, it is a thousand pities that you have not a preacher 


fixed here!” 

The Committee has also engaged the services of an esteemed 
brother, Mr. Hardcastle, at Waterford, whose long residence in 
Ireland, enables him to give important information to the 
Committee, and counsel to its agents. A valuable communi- 
cation from him, on the present condition of Ireland, fills the 
Chronicle of this Society for May last, Besides being enabled 
to labour much more in his own particular station, the city of 
Waterford, from his release from the irksome business of a day- 
school, Mr. H. itinerates to considerable extent. The success 
with which he does so may be gathered from a letter of his to 
the Secretary, under date of March 22nd last. 


“Would that I could write [he says] of extensive awakenings and 
deep meltings of heart under the preaching of the word; this, horv- 
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ever, is not my privilege, nor do I think there is among us sufficient 
humbling of mind in the absence of these blessings. I cannot help, 
however, adverting with great satisfaction to the improved state of the 
Society’s operations in general, and particularly to the recent arrange- 
ments, which provide for the quarterly association of the brethren in 
their several localities, as greatly adapted, under the Divine blessing, to 
encourage and stimulate in the work of the Lord. You are aware of 
the many and great difficulties attending evangelical labour in the South 
of Ireland, and will not expect intelligence of the rapid spread of Divine 
truth among its benighted Roman Catholic population. I am not 
aware of any extensive reception of the gospel by such in any part of 
the world. Mahometans, Jews, and Heathens appear more accessible, 
while here the peculiarity of circumstances, political and religious, 
serves greatly to encrease the difficulty; still, as the means are prescribed, 
and their adaptation and efficacy are unquestionable, it must continue 
the duty of the disciples of Christ to avail themselves of such openings 
as May occur, with perseverence and with prayer. 

“The two villages of Portlaw and Pilltown have been attended with 
regularity, and the congregations have been encouraging both in 
numbers and attention. I cannot specify instances of decided conver- 
sion to God, but I have reason to believe that serious impressions have 
been made and confirmed; greater interest on religious subjects is 
evident, and I look forward with feelings increasingly hopeful. 

«©The judicious combination of itinerant labour with that of the Scrip- 
ture readers, appears to me at this period best adapted to promote the 
leading objects of the Baptist Irish Society; the chief difficulty arises 
from the want of suitable means. I should advert to the subject of 
open air preaching, but as it is the intention of several of our brethren 
to adopt it much more extensively in the coming season, I shall hope 
that their future communications may record its abundant success.” 


In the city of Cork, a city containing more than one hundred 
thousand inhabitants, and where there has been for these one 
hundred and sixty years past a Baptist Church, the Society 
has recently placed their esteemed brother, Mr. Trestrail, 
late of Newport, Isle of Wight. The church at Cork, 
reduced in number and weakened in pecuniary circumstances, 
were exceedingly anxious, some four years since, to obtain the 
aid of this Society in such steps as appeared likely, under God’s 
blessing, to revive them; and ever since, as former Reports 
have told you, supplies for the pulpit have been furnished by 
your Committee. It has been felt that if we would con- 
siderably augment the means of doing good in Ireland we must, 
as far as practicable, occupy stations in the most considerable 
towns. The church at Cork placed the small endowment they 
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have long enjoyed in aid of the support of their minister under 
the direction of your Committee. At length they were anxious 
to secure the continued services of Mr. Trestrail, who among 
the supplies sent from this country, had spent a few weeks with 
them; and to a proposal made to him, in accordance with this 
wish, he had consented, at the date of last Report (see page 
40). Accordingly Mr. Trestrail was designated, in a Public 
Service, held at White’s Row, Portsea, on Wednesday evening, 
June 17 last, to his work of Missionary in that city and its 
neighbourhood. On Monday, August 17, he was solemnly 
set apart at Cork to the pastoral office, to which the church 
had unanimously invited him. The Secretary of the Society, 
Brother Hardcastle of Waterford, and other brethren, took part 
in that service. Since then the meeting-house, which was 
greatly delapidated, has been put into complete repair at an 
expense of £250, only £100 of which remains to be furnished 
by the contributions of those who wish well to the cause of the 
Redeemer in Ireland. Mr. Trestrail, in writing to the Secre- 
tary, says, under date of March 24th ultimo— 

“‘Since my residence in Cork I have been chiefly occupied in the 
arrangements consequent on the determination, rendered absolutely 
necessary, to put the chapel into a state of thorough repair. This has 
been done satisfactorily; and the place has been opened under very 
pleasing circumstances; for an account of which I must refer you 
to my last official communication. Expense over £250, £150 of which 
we have already got.’ 

“During the latter part of the Summer, having arrived here in 
August, I preached whenever the weather permitted, on Lord’s day 
morning, on the deck of a vessel. We had often a goodly number of 
sailors present, and many persons would come and stand on the quay. 
We have never been interrupted by the Roman Catholics. On the 
contrary, they seemed, for the most part, disposed to listen with atten- 
tion. _During the Winter the ‘ Bethel Service’ has been confined to 
the room engaged for that purpose by Mr. White, who has requested 
me to conduct it there. He is a pious member of the Established 
Church, When the weather permits we intend resuming the preaching 
on ship board. 


“Our congregations begin to shew some signs of increase. Though 
we have lost two of our most valued members by death,* and though a 


* At the funeral of both these friends there was a large concourse, and 
especially at that of Mrs. Jones, whose remains. were followed to the

‘numerous and respectable family has removed to a distant town, our 
number has not been diminished: we have two added, and expect 
shortiy a fresh accession to our little band. We are living in peace ; 
and the discipline of the Church is now fully restored. 

“The congregation at Blackrock is small, but steady and attentive, 
chiefly composed of the Coast Guard and their families. There is a 
small school which is regularly attended to, and on week days I go 
down there to preach, except one Thursday in the month. 

“‘T have a very pleasing meeting of Roman Catholics in one of the 
suburbs of the city every Tuesday, to whom I have been introduced 
through a young lady whose activity among the poor has been crowned 
with great success. There are about twelve families to whom I can 
have constant access. I visited one poor man last week who has been 
long afflicted, and has been also blind for many years. I questioned 
him with great closeness, and was rejoiced to find that his views of 
truth were truly evangelical, and his acquaintance with Scripture most 
remarkable, considering that he can only know it by hearing it read. 
He has long ago resigned crucifix and rosary into the hands of my 
friend. His remarks on those passages of Scripture on which the 
Romanist builds his system were surprising. Every vestige of error on 
these points seemed to have been takenaway. After praying with him 
I promised to see him again shortly, as he earnestly requested a repe- 
tition of my visit. I hope shortly to have another meeting, about a 
mile distant from the place where I held this one, where there are 
many Roman Catholics anxious to hear the word. 

«IT am happy to be able to inform you, from unquestioned authority, 
that there is a surprising spirit of inquiry aroused in the minds of the 
people. I have attended closely to the City Mission here, whose 
agents I meet every Monday morning at half-past nine. From them I 
am gathering up facts of the most interesting and encouraging nature. 

*‘T wish the Society could furnish me with at least two readers. I 
have a prospect of two fit persons; one a well-educated person, though 
somewhat reduced in circumstances, a converted Catholic, the fruit of 
open-air preaching last summer. He is very anxious to be employed 
in carrying the message of salvation to his deluded countrymen, Deep 
affliction has been his lot for some months, which I believe God is 
sanctifying to his preparation for the work. 

«Our little Sunday School increases. We have lately purchased a 
library for it and the congregation, and hope it will be productive of 
good. Small as our encouragement is, and deeply as I feel the contrast 


grave by a crowd of Roman Catholics. When living at Blackpool she 
was very kind to the poor, irrespective of religion, and they went to her 
grave weeping. They listened with deep attention to a protracted service, 
and in it I entered at large on the grounds of acceptance and pardon, and 
many were the blessings on “his reverence”’ from those simple, heart- 
grateful people, and many said “True for you, Sir,” and may “ the Lord 
spare ye long, Sir.” 
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between the occupancy of a post in England and this country, I thank 
God I am not in despair; nor do I regret acceding to the wish of the 
Committee. I knew that extraordinary difficulties would be my lot; 
but I am convinced that they are not understood by our friends in 
England. They must know them; and then we shall have their sym- 
pathy, prayers, and support. 

““A Missionary for the county of Cork would be a great blessing. 
He might be wholly employed from Youghall in the east to Bantry in 
the west, and Mallow in the north, to Kinsale and Skibbereen on the 
south. Here are nearly a million of human beings in this great county, 
and the Baptists support exactly one missionary for them all. In 
Jamaica they have between thirty and forty for onLY HALF that 
number, and yet it is said what are you doing in Ireland! Is that 
- justice to-us ?—is it justice to Ireland? 

“I trust that a more extended effort will be made for this benighted 
yet interesting country—a part, too, of the British empire. 

“T have recently established a Bible class, at which about a dozen 
young persons attend.” 


‘ 


The Committee have also been able to engage the services of 
the Rey. John Hamilton, a prudent, zealous, and warm-hearted 
brother, as an itinerant, chiefly over some of the counties of 
the South. His labours have been extensive, and, the Com- 
mittee are happy to add, they are generally acceptable, and not 
without indications of good. In one of his most recent com- 
munications, Mr. Hamilton dwells on the difficulties he meets 
with in prosecuting his work— 


“The want of places to preach in [he says] is a great barrier in the 
way of an extensive itinerary. We must soon, I think, be compelled 
to go out to the high ways and hedges, and take our stand wherever 
human beings congregate, to call their attention to the things which 
belong to their peace. Perhaps we should long since have been ‘ crying 
without :’—we may have been guilty in this respect. 

‘Unusual methods must be resorted to, in order to excite the atten- 
tion of the public mind. I would address the Committee in the words 
of the prophet, a little varied, ‘O ye who would send good tidings to 
Ireland get ye up into the high mountains; lift up your voice with 
strength ; yea, lift it up through your agents ; be not afraid, say unto the 
cities and towns of Ireland, Behold your God.’ You must not think of 
sounding a retreat, but advance with fresh courage and increasing 


zeal.” 

The brethren last mentioned, in conjunction with a few other 
brethren in the South, have formed an association, to which 
Mr. Hardcastle refers, in order to increase fraternal intercourse 
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between brethren and churches—to promote concert for prayer 
and humiliation before God—to stir up the members of the 
churches to active individual effort—to devise plans of extended 
usefulness, and to promote in every way they may be able the 
diffusion of divine knowledge. They contemplate the encou- 
raging of open-air preaching—the holding of revival meetings, 
and the uniting of the whole body, now greatly scattered, in 
one general combined system of operations. It may easily be 
conceived that by such means brethren may be encouraged in 
their work ; churches may be brought to a more intimate union 
and sympathy with each other, and a good impression may be 
made upon the public mind. Information and counsel are likely 
thus to be brought together at the meetings they shall from time 
to time hold, of essential benefit, aiding the decisions of the 
Committee on questions of vital importance. If anywhere 
counsel and co-operation be necessary among brethren engaged 
as are the agents of this Society, they are especially necessary 
in Ireland. Ministers and brethren there are placed “ few and 
far between,” they thus lie open to influences of a discouraging, 
disheartening kind, which, next to their own close and humble 
communion with God, nothing is so adapted to check and 
subdue as a kind, hearty Christian intercourse with each other. 
The Committee, therefore, look with hope upon this movement. 
Associations have greatly contributed to’ the prosperity of 
churches at home. The strong have been enabled to help the 
weak, and mutual encouragement and co-operation have been 
obtained. Wetrust similar results may be witnessed in Ireland. 
In this association ten churches are united. 

The brethren, William Hamilton, Thomas, McCarthy, and 
Berry, continue to pursue their useful labours in their respec- 


tive localities. 
In July last Mr. Hamilton wrote the Secretary— 


«With regard to the present state of the Lord’s work here, we have 
some cause of rejoicing, accompanied with a little anxiety. Early in 
the last month I baptized three, two of whom had been in communion 
with us, and one had been made a subject of divine grace about three 
months before, and is now added to our church here. Since then, four 
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others applied for admission to our communion, but only two of them 
are likely to remain. 

« After all my discouragements at Athlone, my congregation there im- 
proves a little, and it seems to be composed of a description of persons 
that the clergy and the landlords will not be able to frighten away, | 
am now beginning to hope that the gospel will take root in this vicinity. 
The school in this town [Moate] does very well; there are one hundred 
and twenty-one on the roll, and they attend very well. In Athlone 
the school has been greatly diminished by the threatenings of the 
priests and the influence of the rector. Under these outward dis- 
couragements, I find it good to trust in the Lord and keep looking 
unto him.” 


Again, on the 2nd March ultimo, he says— 


“« For several months past the Lord’s work has been making a little 
progress in Athlone. I baptized and added to the church there two 
persons a few weeks ago, who continue to give satisfaction, The 
members are all much united; the number of hearers is increasing a 
little, and they evince a love for the word. To Godalone be the praise! 
Our school in Athlone continues to suffer from the influence of the 
priest and the clergyman in the Westmeath side of the town, but we 
have determined on removing it to the Roscommon side, hoping that it 
will be more useful there; that at Moate, after passing through a 
severe ordeal of persecution, still prospers. There are 86 on the roll, 
27 of whom are Roman Catholics. At my last examination of this 
school, seventy-five chapters of the New Testament were repeated by 
the children.” 


Mr. H. is assisted by one reader, who is stationed at Athlone. 
If we could get, he says— 


“Three efficient readers, two for this town and neighbourhood, 
[Moate], and an additional one for Athlone, I think much good would 
be likely to arise from their labours. There is not a scripture reader 
employed by any denomination in Athlone or Moate, or in the sur- 
rounding villages, except the one that is employed by our Society.” 


Mr. Thomas’s communications during the year indicate 
unabated zeal and pleasure in the work of the Lord; nor is he 
without proofs of the divine blessing. His journal, forwarded 
early in May last, states— 


“On Lord’s day, 12th April, preached on board ship, there were a 
great crowd on the quay, great shouting and interruption. I feared 
one time I could not persevere, but was determined—many wished to 
hear, and heard attentively. I was particularly struck with the anxious 
solicitude and devotional appearance of two women on the quay, as 
well as with others. At last all became quiet, and many came on 
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the deck, and crowded it, followed by the two women who sat down 
just before me. I was surrounded with a crowd, who heard atten- 
tively. 

“On Lord’s day, 19th April, I preached on the banks of the Shannon, 
after which I baptized, sung an hymn, and concluded in prayer; it was 
a strange sight to many. 

“On Lord’s day, 26th April, pr@ached on the deck of a ship to num- 
bers, and on the quay there was tremendous shouting, but they were 
not permitted to put me down. A great many heard attentively ; and, 
“having obtained help of God,’ I have continued unto this day.” 


Again, in December, he writes— 


“‘T baptized two persons lately, and intend to baptize another next 
week. I am frequently tried by having my people scattered; but I 
believe they are luminaries in the spiritual firmament of the church. 
Our preaching and prayer meetings continue, especially preaching from 
the decks of ships to crowds on the quays, and on board.” 


The schools under Mr. T’s care continue to prosper. Of 
one he reports— 


“On visiting it on an extremely wet day, I was pleasingly surprised 
to find 123 in the school, and still more pleased at their improvement, 
and answers; there were 210 on the roll. After giving them an 
address of affectionate advice, I kneeled down and commended them to 
the Lord in prayer; and preached in the evening. On the Lord’s day 
I baptized and administered the Lord’s Supper, and preached three 
times—in the afternoon on board ship, which was crowded.” 


The readers also under his superintendance are evidently 
blessed of God. Extracts from their journals, with extracts 
from those of other readers, will be given at the end of this 
report. With two of the readers of this district your Secretary 
had repeated opportunities of intercourse; and, in the notes of 
his report, the following passage occurs in relation to them— 


“My impression, derived from a tolerably extensive examination of 
readers, and especially of these good men, is, that persons so employed 
are generally men of undoubted piety, of a rather more than ordinary 
share of intelligence, well acquainted with the Bible and religious doc- 
trine generally, mingling with the people around them from day to 
day for the purpose of communicating religious instruction Their 
ingenuity in devising plans to secure the object even where opposed is 
gratifying. These two, for example, in entirely Irish districts of Clare 
and Kerry, were committing a large part of the New Testament in the 
native dialect to memory, that they may repeat where the sight of the 
book might offend. They repeated considerable portions in my hearing 
with perfect facility. One, a man of superior talent and of ardent 
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piety, has succeeded in versifying several of the most important pas- 
sages, and these he sings when he is not allowed either to read or 
repeat. By this means he generally secures attention from such as at 
first very strongly resist his efforts. His versifications, on being 
repeated, were pronounced by Irish scholars to be in very near approxi- 
mation to the language of scripture. 


Mr. McCarthy, in his review of the labours in which during 
the year he has been engaged, writes to the Secretary, under 
date 23rd March ultimo— 


“You know right well that wind and tide are both’ against us, 
more vehemently so at this moment than at any other period since the 
commencement of the mission. No unfavourable omen this; for if the 
force of divine truth were not felt around us, no influence would be 
used against it. It would be desirable, were it équally prudent at this 
time, to make a simultaneous incursion upon the enemy’s camp; but it 
would, perhaps, be wiser to keep unviolated the prizes we have in our 
own. It is the opinion of several wise and praying persons here, 
things cannot long remain as they are; and that as soon as the 
political turmoil, which now agitates this most unfortunate country, 
a little subsides, we shall have more happy and successful days. 
None have the manliness, nor dare come into the face of day and tell 
us that we are disséminating erroneous sentiments, and that your 
Society has not the best interest of Ireland at heart; they work in 
secret, and the people are under the preventive influence of the fear of 
man, the landlord, his agent, the priest, and the minister, hold up the 
flag of terror. I am quite convinced hundreds would rally round the 
standard of Divine truth, could they but claim an honest measure of 
independence. * 

«Since the formation of the Mission many precious souls have been 
converted unto the Lord. Some of them have gone to heaven; others of 
them are living epistles, read and known of all men; a few are located 
on the States’ side of the Lake Erie, and have been the means of raising 
up the. standard of the. cross around them. And if our work be of 
God we may laugh to Scorn the virulence of all the Lord’s enemies; for 
he will, in his own good time, cause the work he has begun to flourish 
gloriously. P 
«««The heavenly work began shall never die, 

And spreading glory shall the Saviour crown. ’ 

“Since the last Report, I have baptized five persons, on their pro- 
fession of repentance towards God, and faith in our Lord Jesus Christ. 
Four of them have been added to the church at Ralme, and one to the 
church at Ferbane. Total number baptized, since the commencement 
of my labours with the Society, 186. These have been formed into 
seven small churches, six of which are now placed under the pastoral 
care of other ministers. Through misconduct we have lost one member 
at Farbene, and by death one at Rahue. I preached in the grave-yard 
this week, from 1 Cor. xv, 31—36. The people, consisting of several 
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denominations, all listened with gravity, and the seriousness becoming 
the occasion. The deceased was the relict of poor old Mr. Kean, one of 
our former schoolmasters at Tullamore, and her death was greatly re- 
gretted by rich and poor. Rahue, Ferbane, Kilbeggan, Tullamore, and 
Annaharry, are the stations I now visit. This includes a circuit of 
about fifty miles, in which I have also several small places where I 
incidentally disseminate the word of life. We live in a world of moral 
darkness, and the enemy has dropped the benighting curtain, peculiar 
to his kingdom, over the minds of many in this country. And it is 
mostly at the times of such visits as these, that this is especially 
seen. Specimen—A pious Lady called on me some short time back 
to obtain a Bible to give to a poor Protestant man, living within 
a short distance of her house. She is in the habit of going through 
the neighbourhood doing all the good she can, both to the bodies and 
the souls of the people. She asked this old Protestant, Have you a 
Bible of your own? yes, ma’am, was his reply, She then said, Will 
you let me see what condition it is in? MHe arose and, behold, he 
brought to her a very old family Prayer Book!!! Can any thing under 
the sun more fully convince you of the necessity of ‘running to and 
fro in the earth, that knowledge may be increased.’ I unexpectedly 
visited the school at Clonshanny the other day, and found present 46 
children, all of them orderly, clean, and remarkably attentive. The 
school at Tullamore, wretchedly as it is off for a suitable place, is also 
doing tolerably well. Mateer has left this neighbourhood altogether, 
and I understand he has gone to Belfast.” 


The reader Mateer, here referred to, found the persecution 
raised against him too violent to endure. His having been 
educated for a Romish Priest came to be known among the 
populace, and, after repeated trials, it appeared that the effect 
was to place him in jeopardy, whenever he ventured out by 
day in prosecution of his work. He has, therefore, removed, 
and we trust he may yet be useful in the work of the Lord. 
Mr. McCarthy has to pursue his work unaided by any faithful 
diligent brother who might, in some new directions, prepare his 
way. We trust that aid may speedily be raised up for him. 


Mr. Berry’s labours during the year have been considerably 
blessed. He has also furnished a review of his progress, which 
we cannot do better than give in his own words :— 


« At the approach of another Annual Meeting, you must be anxious 
about vour labours in this country. It would indeed afford me great 
delight, and I am sure your pleasure would be great too, if I could 
desire you tell the friends of Ireland’s weal, that thousands, or even 
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hundreds, have been converted since your last meéting. It is to me a_ 
source of pungent sorrow, that I cannot impart such heart-cheering 
intelligence; the eternal misery of only one soul fills the heart with 
emotions not to be described, at the apathy and indifference evinced by 
many of my countrymen. But if your Missionaries in Ireland cannot 
with the Evangelist say, That three thousand have been in one day 
pricked to the heart !—nor with the West Indian Missionary, exclaim— 
See how the Lord hath wrought in the conversion of hundreds !—still 
there is abundant cause of gratitude for what has been done. Abbyliex 
alone furnishes strong motives to perseverance in your labour of love. 

“If the warrior by the conquest of a province or an empire is elated, 
and induced to proceed with vigour in the work of destruction and 
death, how much more powerfully do your conquests in Ireland call 
upon you to go on in the strength of the Lord conquering, never 
- sheathing the sword of the spirit until Ireland becomes great, glorious, 
and free. Legislative enactments may do much, the temperance move- 
ment has done, and will do, more still; but the gospel, and the gospel 
alone, is that which will ultimately confer happiness on Ireland’s sons 
and daughters. 

«‘The Readers, as you are aware, have only been employed one year, 
and during that period they have labuured diligently, and in some cases 
successfully. Out of many I will mention one instance:—P. D. 
and his wife quarrelled with each other so much, as that the magistrates 
interfered. The husband would get a warrant for the wife one day ; 
the wife in her turn would indict the husband: their little children of 
course were wretched. I directed Aurthur Case to send them, and the 
result is delightful—they now sit down a whole evening listening to him 
reading the scriptures; for nine months they have not been known 
even to abuse each other; on the contrary, they are remarkable for 
their affectionate and peaceful habits; their children are comfortable, 
and themselves happy. They still are Roman Catholics; but when 
others of that creed will not listen to your reader, they will say—Come, 
Aurthur Case, and read for us, for you brought peace and comfort into 
our cottage. But this is not all that has beendone. Your readers have 
been the means of introducing family prayer into many families. They 
are active in the distribution of tracts, in spreading the knowledge of 
the Lord around them. I fear, however, that I must discontinue some 
of them, as the £50 which the kind and excellent lady gives, will not, 
along with what I can raise, support them. 

“In preaching the gospel I have been much more successful than 
usual ; the Lord accompanied his own word with a great blessing. I 
think I can say that I have done as much of the work as I could, but 
not, ’tis true, as much as I wished to do. I have taken a smaller 
district, and visit and preach much more frequently than when I 
travelled twenty miles to a station. I go now not further from Abbyliex 
than twelve miles. Seven persons have the last year been added to the 
church, four of these were Roman Catholics, and the others Protestants ; 
four persons at our field-preaching last November were convinced of - 
sin, and proposed to be baptized ; the brethren wished to wait a little ; 
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they attend our preaching, but we deem is desirable to delay a little their 
baptism. Seven other persons have also proposed to be baptised, and 
as they are approved, they will soon be united with us; and two persons 
more propose to unite with us without being baptised; thus, in one 
year, twenty souls have through our Society been convinced of sin, and 
we hope converted to God. I thank God, I take courage, and I antici- 
pate much good. May the Lord have all the praise. I would write a 
longer and more connected letter but I am not well.” 


Mr. Bates has continued through the year his labours at and 
around Ballina, and we have reason to believe that they have 
been productive of much good. 

The Schools under his inspection vary considerably in their 
attendance in different seasons of the year, and as other schools, 
either under the National Board of Education, or belonging to 
other voluntary societies like our own, are established or dis- 
continued. Some have been dropped, no further necessity 
requiring our Society to maintain them. The business of this 
Society is to make known the gospel of salvation, and to seek 
to rescue souls from everlasting perdition. Schools may be 
valuable as a means of accomplishing this end, and we are 
glad to know that in attending to them, our agents never lose 
sight of it; but no man can dispassionately look at the present 
circumstances of Ireland as to education, without congratu- 
lating himself on the change in this particular which the last 
twenty years have produced. 

Of his schools Mr. Bates reports, by letter of March 22nd 
ultimo :— 

«Tn this district there are eleven schools, situated in counties Mayo 
and Sligo: some are in small towns and villages, where other schools, 
less scripture schools than ours, exist, but generally they are in the 
most destitute, ignorant, and uncultivated districts, where the children 
have no other opportunity of obtaining any sort of instruction ; they 


are generally surrounded by a very ignorant class of the Roman Catholic 
population. 

“The rolls contain the names of 929 children, so that nearly one 
thousand children belong to the schools of the Society in this district ; 
their attendance is irregular, but during the last quarter, when work in 
the field has not called them away, the average attendance has been 
much better this quarter than the last. We have about 112 children 
in the alphabet, 465 who are a little further advanced, nearly 300 read 
and commit the scriptures to memory, 140 write, 61 are in arithmetic, 
and some few are learning the elements of English history, geography, 
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and grammar; while several of the girls are able to sew and work in a 
respectable manner. ‘This last quarter the children repeated 301 
Chapters, and during the year I find that about 1200 Chapters of the 
Holy Scriptures have been committed to memory. In each of the 
various classes some progress has been made but, from the increased and 
increasing activity of the priests, the children do not commit so much to 
memory as they formerly did. The children are not interrupted until 
they are beginning to read and commit to memory the word of God, 
then through priestly influence they are withdrawn from our schools, 
that they may be compelled to attend some of their own. Thus we 
find that they will be permitted to receive education from our schools 
until they are beginning to receive the elements of scriptural instruc- 
tion, and then the best of the Roman Catholic children are instantly 
withdrawn. The priests in this respect are much more active than 
they formerly were, and manifest more opposition to our schools than 
they formerly did. 

“A scriptural education of the rising population in a popish country 
must ever be of vast importance. Consequently in the inspection of our 
schools, while I feel anxious to encourage the children in the acquisition 
of useful knowledge, I consider that the great object of our schools is 
that of imparting unto the poor children a scriptural education, whereby 
they may be made wise unto eternal life. Many of the children who 
have been instructed in our schools, have been introduced into re- 
spectable places of service; several of them have become teachers ; 
others are good members of society ; some have left popery, and a few, 
by the blessing of God, have become members of our churches. Such 
a course of scriptural education is of importance every where, but 
especially in a popish country, and when we remember that it has been 
established, sustained, and vigorously carried on for about twenty-six 
years, there is no doubt that it has conferred a great blessing on this 
country ; and by the blessing of God resting upon our labours, we may 
conclude that it will be productive of the happiest results.” 


Of the Readers, Mr. Bates says— 


“«The number of readers in this district is six, three of whom reside 
in the county of Mayo, and three in the county of Sligo. With regard 
to the character of these brethren, I feel fully satisfied that they are 
men of undoubted piety, and possess a considerable degree of knowledge 
of the word of God. They are all members of our churches, and 
capable of holding prayer meetings in the country, or in Ballina during 
my absence. One of these brethren, not only reads the scriptures from 
one cabin to another, but occasionally lectures in some places in 
different parts of the country, and devotes the whole of his time to the 
work. Three of them are daily readers, who devote about five or six 
hours a day in reading the Scriptures to their fellow-men, and the other 
two are sabbath and evening readers, who are very useful in visiting 
the poor in-the dark neighbourhoods around them. During the last 
year they have made more than 5000 visits, and by these means more 
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than 20,000 persons have heard the gospel. They have distributed 
about 3000 Tracts; held many prayer-meetings, given away seven 
Bibles, four Irish Testaments, and thirty-six copies of the New Testa- 
ment in our English version. These labours I trust are accompanied 
with private prayer, and on some occasions the Lord has crowned 
these efforts with success. Good has been done, which is a cause for 
much gratitude and joy; and when we think of the value of only one 
soul, there is every reason why we should still continue to persevere. 
This class of agency, when properly conducted, with suitable men, is of 
considerable importance, and there is no doubt that many Roman 
Catholics in this country have been directed to the Saviour through 
their instrumentality, who otherwise would have remained in darkness, . 
and never have been directed to the light of life.’’ 


Of the preaching stations, Mr. Bates reports— 


“The principal place that occupies most of my attention is Ballina; 
here I reside, here we have a comfortable chapel, and here we have a 
church of twenty-four members, eight of whom were Roman Catholics. 
During the year three have been baptized, and one has been received 
by letter from the church in Dublin, while three of our members have 
been removed from us, two of whom were Roman Catholics before 
they were brought to a knowledge of the truth. On a sabbath morning 
we have fifty or sixty sometimes who attend; yesterday morning 
perhaps there were rather more, but in the evening there are not so 
many. We havea Bible class in the morning before public service, 
and a small Sunday School in the afternoon in connexion with the 
church, and I hope that they may continue to increase. During the 
last year the Lord has blessed us with some tokens of his favour, and 
I trust that this addition to our number will prove to be an additional 
blessing. 

«‘There are several stations in the neighbourhood around, from five 
to fifteen miles, which I am labouring to cultivate. Mullifarry I visit 
once a fortnight, where there is a good congregation. 

** At Easky we have another station that I visit, where we have 
about sixteen members formed into a little church, and three persons 
have been baptized here during the year, in addition to those at Bal- 
lina. -At Kilglass, Tullylin, Mountain River, Ballycastle, &c., I 
preach as often as I can. The congregation in some of these places is 
small. During the year I have frequently visited all our schools, read 
the Scriptures in some of the poor Irish cabins, preached 244 times 
at the various stations where I attend; and, on looking back at what 
has been done, I trust that we may say the Lord has crowned our 
labours with some degree of success. 

“Tn prosecuting our work we must expect opposition, but opposition 
will lead to the investigation of truth; the investigation of truth will 
lead to the detection of error; and the detection of error will lead to 
its entire destruction. Let concsience be free, and the Bible be put in 
circulation, then we may be confident of the most glorious results. 
Even the church of Rome herself has been instrumental in preserving 
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the sacred volume, which is gradually working her own destruction. 
Like Pharoah’s daughter, she has taken up the Scripture as the child 
of God, and nursed it as her own, for the certain destruction of her 
own kingdom.” 


From Mr. Sharman’s review of what he and the readers and 
teachers under his direction have been doing during the year, 
the following extracts are taken. 


“ Through the instrumentality of your teachers and readers, as well 
as my own, the precious seed has been deposited in many a spot in 
this extensive field; and though but little seems to have fallen into 
good ground, we are not entirely without the prospect of a harvest. 
To the church under my care at Coolaney, one person has been united. 
At one of my preaching stations, a short distance off, where, when I 
first went, the people were fond of dancing and other country amuse- 
ments, especially on the Lord’s-day, a spirit of enquiry seems to be 
awakened, especially among the young. These sinful amusements on the 
Lord’s-day have greatly ceased, and young persons—amongst them 
one fine little girl of ten years of age—are seeking admission to 
Christian fellowship. 

“ The death of one of our young female friends in the same neigh- 
bourhood has been the means of awakening considerable attention to 
religion. She died, I trust, happy in God. I visited her frequently 
during a long illness, and, though she could not hope for recovery, she 
was resigned to the will of her Heavenly Father—not a word of com- 
plaint dropped from her lips, but, on the contrary, she frequently 
expressed her desire to depart and be with Christ, which is far better. 
The day on which she died I remained with her till I think about an 
hour before she departed—it was asolemn time. There were several of 
her friends present who wept bitterly: she said to them “rather 
rejoice: if I was dying in my sins you would have cause to weep, but 
thank God this is not the case.”” After a little conversation, I read to 
her and her friends present the narrative of ‘The wanderer welcomed 
home,’ which was listened to with marked attention and evident plea- 
sure, especially by the sufferer. When I first went to her father’s 
house to preach she seemed inclined to eppose; she would contend 
earnestly for the evil practice of dancing, especially at what we call in 
this country ‘ set times,’ Christmas holidays, &c., &c., but thank the 
Lord, it has not been so latterly ; she was given to see the evil of sin; 
the Spirit of God opened her eyes, and I trust she now enjoys the 
happiness of Heaven. She was in her twenty-fourth year. 

“« During the year the readers in this district have made more than 
4000 visits, and in the hearing of more than 7000 persons, old, young, 
and middle-aged, either read or conversed about the things that make 
for their eternal welfare, in many cases in the native dialect of the 
country. A few copies of the Scriptures in our English version have 
been distributed, and about 1194 Tracts ; and during the last quarter 
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alone our brother Johnstone held not fewer than 52 meetings for 
prayer. 

“TI trust the labours of your readers are accompanied with humble 
prayer to God for his blessing. When practicable, they also bring the 
people to whom they read on their knees to ask God to bless their 
visit. I hope they are good men and are very diligent. 

“ T have eleven schools under my care, some of them situated at too 
great a distance from me to be very frequently inspected. My inspec- 
tion last quarter shewed nearly seven hundred on the rolls, 634 I found 
present ; 254 were reading the book of God, four-fifths of them had 
committed several of the most important portions of it to memory. 
Of the whole number of children in my schools, which are situate, for 
the most part, in very dark and neglected neighbourhoods, nearly two- 
thirds are Catholics. 

‘A thousand thanks to our kind friends at Canterbury, for the 
liberal as well as useful and beautiful selection of articles sent us in 
the last year. Mrs. Sharman suggests that if our Christian friends, 
instead of making up the articles of dress themselves, would send the 
cloth uncut, she would be better able to distribute their very welcome- 
presents, and would feel great pleasure in cutting according to the wants 
and sizes of the different children and grown girls, to whom such relief 
would be most needed. As for the fancy articles, they are seized with 
great avidity by those who are not much in need of other articles, 
and of course we could not think of depriving our friends of the 
pleasure of making these, for in Connaught we know better how to 
peel potatoes. However, we arenot toooldtolearn. I amsure it would 
give great pleasure to any of our friends to see the very beautiful des- 
cription of stockings manufactured in our school at Clongher, one of 
the most backward districts in this country, through the influence of 
those truly pious ladies, the Miss Holmeses. They have a quick 
demand for these articles in Scotland as well as England—-they are 
purchased at the rate of 3s. a pair for long stockings, and 1s. 6d. for 
socks; nor does this interfere in the least degree with other business 
attended to in the school. Twenty-two of these girls repeated cor- 
rectly 1 Thessalonians, and 1 Epistle to Timothy: their answers were 
such as would be well thought of in any Sabbath school in England. 
Many of them write very nicely, and not a few can do something at 
arithmetic. Their appearance in the school is that of neatness and 
cleanliness—you will see no old patched quilts as a substitute for 
almost every other article of dress; the strictest attention is paid 
by the teacher, as well as those excellent ladies, to cultivate habits of 
industry and punctuality. A regard to the temporal condition of the 
Irish peasantry, many of whom are ina deplorable state, is not thrown 
away upon them. Are there not friends belonging to us who could 
employ other schools in like manner—if not to knit stockings, in some 


other way? Our excellent school at Clongher might be considered as 


our model school. 


Of many of the readers of the Society an account has already 
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been given—twenty-seven have been employed within the year ; 
all of them devote either the whole or a portion of every day to 
their work. It needs not be said that this is an order of agency 
adapted to great good. Many of them have themselves been 
brought out of the darkness and superstition of the Romish 
church to the light of the gospel. They are men of a right 
spirit, of untiring diligence, and of that acquaintance with the 
low and degrading forms of the popish faith as it exists among 
the populace, which eminently fit them for their work. It is 
believed that a mistake has widely prevailed as to this species of 
agency. It has been supposed that the Society employs readers 
of whose conversion to God no adequate evidence has been 
given. Nothing can be further from the fact. They are the 
men by whom the gospel has to be made known to the common 
people, not otherwise accessible; they have to expound Divine 
truth,—to answer innumerable questions, proposed by those 
whose anxieties have been awakened, and to direct sinners to 
the Lord Jesus Christ ; but how can it be expected they will do 
this with fidelity or success if they have not themselves yielded 
up their hearts to his service? The Society do not, indeed, 
require that readers should belong to one section of the church 
of Christ exclusively, but they do make a credible profession 
of personal piety an essential qualification, and by placing all 
their readers in immediate and frequent communication with 
the pastors of the several churches, they take what measures 
can be taken to retain them only so long as they shall continue 
to give evidence of being the humble and faithful followers of 
the Redeemer. 

To the subject of funds your Committee do not advert 
without considerable anxiety. In a few cases, since the last 
Annual Meeting, reductions have taken place in the expen- 
diture of the Society, but in other's’ that expenditure has of 
necessity increased. To sustain the operations at present 
carried on, not now to insist upon increasing them, more than 
£3000 per annum is indispensable. The year now closing has 
yielded, including a legacy whose net amount was £360, about 
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£2800. We began the year with a debt of £262 5s. 3d; so 
that the present deficiencies of the Society amount to a little 
more than £500. 

This state of things does awaken the anxieties of the Com- 
mittee. They would fain have given the conduct of the Society 
into the hands of their successors, to be appointed this evening, 
unembarassed and free. To enable them to do so, a short 
time since, a few of their own number contributed nearly £100, 
in the hope that other persons, who care deeply for Ireland, 
would have supplied all beside that is needed. In this hope 
they have been disappointed. It is not for them to conjecture 
why; they believe, however, it is neither a want of interest in 
Ireland’s welfare, nor the absence of expectation that she shall 
yet be regenerated by the gospel of Jesus Christ. But surely 
other objects, however important or inviting from the amount 
of good realized, will not be allowed to withdraw attention from 
a land which, though it may yield less to reward the care and 
labour bestowed upon it, yet requires spiritual cultivation as 
much as any land, and where, in due season, we shall reap if 
we faint not. Your Committee are strongly impressed with 
the opinion that, notwithstanding all that British Christians 
have done for Ireland, a fair trial has not been made of the 
power of the simple, faithful, affectionate preaching of the cross 
of Christ. No section of the church, till of late, has fearlessly 
employed this weapon against strong-holds. Policy has sug- 
gested one method of procedure, timidity another, and hopeless- 
ness a third; but as yet the foolishness of preaching—we mean 
to all—preaching the grace of our Lord Jesus Christ—has been 
but too little attempted. The Committee must not be under- 
stood in this opinion to censure valued brethren anywhere, and 
especially valued, self-denying, diligent brethren in Ireland. 
They have done what you sent them to do; their breasts have 
glowed with ardent desire to make known the gospel of salvation, 
and they are willing to spend and be spent in the hallowed 
work. Encourage them—support them—add to their number 
—strengthen their hands.—and, above all, commend them to 
His care and blessing who has directed his servants to go into 
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all the world and preach the gospel to every creature, and who 
has annexed to this commission his own merciful promise, ‘‘ Lo 
I am with you alway, even unto the end of the world.” 

It only remains to acknowledge the kindness of liberal bene- 
factors to the funds of the Society during the year, and that of 
friends and brethren who have sought in such way as they could 
to promote its welfare. Among these the thanks of the 
Committee are especially due to the Rev. Edward Brown, of 
Shering Harlow, Essex, for the payment of a legacy of £400, 
under the will of the late Mrs. Lampson, of Northampton ;— 
to an anonymous Friend, by the Rev. John Dyer, who 
has often so favoured the Society in former years, for the 
donation of £100 ;—to the British and Foreign Bible Society 
for a grant of 250 Bibles and 1000 Testaments ;—to Henry 
Butterworth, Esq. of London, for a donation of £10 10s.;— 
to a Lady, by the Rev. C. Anderson, Edinburgh, for £100; 
—to 8. Hoare, Esq., Lombard Street, for £10 ;—to Miss Davey, 
of Norwich, for £10;—to George Foster, Esq., Sabden, 
Yorkshire, for £10;—to Mrs. Holland, of Bristol, for her 
liberal annual contribution of £50 ;—to Mrs. Burls, Edmonton, 
for a donation of £10, and for repeated acts of kindness, not 
only to the Society, but during the severe winter, through its 
agents, to many of the suffering Irish ;—to ministering brethren, 
among whom are the Revs. George Francies and John Aldis, 
of London; David Payne, of Bridgenorth; Charles Darkin, 
of Woodstock, and other brethren, who have done much either 
in collecting, or facilitating the labours of the collecting agents, 
sent by the Society in their respective neighbourhoods. 


ReapErs.—An investigation of the journals of the readers, 
a period of four months being taken, and nine of the journals, 
the selection being perfectly promiscuous, and made only with 
the view of obtaining a fair view of the labours of these devoted 
brethren, gives the number of families visited 2459; and as 
persons present at these visitations vary from three to twenty, 
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it is fair to average them at eight ; so that by this means alone 
a very large number of persons are brought within hearing of 
the word of God, and these, it must be remembered, are, with 
but very few exceptions, of the Roman Catholic population, 
who can scarcely be persuaded to worship with any Protestant 
congregation. Of the spirit in which the readers conduct their 
important work, and of its results, their own letters will be the 
best evidence. A few extracts, therefore, are here given. 


One of them writes— 


“‘T find the people very desirous to hear the word of the Lord in their 
vernacular tongue, and they are very thankful to me when I tell them 
about the Lord’s love, or when I read a portion of his word for them. 
They tell me they never heard the priest tell any thing about the Lord 
like what I read. I tell them that he reads in Latin, and they cannot 
understand him ; but if he read in Irish, then they would see that there 
is to be had of man no sort of help or assistance toward our salvation ; 
for all our righteousness is as filthy rags in God’s sight, and there is no 
name given among men under heaven whereby we can be saved, but 
through and by Christ: all of which they said was true; and they 
would wish I should come often, as they find great comfort in hearing 
God’s word so that they can understand it. 

«The boys who are learning to read the Irish Scriptures are improving 
very fast, and are highly delighted, and are asking me to get them Irish 
Testaments, for they have no Testaments but mine to readin. I gave 
them a few tracts which I had, by way of lending them, and charged 
them to have them read when I came the way again, so that they might 
be able to tell me the contents of them and to appreciate their value. 
I told them to keep them clean, for I should want them again: all of 
which they agreed to.” 


Another— 


«« About four years ago, a man of the name of R began to learn 
to read the Irish, of my wife. Both she and I took every opportunity of 
stating the gospel in his hearing, and explaining to him what he was 
reading; but it pleased the Lord to give him a greater desire to read 
and hear his holy word. I used to visit his cabin frequently, and 
read for himself and family. He left the church of Rome about two 
years ago, and continued reading the word of life until the 6th 
instant ; when, while he was thatching in Chapel Lane, a cart passing 
by carried away the ladder from under him, through which means he 
fell in the street; he was carried home, and the day following died. I 
visited him about half an hour before his death. I asked him, was he 
in dread to die? No, said he; for I am sure of my salvation : my hope 
and trust is in the blood of the Lamb. I asked him, should I read for 
him? No, said he; but talk to me; for my pain is so great, that I 
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could not benefit by the reading. So I continued talking to him on the 
encouraging promises of the gospel, and the happy portion of the 
children of God. He had his hands lifted up, and a smile on his coun- 
tenance, while I stopped with him. When I was going, he took my 
hand, and said, May the Lord bless you for your visit! You often 
cheered my heart—I hope you will come to-morrow morning to see me. 
But the poor dear man died in a few minutes after I parted from him. 
This irritated the Roman Catholics, as they were sure, until they saw 
him dead, that he would call for the priest. But, blessed be the Lord, 
he had his confidence in a better priest—the Lord Jesus—the High 
Priest of his profession.” 


Another— 


“This day I had a lengthened and interesting conversation with a 
Roman Catholic man, named R——. This man, a few years ago, 
contended earnestly with me for the popish doctrine of human merit, 
while now he freely admits that his whole salvation depends upon the 
atonement of Jesus Christ, and that he finds that there is no other 
means of a sinner’s acceptance with God. He seems to be inquiring 
in good earnest after the things that belong to his everlasting peace, 
and I trust the Lord by the teaching of his holy Spirit, will lead 
him in the way of all truth. I could state many other facts like the 
above.” 


Another— 


“‘God has blessed my humble labours to the bringing to the know- 
ledge of the truth as it is in Jesus. One individual of the name of 
A A. , when I wrote my last letter to you, he was giving 
daily evidence that he was ignorant of Him who is the way, the truth, 
and the life, and who is the only way to the Father, but now it may 
be said of him that sat in darkness, light is sprung up. When I first 
talked t6 this man respecting the way of a sinner’s acceptance with 
God, he told me that if he did not earn salvation, he could not expect 
it, and opposed every idea of a free salvation. I read to him the third 
chapter of the epistle to the Romans, showing him that there is none 
righteous, no, not one; also third chapter of Galatians, showing that 
by deeds of law there shall be no flesh justified, and it appears 
that the word was brought with power to his mind; he laid down his 
weapons of warfare, and since has been a diligent searcher of the 
Scriptures. He seems to be like a new-born babe, desiring to be fed 
with the sincere milk of the word that he may grow thereby; he is 
giving daily evidence that he is a branch ingrafted into the true vine 
by the all-powerful hand of the great husbandman of the church. Our 
prayer-meetings are greatly increased. I have sometimes to address 
fifty or sixty persons,—we are going on well, the Lord is blessing us 
daily and’ crowning the Society’s labour with an abundant success.” 


One of the Readers furnishes the following account of the 
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services of Good Friday common in the Catholic places of 
worship throughout Ireland—‘a ceremony,” he says, “in 
which T oft-times took an official part in my times of darkness:” 


“Good Friday morning, in all populous places where Romanism 
prevails, the doors of the Chapel are closed till ten o’Clock, A.M., when 
the clergy appear, who, fearing a ‘rush’ of the poor into the upper 
seats, order all the respectable people to the best seats for viewing the 
vastly solemn scene, a silver bit having previously dropped into his 
reverences hands from every opulent person, who may be scrupulous of 
associating their person or apparel among their less-favoured, but 
equally superstitious, brethren, as a ground for invitation to a better 
place at this solemn mockery, and scene of prostituted reason, religion, 
and decorum. 

‘‘Every thing in the interior wears a sable aspect—the altar, altar- 
steps, pulpit, stairs, railings, and service tables, all covered in deepest 
mourning—a long service of responses in Latin is gone through, at the 
end of which the priest falls on his face to the ground, indicative of 
Christ’s falling under His cross—and as the bells, used on every other 
occasion to warn the people to kneel and rise, are tied up this day, this 
serves as a signal for a long silence, which is only interrupted by the 
groans and cries of the multitudes assembled—the priests then take off 
their shoes, and walk up the steps of the altar, giving the lowest 
possible genuflexion and adoration on each step. A priest at the head 
of the steps holds across with the image of Christ on it muffled in black, 
this he exposes at the toes, and then at the heart, and then at the head, 
for every priest to kiss it in his turn, while the priest holding it ex- 
claims, in a crying tone, ‘ecce homo,’ ‘ behold the man’—‘ecce agnus 
Dei, ecce qui tollet peccata mundi,’ ‘behold the Lamb of God who 
taketh away the sins of the world;’ this, which represents Christ’s 
dying, being all over,a set of lights are served up, and the black is 
furiously torn down—the bells begin to ring—the organ to play its 
melodies—the priests to chant the mass—and the whole is changed 
from its mournful appearance, to that of extravagant lightness and 
mirth, which would be better entitled to attention on the stage, than to 
be set for immortal souls to look at in a professedly Christian, but 
really idolatrous, temple. The evening service begins with a repetition 
of 129th Psalm ‘de profundis ’—‘from the depths I have cried;’ this is 
said to be the language of Christ when he was suffering in the flaming 
fires of purgatory; and then he is represented as buried in several 
coffins, when a white figure, (a priest) representing the Eternal Father, 
opens the coffin and brings up the figure of our Saviour, this occasions 
shoutings of joy through the whole house; as these services are so 
strange, some bishops will not use them.” 


Another Reader’s journal reports— 


“‘T feel inclined to mention some particulars. The first is as regards 
a man that has been confined to his bed these five years and upwards; 
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on my first visit I found him ignorant of salvation; but he is able to 
state now that he is one of the Lord’s redeemed. 

“The second is an aged man, upwards of 80, who was once the 
leader of all unholy games in this town and neighbourhood; such as 
football playing, hurlings, and all such wicked assemblies ; but in con- 
sequence, I hope, of a truly expounded gospel being brought before 
him these ten months past, I am able to state now, that when I visit him 
to read, expound, and pray, I can behold the tears of joy, mingled 
with love, falling down his aged cheeks, when he declares the great joy 
that he feels that a servant of the Lord has brought the gospel of 
Christ to his house and family. I trust this man is one of the Lord’s 

. redeemed, and ransomed as a brand from the burning.” 


Another states— 


“In this village there are three Roman Catholic families, who have, for 
the last month, commenced the study of the word of God, their names are 
M. D, R——, and M. A—, father and son; and, indeed, I am fully per- 
suaded that you would rejoice to see these families every Lord’s day separated 
from the busy crowd of their idle neighbours, reading to their families the 
interesting tracts, which you had the kindness to give me. On last Lord’s 
day I read in the church-yard of this little town, to about forty persons, a 
little tract called ‘The two Ends and the two Ways,’ referring occasionally 
to several texts of Scripture mentioned by the pious writer; and I thank the 
Lord that the greatest attention was paid while I was reading.” 


Another reports— 


“T am happy to state that besides the four persons in this town who 
jomed the church under your care, with myself, there are others enquiring 
into the things pertaining to their peace, who may be expected to come for- 
ward soon. Indeed there is an appearance of a great shaking among the dry 
bones. The work of the Lord is prospering among us. There are a good 
many in this part of the town that are very much rejoiced to have the oppor- 
tunity of meeting on this night, as it ends their labour for the week. JI have 
commenced another meeting about one mile from the town, which I hold on 
Tuesday night; there are, in like manner, a good many that attend this meet- 
ing also, and are very much rejoiced that a meeting of the kind is established 
among them; I can fully discern that the Lord is blessing my feeble efforts.” 


Another Reader writes— 


“In my last I mentioned an occurrence that took place in this benighted 
neighbourhood; it relates to a Roman Catholic woman who lay nine weeks 
confined to her bed, despaired of by three doctors, and, from the excruciating 
pain in her hand, could find no comfort. In one of my visits to her during her 
illness, while reading the beginning of John’s Gospel at her bed-side, ‘ Oh!’ 
said she, ‘what a distressing state was I in until you shewed me that faithful 
high priest, Jesus Christ, ever since I have been comforted both in soul and 
body.’ She is now recovered from her illness, and expresses great thankful- 
ness that the Lord has in mercy spared her to ever have heard the Scriptures 
read in her native language. 

_ “One instance more I would lay before you, that the day of small things 
is not to be despised ;—a Roman Catholic, named P. S——, who had been 
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about three years ago one of the chief opposers of the gospel in this neigh- 
bourhood, but now, thanks be to the great Creator, the case is entirely 
altered with him; he is going forth, at all opportunities, with the sword 
of the Spirit in his hand, fighting under the banners of his great king.” 


Another reports— 


“This month I have visited more than one hundred families in their own. 
houses. I read a portion of the word of God in each house, and endeavoured 
to impress the meaning of what they heard on each mind present. I found 
the Roman Catholics very attentive A few days ago I was reading in Patt 
Mahan’s house, and there came a Roman Catholic woman to hear me, and 
before I went away she requested of me to call with her, and that she would 
gather some of her neighbours to hear me; so accordingly I went to her house, 
and found a good many present, I read and prayed with them; they were all 
very attentive while I was endeavouring to direct their attention to the attone- 
ment of the Lord Jesus, as the only hope set before us in the Gospel. 

“On the 2lst Instant I was out among the people, and, in one of the 
houses that I visited, I met with a man of the name of O——, that was em- 
ployed by our Society as a schoolmaster about twenty-two years ago, he had 
an Irish Testament, which he was reading to the people. The occupation 
in which this good man is now engaged, takes him a good deal about among 
his neighbours, and he is availing himself of the opportunities which he has, by 
this means, of reading the Irish Testament to them. ‘ I thank God, he said, 
‘for the Baptist Irish Society.’ It was a happy day for me the day I was em- 
ployed by them, for I might have remained in ignorance if they had not put 
the word of God into my hand. Iam happy to be able to say that the Lord 
has been pleased to add one more to our church, an amiable young woman, 
well able to communicate the truth that she believes to others, so that we 
have reason to hope that she will prove a blessing in the circle in which she 
moves.” 


Another, after describing his labours in a district in Sligo, 
says— 


“Indeed it is encouraging to see that among the poor Roman Catholics, 
there are many getting a good knowledge of the word, and their prejudices 
seem greatly to wear away. On going into one of their cabins a few days 
ago a Bible lay in the window, which, when I observed, the mistress said, 
O there is no book but the Bible read here. I have frequently visited and 
read for this family, and I trust they are living under the divine influence of 
the truth. The distribution of tracts is attended with much good; the peo- 
ple receive them thankfully, and many tell me that after reading them they 
endeavour to make them more useful by giving them to others. Last week, 
on going to see a poor old woman, I found her extremely thankful to receive 
a tract from me; she repeated the substance of two which I had given her 
on a former occasion.” 


These extracts are a small selection taken, almost at random, 
from journals that would fill many pages with evidence that 


God is making use of his own word as the means of converting 
sinners to himself. It might with ease be greatly extended. 
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We cannot doubt that God will continue to give testimony to 
the word of his grace; let it be presented simply, faithfully, and 
affectionately, by men who themselves are living epistles known 
and read of all. ‘‘The wilderness aud the solitary place shall 
be glad for them; and the desert shall rejoice and blossom as the 
rose. It shall blossom abundantly, and rejoice even with joy 
and singing: the glory of Lebanon shall be given unto it: the 
excellency of Carmel and Sharon, they shall see the glory of the 
Lord and the excellency of our God.”
